r E second half of the Ninoteont^ Qcntuiy having at length begun, men are very prone to ask thomselvJs' 

what new or hopeful prospeciiit ppeiis with. What with^tho daily advances of science, and the applica¬ 
tions of the arts to the purposes of life, in all that relates to uiateriid progress 4;he answertcan hardly be 
doubtful. We have bu^t up two great enipivcs duiing that part of ’tUo century which has passed* aVay, in 
compensation for thw empire we lost at the close of the century preceding : hut a rahge of far wider dominion 
strctclies out for days that are to come, in the triumf>hs of future acquisition held forth by scidutific <^covory ; 
in tine steamHbat, ttie railway, the telegraph, the ttdcscope; in the steady march of astronomy, ^emlsti-y* 
electricity, and steam; in the wondrous development of practical energy^ in every dcpartiBont of*practicaf 
utility. It is neither possible nor desirable that politics and morals should keep pace with the consilmmation of 
physical change thus altering the face of the earth: but even in this direction the ^orld does not seem* 
likc^v to com^ to any sudden stand. If no very new discoveric.s have bcen.madc of laid, several veiy andent 
fallacies have at least been c-vploded. The period may hereafter be emphatically rctuoiubcrod as that in 
which a great many valuable things were/’oantZ out. It has been foitlid out, for iustiuiee, that a King Mob 
enthroned by street barricado.s may be quite as cgi'egious an in.posture as a King Louis Philippe crowned J)y 
the same process.. It lias been found out that when a people lose their wits, the best^onn of government is 
a militai-y bedlam ;* but that when they reeover their senses in J;ho smallest dcgrdc, soldiers are worse than 
useless in the businc.ss of govci-ning them. The abominable absurdity of .such phrases as Geiman unity 
and American equality lias been found out. Mr. Hudson and Mr. Foai'gus O'Ofmnor have been found out* 
The genend uii wholosomcness of dirt (marvellous to say) has been found, out. Puseyism has be6n found out. 
And, to conclude, it has been found out that what Popery was in the fourteenth it would fain claim to b9in 
the nineteenth century; and free states have boon put upon thoi/gugrd against it. •

r Church for its inSolent encroachment on Protestant England, it was best to keeji out of sight that 
Protestant Clifirch whicli lias so long been a grievance and unjust burthen on Rompn Catholic Ireland. If 
. the Protestant faith could have been diflPused by tlio maintenance of such, pji cstablishmenij it might hove 
been well to keep it up even exclusively as a fortress militant for the gi-aduid subjection of Rome. But the direct 
contrary has been the result. It lias long beets useless, even as a Imrrack. Gold and iron may be, as MUtou 
calls them, the nerves of war; but, plontifuHy applied as they have been in the ottso of the Irish Church, 
they have certainly, not proved to be the sinews of religion. Protestantism has constantly dwindled 
mider the evil auspices qf a system which has spoken less from the altar in accents of |>eaco and cltaiity 
than in powder shot out of mouths of iron. Such an eternal ttoublc, indeed, has iJiis'SstalilisUmont 
boon to the*«tate j so fatal to the religion it was BBcaut to pro^pote; so much has its mj^nifost injustieo 
scandalised Ohristianity, scared away tranquillity, and wasted and coiiHumcd its own congregation*; that, . 
viewing all these effects, and seeing how netliiug so much us Popery has bcofi promoted by such so-callixl 
enthusiastic Protestantism, it would nave taxed tlio sorpeiitino cunning of the' school of Loyols^to devise 
a more subtle or successful scheme for retaining Ireland within the pale of Rome. A more eflbotivo 
imprecation under cover of a pious aspiration could not lyivo boon mvontedgby the Rovereqd Hector 
Biber himself, who curses so readily and sealously; and who has just ^veu fitash proof of the quah'iiy of 
his Christianity by denouncing %Yoty form of wofsliip but that of thfc Protestant commui^on, imd declaring 
his utter abhorrence of all religious sentiments exc ept those of the Church of England.

NARRATIVE OF LAW AND CRIME. 


1 W II.1.1AM Henry Marshall, a servant out of place at 
"’Brighton, attempted to Murder hi^ Iff;/*, and afterwards 
committed mietde, on tlte 30th of December. At three 
o’clock ha the morning hi.s wife w.as awoke by a knocking 
, at the door, on oj>oiimg which she observed tV<.*t her 
hniband' was ulfiinst in a state of nudity. “ Why did he 
retnrn boAio in that state ’" sho inquired. He replied 
“ To kill you," and suiting the action to the word, he 
seiised her by tihe sliouldcrs, and then grasped her 
throat. Nearly naked as she was, sho jmshed into the 
. ^eet, fotlowcd I y her husband, who caught her in the 
middle of the rouit. They then Rtrogglod together till 
sho fell, and ho upon her. She raised the cry of 
*“ I’oliee ’’ and “■Murder,” and thcll eifeetod her escape. 
As she ran off she saw^ ro/or in his hand, and he 
having raised himself again fell, iilie then returued to 
him and found the blood gushing from his* throat and a 
rajior lying bc.sidc him. liy the time that several 
persona, alarmed by he* cries, reached the .spot, tlic man 
wasdead. Acoroper’sjar?' gave a Verdict of Temporary 
Insanity. '

in Paris. .Two old ladios, Madame Uibuult and 
MgdemoiKllc Lcbelle, jointly ix'cupicd an apartment in 
Ate Rue Bourbon Chateau, Faubourg St Cierniain.

The directors of i 
this publication are always in the habit of sending one ! 
of the clerks to settle the monthly accounts of the parties 
who centribnte articles to tlie work. A man named 
Laforcodc, who was sent to settle tlie old lady's iiecouiit, 
had some months since a violent altercation with her, 
he having made a mistake on his own side of Hi. On 
^ this occasion the amount due to Mmc. Ribault was 
• 400f., when Laforcade offered her 2001'., saying that she 
had already receiv^ 200f. on account. TWs she denied, 
when the clerk proseniStd h4r with a receipt for that 
sum with her name allixffll to it, but winch signature 
•she immediately declared to bo a forgery. On this a 
violent altercation ensued, when the clerk suddenly 
attacked Mme. Ribault, tuid struck her several blows on 
the head and chest with u’shorp instnimcnt, which he 
“had concealed about him. She fell to the ground 
senseless, and apiiftrcntly dead. The noise of her fall 
attracted the attention of Mdlle. Lebelle, who was in 
another goom, and she hastened to ascertain the cause 
of it. 'I’he moment she entered the room, the clerk 
flew at ber^nd in n few moments slie was Ijing on 
the flo^ a corpu. Tho murderer then returned toshis 
residence at Montmartre.' Madame Ribault, after 
some time, reexivered from 'her state of insensibility, 
*aud although exhausted in>m loss of blood, managed 
to erawf to a tabic on which wn.s a small bell, 
with which she hoped to bring assistance. The 
noioe of carriages in the s'reet pn'vcnted tho bell from 
being heard, and it was not for some hours after that 
somo persons aseunding,the staircase entbred the apart¬ 
ment. Tho commissary of polie.c was immediately sent 
.for, and receiyed from tho lips of Madame Ribault a 
"recital of what bad taken place. A '’warrant for the 
arrest of the murderer was immediatr 1y issued, and he 
was taken at tho office, to which ho hod gone as usiml, 
iu tho belief that no one could appear against him. It 
•appears that after the assassin had gone away, Madame 
Ribault, whilst lying bleeding on .the door,, feared that 
wngld die Wore assistance should arrive; she 
accordingly attemptol to trace in blood on her chemise 
‘characters'which would indicat/'tho assassiii; but, 
• s 


refiteting that they would not be legible, she, by a great 
eff^.j managed to crawl to a chimney-t>oard, where sht- 
traced witir her finger, dipped in blood, the letters 

’“Commis.de M. T-Tliese letters arc very 

irregular,’ but arc- pci/'ectly legible : somo others 
that ffillflw the letter T. are illegible. After tliis 
Madame Ribault begaif to make os much noise as her 
ffuliut; sti-engtli would allow, in order to attract 
assistaime, and nt last the door of her apartment was 
forced o^jcn. Tlie courage displayed by this old lijdy 
was cxlf aordioarily great; for eight hours sho reimiincd „ 
lying on the floor in a jjpol of blood, and every hour 
became weaker and weilker, and,*during aU this time, 
tho'eorpso of her murdereil eompaiiion was lying near 
her. After Madajuc Ribault ha^ been stabbed by the 
assassin jn dJiroi'Ciit places, he attempted to thrust a piece 
of cloth into her t^iroat, but she suecceded in drugging 
it away. The cloth in question—a napkin—was fouml; 
it bore the marks of teeth ami bloodt It was Iwlieved 
tj'ut Matlame I,obellc had been strangled; but, on 
examiiiatftin of her throat by inodipal men, none of the 
cijntusions caused by strangulation could be discovered. 
In' examining her mouth a bUr'k pin 'was fouim, and 
otlerwards n piece of black riband, was 'seen in the 
throat. Ity the aid of instruments this was pulled up. 
and to it was attached the cap which Madame Ribault 
hail worn on the previous eveuing. It hud been pressed 
into a sort of ball, and thrust violently iiito the throat 
of the deceased by a stiek, or some such sort of thing. 
The assassin attempted suicide by opening a vein with a 
piece of glass vvhiili he took Iroui the window ; but he 
was discolored iu time. 

A daring Itohhery was eoramitti'd during the night 
of the 1st inst . nt Dovviilauds, in Sussex, the house of 
the Misses Fanieombe. At three iu the morning five 
men broke into the house, through a window of the 
dairy. 'They went uj) stairs and entered the. bod-room 
of Thomas Wood, the man-servant. Arousi'd by the 
noise, lie leaped from bed and seized his gun, hut before 
he had time to present it ho was knocked ildvvn by a 
blow from the Initt. end of a pistol, liucli man bud a 
lighted candle and a iiistol. They were disguised and 
wore mask*! Upon eoiniiig into the room some of them 

exehiimed, *• Th<'ve is the -," and they threatened 

him with instant death if he ■Rid liot rtmaiii quiet 
One of them acted aS eaptain, ahil he i niployed throats 
to his followers whenever they did not do as he le- 
qiiesteJ. Itiseiideut they were not quite .strangers, 
for they railed the servimt by his iiaide, “ Torn,” and 
one of the party demanded ol the otheft that he should 
be quieted (killed) for having a gun iu his hand at the 
time of coming in: and iijioii this two held gi'iard over 
him, while the others went to a door’ at the other end 
of the room, and while thi re eov.'iilted whether tlieji, 
sliould kill him. Afterwards they bunt, in tlie panels 
of this door, and entered a dressing-room which led 
iu,lo Miss Su.san Farncoinbe's bed-room. 3)ic screamed, 
but w as compelled by the .threats of the burglars to be 
quiet.' When Wooil hoard his mistress scream, he im¬ 
plored the two fellows who guarded him tiVprevent their 
companions from injuring her or* his other ladies, and 
one of them vent away Ipr such purjioso. They de¬ 
manded money, and cniiimenced rmisackiug the boxes, 
cupboards, Ac., passing quieltly from room to room, and 
guarding the difl'eront passages of the house. They 
held posse.ssioii oi the house for two hours without 
being disturbadr and, after they hail regaled themselves 
plentifully from the larder, and the vvine-ccllat, at 
length departed with their booty—a considerable sum 
ol money and much valuable plate. At one o’clock on 
thatuiglit, some persons returning home from a party 
hacPnoled seven men«on the road near Dovvnlands; at 
liallkpiist five the brother-in-law of Wood met seven 
mclr near Ringle’s Cross-gate.

secular instruction, and thahif there was a time when it 
was especUlly desirable to try the experiment it was the 
present. We hove arrived,” hscS-.id, “ at that period 
when all the world is agreed that secular education is a 
good thing for society. All i^ced that it is a good 
toing that English boys and girls should be taught to 
read and.write and spell, afid as much grammar as they 
con possibl^ iipbibe. There is no difference of opinion 
about putting tile elements of knowledge into the minds 
of every],chitd iA tl|is land, if it can be done.' But while 
I wc’aro united on that point, can any on> who moves in 
society for a mfment concead from himself that wo have 
also arrived at a time when we nave probably more 
religious discord impending over ps tiiun at any other 
penod of our history' ? When 1 speak of religious dis¬ 
cord, I don’t mean merely the dissensions between the 
Boman Catholics and Protestants; X will, not allude to 
them except so for ks they load to schisms and enntro- 
uersies in tlie internal state of otlier religious bodies. 
But I think there is* no doubt, at this moment looming 
in the distance, .and noC in the very remote distance 
either, i. schism in the Church of England itself. 
You hare two parties in that Church, the one perhaps 
stronger than the other in uumlicrs, but the other far 
% 4 noro strong in intellect and logic, which are going 
to divide the church. Then 1 sec tlie Wesleyan 
body-alsoaforn asunder by ^ sliliism -which the most 
. sanguine cen haTdly'hope to secjhealed. I do not think 
scymal othitr religious bodies arc perfectly tranquil in 
their internal organisation. Now, while we have the 
prospect of these great internal dissensions in reli¬ 
gious bodies, and w hile we arc all agreed that secular 
education Is a desirable thing, would it be desirable 
if it could be effected, if it were practicable—which 1 
believe it is not—that our national system of education 
should be one united and bound up with the religious 
organisations, and by which the schisms which prevail 
in the churches must necessarily be transferred with 
increased virulen;<e ^the schools For Wr in mind, 
that what you see now j^ervading the churches in Scot¬ 
land, where you have an irreconcilable dispute with 
regard to the appointment of masters to the parochial 
schools of Scotland—a dispute between the old kirk and 
the free kirk—recollect, if what 1 say be correct, when 
, you have an impending schism in the Anglican church, 
you will have precisely the same difficulty in the ap¬ 
pointment of masters. In one pariA the high chuteh 
party will prcdoniin.ate, and will dwell upon the necessity 
of the fnaster observing all the old forms of our church, 
and enforcing, all the old ritual and observances pre¬ 
scribed ftp 'ihe iihurgy and Canons; find, on the other 
hand, you will have the low church party d^ellin^npon 
the more vital essence of reUgion, and encouraging the 
, discontinuance of those forms which the other party 
regard p.B of greater importance. And depend upon it, 
that while those discords pervade the church, you will 
have them in the schools also; you will have to fight 
the battle tqtain tnd again to rec{;ucilc the various reli¬ 
gious bodies, and in tn6 tnd you wilj find yourselves 
obliged to return to the secular system which has been 
adopted in the United States and in Holland.” Mr.

The greater portion ofrthe Scotch cmigronte were ^M1 
farmers and tradesmen, ptirticularlg' working cnglnoers, ^ 
and, generally speakinji, they were able to secure a com- " 
fortablo pa.sauge, and take some little means with th*(U. 
The great majority of the Irish emigrants wont out 
under apparently very wretched circumsltnccs, but 
nevertheless there were some of thmn hactwii. to carry 
out amongst their tags sums varying ia amount from 
10(. to oO/. and upw ards. I'lie emigrants for Australia, 
(Canada, and the C.ipe, were of a vastly superior class to 
those going to the States. The amotptt of money taken 
to the States by these emigrants was nearly 40,00(W., to 
Canada about 10,6001., and to Austealia about 2,0001. 
The number of emigrants from^lRe'Clydc in 1849 was 
11,980, of whom the destinatiefos were as follows, vis.

• to obtain ti-ustworthy reports o’f,.tho state of the country and its prospects of resistance; !ii«l that Prince 
Scbwartzeubufg discovering this fact among the oiHeiul papers published at Washington (wherein, also, the 
Austrian rule was colled an “Iron ’’ one, and Kossvith an “ illustrious ” person), straightway lot pfT an 
explosive mission i^ust the Ainorieqn governmcnt, broadly hinting at retaliation, and alSnuiiig that if the 
agent in question had boon diseovci-ed bo would most )>rol)ahly have been banged as a spy. To this 
Mr. Webster s -spot'ds, tliat America hod owed its existence as a nation to jireciscly the sort of resistance 
stigmatised by Austria^as rohcllion. That the father of the nation, Washington, had been exactly in 
tho position of'Kossuth. Further, that America ino.st strongly sympathises in eonsequeneo, and means 

• to continue to do so, with every struggle that has for its olijoct tlie wresting of power from despotic 

^ govemmenta. Also, that the dominion of the llopublic, in tlie name of which he writes, is spread over the 

'baioet rich and fertile region on tlio globe, and is of an extent in comparison with wliieli tho possessions of the 

House of Hapsburg are hut a patch on tho cartli’s surfiiec. Ami finally, that sujiposing Prince Sjchwartzonlmrg 
Shot^ hasie thought proper, to treat ’any Americiin as a spy, his higliness might assuredly havC' looked for 

• immediate liostilitios to he waged by tlio utmo.st exerjicn of thd"power of tlie llepuhlie, militiu-y and naval! 

aTIus is language that one c.umut but feel is not only likely to he heueficiul in Austria but also much 
nearer home. It is true that America lias a broiuler ditch hetwocu hei-self and Iku- advei-sai-ics than is 
poBsossed by tho older countries of tlio earth, and <sm Uie better allbrd to be jirorupt and loud in the cxprc'ision 
of hoc auger. But the example is a noble one not tlie less; boeausc the feeling of self-n-s'sertiou is real and 
well-founded, and tlierc is no doubt, that, if need were, tlie words would'take the form qf deeds ns strong 
and brave. 


The political Intelligence from France during the 
past month consistii oi the progres* of a ‘^ministerinl 
crisis,” a Rcric» ofc-party struggles and changes of 
administration, which not yet come to a clolse. It 
arose out of the dissensions between tlic President and 
General Changariiicr, whose assumxition of power, it 
apiKiars, Louis Nai^eon could no lunger brook. Ills 
determination to dimiss Ghangarnier ft-om the command 
, of the anny, a measure adverse to the will of the 
Assembly, led to.thc resignation of the ministry, which 
took place on the evening of the linf insl., after a meet¬ 
ing of the Assembly, in which General Cbangarnicr’s 
procoetfings had been tho subject of doliatc. Some ; 
days afierwards a confiq^uce took place between tlie I 
Pn'siden*- and a body of the loadifig pnrliamtptary ' 
chiefs, in whft-h they demanded the mnititenance o’fj 
Cbangarnier in his commijnd, a demand with which . 
tho President peremptorily refused to comply. 'I’lie I 
President then appointed a new mini.stry, consisting of i 
M. Dronyn do I'lluys, for Foreign Afibirs, General St. | 
.lean d'Angcly for War, M. Docos for Marine, M. 
klagne for Public Works* and M. Voilcau for Climmcrce. 
Of the old Cabinet, Bardehc, FouliL llouhcr, and 
Parrieu retained oftioe. The post occupied by Gen. 
Cbangarnier was abolished; and Gen. Bariiguy d’Hillicrs 
was appointed to the command of tlie first miUtary 
division, and Gen. Perrot of the National Guard. 

The ministers met tho Asscmbh*oii the 10th, and 
they, on tlie one hand, and Changahiier on the other, 
were loudly greeted by theif. resjiective partisans. 
M. de Itemusat railed upon the new nfinisters to eume 
forward and explain why tho old' administi-ation bad 
V-ithdriiwn, and why they had replaced it. He called 
upon tho Assembly to retire in|p their oureaux and 
, devise pleasures commanded by the gravity uf circum¬ 


stances. M. Barocho entered into mhiistrriul explana¬ 
tions ill the midst of noisy interruptions; and, after 
a stormy debate, a ballot took place on M. Jiemusat’s 
proposition, wliitli was carried Uy 380 to 273. In 
tho bureaux. a committee was appointed, of whieU M. 
de Broglie was ebainnan; and fen the 14lh this com¬ 
mittee made a report to the Assembly; recommending a 
resolution to tlie effect that “the Assembly, while 
acknowledging that the Executive power has made ase 
of ivn incontestable right,-but blaming the use which 
the present Cabinet has made of this right, declares 
that the former Commandcr-in-Chicf hits preseried all 
the, esteem and eonfidcncc of the Assembly.” 

On tlie latb a debate eommenced on this report of 
the committee, which did not ti^inate till the evening 
^if the 18th, when a coalition lv*.euig taken place between 
the Conservative majority, tlie llepublican iiarty of 
General Cavaignac, and the Mountain, tho miiiistcrs 
were defeated "oy a majority of 417 votes against 278,. 
an absolute majority of 139. When the general debate 
had closed, the President of the Assembly read tho 
several amendments. M. St. Beuve demanded tho 
iflsiirity of his amendment, which was as follows;— 
“The Assembly dcriarcs that it has not confidence 
in the ministry, and passes to the order of the day.” 
This amendment having been ean-ied, the ministry hud 
nothing for it but to resign. 
lH*'or several days, various ntteinpts were made to form 
a new ministry, but without success; till, on the 23rd, the 
Assembly and tho pphlfc were startled by a message 
from the President, containing the following passages : 
—“ In order not to prolong a painful difference, I 
accepted, utter the late vote of th* Assembly, the 
resignation of a ministry wisieh had given to the country, 
in the cause of order, the. most' marked pledges pf 
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its derotedness. Wishing, howeTcr, to form a Cabinet 
with a chance of duration, I coaid not take its clon^eifts 
from a minority having its oxiwa in such Cxccpkoual 
circumstances j and, with regret^ found myself ufterly 
I unable te find a combination aidlmgst the mpvbers 

■ of the minority, notwithstanding its importancA In 
I tUs conjuncture, and after Tails attempts, i resolved 

I to form a transition ministry, composed of swcial' 
I men, not belonging to any fraction of the Assembly, 

I and who hare decided to devote themsmves toi'affairs 
I wi&out any party views. The honourable j^en whojiccept 
Is'liis pati-iotic task will have os right to tho gratitude 
I o^the country. The^dministration will consequently 
i 'continue as previously. Prejudices will disappear atfhe

country feels in its nearest intoi'ctits tlic most*doplorablc public loss of our tune. On the last night when Sir 
Robert Peel and Lord John Russtill snt together iij tlie flouso of Commons, the Premier avowod 'tbat it 
was bj^ir Robert’s snpfort his lUnistry had been sustained throxigh idl the perils of ’48 and ’49. It has not 
long survived thJ'Ws of those helping offices, of that guiding care. , . • . 

It is not^to bo nenied that the Ministry has fallen iugloriously. Their budget is a confossed and 
melancholy failnro. It satisfied no fripnd, and conciliated no eucniy. Without adding anything to tlio 
means of staving off a pi'otuetionist policy, it subt meted from the means of ejirrying out a!!ld completing the 
conilnercial policy. It was as little fiviv as it was generous. Sir Charles Wood even flippiuitly avowed that 
ho had chosen to be rather unjust than just, in one p.art of tin; asscsFdrwnt proposed uudci^it, because he did 
not clioosc to subject himself to the onuoyance whicli justice wouhl have been sure to occasion him. Prom 
the first moment that this notahJe plan was propounded, its eoiitemptuous rejection vinw^snwiatter of cer¬ 
tainty. Men have fiot miule up their mmds to he saddled with the Income-tax, aiiih all its inequalities, as 
though they were simply beasts of burden. Their reason dosircs'to be satisfied that, in tliishiattoriif direct 
taxation, they arc undoigolng the tmuponirjPlinconvonicnce for soino certain ultinidte advantage. It is quite 
clear what the course of Kir Robert Peel’s imsomng was in the matter. Against every fiscal>burdcn, bo 
balanced so much cx|ian3iou of eiirb man's mciuis to bear it. His object was the relief of industry and tiwieM 
to the utmost coucciiable extent, because ho knew that the not distunt re-payinont from such sources Itack 
to the Ntftiohal blxchequer would bo tcufohl. No man was more sensible of the Claims of tlie public crcditftr; 
but wlide duties and imposts still reinaincfl to obstnict employment .and disbcarlcu enterprise^ he would 
have riibeulodthc folly of flinging a million of surplus* o the itlfpf of the National Debt. There are but twi) 
intelligible modes of efteiting suoli relief. There is Mr. Dismeli’s for a sinking fluid, tho outlay of five 
millions a year, niid re imposition of iljo olTl burilcns. 'riiero is Sir Robert I’eol’s for filling tlio National 
■Rxeliequer by iijlrcstiveted freedom to National Knterprise. Sir Cluu-les IVood lias not hud tho courago 
boliUy to encounter cithci': and Be leaves not a man in the stit,' to regret his downfall. 

Rut the truth must bo told in this ns in other things. Bad as the budget wtus, it is not tbs budget by 
which Ministers have fallen. Signs and portents ajqieared within a few days of the meeting of Parliament 
which foreboded, what has ixiiiie to ]iass. Thu Keclesiasliefil Titles Rill, however short of its firofesscd design, 
suoecoded thoroughly in disaffocting tho Irish Roman Catholics :*nnd somd twenty Free-traders, bent upon 
protertiog the Pope, went about it in the Irish fashion of voting for protection to 44l*i**lturo. But for 
tliis Mr.' Disraoli’s-niinority would have fallen considerubly short of bust year’s. As was, the poUcy which 
our greatest slatesmu^i so recently and solemnly bequeathed to the coutmued iwo aud support of tho House 
*of Commons, received but the scanty suppoiii of a majority of fourteen members of that House. Nobly 
did Sir .Tames Graham, however, represent aud vindicate his deceased chief; and, in a spoeeh as impressivu 
and rem.irkab]y eloquent ns any statesman over delivered ivitliin tlioso walls, warn his old associates on tho 
Conservative bench, that thgy might eonvul.se the country, might endanger property, might shake to their 
foundations every institution of the fltato, hut lEal they could not, with tbo help of any pott*br now existing 
in Rngland, fiormotieiitly enhance by force of law tho price of bread. Significantly enough, when tlie 
quostiou which Mr. Disraeli would have passed olf for that of inevely relieving land of some millffins of 
hixes. was revived a few nights after in lhi» House of Lords uuder Its older aud plainer designation^f {'roleclion 
to British Industry, I.«rd Stanley sat ominously silent. Ho h^-d Lord Hordwickc fiist protest that the manu¬ 
facturers wero'thrivhig on tho ruin of every other inVu'est in tlio c*iintry. and thou proceed to Hei eribc how 
these same thriving manufacturers, having multiplied production beyond all reasojiablo bounds, hail utterly 
failed to find a market, cither here or abroad. Yet the Preteetioiiist leader contiuqed silent. He heard not 
only Ijoril Hardwickc, but Lord Malmesbuiy imd tho Duke of Richmond, threaten a coming inv-irion of 
French industry more appalling than Froiioh eaiiuon or steel; and still said not a word. Probably lie Lad 
bettor reasons for remaining silent ■when Lord Wodohousc rese, mid, in one of the neatest and bcsfarguineuts 
ever delivered on the question, put tho simplo truth boforc his fellow peers?* Ho disposed of Mr. Disraeli's 
debato in the half-dozen wonl^in which he saii that tho interest‘of each class oj| the eommiiiiity was 
dependent on the general prosperity of tiro country, ond that particular interests could never be consulted or 
preferred except to tho detriment of tho rest. He remindod the House that traders both in silk aud cotton 
had formerly clamoured for restriction to save them from ruin, just ns loudly ns the fanners were clamouring 
now; and he asked whether oultivators of the soilf,vorc to be the only clUaa in tho realm incapable ,of oven 
coining Ihoir difficulties without help from tho public purse, modified os those difflcultie.s wore from day to 
day by infinite circumstanees, and by the prominent and permanent fac# that4br British agricultural proiluoo 
there was the best market in the world, that of domestic consumption.'He overthrow Mr. Disraeli’s statistics 
by acutely separating the agricultural from tho non-agricultural land subject to parochial taxation, and by , 
showing that tile former Represented but forty-five per cent, of the whole. Ho declared that such had been 
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.%he roducUou in prico of coaBuiliod iti his own lOOuntyiof Norftdk, thni, though the wnges' of the 

; agricultural labourer were la^, hie comforts were oonrliilerahly vuiea, than thai’' hod been for m(my years past. 

, ■Rnnlly, ha earnestly wnmcwtho tehant-f^mer olaw'^ot ifc be led away Waiiy sudi dehuuou and snare as 
the leant prospect of a return ti Protection. * * c « • _ 

Thcso trutiiiR are of the last importaucaiat presedt, as probably Lord Stanley &lt at the time, and sinco 
has bad stronger assumnoe of. He cannot take office either on Mr. Disradfi’s cautious protehec, or Lord 
Granby's mora frank avowal, 'vie cannot, on behalf of a section of the community alleged to be suiforing, 
and never known within living memory to have been doffig^anything else, demand the reversal of a policy 
, &om which, to aU’other sections of the community, inorcaseef trade, mcreasod commerce, increased cmpli^* ‘ 
ment, increased cousalnpfion, depreasod expenditure, generairtranquIClity, aud a laigo financial surplus, hav^< 
confessedly, arisen. Ho knows perfectly well that the very importation of foreign corn and flour so bitterlj 
oom]>lamed about, impliosra consumption jiiiid for by incraased omployrocnt df the people; and that he might 
aa vfell seek to restore the heptai'chy os to bring back restriction. Jt is t^t necessary that what posscil 
between the Queen and himself should bo explicitly stated, events satis^- Mr. .Uisraeli'B insolent i^ucstioningB. 

. It is enough tliat office has been within his grasp, aud that, as yet, iieiihcr a party nor a policy has enabled 
him to take it. It will probably turn out tlufi, he really iJOSHesses uoithar; and that there will be imposed 
upon bjm add his followers much castigatfou, exercise devout, humbler indulgence of extravagant speech, 
aod a posture rccuml^nt fur a" considerable time loi|ger, before either ho or they can hope to nmumc any 
permanent sliai'e in a ^overuraout which must henceforth be carried on for the general welfare of eveiy class, 
and .without esulusive regard to the particular intercstsjjf any. 

I Hliotihl the roconstniction of a Free-trade Ministry, by junction of the Wliigs with i3ir James Graliiim and 
his friends, -Iftul to the roconstipiction of the licclesiastical Titles Hill into a measure better justifying, by 
ofil'oetive provisions, the hostility inscjiarable from legislating on the subject at all, it not be matter fur 
rogiet. If, indeed, the cxplanatioii of the effect of the hill by the Attomoy-iileneral had Uirmal out to bo 
correct, a better tficasurc could hardly have been devised. It would, in that case, nut simply have made 
amenable to punishment aud line the assumption of territorial titles, imd the assignment I'v conveyance ot 
property to tnVsta under such titles; tbtit would have secured the nullity of all such tomporiil interference, in 
the usurped characters expressed by those titles, as that of Synods ]ir<>tostmg against education, and obstructing 
tile ordinary ry:.v.3e of civil govcnimont. But the bill itself fails to beai- out Sir John Romilly’s eoiistructiou 
of it. " 1 attack the territorial title,” said Sir John, ” because the present constitution ol' the Houiiiu tfliurch 
makes laich a title necessary to the Ecclesiastical exercise of the Epuscopal office. by prohibiting the fonuor, 
therefore, I effectually stbp ifrery evil that can follow on the li^'r.” This is not so clear. For what are the 
proviaions^f the bill! Tbo first clause prohibits the assuuiptioii of ecelesia-stieal titles taken from tlie name of 
{■-any place or district within the United Kingdom, and subjects offeiidors to a penalty of lOOf. The second clause 
declares all acts done or docutpeuts signed under luiy such territorial title to ho nidi and void. The third 
clause substitutes tihe Crow’i, in place of the beaver of any such titles, as adiuiiiistiator of propoity ^-oiiveyed 
in trust to the latter. And the fourth compels offeuders against the act to give evidence on oath of their 
*wn shore’in any of the proliihited proceedings. Of those clauses, it is obvious that the Attornoy-Ooneral 

■ bod hoped to check what is called the Synmlicid action of the Uoiiiiin Catliolie church liy uuiuiis of tlie 
second. But surely a ehmsn so easy of evasion generally, could nut be made stringent against S.yiiods 
pfurtiouloriy. Suppose Dr. Maellalc to h.ave flung all his virus into thi' pri)eecduigs<of a Svudil, and to he 
afterwarda content to sign the decree, diffusing and giving effect to the ^loisoii, with the name of “John, 
Archbishop of the Itoinan Catholics in Tuam,” it is just as certain that the decree would lose nothing of its 
potency as that Archbishop John would escape the mulct and iHmalty. 

Tlie error arises from the supposition that Romish bishops cannot bo constituted without tciTitorial 
titles; whereas jn every circumstance amf partiuuhu' of authority within their church, they are independent 
of the territoriolp-psat of their title, Assimiing, then, tliat tlic bill fails in this very importniit re8peet,rt! seems 
to us unwise to have extended its provisious to Ireland so far as the mere interdieUun of u.-urped titles 
forms part of it. There will bo continual difficulty, and unceasing exasperation, in resolving to proscribe 
by the external figeneies of law what cannot be prosciibed in tbe minds of the great body of^thc population. , 
On "the other hand, it is perfectly within the province of the legislature to apply to Ixith countries the pre¬ 
cautions framed by this hill against the endowment in cither kingdom of any branch of the Romish clmrcli. 
Hero the design of the Pope is fairly confronted and thr\^t back. One of tfee^great uses of a hierarchy 
» to facilitate Ihe aciiuisitiou of property. As his Holiness has chosen to ignore the law in ci'oating his 
bishops, the law returns him but a compliment in kind when it demands, as its condition bf intercourse 
with fee holy men, that tlii'y should put off the titles so defiantly usuqjcd. But thjs fair and reasonable 
restrictioa ia,at ooeo an cffuctivo bar to tlie retention of firoperty ftir the uses desired; and thus one of the 
greatest uses of tlie biorai-chy is at oifce estopped. Supposing this hill, then, to give place to any other attempt 
to legislate dn the part of the new admiAistratiou, it mij^ht yet be desirable, in ruttuioing that part of its 
disqualifying effeifi;, to attempt to extend it also to such abuses of authority on tbo part of the bishops, os might 

■ be held interferences with the province of temporal legislation and the polfcy of tlio State. With any sudi 

nreentftiou, the more assumption of titles would have no alarm for us; and with the jiower of theGynod, oi- 
of any other organisation which may seem needful to the Catholic church for management of its oWn ailiiiirB, 
we Bhould"not dream meddling. . 

One thing is quite cortaiii, thllit it will not do to evade this question by way of smoothing the difficulties 
of a ministerial crisii^ It will liave to be fairly mot, aiKl so disposed of ,;ts to satisfy tho English people. 
Tho measure os it stands is denounced by the organ of the Romish priests os the mast almolute delusion 
and trick that ever wis tried to he palmed upon»the gullible and unsuspecting; but that kind of pretence 
is too stale to pass for a reality. When the Tablet, with u quite amaxing assumption of philosophical 
indifference, pnitosts that Lord JcAin's bill fills it with cd.iocrn only because it is inefficient, and doiiounees 
protestiuit feeling that can declahe itself contented with such an abortion, as “ the moat contemptible, 
ludicroua, rotten, asinine, weak. * jialtry, blind, wretched, miserable humbug that ever disgraced 
humanity,” its calmness is too. like Sir Antiumi/ Almihtte's to reveal onytliin^ but secret rage. We 
, uuiy be sure that a port of the bill has been well aimed, or the cry of assumed indifferenee would not 
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Xay, it is V»t'-difficult to gather, from what-this jouiml says fif tbo poslibility of even

other gate. Hoar mmt tho Fa/M says of the present determination pxisting in the Vaticun with i«i^ct to tho 
.Irish Hieroi-chy: "A weak and easy^prioat Chosen at this moment to fiU up a vaeant dioeose in Ireland, | 
might givu a vote to tho Castle A tho side of the Chllcges, and gim a ^ miboiity of fhirtsen ’ into I 
eomethiug very lijfo a miijhrity. AcooAlingly wo may be sure that in Ji-eland no less than in Engtend 1 
vacancies will not be hilled* up without the ^dlest assurance that the new hikhop cun he demnded 1 
on to go all prudent antLnecesf^y hnigths in opiwition to government iutriguea If the elccnon of 
the clergy does note give this security, umie other methot^of attainiugkt must andi will ho found out m 
Romo; and if Lord John Russell dia^ small efancy for Dr. CuHeu's appointment to Armagh, perhaps ho may, 
have just .as little occasion to rejpice in the appointments that will follow." Whatever paiTty of Mtutesmen 
may now succeed iu reooustruuting the administration, they clni hai'dly say^ after this, tliat they havp uut had 
ample warning of where the real danger lies against which it will be their duty to protect both toe l^iglUh. 
and Ii'ish jieople, both the Catholic and Protestant "lity. 

Uiicertaiu os all the promises of the session ka^e suddeuly become, and psiemature as -fartlKir comment 
may Vruve t(abe on the innnediftte and uliiftiug changes and negotiations of the hour, toe hojie is'at leasts 
permitted us that none of the turns of the political wheel may iiiterwpt such reforin.s %h’eady within 
sight as that of’ iiome scheme for a (Jencr.ii Registry of Deeds, and thu preposition for the Amoral of 
,Smithliolif.“ Lord John Russell’s promise of a bill nest sessiou for the Extension of the Fnuieliiso is mcon-e 
while become a piece of hisloj-y. Tlic comitiy coMit.“,upon tliat, and looks fomaisl to it, os ibi u<lvantage already 
won. Out of all th<> pre.scnt loss or diseonihture of tho Whigs, this, at any rate, is a popular gaiiLsocure<i, 
which uo 'future eoiiihiiiutions or coaliiious of parties will have stfougth any longer to joast. Tutiugh the 
late premier thought fit to oppose amotion for fui-ther reform so reasonable as that of Mr. Locke lUug, 
whose succo.sKful division led to the existing crisis, he bed yet tlio wisdom os well as cWBftwc (of wliieh, in 
coming danger, tho noble instincts iievci seem to desert him) to throw out an wmehor or safety against 
the evil of his own opposition. It saved him tlin allogiancd of ivformoi’S at tho very iiiomeat of his 
resistance to reform, and will the bettoi eaiible liiin now to construct an iKlftiiuhntiiition, shouhl the chance " 
still present itself, powerful whore its predecessor was weak, in the sympathy and good wishes of the people.^ 


NAK'RATIYE OF FA RLlAAIEljJT AND 
POLITICS. 

PahLIASIRNT aanomliled on Tuesday, the |lb inst., the 
Session iMiing npcncil hy the Qiiecu in^nerseu, with the 
usual formnlitie^.' Itor Majesty was attired m a white 
safiii hrecade, embroidered witlf gold, wore a tiara of 
diamonds, and ifi'peorcd in cxceUeiit heiiUh ami spirits. 
The royal speech was as fellows:— 

‘•My Loans and (JnsTLEMEw, 

“ It is with great siitisfaetion that I again meet iny 
Paii'ijpienr, and resort to yuur advice and assi-staiice in 
the ruusiduratiou of measures which affect the welfare 
of our country. 

“ I nontinue to iftaintuin the vtdntions of peace and 
amity with Fiu-eign Powers. It has iieen my endeavour 
to induce the States of (Tormany to carry into full efi'eet 
toe provisions of the treaty witii Denmark which was 
concluded at Berlin in ll\p mouth of July nf las^yeiir. 
I am much gratified iu ueing able to inform you that 
toe Oerniati Confederation and tlic Uoveriiiuent of 
Denmark are now eugaged in fulfilling the stipulations 
of that treaty, and thereby nutting mi «id to hostilities 
which at one time wpeareu full of danger to the peace 
of Europe. . 

“ I trust that toe aftflirB of Germany may be arrongftd 
by mutual agreement, in such manner us to preserve 
. the strength of the Confederation and to maintain the 
freedom of its separate States. 

“ 1 have concluded with the King of Sardiniii articles 
additional to toe treaty of September, 1841, and I have 
directed that those articles shall be laid before you. • • 
“ The Government of Braail has taken new and I Hope 
g^rieiit measures fur the suppfession of the atroriuus 
traffic in slaves. 

“ Gentlemun op the House op Commons^ 

* “ I have direoted’tbe Estimates of too year to lie 
prepared and laid before you without delay. They, 
have been framed with a due regard to economy, and 
to the necessities of the public service.

" 1 liuve to lumentj however, the diffietd^e* which 
are still tcH by that important body among my people 
who are owners and occupiers of land. But it -is mf 
uoniideiit hope, tliat tlio jirospcrous condition of other 
classes of my subjrcte will .have a I’^vourable eflbet in 
dimiuishtog>thosc difficulties, and promoting the interests 
of agriculture. 

The recent assumption of cefiSRtPccclesiastieal titles 
confen'cd by a Foreign Potvcwiias excited strong feelings 
ill this country ; and large liodies of my aubji cts have 
presentcil addresses to me, expressing attacliment to 
the Tlirone, and praying that such assamptioiis should 
be resisted. I have assured ■tlmm of my resolution to 
niaiiituiu tlie rigiits of nij crown, and theiiidopendenea * 
ot the iiution, iigaiuat all encroachmeltt, from whatever 
quarter it may proceed. ,I have, at tho same tfhie, 
expressed my eaniest desire «n€ firm determsiiiation, 
under God's blessing, to maintain unimpaired toe* 
religious liberty which la so justly, prisetl hj the people 
of ‘ikis country. It win be for you ^ eousider the 
measure wTiieh will be laid before you on this sul^ect. 

“ The administratioii of .yusticc ui the several depart¬ 
ments of Law and Equity, Will no doulit receive the > 
serious attention of Furiiameut; and I feel rtmiident 
tout the measures which may be submitted, with a virfw 
of improving that administration, will be * 

with that mature dclsberationawhich important ehanges

We mayfateem ounelvea fortunate 
Chat we can pursue, wit^oute^torbance, tiknouree of 
ealm and peaceable amworaiion*; and we wre every 
cause to be thankful to Almighty God for the measure 
of tranquillity and happiness which has been\oocluiafcd 
tons.” - 

In the House oe i^nns, the Earl of *BFFraoHAit 
moved 7'he Addrett^ia. a speech of considerable length. 
The addroas was seconded by Lord Chemokke.—I« rd 
' STAEUiY said that thenfgh he was fiot altogether satis- 
fled with some parts of the speech, it was not his inten¬ 
tion, or the intention of those with whom he acted, to 
coll en Giehoose to negative or alter the address. After 
making some remarks,pii the part (]f the speech relating 
to Foreign Affairs, be said that the allusion to dgricul- 
' tur^ dUtress afforded a basis for some criticisms^ Lust 
year, her Ma|jf'sty stated that she had heard wifh' regret 
the ^Voomplainta ” which Bud proreeded from a certain 
porticKi oCtheowners and occupiersof land; but added, 

. that cheapness and plenty had bestowed an iucreased 
enjoyment of flic necessaries and comforts of life upon 
, the gretit body of the people. Tliis yeas, however, they 
’ .were told the^ hcr.Mgjcsty lamented “the ditficultics 
which OK still felt by that importifht body ”—no longer 
a small fraction, wjioso interests were to hr separated 
from those of the n^ass, “ who ore owners and occupiers 
of land.” It is a melancholy satisfaction to tlic general 
class t^ have the extent and reality qf its distress, 
and the reasnnablepcss of its coniploinfti, thus acknow¬ 
ledged by the government. The sympathy, however, 
should in cons&nRhcy hove been more active. They 
were told that there wa# great and general prosperity 
throughput the 'country, and that the madufaeturiog 
classes were largely protiting; bats that concuiTentlj 
with this gpnerai prosperity of the great bulk of the 
people, one class—and that the must important of all 
interests—was snffering severely. They were informed 
alsq, that, notwithstanding the large reductions of taxa¬ 
tion Arhich had beea effected <n lute years, the state of 
the revcuuq was satisfactory ; which meant, hr suppos<‘d, 
that there was at the disposal of the government a very 
large surplus apph'cablo for the remission of taxation. 
If, then, all interests in the coiinti-y, witli the exception 
of the. most important, are prospering, and if it were 
possible to appij- any relief in the shape of remission of 
taxation, he asked her Miqesty's government, wliat is 
the interest in favour of whidi such renussion of taxation 
might be moat fitly and justly adopted ? Lord Stanley did 
not deny that in certain parts of the countiyi, and with 
regard to certain .productions, the Condition of the agri- 


regard to certain .moductions, the Condition of the agri¬ 
cultural interest R fttisperons—os near manufacturing 
towns, where the profits-arc more derived from stock 
(ban from wheat; but he retained his impression of the 
impolicy of the measure of 1846 as a whole. Ho would 
not deceive or delude the producer of this country by 
holding out any false hopes. He would therefore say, 

, Gut he helioved the present prices arc permanent; he 
. believed tliey arc the effect of recent legislation; he 
bolseved that at tho.se prices the production of this 
country must he matsriaUy'diminished ; that with that 
r decreue of production the comfort and happiness of the 
most important pwtion of the population would also be 
greatly diminished; and that the diminution of the 
amount of reA capital would render the people less able 
to sustain that enormous weight of taxation which they 
, had hitherto borne. Lord Stanley then proceeded to tUc 
fubjectsof the Papal Aggre'ssioti. This, he said, was no 
question of religious rantrovorsy; and he trusted that in 
neither House of Parliament would itbe treated as a ques¬ 
tion of'the comparativo<>uri^ of^.hc doctrinds of the 
Befomied and of the Ito^ft Catholic fajth. With that * 
subject wo have liothiag to do. Put the question was, 
should the RommGathrilic prelates, with the head of 
I the Homan Ca^wc Church, be permitted to excreise 
in’ this cougl^ a mischievous interference, not with 
trifles, or i^dows, or ideas, but with substantial reali¬ 
ties andjnth the ^venuuent of the country } A noble 
Lord,Jjilding a responsible offiiSaunder the crown, had 
’ vnittdr a letter which had attained great celebrity: 
that^Ue Lord could not but have'been well aware of 
•tite.llaturc of the flame he wgs about to kindle in the 
Cf^try; he coiUd hardly hav^ taken Aich a step

wi^out having deliberately counted the cost, and oal- 
muated thejnagnitude qf>tne straggle on which he was 
cbouh tO'Cnter. He mwt mean to vindicate the supre- 
ot the crown,/m vindicate the rights of the 
‘Utid the clergy, to vindicate the undivided 
sway ta her Mgjesty and of parliament over the do- 
,meBtio~ concerns of this country, and to put down any 
inter^renoe with the administration of this realm and 
the authority qi' its Queen and parliament. The go¬ 
vernment ought to consider tqmperateljr, but firmly, all 
the difiicultic^lof the relation in which the Boman 
Catholic subjects of this "country Aland to the crown./' 
In ]ih<3 year 1829 thcr# were certain securities intro¬ 
duced into the great mea^e of Emancipation, which 
it was supposed 'Sould Be an effectual security to the 
Frotest$;nt Church,against Boman Catholic aggression. 

It would be the duty of the government deliberately 
to examine those flicuritics; and if there are any of 
them which, whilst they arc offensive to the Boman 
t'atholics, }'ct give no real security to the interests of 
Protcstaittism—any which arc incapable of being en¬ 
forced, and only lie cucumberiog the statute-book as 
a ^ead letter—he wopld say, /' Sweep tlvm off af once, 
and don’t leave yourselves the odium ti having enacted 
them when yon derive no benefit fivGi enforcing them.” 
Put if there ai'e any eases in which the law, however 
well intended, does not reacli the point it was meant (o 
touch—if it docs not reach tliis encroachment upon our 
liberties by the sec of Home, which aj tlic time of'the 
passing of the act of 1829 was never contemplated— 
then he said that it would he no violation of the civil or 
rrligii)u.s lilierties of the Boman Catholics that those 
securities should be made, as they had always been in¬ 
tended tu be, effietual. Let them look the whole case 
in the face boldly, but dispassionately—not contenting 
themselves with trifling legislation, but legislating un¬ 
flinchingly to the extent which the imminence of the 
danger ciillod for. — The Duke of Bicumond spoke 
liviefiy ou llie confirmation given to his anticipations, 
and justifying his conduct as a consistent' h^ponent 
,botli of Calhulic Emanciputiou and of Free Trade from 
the first mouiiiig of either of those measures to the 
present moment. On the subject of agricultural dis¬ 
tress ho said that he had spent a great deal of mon^ 

I in improvements; but, unless protection was restored, 
he would never spend another shilling in that way, for 
' he was not one who liked sending gtiod money after 
bad.—The Earl of Wikcublsea said that England had 
never been so degraded as at the present moment, when 
she had been insulted by the bishop of Homo. He only 
hoped tlir- government measure would be such os to 
sustain tliose Protestant principles which had* iuade 
England great and free.—Lord Camuys said that he 
was a Human Catholic, ns his forefathers had been fur 
eciituries, biitat the same time he was an Englishman, and 
the rights and liberties of England werd'as dear to him 
ns to any of their lordships. He admitted the spiritual 
supremacy of the Queen over the established church to 
the Bllest extent that the ftiost orthodox member of that 
church could desire, and he acknowledged th,e supremacy 
of the Pope over the Boman Catholic population of 
this country in spiritual matt’en f hut as to any other 
assumption oPpower over ithis country on the part of 
the Pope, or any undue exercise qf his spiritual power 
qrer its population, against any #(h)h assu/imtian he felt 
it to be his duty to protest,—The Marquis of LAHShovvNB 
called the attention of the house to the peeiUiar nature 
of the act of usurpation lately committed by the Pope 
against the royal supremacy, and remarked on the 
absurdity of the argumeiits of those apologists who 
wished to make it apppear that the Fo^e only intended 
'in'Jiis letter apostolic to assert his spiritual influence 
over members of the Unman Catholic faith. He had no ' 
doubt that tho proposed measure on the subject would 
bo discussed witli all due deliberation by tho house. — 
After some observations from Lord Boobn, who ex- 
prCesed his disappointment thatsthe speech had not 
contained stronger expressions respecting^ the Protestant 
religion, the address was agreed to ananimously. 

On Thursday tile 6th, Earl PiT!iWii,i.iAM asked Lord 
Minto if there was any truth in the allegation that'he 
had, directly or indireotly, encouraged tlje I^ope in his 
recent act of aggression.—^Tke Ban of .MtflTO had no 
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hesitation in declaring tiiat the nUcgution|iii question 
was wholly unfiiunded. TlA.subject haj never been 
mentioned, or even hinted at, daring his Italian mrisidh'. 

On Friday the 7th, the EajISf Minto, in itph to 
Lord 'Stanley, entered into some further eaillimanons 
touching his entire ignorance yf tho Poj>e’sJint^tioa to 
invade tlic iiidcjwndcnce of the English Church. • 

On Monday the 10th, the Marquis of Lanijs#OW'NE 
moved an address to the crown to thp effcc^thut the 
•house deeply regretted the misfortuno of tho Earl of 
SHAF'fEsmiMT’s inability frjm infirnlffy j.ny fcngcr to 
execute the duties of his important office, as CluUrman 
of. their Lordshipe' CommUtdie, a post which lig ha<i 
mied for thirty-six years; th^ his nq^essary absence was 
a most serious loss, i*it onty to the house m particular, 
but to the public at large ; and that the housowarncstly 
begged leave to recommend Ips lordsMii’s eminent ser¬ 
vices to her Majesty’s most gracioua consideration.— 
ITie motion was agreed to. 

On Tuesday the Ilth, Lord Aiuxann, in presenting 
a petition against Papal Aygreastoa from the county of 
Surr«’, called the attention of the house to the spread 
of I’opery thisiughout the conntrg, and to the disastfous 
effects which iOTgriably resulted from the two great 
engines of the Ronftn Catholic priesthood—the celibacy 
of the clcr(^ and the jnactico of confession. 

On Thursday the ISth, Lord fiMi-nKi.i, prese .ted a 
biH,to simplilw procedure in crimionl trials, and staled 
that he hiid beau induced to propose such a measure 
because the obscurity of the present enactment was such 
us to Ining discredit on the administralion of justiee. lie 
intended to ask leqvo to refer the bill to a .seleet eom- 
roittec.—Lord UnouoiiAM withdrew his t'ouiity Courts 
bill and brougllt in a Jicw one. Tlie noble lord also 
gave notice of two other bills ou the same subject.—The 
Earl of OA 11 I.IS 1 .E presented a petition from the Women 
of Sheffield, praj ing for the ciifraiicliisemcnt of women 
by a law giving them electoral privileges. 

Oil l-’tijlay the 14th, Lord Monteaoh: drew attention 
to tlio importance of establishing a commpnieation by 
llttUteay betwem Halifa.i: and tiuebrr, and urged tits' 
house not only to advance this great national object, 
but to take care_ tliat lU'itbor the colonial qor tlie liome 
government stood in the May ol its .aqeoiuplishiiicnt.— 
Lord Stan'i.cy* suiipurtcd the object, and counselled 
prompt and energetic action, as Ifest suited to the inte- 
re.stR of the country and the lionour of the govi rimient. 
—Karl OiiF.Y, ill reply, admitted the imiiortance of tlie 
U'ork, and said the sulijeet ivas occupying the serious 
attention of her Majesty’s govenmient. 

Qu Tuc.sday the iSth, the Karl of H\iU)WlCKr. pre- 
senteira number of petitions eomplaiiiing of Agrirul- 
tural Distress, and then entered into the subject atcon- 
. sidcrulilc length. Ue quoted letters and local statistics 
ill proof tha^ Cambridgeshire is in greet agricultural 
distress; trieefto establish from more general political 
facts that our exports to the Kuropoan Continent and to 
America have been least wj;cii wo imported most corn, 
and largest when we excluded com and protectetf home 
agriculture^ angrily ridiculed the suggestions made in 
some quarters, that.nohlc lords should groiv ealiboges 
and kitchen-stuff for the prohtahle supp^’ of tho towns; 
and complained that the htndowiiers are not allowed to 
grow tobaccq.—The*J)ukcof RiouuoMn declared, that 
if the farmers are any more taunted u'ith the fewnes»of 
agricultnnl' paupers, they will diseharge the immense 
masses of labourers whom in charity tliey now employ 
I to a (^uadmplo de^o beyond the wants of the land ; 

I and if they do this—remember that crime follows idlo- 
! ness.—The Earl of Sthadbrooke vouched tho reduc¬ 
tion of rents in Suffolk; the Earl of 'WiNCKiqpKA 
I averred unprecedented and alarming numeruusuAs m 
I unemployed labourers ; and thf Eai'l of Mai^meshukt 
criticised Sir James Graham for his exaggerations of the 
condition of Cumberland, with its hohUugs unchanged 
and rents punctually paid.—The Karl of Ohanvilj-e, 
Lord WoDEUovsE, find Earl Fitzwiei.iam contiStded 
for free traue; admitting the distress of Cambrid^hirq^ 
—^tho harvest in the Fens having been notoriously dis¬ 
astrous ; rC-cetabUfiliing; by fresh proofs, tlie fact of 
general prosperity; and quoting tho Jourtial des Debats 
to show that tiur free-trade example is now producing 
imitative legislation thitughout Europe aiffi America, 


and is deemed by the leading men in France a policy of 
which it^is “quite iinsrassible there should lie any 
ohangc.y The subject fheii dropped- 
On Monday the iJOth, Lord JiupBOHAii called the 
attcntion|if tho himsc to the Arrears of*Business in the 
Vowt of. Chancery, and asked the Lord Chancellor if 
the government iiitei)dcd to till up the thii-d Vice-Chan¬ 
cellorship.—The Lord CuAN(a.LEoii leplied that the 
government hail not 'intended to fill up tne third Vice- , 
Chancellorship until after they had mtroduced their t 
proposed comprchAisive measu'rc for Chancery reform; 1 
but there was so much busiuess before tlio exhiting J 
courts, much of which afose, not out of arrears, but ’ 
from new causes, that it was most probable the govem- 
incnt^would he fusced to fill up the vacant Vice-Chan¬ 
cellorship without waiting to pass their propo.scd bill.— " 
Lord* OiiANWOKTH boro testimony to the absolute 
iicccssiejr of filling up the ^acant officcfaud could not 
see that the ajipointincnt^would in the slighttsWli^ee 
iiitcrioro with any orrangemepnt which might be con- 
tem)>]ated by the government with reference gener^ly 
to the Court of Chancery. — Lord Etasle.V asked 
whether the proposed measure would be introduced in« 
that or the lower hqjise.—The Lord ChInceeloh could 
not answer that question. • 

On Monday, tlic- !i4th, the Manjuis of Lansbowme* 
made a statement of the eircunstariccs which had 
caused the ."esignatihu of tlie ministry, and subsequent 
oeenrieiices.. JIc said that, on Saturday last, in eon- 
sciiuoncc of dmsions in the luwei* house, the govem- 
nu-iit had been indured to rcslgn.^JJii the same day 
l-ord Stanley was invited to attlfnd'at Buckingham 
I’aiuce, apd, after an audienrf with l(pr M-yosty, stated 
that he ivas not then prepared to form a government. 
Lord John Uus.sifll had th*en been requested to recon-* 
struct an Administration,—a task in which he was , 
still engaged. Such was the condition of affairs ; anHf 
in eonclusien, he could only say that he spoke as a 
meinher of a •govcriiinjiit wliieli in fact exisited no 
longer, and that he was its representative only for the . 
I'urpose of making this eommunieatioii to the house. 
The noble lord eoiieltided by moving that tho house at 
its rising sliuuld adjourn to Friday.— Lord Staneev 
said it was not his intention to moke any comment on 
what bad fallen from Lord Luiisdowne. He OouM onlv 
say that In had on Sat nrday the lionour of a lengthened 
andieuce with her Majesty, in which he fmly and 
unreservedly exproxsed his opinion on the state of the 
couuliy. ISotliing esiuld exe.ecd th^ graciousness amd 
kindness^f her Majesty; but he should ill respond to • 
that kindness were be in the pr^oj^t state of affairs to ' 
reveal anything that had passeiton the oecasioii. Ho 
should, however, he prepare€ to state fully what had 
passed as soon as the present crisis was over.—^Their 
lordships then adjourned. 


In the IIoube ot CoMxtoNB, on Tuesday, the 4th inst.,* 
the Address, in answer to her MajAty's Speech, was 
moved by the Earl of KILDAKE, and seconded Mr. 
Pkto. —Mr. lloEiitiOK expressed the pain h« felt at 
finding an adiuiiiistratinn calling itself liberal about to 
take a backward step, and at a timc,*tdh, when the 
miiffiitor put into the n.outh of the Sovereign eoii- 
gratulatioiis upon tho prosperous state of the country, 
the result of the removal of restrictions.

He was glad the young 
man w-as not opposed, and should give him protection 
for an extended period, in the ho}ie that some arrange¬ 
ment might be m.ade with the creditors. Never .again, 
did lie hope, syuuld the insolvent jiut liis niune to ii bill. 
Protection walsgraiited to the Slst March. 

Hr. and Sirs. Sluaiie were tried Iveforc tlie Ccnlrill 
Criminal Court on the 5th inst. The case ex< ited great 
interest, and the court wiis crowded. Mr. Sluaiie en¬ 
tered with .an agitated step; his wife fi)llu\ved,'in suck a 
state that she could liafdl.r walk, and on her leaning 
against the dock she was allowed to have a seat. She 
is described as a “ salhiw-complexiuncd, jdaiii-looking, 
little woman, from thirty to forty years of age, with 
nothing either strikingly prepossessing or repulsive in 
her expression.” Sloane is deseribid ns ‘‘ tall, and like 
a geiitleninn in ilress and manner; his featured are 
regular, his hair and complexion dark, his eheeks 
sunken, and tho face generally mjllier careivuru in 
eharaeter. lie wears spectacles, and appeal's to be from 
thirty-six to thirty-eight j-eurs old.” He turned several 
times to his wife, as if for the purpose of enco'iriiging 
her; aiul it npjicared to bo at his request that a chair 
was lirnuglit for her. Wheff (fsked to plead to the in¬ 
dictment, he did so without hesitation, but in a tone 
which betrayed the full consciousness of his degraded 
position. He then leaned forward, and appeared to tell 
ills wife what to iay ; fur, in a; broken voice, she imme¬ 
diately repented the words which hfe had used. “ Not 
guilty as to the first two counts, but guilty as to the 
rest.’’ The indictment seems to have been framed with 
the usual mnltiplicity of counts, framed to meet every 
possible circumstantim variety of facts that might come 
out. The counts to whieh the prisoners pleaded guilty 
were those whieh variously charged the assaults; those 
to which they pleaded not guilty embodied the charges 
ol'staVation. The defence against these latter charges 
was, that the counts wore f.ot good in law, on the ground 
that Jane Wilbred, being sixteen years of age, could 
not be considered as an infant of tender years. Tha 
defence was sustained, the Court observing that there 
was nitevidence to show that any sort of duress was 
practiwl to restrain the girl or prevent ha* from going 
nut. Tfiu jury, therefore, under the direction of tho 
Court, round a verdict of Mot Guilty on these counts. 
In giving judgment on the other counts, Justice

At the inquest on the body, the Coroner asked 
the inspector who took the charge whether he was not 
aware that there was a positive order of the commis¬ 
sioners, that persims taken to the stntion-honse in a 
state of insensibility should immediutely liuve the 
attendance of a medical man ? The inspector replied 
that he knew of none such. Thu surgeon, on livtiig' 
xppeMcd to, said there was suchan order. The Ooroiier: 
Then here is an inspector of police who docs not know 
what liis orders arc. A iuror; Was it not very im¬ 
proper to lay him on the fliuir with nothing under his 
heail? The surgeon: Certainly it was. Tliejiury 
returned a verdict that “the deceased died of npomexy, 
but th^ what caused it; and that tncfulicc 

had bnen milty of great*nngleet in not getting mlhral 
assistance.’’ 1 

William Snwth, a surgeon, in good practice, residing 
in VauxhaU Walk, was oharged on the 10th, at laini- 


beih Police Court, with on 4w(Wft os Mai;| Ann'Hall, 
a girl thirteen yeota of age. The evidenoe djMnsed 
scenes of the most disguatmgLproffigacy. It appeared 
that the'pisoner, who is a married man aud nearly. 
60 years of age, but separated from his wife, had in ha 
confidence two strumpets, whom he inditced to invito to 
his house a number of girls whose ages ranged from 
sixteen to e%hteen ydlrs. Ohm withm' his rcAsh, the . 
prisoner commenced hy plying his^victims with spirits - 
or wine; and the names of seven'or eight were men¬ 
tioned whom hethio succetdedto ruin. The magistrate 
exclaimed, that in the whole course of many years' 
experience it had not been his misfortune to hear dis¬ 
closed such a scene of abominable profligacy, which 
mailu one doubt xi^ether we Ijved in a civilised or 
barliaftms state of society. An application to he admitted 
to bai^was indignantly refused. 

77w egse the Birds, convicted at thesExetcr Assizes 
of Assaults on the gir] Parsdhs which caused tier death, 
was decided uu the 12th, by,fourteen of l^hc fifteen 
Jaiilgi’s in the Exchequer Chamber. The Court was 
nearly cquully divided, the numbers being eight against 
six. 'fhe larger number have detunnined tfa'ac the ^ 
Birds could nut hav| been convicted at tile first trial of 
the assaults proved against them at the sccimd; that' 
tliey have not theiefere been twicy “in peril’’ on the 
Mime charge; and that the cunvictiqp in the second trial * 
must stand good. Sentence will he passed on them at 
the next ass^^cs. I’he eight Judges who formed the 
majority w’ere, Justices AVilliams, Wjghtman, Coleridge, 
ami ratteson, of the Queen’s Bench, Justices Erie, 
’riilfourd, aud Crcsswcll of the Common IMeus, and 
Ctiief Baron Pollock; the mjjiority of six were, Mr. 
Justiee Mliule ol the Common Pleas, Baring Parke, . 
Aldi'i'son, and Miirtinx Chief Justice Jervis of the ■ 
Common Pleas, and the Lord Chief Justice CumpbeU. 
'i'he Judges gave Uieir opinions individually. I,ord 
Caiiijdiell il^eTared, that though he readily yielded t8 
the opinions of {he luiijority, he could extrart Irom those 
opinions no certain rule Tor the iitfure ; imdhefewed 
th.at without the intervention of Piiriiament, “ uotwith- 
stiindiiig our best efforts to be unanimous, we ourselvdt, 
ns w ell us otliers, may again find it difficult to anticipate 
the result of our deliberations.’’ He tliereforc hoped 
I hat the legislature would speedily repeal or ei^lain 
tile euaetinent which had caused sucli confusion. 

A sinking instance of the rjficceney of t/te Detective 
Poliri- oceiirreil on the 12th, in the capture of a man 
ehiiiged with the commission of a desperute murder at 
M'arriiigtaii, in Lane-uihire, a short*time since. The 
prisoner is an Irishman, named Lyons, and after hii 
coniiiiis'Jon of the crime with whicMie stands charged, 
iiilcrmatioii was forwarded tojhc Dublin poUcc-ofliccrs, 
hi some of whom the fellow W’as known, to the cfl'ect 
that he hud enlisted into the service of the Eust India 
Coirimny. One of the Duhlin officers, named Kavunngh, 
was imraediately set upon hvi truck, and soon traced 
tiiiii to London, where he ascertained that he had ar- , 
rived by tlie mail train at four o'clock on the above 
iiioiuiiig. Kavanagli at once commuuicatcd witliJdr. 
Miiyiie, the eliief commissioner, wlio iuingidiately 
diiected iiispectorTiolil, df the Detective Force, to as-sist 
tlie DiihUii olllqpr. Mr. Field, with 8erje*.\*i*rhorntoc, 
of thpsDetectives, soon traced tbe prisoner to a puhlic- 
hotise in C^iarles-strcet, WcstmiiistiT, wWti tlie officers 
siieeeeded in apprehending, him just os hr wus .sitting 
down to dinner. He was sent down to Warring- , 
ton in enstody of Kuvanagh, the Dublin offiocr. He 
would liiivo been sent to Worley barracks the same day 
preparatory to his embarkation for the East Indies, 
iiud itot\he officers ^cceeded jp effecting his appichen- 
sion. , • • 

Jane Wilbred, the victim pf the cruelty of the 
Shanes, has been admitted into the Metix)i«olitaij Cun- j 
valhscent Institution, Sackviile-street, whose object is , 
to nfibrd a short change of air to poor persons who 
eiiiiiiot be re.xtorui4 without it. She is now in the iusti- 
tiitiou's asylum ait Carshalton, with every prospect that 
in a short lime she wjU be completily restored and fit 
Ibrfiervice. • t 

A case, curiouslyallnstrntive of Thy„Proft3 of Men¬ 
dicancy, has occurred a} the Isle of Wight Borouglf 
Court. A vagrant, i^med David Brooks, pretending to 
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be deaf and EttSib, vaa brouf^ht up in euatody, having 
been found Mng ^nk on the pavement on. Ssndi^ 
evening. He virrato on hie aUte, ip a good finp hand, 
that the landlord and landladies of the town^ had be¬ 
haved in a shameful way to him, by rcfiising him abed,1 
hut that if he was liberated for this time he would leave 
the towiv directly. On searching Ais poeke^, the con¬ 
stable tamed out a PFj^r-bo&) and some written 
, prayers and cards, which lie offered to tlie notice of the 
humane and benevolent^ and amongst the collection 
appeared several memorandum hoolA, by which it was 
cwarly proved that he kept a daily entry of hie collections 
and ej^penditure, as well as the “ Beggar’s Directory,” 
containing the names and residences of the charitable 
throughout the kiiigdonr, with the roosting-placcs fgr the 
night. Some idea may be formed of the amount of monc^ 
ooTleoted by these vagabonds, when it appears from this 
man’s cash-bMk, that the islands of Jersoy and Qaiernscy 
Aitnisltcdhim with the sum of 1 Of. •%. 6<i. for twelve days’ 
trouble in collecting it. dtyde contributed 20 j'. during 
the previous week, and in several otlicr towns the sums 
varied from Ss. to 34s. the day. Cironecster is marked 
^own “ Not charitable,” no sum being entered opposite 
the name. To Bthcr places whore IKtle cash was given 
or to bo expected, it was marked “ No go; ” and several 
• fourpenny beds were noted down os ‘‘small and 
uncomfortable.” • 

A case illustrative of the Teniencies of the dame 
Latca came before the County Court, nt Uolbeach, 
Idncolnshire, on the 13th. A young fishcrmiin, named 
Gee, sued a Mr. Elliff, an opulent farmer, residing in 
Hplheach Marsh, for 30/., as eompensation for injuries 
sustained from being puiVoscly shot by the ijefendnnt. 

, On the 7fci of December, the plmntiff wont upon some 
land belonging to a Mr. WooleyJ and killed a hare, lie 
was about going away from the spot, when he saw the 
^tfendant (Mr. Elliff') in an adjoining held. Defendant 
followed him, and on nearing him, lie poinb-d a doiihlo- 
barekci) gun close to Gee’s hc^d, and sowed he would 
mark him. He kefi^ walkiiig up uith the plaintiff, 
v^en he suddenly lingered behind, and the plaintiff 
distinctly heard a |)oi'cussum-cnp explode, and the 
contents of one of the barrels lodged in the ground. 
Hie plaintiff then addressed Elliff. and said, ” Surely 
you don’t mean to shoot me in this lonely place ? ” He 
replied, ” I do mean to shoot you.” After accompanying 
him about a (Quarter of a mile, he stopped, and having 
taken a deliberato aim, fired, and the shot of the 
second ^rrel struuk him in the right hand and arm, 

' inflicting serious wounds. The defendant then Cxcliiimed, 
*‘ Now I can take jju; I have marked you, so 1 shall 
know you again, mi I will go back and look for the 
hare.” The plaintiff thtn contrived to crawl on to 
Holheach, enduring the most excruciating agony, when 
he was taken into custody for trespassing in pursuit of 
game, and was committed to Spalding gaol for one 

’ month. Mr. Wilkinsoir, a surgeon, attended the 

•wounded man in prison. There were from thirty to 
fortj shot wonnds'on his right arm and hand; and great 
fears were entertained of lock-jaw setting in. The 
htjuries <10 had sustained had oatirplv prevented him 
doing any jBg^incc. The Kov. Mr. Morton, a magis¬ 
trate, beforewKom the case was first iirought, stated 
that be asked defendant why he committed iv> raMi an 
act as to shoot Gee, when he replied that he had merely 
done BO to ‘‘ mark him.” The judge (Mr. J. D. Bur- 

* naby) said, the act of the defendant in firing at Gee was 
wholly ffnjustifinble. In ualrulating damages he did 
aol consider the loss of time for the month’s imprison¬ 
ment, beoausC plaintiff had rendered himself liable to 
that by trespassing in piMuit of gtme, but considered 
the acute pain ensured in gaol, and the probable loss of 
time to couM.; and he •gave a verdict for plaintiff for 
m and c^.

They ordered the mould of 
Mr. Sonnes, a dte-en‘?raver of Rupert Street, and also 
directed him to engrave copies of notes of the Bank of 
Ireland. Mr. Sounes informed the police, and aeted in 
cdhoert with them; and thus the culprits were captured 
os they carried away the mould. 

y.n action against the printer of the Timea for a Libel 
wasgtried before Lord CampbcK, at tly^Muildhwl, on 
the 19tli. 'Ihe escape of Hackett, the burglar, from 
the Model Prison, near Holloway,'*will be recullocted. 
Immediately after that occurrence, the daily newspapers 
contained a biugriiphioal note of Hackett, rfesciibing his 
numerous feals^in e.scaping from prison one of Ulcse 
feats had been an ese.ipc from the lock-up of the Marl¬ 
borough Street poliec-court, and it was in the descrip, 
tion of tins that the libellous passage occurred, as 
follows.—‘‘The authorities instituted an inquiry, and 
it turned out that a turnkey had received a laige sum 
of money to effect his (Hackett’s) liberation; and ho 
was discharged.” Wilks is the dismissed turnkey. Ho 
now sought damages, both on account of the general 
defamation, and on account of a specific refusal of em¬ 
ployment which he pretended had been caused by the 
words just quoted. Eor the defence it w as proved, that 
the Government authorities did inquire into tlieroiiduct 
n*' Wilks in velation to the escape, and did dismiss him 
throe days afterwards; but it was not proved that 
Wilks received the money of corruption.. It was also 
proved that the uofusul of cinplnymont, alleged as special 
damage, occurred after the dismissal,* and" before the 
appearance of the article in the Titnea. Lord Coinphell 
directed the jury, that ns the truth of the libel was not 
e.stablislied, the verdict biust be for the plaintiff'; but 
the damages might be moderate, for the discreditable 
attempt to prove special injury had failed. The jury 
gave the jilaiiitiff a verdict for one farthing damyges. 

Mr. Fr.iiicis Edmund KnowOcs, iate Commissary- 
General, eommlttcd mieide during the night of Sunday 
the 16th, at the’liouse of a relative i*i Grosvenor-squnro. 
He was found disid in hi^ bed on Monday morning, 
having swallowed a large quantity of prq8.sic acid. Mr. 
Knowles had for some time suffered from low spirits, 
and imagined he had an (jnpmic disease; he had been 
advised to resign his office inl-onsequene.c of his state of 
health. 1] e had lately lost a daughter, whoswas burned 
to death; five or six years ago q son died in Sierra 
Leone; imothqr son had recently gone there; these 
things preyed much on his mind. His Sespondeney had 
been particularly noted of late. Ml. Knowles’s surgeon 
stated to the coroner's jury that his patient had no 
organic affection. The verdict was, ‘‘ That the deocased 
died from hydrocyanic anid, taken by liimi^f while in a 
state of insanity.” 

At Lancaster Assizes, on the 19th, Samuel Donaldson, 
formerly actuary of the Ulverstone Savings Bank, was 
^triqd for appropriating to his own me the money of the 
depentora. There were two chaises; one of having by 
false pretenoes obtained' large sums from the Lancaster 
Banking Company, and the other of having got money 
from the cashier of the savings bank on the false pretence 
that depositors in the Amblcsidc branch bank wished to 
witWraw their deposits. It appeared that Donaldson, 
by mwns of false etatoments and fletitiems accOuntB, had 
been fflcfrauding the savings bank from 18l|^ to 1849. 
He xm authorised to draw from the Lancolter Bank 
the iBonev required to make repayments to depositors 
each week; and as ho obtained .this money without 
stating to the bank for what fiurpose he Wiuited it, Mr.

MelldUf. The defendants 8ut||tantiatf d the correutness 
of the report. In his charge to the jury, Losd Campbell 
laid down the law of the case as •follows:—‘4 If the 
publication complained of be a fair pccoAnt of proceed- 
in g s at a police court, then I am of opinion tliut in point 
oflaw the defendant is entitled to your verdict. But il 
it be a garbled account—if anything be omitted thaO 
ought to have been stated, or much more, ifhnythiug 
he introduced that did not take place—then it is libtd- 
iotts, ilhd the will ]»nish it.'”.

NARRATIVE OE ACrCIDENT AxND 
DISASTER. 

Two British* vcsshls hate been Lost on the coast of 
SouUt America, and part of one oR the cre« s MutJurnd 
by Havages. Tlfey were the Clocesttr and Prince 
Albert, both of Leiidoii. The Uloeesler sailed for | 
Batavia about two years ago, and iiilurmatiun having: 
been received that she Vas seised at San Francisco fur ] 
debts alleged to have been incurred by the master,' the \ 
Prince Albcri was sent out in order I 0 recover tlic seized 
vessel. Nothing ftirthcr was heanl of the ships until 
tidings were ruceivitd that both hud been lost The 
Qloccstor was overtaken by a storm near iiau p'raneiseo, 
was driven aslfbro, and became a total wreck. Tlie 
Prince Albert arrived in Magellan's Strnits on the 2nd 
of Uctober, and was driven ashore by a liulent gale. 
Some of the crew having left Ifer to procure fresh water, 
during their ttbseiice the wreck was surrounded hy the 
natives (I’atagoniaus), who made an attack upon the 
captain and crew, 'rhe captain was knocked down, 
and a portion of the assailants stood over Kim with lung 
knives in their haudt, while another party ransacked 
the ship. Tw*o of the'crew wore murdered, and an 
apprentice was stretched bleeding upon the deck. The 
rest of the crew were secured by the natives, who 
presently became like maniacs from drinking the spirits 
on hoard. The captain with the surviving seniueu got 
clear of the ship, leaving the wounded apprentice and 
toe tt»fe on ^ard prisoners. After six days’STiffcring, 
dgnng which time they subsisted entirely upon raw 
sheUfito and water, they suoccedad in reaching Sandy 
Foiut,. about ISO miles from the wreck. Here they 
procured the assistance of an American steamer, the 
oonuniinder of which proceeded to the wreck, in the 
hope of rescuing the two men left in her. The naik-es 
still held possession of the Prince Albert, perceiving v»ich 
the steamer, opened its ftre upon them, and compiled 
the sanies to abandon their prize. The mate aniothe 
apprentice were both, alive, the latter fast sinking, ftw'* 
ever, fspm Ae gfibotsof his wounds. The captainoftlie 
American-veiSjM rejtunied to Sandy Point, and subse- 


queotly eonveyed the crew to ValpBraiio. * After the 
departure fit the steamer the'' va/^so set fire to the 
wreck. • • - 

Mr. Eichard Shuttloworth Streatfield, of the Bodm, 
Ifckftcld, near Lewes, was Killed by hi^fowUng-pieoe 
going ofiTuMident^y On the 28th of January. He had 
been shooting during tjie day over his estate! the Bocks, 
along with toe Earl of Shcmeld) Sir Thomas Marryon 
H^ilsou, and Sir Henry Shiffiier, On tlieir return home, 
and while Mr. Streatfield was pmtityiug'his pockets of 
game, his gun fell ^cr liis shoiiliJer backwards to the 
ground, on reaching which it went off, and the contents 
entered his heel. Medical aid was immediately proqpred, 
and too case at first presented no dangerous symptoms, 
but l(K^-jaw supervGsied, and he expired afew days aft^ 
wards. Mr. Streatfield was the possessor of extensivo 
estatesan Sussex. Ho was about dO years of age, aud 
last ycataivas High Sheriff iifjhe county. * 

On the 3rd inst., a Serioun Accident happened to 
Captain Sir Evenird Home, anAsevcral officen and men 
of the Calliope, in Dovonport harbour. The vessi'l was 
being taken out of harbour into the sdnnd, when the 
capstan not being properly attended to, she gained way * 
on the men, and on* their walking baclf to give caoh 
hawser uii equal strain the capstan “ ran away," 
carrying every one before it. The captain was most '• 
seriously huri in the head, and alboinvne oThislegs. One 
of the assistant surgcufl.s hud his leg or thigh broken, and 
a quarterraaster^was dangerously injured. Six or eight 
other men were more or k's.s 'soveveJw hurt. The ship 
was again ]>hieed at licr moorings in Hamooze. 

A fatal Uailway Accident occurred between Uughy 
and Leicester on the Ifith, hy toe burstpig of one of the 
tubes of the engine. The driver, named Wilkihson, in 
endeavouring to escape, fell I'etween the tender and the 
next carriage, and wu.s crushed to death. He has left a 
widow and six children, hut, fortunately for them, had* 
insured his Jife for oUOf. in the Bail way Insurance 
Company’s offico. , ^ .

The “ Clergy Reserves ” in Canada have been placed 


^ the Home Government at the dispMition of the 
Cfoloniai Legislature. This fact has been communicated 
in a despatch from the Colonid Office to tlio Earl Of 
Elgin. The dispatch*of the Eari of Elgin communi¬ 
cating tho address of the Canadian Assfmbly on the 
subject was received in July last, after, tho session of 
the Provincial Legislate had already closed, and on 
the eve of ftio close m the Inyieriai session; it was 
therefore reserved for mature cqusideration by the 
government. Earl Grey’s despatch in answer is dated 
the 27th of Januagy. Its* suBstancr is as follows:— ■- 
Her Majes^ has been pleased to receive the address 
“ very graciously.” Lord Elgin will inform the House 
of Assembly, that while - her Majesty’s seifrante 
“ greatly regret ” tl^t a subjcct*of so much difficulty ' 
shouldf after an interval of some years, have again been 
brouglj]; under discussion, “ it has appeared to them, on 
mature (J^'liTferation, that the desire expressed by the 
Apcmbly iu this addrqps ought to be acceded tp.** .They 
will accordingly be prepared fp recommend .to parlia¬ 
ment, that an act should be passed giving .to the 
Provincial Legislature full authority "to make, such 
alterations as they may think fit in the existing arrange- u 
meiils with regard b|thc clergy reservespprovided that 
existing interests arc respected.” Great os would Ik 
the advantages of leaving undisturbed the existing 
arrangement devoting a portion of the public lands to 
tho ereation of u funddor the religious instruction of the 
inhabitants o^ tile province, ” still ibo ciucstion is one 
so e,\clusively uffeeting the people of Canada, that its 
doeisiiin ought not to be withdrawn from the Provinefal 
Legislature, to which it properly belongs to regulate all 
mattoj-s euneorning the domestic interests of the Pro¬ 
vince.” If lias appeared to her Majesty’s government 
“ imi>osaihlc for them, etmsiatently with the principles 
on which they have ahvaj s held that the government 
of (Jiiniida ought to be eondiietud,” to advise refusal 
the prayer, jl'hoy have acted on that conclusion with 
the less difficult}; from observing that the Assembly, in 
their address recognise t)i<fclaims of present incunfbents 
of the fund, and have not asked ituthority Jo interfer(\,Ms 
with the incomes during the lives of the xiarties cnji^ing 
them. 


NAREATIVE OE FOR EIGN EVENTS. 

^HE groit topic of the day in I’aiis is the I’residcntB rodiietioli of his establishniont at the Elys5e. As 
soon gt> the Assembly refused him his “ dotation ” lie slivewdly announced that liis ojigignsivo receiitions 
were at an end ; and, as wo write, there are pne-and-twouty of his s.'uldlo and eaniago horses in tho course of 
sale by auction at the stables m the Hue dc Montaigne. This is a now way of fighting the Assembly, and 
seems to indicate thaf Louis !Nax>o1coii luis new and bettor advisers. 

The other gpoat eoutiucutal event is the steady niai'cb of Austria hi the direction of extreme absolutism. 
Russia is helping her to swiuiix) the German Ooiifcdenitioii by forcing her non-Ocrman provinces into it, and 
wicked schemes against Switssorland and Piedmont are to be Russia's return in kind. There have been all 
sorts of pretestings from Eflgfandaud Franoo liuriiig tlie last month or two, but tho issue rouimtiB to be setp. 
It will be a nxost imxvortuut one, in its influence over the wliolo civilised world. 


The chief article of. news from France, during tho 
month, has been the rejection, by the Assembly, of the 
President’s Dotation Dill. On the lOUi, M. Anthony* 
Thouret having moved that l,800,000f. be paid to tlie 
President of the Republic as jrais de representiUions, 
Messrs. Clayand Lemulierpro])Osed that this credit be paid 
out of the salaries of the members.—’fhe Minister of 
Justice, M. Royer, stated, on the part of the government, 
that tho Cabinet would not enter into tlie debate, Inrt 
that it referred the Assembly to th%motivatian of thcbifl. 
Referring to the credit of last year, he protested that to 
the goveriiment this question was not one of money, 
but Of political order.—M. Dufungcrais, rising in oppo¬ 
sition to the bill, detailed the grievances of the Assenisly 
wainst the President.-^, de Montalembert hod ho<^ 
that the good sense of members wopld have indiAed 
them to hush the schism between the Assembly and dhc 
Executive. He opposed the preferment of such a gi^t 
on principle, but he was of opinion that the demmm, if 
Once mode, ought to meet wii% comxdiance.—M, PiscM^ 


opiioscd^Qie bill. He protested that the Assembly was 
by no 'meaffs hostile to the President, an& he dodared 
that the vote which he felt, confident would be pro¬ 
nounced was a mere warning on the part of tho legis¬ 
lative liody.—On a division the numliers were—for the 
bill, 294; against it, 396. The bill was accordingly^ 
rejected by a majority of 103 votes.—In consequpnee cif 
this refusal to make fijm a provijpou, the President has 
commenced a rjgid economy* m his houseliold and 
personal expenses. Hehasdiseontinucd hls “receptions," 
and the sale of a number of his saddle and carriage 
horsdk has been advertised. A proposal of a national 
subscription for him having been made by some of his 
friends, he has deeidiedly declined all such assistance.

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Abbe BosiQft. have been condemned to the ({[alleya fin- 
life ; M. CajfliO Poerio, formeri; a member of the Cabinet, 
to 24 yeara’ .imprisonniont, and the othem to shorter 
terms of imprisonment? All th-^ prisoners are deputies, 
or in the biRhcr ranks of sooiety. The King has 
•respited the sentonces of those condemned to death, 
ana commuted thair pjonishment to imprisonment inJ 
the galleys for life. ♦ 

A letter from Bom^, dated the 31st of January, gives 
an account o( an Exploit of Banditti, which lodks more 
like romance than rcaiitv, thoimh its truth seems 
authenticated. “ On tlie ^th or this month, the the¬ 
atrical corns, of Forlini-Pqnoli was playing the ‘ Ucalh 
of CsEsar. Forlini-Popoli is a small town of about 
4000 inhabitants, enclosed by a high wall, entered by 
two gatea, and scarcely throe nifles from the town of 
Porli, of which it is a kind of sa)>urb. By eight in the 
evening, the hour when the tlicatrcs opthi in Italy, all 
movpmont has disappeared from the streets', wiudna s 
are clositd, and the inhabitants have retired to their 
homes, the cuffechoiisds, or tueutres. This abseiie>, of 
. activity in the streets, which every one remarks at 
Bomb,'is etill more complete in small towns. It may 
ihen be und-rstood how, at Forliui-Popiili, and p-ar- 
tictdarly on an evening when the' theatre' was open, the 
Streets should bo ^ so deserted ks to make possiible the 
occurrence now to be related. The first net of the piece 
had terminated, and the curtain had just fallen, when 
. euddenly it rose and ilisclosed —instead of the actors, who 
haddisap|>eared--jtcnbrigaiidsof thelwsKi Bel Passntore, 
who, armed with muskets and carbines, lovelleil them 
eo as to command the entire range of the pit .and hoses. 
At the same moment, a,nother party, consisting of thirty 
briganfis, made their appearance on the •ttoor of tlie 
house, the issues of which were guarded, ami, armed 
with sabres and pistols, menaced the spectators. A mo¬ 
ment of stUfKir, during which no one dared move, elapsed, 

' when thechiefof the brigands advanced to the fool-lighls, 
and, exhibiting the keys of the two gab-'s of the town, 
said; “ Qentlcmciv you soo 4jy these that you are en- 
^^tirely.in opr power; any resistance on your part would 
^lend to disasters which 1 should be the first to dejdove, 
but which it depends on ymi to avert. Listen, then, to 
what I have to say. I am about to call oul the names of 
several among you as 1 pronounce a name, let him 
who hears it step forth from his box and repair to his 
house, in company with one or two of my trieiids who 
will assist liim to bring hitlier all his hoards, and that 
without defrauding us of a porpetto.” This .said, the 
otator displayed a paper, and commenced,, reiuling the 
fotal ToU, Submission was inevitable. A doxen earbi- 
peers formed the sole police of Forlini-l’opoli. Nix of 
these were in the theatre, and had been gagged by the 
briminds. The six others, surprised in their guard-house, 
haa ventured a vain resistance. The Burgomaster was 
the first victim. Some time was, of course, required 
for this operation, wfijeh did not tennimite before a 
tpiartcr to twelve. It was, probably, to shorten the 
agony of the pit and boxes that two bngands went from 




spectatorC to spectator, collccttng hatfuls of watches, 
purses, chains, rlugs, aftd oven umbrellas. When, the 
Aarvest wA gathered, and the booty had been heaped' 
tqi on .the stage, the brigiuids allowed the curtain to laU, 
«id quietly withdrew, carrying all with them.' The 
money thus obtained amounted to 7000 Boman piastres, 
or about; 40,000 francl, and tho . bijoux, objects of art, 
&c., to double that sum. Tho next day an Austrian 
detachment set out in pursuit of the band, which, pro- 
bably,diad dispersed by that time in the mountains, or 
passed the Toiicaa frontier. Their number is-auppajled 
to have lioen about tnree' or four hundred. It it 
prtyiable that they wore in league with some of the 
inhabitants. However this may be, private houses and 
public truosurici^all have been pandered, with the ex¬ 
ception ol^ tho Mqntc de Picte, the fastening of which 
rcsi.sted all the attempts made to break it.” 


In Germany, congresses and conferences continue 
among she diplomatists of the various powers, but little 
is know'n of their result. 

Both France and England have profe-ited agsimst the 
di’mand of Austria inr the admission oi' tho whole of her 
pos'.cssioiis into tlie Germanic Cfpfederation. The two 
i'owers have, it is said, communicated notes to the 
Cabinet of St. Petersburg, with a view to bring it over 
to their opinion. 

Baron MautciiiTel suddenly left Dreecten on tho 18th, 
the d-ay on which the sitting of the conferences was 
resumed, for Berlin, where ho had an immediate 
audience of the King, and intended to return on tho 
inth to Bre.sden. "

The inti llin'-nce from Hew York, which is up to the 
I.'lth inst., is uiiimiyirtant,—In the Senate the California 
Lund Title Bill was ordered to lie engrossed. General 
Cass has been re-elected to the Senate by the Legis- 
latore of Miehigan. In the House of Bepreseutatives 
.Mr. Gilbert gave notice of a bill to establish a Branch 
•Mint in California.—The Naval Committee of the Senate 
had |>ut their veto upon the exteusiou of any.new steam 
lines of .communication across tha Atlantic under the 
)>atronuge of Government, for tho present session. 

By the accounts from California, it appears that the 
aggregate amount of shipments of gvld-dust, together 
with the quantity in private hands, shows that the 
yield of the, mines for 1850 was not less than between 
nihe and ten millions sterling.

Major Udwardcs's narrative of a leer on*lhe I'unJnIP

* has led to nothing, and proved nothing, Imt tiw* the leading politicians of the.daj'aro more ca]>ahle 
of the sclf-deuLal of refusing office, than of tlic courage and capacity of conducting it on any other than the 
old roidino. ^is lias been called patriotism, .nul ifiorned with a great many gracious phrases. But it it> ^ 
possible that lustory maj*app1y dtlter nanrios to it. imd less polite expressions. , ' 

Lord Stanley tiiod ^i\l to form an administration ; hut found, after beatihgup i-ccruits for nearly a week, 
that bis regiment of followers was too ragged to In niiirebod anywhere but inli Coventry. ,Thci’c accordingly 
betook them. To u.so his own exprossioii', he f...!nd that his party compri.scd men of talent, but unfortu¬ 
nately contaim^l liarilly more Ilian one indiiidual of political experience, and versed in tlie transactions of 
publiiflife. Jn other words, lie could rely on nobody but ]ioor Mr. Jlerrics. Nay, in a subsequent part of 
his speech, he threw a doubt upon the value of even that veteran Ued-taper. “ There wcvo/cw men. if any," 
he ompliatically observed of those very men who, under his own guidance, have been hammering at the gates 
of Downing Street iwor siuee LSlh, ‘'posse--SMl of suffielciit exnerjfuice or habits of public business” to 
conduct the service of tlic crown. Therefore, Ihongli ho had a nik-trum that would flave been monstrously 
restorative, ho thought it less safe to apply it in a new mode, than that the, eouutiy sliould confiuuc to 
decline under the old hands. 

While Loixl Stanley was Miying this in one house, in the otlior Lord John Russell was holding forth upon 
the old sehool-eopy about the ihuigov to good manners from evil,communications. Kothing couhl have* 
earn'ed hiin ^through Ids ))olitleiil life, he saiil. but the fact tiuit he- was acting with men in whom ho had yie 
utmost eoiitfdeneo, on whose judgment he cquld rely, and in whose integrity hctelt the most perfect faith. 

In othei- and jilaine'r language, the house w:fc uot, to omieel him at this time of day to bcfiike himself to new,. < 
peitionid f.miiliiirs, or to .sanction new public eoiiiliiiiatioiis. It scem.s impossible to place any other moaning 
upon words aj>idied U> a crisis which hinl Ueeii ehletly 1 ^ 11110^.11110 for a government defeat brought about 
hymen uiieorijiuctcd w ith either of the l•'^d govermnuni. pavtio!-'. It had never occurred to Lent John Bussell 
that the (Jueen should call in iusyliody hut Lord Sumlej, It had never occurred to Lord Stanley tliat 
nnybodj’ but Lonktloliii or Sir James simulil be sent fir. It had never occurreil to Sir James to tliiuk of 
leaning upon other liclp than Lord John’s. And here weiv the “explanations” that made all this clear. 
How could eonJideucc be felt in men who had never worn the Windsor uniform'f Could their j’udgnients 
be reliable to whom the Treasury Hineh appealed with no teiidei^reeolleetions ! Was it i*ossiiblc to feel a 
perfect faith in integrity never tried by the temptations of Downing Sti-cet' “Such a state of things as 
the .present," oxclaiuied Lord Lan.sdowaie, enlangiiig 011 tlial absence of the amount of parliJjhentary support 
needful for a projicr carrying on of luildic affiirs to whicli his eollc.igue.s hiul liccn obliged to suceumh, 
“if jirolonged, caimotVail to be detrimental to the honour of the crown, and profitahlo only to those—^not 
the most res|iee4aliki cliu-s of politienms—who in such eircu'iistanccs find a eoniicqucnce which does not 
naturally belong to them, ami which they would not otherwise possess.” 

So the (jovemmeut was rcstoiud to those, tlic nost respectable class of politicians, who naturally bclonj- 
to it, or to whom it naturaHj*bcloiigs : and the less rcsjicctnhlc class were left to find th«r want of real 
consoquenco pv best tlioy might, ^iinc have accordingly showed it by a little restiveness, which'Wi.'i 
immediately snubbed liy their suporioi's. Kor iustaiiec, Lonl Staidev.^^beliefejJ to have mpped Mr. liisraoli > 
on the knuckles for having voted hi the y lajority of one for a betto^ admiurstrauon of tho Office of 
and Mr. Baillic suddcujy fouifll bimsolf in so sad a scrape for liij;i«<g evA given notice of a dangerous motion 
about Ceylon, that he was obliged ^o back out of it in most humiliating fasbiou. In brief, thcrofoi'u, the Wliig 
Ministry aro_ come back expressly on sulVoraneo, witlf their assailants bound over to keep the peace; and 
the only thing that bears marks of tlio fray through which they have passed, is‘the little bill they wei-e 
“ carrying ' when set miou, and which, siiiuil U'forc, is now become so infinitesimally small, tliat very 
authors can hardly exiilaiu wliat it is. or wh.at it means. 

The second, third, and fourth clauses (which alone were expected to have any penal cfficary jgaiiist 
possible attomjits at Roman Catholic Ecclesiastical dQmiuation^ are nowfc rcnioved.mim tlio bill, which 
consists solely of tho preamble and first clause, agd .appears to be directed cxelufively against the more 
aBsurnplioii of titles.

Mr. Roundcll 
Palmer protests against tho measure because it inradea roligioua lilierty ; and Lord Palmerston supports it 
fw a completion of tlie Romiui Catholic htaancipat^n Act Tlio Solidtor-GOhowl will have it that when once ^ 
it is iMssed, these can bo no more Synods to don.ouBce education; while Lonl John Russell as expressly states * 
tliat though SynoJ.s ore unibuohed for tho presontfcie yill be prepared, if toed be, to curb them hcleaftcr. 
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Ml'. Fox opposes the bill bocaose it would be a prop to cstablish^id EpiBCopacyf^^ud Mr. Sidney Herbert does 
. till’ same thing for a reason exactly ujipo^ito. It is donouneed^by Sir BoWt Inglis for doing nothing to 
jirotoct Englishmen their allegianue, and by Mr. Reynolds for doing cvoiyt^ing toi* drive Irishmen 
from theirs. No two members support, it—no two oppose .it—with tho srmo object in view, or even on 
grounds iuUtiig^ly similar. 

It is not our purpose to take part in discussing what uobc^y wa. give any tdear account of. It ^ very 
possible, before these linw see- tho lights thivt Irokna may- liavo been struck out of' tlie bill, or the trust 
clauses may have been re-lnsurtod -in it: no one con say what may happen, from hour to hour. It wflLto 
enough for the pr^nt to point to tho seven days' debate os vdthout precedent or example in the histai(|K' 
rational men, 'wlwther; it bo for the vehemence that has demunoeti,tor the pertinacity that has tnpporall, 
such a measure. Needless is it to observe, at the same time, whfit n momouts rofloctmn will suggest to all, 
that the real question cannot bo this which a proposed, palt-iiy logislation agoifist bishops’ titios would seem to 
raise.

As the law now stands, increrliblo as it may seem, it* is not h Ie^I 
orimo to starve an apiwnnticcor servant unless the latter be a child of tender years; and even this enormous 
gmtificacion (to tho lusts of cniolty) of starving a child, is purchasable at the trifling charge*of a brief 
imi>risomnent or fine, without the addifion of hard labour. In such prosecutions, moreover, no costa are* 
allowed ; and, in tho civsc of giuinlians of u orkhouscs. not a single rCacraint exists to their abandonment of 
pariah chshirCu to any kind of miscvy or dcpriv.stion, when once they have 'feigned thp indenture ■com- 
initting tbeni to service. A simple but olfl^tive remedy for all this is provided by Mr.Buines. The period^ 
of “ infancy” is extended, iu the case of parish appfcntiecN, to eighteen years of age; the liability of ..the' 
master to finp]ily needful sustcuauen until tkit nge, is to he enforced by tho penalties of the criminal

— The Duke of 
AjtCTi.il, in jirescnting a petition against Pajial aggres¬ 
sion, took occasion to remark upon the inilueiice fur 
evil still retained by the Komoii Catholic power. A 
careful watch and defensive mcasui'es were requisite to 
guard against the usurpations of that ]>oner. Tie re¬ 
joiced to ibid that the euanges of the pasl ten days had 
resulted in the failure of every attonqit to forinpi got em¬ 
inent, one of whose principles woiilil Imve beoiito ignore 
and leave unnoticed an act which constituted an aggres¬ 
sion upon the public law of Kurope.—Lord I5^ioi (iii.s.n 
implored the goveynmeiit to pause in their course of 
legislation upon this delicate subject, and rest satisfied 
with deelorutory lysolutions passe* by both housis of 
parliament.—Tlio Maiquisof lijiK.vn m-h.vxii felt that the 
subject was so complicated, and the real state of the 
ease so imperfectly known, that ho recommended the 
appointment of a committee of inquirv belorc they pro¬ 
ceeded to j)a8.s any legislative act.—The Earl of Aiinu- 
DF.BN, explaining some observations made upon a jiruvious 
debate', observed that the ti'rm “ persecution ” ciumged 
its signification ns timi* progressed, and the manners of 
menhecumc ino^i gentle and refined. Acts tli.at were 
considered persecuting would have been deemed perfectly 
tolerant in days when religious differences were contested 
with greater crael(|r. In rofqj-enec to the Iiill of fiiu 
govcxnment, he thought tho*policy they were pursuing 
was seriously ts-ronoous.

uses of the Romish Cliurch; that \hc petitioner, tbpugh 
tho stepfathcr*ef Miss Talbot, was deprived of all Contr 
munication with her: tliat her halT-sistcr, the daughter 
of the iietitioner, whiPwas her .nearest female rel^Hfe, 
was not allowed to cultivate those relations which o^ht 
CO subsist lictwecn persons so circumstanced. The 
prayer of the petition then was, that the fortunes of 
persons who, being minors, went into convents as 
postulants, should go, not to enrich the convent, but 
should become the x>ropcrty of the Crown, to be disposed 
0^1 such manner as the Sovereign shonln direct. The

— Sir Itnlicrt Pn'i. (who sjiqkc 
for.,' tho first time) declareij himself an advociitu for 
perfect toleration, end said he was prepare®Bo 
resist - all intfirferenee with the merely spiq|^l 
doctrine or discipline-Af the Uoman Catholic church. 
But he proceeded to say tlu^t, believing* tlie goveru- 
bill to lie caksuinted to coiitrm abuses, lie 
should support it, regretting at tliagsamc time that the 
meBUy-imnounced modifications Irad hceii introduced* 
into it. He expressed liis sorrow at being unable to 
agree upon this subject with ouo to whom he looked up 
with respect and reverence, and with whom he was 
on most subjects happy to concur; hut he supported 
tWabiU upon the very ground that he was a friend of 
civil and religious liberty. He then alluded to ttae 
aggrandisemeht of Cardinal Wiseman, ns the soft-sought 
teibute to the vanity of an individual; and reminded 
the house that tho cardinal’s hat had often been con- 
fwred on most unworthy ihdivijlnals.

Describing tJio struggle 
among the Swiss Cantons as having been stirred up by 
the mischievous agency' of Borne, he cautioned the 
hous>' to beware of dangers from that quarter, though, 
proceeding from what seomed slight causes, and ne 
dwelt iffinn Unmish arrogance, hypocrisy^ and indiffer¬ 
ence to thb consequences, so that the end of Borne was 
served. Believing thitt the reixint act of the Pope, 
though apparently iiisignificant^ vv-as tiie first step of a 
great system of attack, he entreated Lord Jqhn Bussell 
to watch vigilantly over the interests of fho nation, and 
implort'd the Ilou.se by timely legislation to avert the 
dangers which thrftitencd tlie state. The other 
speolcers were Mr. Page Wood, in opposition to argu¬ 
ments used by Mr. lloundcll Palrart- against the 1ml; 
and Sir Benjamin IIjJl against the*Pap&l aggression, 
but blaming ministers for the way they had met it.

Ou Mond.ay, March 17, Lord J Bbssht.!. asked Mr. 
liaillie vv'lietlier he had made any arrangement with 
other members in order to tho bringing on his motion 
respecting the AJfairit of CeyloH on tbe.2dth inst.—Mr.

As ho was not inelincd to 
be made an iii.strument for enabling Lord J. Bosselfto 
eseape from bis public duties, he should remove his 
motion from the bonk, reserving his right to I'cncw it 
hereaf(i r.~Lord J Bvsski.l said that Mr. Baillic had 
origin.'illy described his motion as one of censure. It 
was a charge of wanton cruelty against Lord Torring- 
toii, and orpiKxualificd approval of thsit enmity by the 
Colonial Secretary. He never knewatose in which, 
sucli a charge liariag been made, tljg^ accuser had re¬ 
frained from bringing it on as early ns possible.

MtiCK agitation prevails* in Irclvni oii»the Papal 
Aafftession question. Twenty-one out <>f twenty-eight 
of Irish Komnn Catholic Pitlatips osscinuled in 
imbUn on the 25t)i ult., to consider the course they 
shall take in reference to the Ecclcsiiistical Titles BilL 
They agreed to tlie drafts of addresses to the Uueen, vo 
the House of Commons, and to the K(»man Catholic 
MOpla of Irdiknd. The conference was continued iidkt 
day, mid it was undorsuiSd that thc»four lioman Catltblic 
Arrbhishops were then coramissioued to cross the iri.sh 
sea and “ sock the prifilegc of presenting the addresses 
to the Queen ot the foot of the Tliroue.'’ 

The follonjng proti'st against tlie Hetlesiasticnl 
Titles BiU has been signed by eighty-eight members of 
the Irish Roman Catliolic bar; the signatures iuchiding 
two Queen s Serjeants, Hawley and O’Brien, several 
Assistant Barrister!^ and others holding appointments 
under the Crown. 

“ We, the uudersigiiod Roman Catholic memlicrs of 
tho Irish bar, feel bound publicly to declare our sense of 
the impoUcy and injustice of the lull now before Parlia¬ 
ment respecting ecclesiastical titles. 

“ We take tlii« step with reluetanee, bccausi- wc are 
nnwilling to act on public questions us a separate rhuss 
in the dtfnmiunity in respect either of our professional 
^ition or our religious belief; hut on this beeasion wc 
fear Hiat silence on our part might be cofistrued iiits 
acquiescence. 

“We view the proposed measure retrogi’cssive^and 
penal in its .character, an iufringeraentf upon religious ' 
liberty, an uusvarrantable interfereare w itli the discipline 
of our Church, and a departure from the policy recently 
pursued by the Legislature in fhcilitating the voluntary 
endowment of the Roman Catholic hierarcliy and clergy 
of this country. 

“We ohjeet to this measure because, by subjecting 
our religion to special li'gislatioii of u vexatious character, 
it will place the Rninau Catholic people of Ireland in a 
position of inferiority to their fellow subjects. 

“ Wc object to the measure because it will create new 
difficulties in rtlie administration of charitable and 
religious trusts cimnected with the Roman CathoLie 
Church, unduly control the free disjiositioii of property, 
interfere with and endanger stulcments made upon tl'ie 
faith of existing laws, and in its results be jiroductivu ui 
great eniharrassment and irritation. 

“ Filially, we object to the measure liceauso it has 
been eonceived and' framed ip a spirit of hostility to tho 
Roman Catholle religion, and because it is calculated to 
revive animosities which have been so baneful to our 
countryand which in latter years hud been rapidly 
subsiding.'’ 

Meetings on the subject have been hold in all parts of 
the Roman Catholic provinces. 

The Romish Archbishop of Tuam has addressed a 
letter to hord John Hussetl on the subject of the Eccle- 
siastfeal titles Bill.q “ His Grace ’’ spurns evqyy idett of 
oqncossion or compromise.

Perfectly 
contented with her lot, she told her good luck in onu- 
fidcncc to her fbniale acipiaintance, and they went, she 
believed, to the same oracle,' for a similar purpose. 
Tlua witness appeared to ho very reluctant to believe 
’ t^at the pristiuur was an impostor. Besides promising 
her a husband, the prisoner had told her other matteri, 
whi^h were marvellously true; for jn.stancc, the 
prisoner told her, “iShe was fickle-minded, would make 
a„a mod wife,,and now and then did sitly thing,,; ” facts 
which could not be denied. The judge committed the

Slid in 1S4!), a woman named May. who was convicted 
of iMiisoiiiug lier husband, and who was executed for 
thaixdfence; adpiittcd, after her conviction, that she had 
been instigated by the prisoni'r to the 'commission of the 
dreadful act for wMeh slu enfrered. The evidence 
fully brought home the charge to the prisoner. She 
adniinistereil arsenic in rice imddiiw to her husband, 
who, after many weeks' lingering, died in May, 1849. 
The Jury returned a vcnlict of Guilty; and sentence of 
DeaA was passed by tlie >Tudgc. The woman heard her 
doom without the slightest apparent emotion. 

The trial of Drory, for the Murder of Jael TJendy, 
took place at the Chelmsford Ass'zes on the 7A ai^ 
8 th. There was no now evidence given bevond that 
which was given nt the time the murdei^was iiscovereil 
aud the pri.sonur committed for trial. His counsel 
laid touch stress on the caOTmess with which Ae Police 
have followed up the case*, supporting his assertion 
that they have too willingly seen iirooik of guilt in oreiy 
point, by rcfcreiiee to the actual, fact, now undsmea,

At a meotiiig of tho Gefkas, held on the sameddy 
the GeiTem'm', atFort'Cmc, Butii,theinf>thesof Sahdilh, 
the “great ■widow’' of Gaika, -was n]]p|r)vted chief 
rnler of the tribe, is the place of^audilli. ]^u the 
three days folio wing this meeting, •inftfhnation moru 
and more deflnite was received through the CuiTrc 
Police, of tho lurking-place in which Saudilli was con¬ 
cealed. It was resolved to attempt a sudd^ blow* 
by arrosting hiito Colonel Mockinnon was to march 
ftom Fort 0^ up tho bonks of the Keiskemma 
■whh^ 690 troopsj direct cei Sandillb while Lieutenant 
£^rc was to cut him off from retreat into the struiig- 
holds of the Gaiko tiObg in the Amatoio* Mountains. 
Colonel Muckiiinon started on the 24th December; his 
vanguard being ninety-two of tho CaflVe Police befoie 
mentioned, l^iio they 'Were in a gorge, wliich shut 
in tho swift river so closely that our men ronld only 
march in single file, a deadly fire was poured in ujion 
. every part of the force except the Catfre Police. It 
■was with extreme dilficulty that the defile was fnreed, 
after a disastrous loss of ofliccra and men killed and 
wounded. On the following day the whole of the ('ailH' 
FoUcc deserted, with their horses and arms, to tlie euetny. 
Of course the ox]tediti(m totally failed of its object 
against Bandilli: Colonel Maekinnon led his men by a 
long compass round to Fort White, where he arrived on 
the 2dth December; and hr immediately sent orders to 
LieutonoAt-Colonel to fall back ■n'lth bii^intereept-' 
ing force on William’s Town. As soon as the Saikas wore, 
in the open field, they hemmed in Sir Harry Smith at 
Fort Cox, investing his hundreds of men w it limore than 
as many tho'usand^. Colonel Soniersctsat Fort Hare, 
sent a liody to his reUef, which wi^ driven buck. He 
himself set out on J;he 29th, in much greater strength, 
to force the passage. The Caifres attacked him in 
immense numliers, and with most determined courage. 
They were ■well armed with guns and spears. After 
four hours of hard hghting, in tlie early part of which a 
small piece of artillery was used witli great effect, but 
the end of which was waged hiuid to hand. Colonel 
Somerset was compelled to withdraw from the contest, 
to abandon the piece if artillery, and to retire to Fort 
Hare, whcoico Jic started. Liontenaut Melvin and 
lieutenant and Adjutant Gordon, of the Ninety-first 
B^ment, were killed; and Fnsigu Borthwiclc, of fhe 
Nlaety-flrst, was wounded. ,About tw'oncy privates 
fiXLi and many more were'wounded. Tliu struggle, 
(hits dissstroesly commenced in two or three set 
engagements, was (luickly carried on nil along the Caffre 
frontier. The military villages of Wobuijp, Auckland, 
and ioaaaasburg, were attadefd; their male inhabitants, 
to thh nnmlier ef seventy; butchered; and their women 
and^dtUffrett ekiTicd off, o* turned adrift nearly nakods 
to roach the Forts aathey bestconld. As the attempt 
by Colonel Somerset to communicate with Sir Hnny 
Smith was so signa^ defeated, some anxiety was feit 
for Sin Hany' in his isolated position. On the Slst, 
howww, he arriyed safely ,nt &ing William's Town. 
Weaiinff*the a^i'of a trooper to escape being made>a 
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ytoige^ he put himself at tho head of 2d^ men, and ' 
dashea thiipugh the masse* of^ Caifres without any 
! cesum^t He had' left a fom’ aJt-'Fort Coi, wefi ' 
provisioned, and jhlly suiftcionfin awgklbsws to ™ii4irf.»te . 
themselves till reBeft could he brm^t . 
f On the 3d of Januaiy, a force of Offices t^iadied Fort 
White, which is the ^rt nearest to King William’s 
Town—about twentt' miles fromsit, TVo of^a^illi’s 
brothers commanded'. • The small garrison ttuder Cap¬ 
tain Mansergh rcSirvcd theirfirp till the Oafflm were on 
the breastworks, and then pwredin a chargethkt killed 
twenty Cafilos on the spot, and caused a retteati 
On the Tth of January, tho Caffre chief Kermwomar 
who had received iroin our government a largo grant of' 
territo^on the Blinkp-ater, in tho district of Altey^tO- 
the North'of Fort Beanfurt, gathered all his dependents, 
Caffirc and I^ttcutut, and attoeked Fort l^ufiirt. But 
friendly ■nsirning of the attaok had been rcccirad, and 
the dclence w,-vs most successfully waged. The altaSking 
force was defeated, and totally.dispersed. Hermanns 
himself was slain; and his body was. carried-intoithe 
fort and idaccd in tlic middle iff tho square wi^ tho 
British fl^. over it, an oxam]>le to all Mottoi^t ho- * 
holders. Sir Harry 4?mith IbUowod up'fhls suocetoof 
one of his outpusts, with a proclamation declaring'that 
the Crown lands granted to llennanus had boeomo 
forfeited by his treachery; that “ thosucoossors of Her' 
miraus, and all their rtlielliuns people, are for ever ex¬ 
pelled from tho Umits of the colony "; and that all men 
of this “ wic'ktd location,’’ seen within the colony, are to 
be regarded as enemies and dealt wlUi accorditwly. 

On the 21.<.t of Januuiy, tho most severe action uiot 
had oceurred was fought between {iOOO Caffre be¬ 
siegers of Fort llai'o, with its adjacent Fingff village 
of Alice, and the garrison of that outpost—about oS 
many hundreds—under Major Somerset. • Fort Hare 
lies beyond Fort \t’liite, Troin King William’s Towl% 
This attack Was most determined : the Caifres came on 
in regular div'isinns of columns, and steadily braved a 
tiro from two.twenty-four pounders ^i. the cathmEures' 
of the fort. It was indeed the 6rc of these'fotmldabk! 
pieces of ordnance that broke and disorganited the 
attack. Prodting by the havoc and tonfusioa they 
caused, the gurrison sallied with concentration and 
bravery, and, after a stubborn hand-to-hand conffiot, 
compelled the Caifres to draw off. Upwards of a 
hundred Caifres ■n-ere left dead on the ground. ISic I 
Finaocs, a native race, foi-mciiy held in bondage by thh 
Caflres, from which they were dolive(pd in the ■war of- 
1336 and brought within the colony, and who have 
ever since lieen friendly to the IQritish against -the 
aggiessive Caifres, behaved with remarkable courage, 
nud greatly contributed to tlie success. An afniir 
occurred to the Wi-st of King William’s Towm on the 
21th of January, in which a small party of Finmes, 
uoder British command, defeated a mnoB larger bode 
of Seyolo’s CaflVes. Sir Horry Smith issued a general 
order praising the valour of this body of “ iutrppid 
Fingnc's ’’ fin tho mode in which they drove off Jhe 
party of “ bullying Caifres. ’ *

' TIjc Btiiiulations of the’ex-Orleanist deputy are worth menttenin^ because tlisy illristrate remarkably the 
pi-escut teudmicies of opinion in Franco. They were, that the IVosident should pledge himself to leave ofBco 
' quieUy, in oese tlie necessity for his doing so should arisen in return for which M. Bon'ot would pledge 
himsclif to. use every exertion to avert that necessity, by obtaining a predong^tien of the President's term of 
power, in other words, there ienot a practic^ statcsniiui now ic Pi-anc^ who does not see that the solo 
chance of the country hes in adhering loyally to the republic^ It is ,tho only good and healthy sign, amid 
many miserable und coufiiotiug portents ^ evif and disaster. 


The most remarkable piece of intelligence from France 
is the piotion made by M. Croton in the assembly for 
*ropwUng the laws of exile against the family of the 
Bourbons, and'the stormy debate u» which it gave rise 
on the Ist in-st. M. Berryer opposed the motion, on the 
nrineiple that the Due de Chanibord is not an exiled 
Frenchman, but a« extruded K:ng of France; that a 
sovereign could accept no permissfon to reenter his own 
hereditary dominions. M. Thiers ai^ M. Piscatory 
supported the minion. M. Uoycr, tno Minister of 
Justice, distinctly .avowed that the Government was 
favourable to the iiriuciple of the bill, but dtemed the 

S resent moment-iueppo-tune for enacting it. The 
jscussi<x.i proceeded ([uictly, till it was inflamed bv M. 
Dufraisso, representative for the Dordogne, one of the 
members of the Mountain. M. Dufraisse declared that the 
biws ot proscription are just, aiW ought to be maintained. 
‘‘The Uevolution,” he said, '•umuot a.sl. pardon of 
theAynasties it has justly upret. Have the family of 
Orlearfr laid aside die claims of their birth r Have they 
rendeicd homage to the soven.igiit.v of the nation r Do 
not the descemhinta of iSt. Louis eimtiiiunlly di.sputc the 
independence aud the conquests of the jieople ? Yon tell 
us royalty iievei die.s. we reply, nor docs its punishment. 
If the principle of sovereignty i^ eternal, so shall its 
punishment be eternal. This is hut logic. The law 
oi^t to chastise the voluntary represcnbitives. the 
willing heirs, of a principle wbieh the people have 
olmlishod. Unhaupv princes 1 I mistrust your tender¬ 
ness.” M. Dufraisse by inference vindicated the decapita¬ 
tion of XiOuis the Sixteenth, and then e.vtJaimcd, in fierce 
-warning to theMnuntaiii, ‘‘The men of oM who voted 
against the death of Louis the Sixteunth meditated a re- 
tumto royalty.” This delianec of the Legitimists and 
jwtifleation of regicide raised a storm among the Right. 
Memberseuntended with lieice violc nee to occupy the tri- 
buneand denounce such detestable dnrtrines. M. Berryer, 

I trembling and paJu with pius.siuu, declared that he and 
his party consulered Ihemsehes os not free agents in 
deHocrauon, while such senthnents were uttered from 
the tribibie. He prup<<sed to adjourn the discussinii for 
sue moaths: and ttmmh tni« course was strenuously 
opposed by M, Tlucre and bin party, it ifas carried. An 
■ eye-witness iff the scene says .—“ The palc^cad, com¬ 
pressed lips, ibtenae expression, and resolute accent of 
the young lawyer of tU* Mountain, reminded the 
. andience, not without a shudder, of such a thoroughbred 
Jocobitf'Of 1793 os St. Just, when, nothing daunted by 
tJ^fli^aliaken iti'his face and the menacc.s threatened 
aioiud him, die recalled to mind that the grandfather of 
the prinipas whose banwhmeut fhay wanted to repeaH 
had htnnelf Voted the Kift^s death.”

The rtofesaora of the College of "France hare passed 
a..votu of censure on their cimcaguc M, ^icholel, the 
Prpfcssor of History, on thciground that his lectures 
are ])rejudicinl to the young students in a moral and 
political point of view. Seventacn out of twenty-one 
professors were in favour of the wote. It was also 
decided that the proeis-vcrbal of the dclilicralions of the 
Professors .should be transmitted to the Minister for his 
approval. 

The afliiirs of GcrmaHy do not, opporenUy tcud to 
iiny settlement. The ditfereuecs between Austria and 
I’russia arc as great as ever. The Bcrliu papers say, 
that in a (Cabinet Council iicld on the 11th inst., u 
memorandum of the contested points between these two 
powers was drawn up, which stated that Prussia neither 
directly nor indirectly supported, at the Dresden Con- 
fereuees, the demand of Austria for the .admissiou into 
the Coufoderation of all her provinces; hnd that 
Prussia would not herself enter the Cunfederatioa with 
licr own nhu-German provinces. It is .said that the 
old Frankfort Diet will be revived. 

The tcmj.oriiry building in which the Upper Chamher 
of the Pruvsi.iil Parliament assemUesi w.i.s .destroyed hy 
fire ou the night ofrthc lOtb; the archives, however, 
were preserved. 

The I’apnl Ktairi arc infested hy banditti, who scour 
the country in great numbers in spito of the combined 
forces Ilf the Pope and the Emperor of Austria. On 
the IGth and 17th of February, flying columns of 
gendarmes and infantry were engaged in hotly pursuing 
n band of freebooters over the tnouutains of Cosola, 
Valscnio, and Monte Maggiorc. Some skirmishing 
took plai'e, in which two Papal sohlA-rs were killed. 
1'hc brigands then attempted to force their wi^ over the 
Tufcan frontier, hy Modigliana and Marradi, but were 
prcvcnti'd by the Austrian and Papal troiqis, TTie last 
account left the hostile parties still engaged in desul¬ 
tory conflict on the 'mountains. On the, 18th, eight 
men were coudemned to death by a court-martial, and 
shot, for rapine and ar.souiiat Boloma. Accounts from 
that city represent the noted brigand chief the Paseatore, 

f )s still nolding his mountaiu positions against the com- 
lincd efforts of the Austrian and Papal troops. On the 
33rd, near Casola Valscnio, the dead Ixidy of a brigand, 
who had fallen in one of the recent skirmishes, was dis¬ 
covered, and the soldiers were then following the bkwdy 
track of another wounded man The exterminatiou of 
tlyisc hands appears to be a most hopeless affair, since 
their orgamsatiim has a decidedly poUtiCal charactOTj, . 
atm is dosciibed as siuClar to that of tbo Chouatu in the 
revolt of La Vendee. VI bilat not a rncmit con ho found, 
to swell the ranks of the Papal army, the secret agents 
of the brigands And no difficulty whatever in euruuing 
men for the service of the Patwore, and, in egder to 
prevent treaebery. the groetmr part of these men are 
unacquainted witii each oUier, and only meet M a 
ganem rendezvous when some important expedition,-ia 
decided on, dispersing again, and raturtaing to thw"- 
emtOmary avocations as soon as it jS oempleted. The' 
brigands receive regular pay, wbotber in action or at 
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their oink homei. No enroUer ia to ohUst more 

than four nwa, who, after baviutf 'beieii trM in 
far lome time, become enrojlera in their turn, ^hof 
Aem enliating four more, ui^ bringing them to Hie 
rendeaTouB until the chain atretchea over the whole 
country. * , I 

The accounta ftom Sicily are of a gloomy ohiyactcr. 
At Falemo and Meaaino,-the TCrOmment hadaordored 
the people to be gay during th^Camival.* The cEyriogea 
with mmlcB were prgtected on either aidA by aoldiera 
and. mtiba of boy a employed to Allow, shouting “ Jiong 
liro the Kiim.” The people, however, would not join 
in the forced festivities, althoufh every effort was made 
to induce them to do ao.

of tlie people. sNcxt day the same scenes were reDowed 
on a larger scale, and on this occasion the police Imviiig 
endeavoured to disperse a crowd of 1000 or IdOO peojile, 
was repulsed by showers of stones and other miasilcs. 
The troops were caked out, and squadrons of cavalry 
soon cleared the streets. Thirty of tlio rioters were 
arrested. The regency instituted to act in the aliscncc 
..jcf the king at tlie Norwegian Storthing puhlislied a 
rjliijclamstion forbidding all assemblages of persons in the 
•i^ets. At the same time that these riots were taking 
^co at Stockholm, disturbances of a serious eburaeter 
were alsq.occurring in the province of Hrontheim, in 
Norway. Irio socialists and democrats in thi^dUtriet of 
Stordal and the town of Levanger rose up ggain-st the 
authorities who bad imprisoned one of tlieir lenders,' 
and the insurrection continued up to the date of tlie 
lost accounts. . * 


The intelligence^ front Netc York% to the 12th inst.— 
On the 14th of February a serious riot occurred .it lloston 
in connexion with the Fugitive Slave Ijuw. A luub, 
irritated by the arrest of a coloured man as a fugitive slave, 
surrounded the Court-house, seized the prisoner, carried 
him forcibly away, and afterwards secured his retreat so 
Meedily that ail attempts at recapture proved futile 
Subsequently, in the Senate, Mr. Clay moved a resolu¬ 
tion cfllUug on the I’rcsideut for informatiob in regard to 
this infraction of tho law. On the 20tb the I’resideut 
r^onded, addrAsing to the Senate amessage,expressing 
his determination to eniorcc the law, and proposing 
measures for the purpose; such as empowering the 
Executive to call out volifliAser state troops in aid 
of tho authorities, without a jirevious proclanm- 
tion, as now required, Ac. After some sharp and 
acrimonious debates the message was referred to the 
Comirnttee on Judiciary to report a bill ui accordance 
with its suggestions. * 

Congress, on tho ith instant^ adjourned until the new, 
seraion in December next, after tramsactiug a variety of 
iiiiportimt business. 

On the 3rd in the House of Beprescntatircs, Mr. 
M'Clernand, of Illiuois, moved to take up the Senate 
resolution, requesting tho President to autiiorise one of 
the Tltutedi States vessels in the Mediterranean to carry 
Kontuth. and his companions to the United* Stat^. 
The resolution was passed by a lafge mgfority. On the 
same night tliere was one of those rows which arc not 
unobmmon in tlie American Icptiature.

It 
has been “knocked up” in a hurry. ImpruveAients 
take place, so rapidly as to strike even a resident with 
umazament, os he returns to his home after a fortnight’s 
ulwciice. I’hc barren waste on which,‘buf two. years 
ago, half a dozen mud hovels could scarcely be counted, 
is now laid out into* crowded streets, eflcnmbcrcd by 
piles of mcrchandiso and teeming with life. Splendid 
brick-buildings, worthy of a site dn the fashionable 
squares of lAindon, laigc framed houoes, nnidest wooden 
shanties, which the kick of a protectionist would over¬ 
turn, extensiw jron warekousos, all stand side Irv side, 

“ pele-mele,’’ forming long rows, presenting to the eye , 
of n stranger a strange and vancl asjicct. Parallel 
wharfs built upon piles (one of them over 2.300 feet in 
length), have hecu driven into the watiTS of the hay, so 
that the laigcst ships can lay along side of theiS: these 
wharfs hove again been couurctcd by streets at right 
angles, all on piles, and the blocks tbusdbrmcd are 
rapidly filling uii by tbe erection upon them of larg^ 
houses, storeo; hotels, Ac., and by a considerable number 
of ships that have been stwnded or moored, deprived of 
tlioir nioMs, and housed over to safva us depostts for 
merchandise. Beyond, and touching tliis part of the 
town, built boldly upon the waters, is the thick close 
forest of musts and rigging belonging tif the large fiect 
of vessels anchored in tho port. Dozens of steamers of 
all sizes, shapes, and descriptions, doily plough the 
waU'ra of the bay and of the rivers, conveying passengers 
and goods to and from tho cities of the interior. Amongst' 
the most .striking features of the city arc the restaurants 
.andgamhling-huuscs tthieh e\ist in immense numbers. 
The whole tiopulatioii take their meimi at restaurants; 
you have them French, Uerman. English, Italian, 
.Vmcrican, and (Ihineso; tliu houses, furniture, pro- 
]irietors, seiwants, and utensils of the latter being 
importations from tbe Celestial empire. With rt-gord 
to the gambling-houses, one side of tho Piazza is 
occupied by a lung row of splendid buildings,' the upper 
stories of which arc devoted to billiard and i^ftcshmont 
rooms; tho imsements form immense saloons, most 
splendidly lighted and decorated will! mirrors 'iiid 
paintings, and furnisliod with an orchestra, a bur lor 
tbe sale of liquors, and a uqmber of small table#; licro, 
and in tho numerous similar cstiiblishtflMiti^ siisiatod in 
ail parts of the\own, monte, pharo, roulette, and all 
kinds of gihncs arc publicly played day^ and night. 
Miners, after months of privatian and successful toil, 
lose their heavy liags of gold dust upon a single card; tho 
liihourers, boatmen, teamsters, &c.,go to lose or inereiise 
tlicir earnings; the desperate to retrieve, or ainkflecpcr 
into their dilliculties. x on may imagine what the gaius 
of the proprietors must be.

AF all the <|aeBtiotia likely to be enduigercd by any tomjtoiary esulo of rthe Cibeial pflrty from power, that 

All tUrougii the rweat crisia, in the midst 
oftottorini^and tumbling Cabinets, tbo Oxford Commisssionein continued to meet, as thoy meet still, “at the 
oflUdal sMidenco of Ijlie First Lord of the Treasury;and we hear on ^bod au&ioritytJiat the result of-their 
inqaiiiM'hitherto has greatly exceeded expectation, in the uhnideter and amount of information cplleetod.

Chartism remppeors with the renewed hopes of Pibtoction. It is but a phantom, to be sure ; an eidolon 
of its foAncr self, which mAm allianm with its fellow-pliautora Socialism caipiot swell to respe^ble size; 
but it represents a danger notwithstanding, which will be last understood hy those whom it first affects, as 
m such cases commonl/happens. Every day makes it more and more plain that Lord Stanley cannot 
iiiaiiHgo his followers. The mouth opened with a tiuv- stio of that cclebiutcd scene alrMercliimt-Tailors’ Hall 
now thirtoou yuRi's ago, when Sir Robert Peel re-organised tho party shattlired six years before by the 
Reform Bill. But what did Lord Stiuiloy propose at Merchant-Tailors’ Hidl tlie other day, to re-oiganise 
the party shattered six years beforo by Sir Robert Peel Why, plainly, he shirked altogctbar the real point 
at issue. Ho heartily abused Free Trade, but carefully evaded any promise to rc-imposo I’Towetioii. He said 
that Free Tnulo was dbiug enormous evil to one groat class, and no sort of good to any othef^ great or small; 
yet he never once said ho would do hiabisst to bring back the bcllcwiystem it hati displaced. Hp'was %]1 of 
copious fears about emigrants flying by ten.s of thousands over-sea, about British bottoms narrowing and 
Foreign bottoms expanding, about incomes dwindling and Imdc over-trading, about naught being everything 
and everything naught, but witli one single coiilidoiit hope that they should have I'rotootiori back again bo 
bad not the heart to comfort his audience. The sum of his advice to Ids followci-s was that tlioy should 
wait for the chance of moving upward ; the sum of his wareing to his opponents, that they should half in 
pusliiug others downward. As if good can ejer bo achieved, or fl^il arrested, without determination at all 
risks actively to help the one and boat, back tl*si other ' Jbe conseijuencc has been tliat in cveiy Protectionist 
meeting since that day there has been clamour for Protection, and for nothing else. Any furtlicg waiting or 
ilelay is scouted at. Tlic little bill for the reVef of burdens nliicli Mr. Bisnieli has now for two successive 
years presented to the Commons, is voted mto the waste-paper basket. Alison and Aytoun, twin prophets of 
Idstoiy and poetry, leave their aiiyssphercs to eoinplaiu of toe much jilenty, to denounce the importation 
of corn, and wring their hands over the enormity of John Bull’s constant craving for bread. Uveiything 
betokens a crisis, if tho faimers' friends can only iiclp it on. Smock-frock is to lie hifiomcd ogniust fostian, 
and an election to bo challenged while the'top-booted fifty-pounders are still strong in the cogutins, and tho 
hard-handed toii-poundcrs weak in the towns. In which state of ^tlimgs, os wo have observed, Chartism 
re-appeats with its little prolamine; and with tho hope, by di awing off to itself both fustian aui^smoi^-frock, to 
leave tho quarrel to those immediately above them, and aflrrw ards get up a quarrel of its own with whichever 
may happen to get the victory, in tho btrocts or in the fields. With this view it announces land to bo tbo 
“inalienable" iuberitanlie of all mtuikind, and promises tho ‘•'labourer” that hereafter ho shall cease to-bo 
" tho slave of capi^il.” The inference is that both capital and land arc mal-appropriated at pi-osent, and 
deserving more just distribution. It is a phantom, every one wdl say; but of these there may be a sufficiont 
number iispoBcd to reassure their own fright at its s<i>pcaraiiee, and at the same time do infinite mischief to 
others, by needless resort to Hioir rovolvors and bluiidcrbuBses. * , 

Let us uoto^it os a characteristic circumstance that tho name first afiSzed to this Chartist progranwie is 
that of a poi'sou notorious for his attempts to dcgnule the working men of Euglar^d by cjnpplating &ong 
* them books of a debasing tendcni^; and Uyit the next tuuiio most promii^eut among those suDsfi^tid tifft, is 
that of tho great originqjtor of Snig’a End, to whom tho operatives of this counti'y owe more of misery and 
loss than to any o^er of tho long line of selfish and sordid braggarts Who have traded on their wants and 
hopes, au4 successively betrayed them. A pretty pair truly, to take tho lead in a proposed general abolition 
of apprentioeship and wages, and opening of a credit fund with tho state ' Worthy minds to entrnst with 
an absolute control over education and .religion ! Noble licivrts to invite the coufidenco of all who tifink 
themselves wronged or suffering, and (as they phrase it tlicmselvos) to “ stand forth as the umters of all 

- those insulated but homogeneous interests, to weld tho million^ into one compact moss^ to evoke* tho 
dormant mind of the coun^, and to launch the gathered^owor in tho right direction !”• 

Yot even such teachers as tWe, with even Biiuh proggammes and announcements, lihvft obtained a hearing 
i among limited sections of wdll-intontioned working people of this coimtry, long iff search of better 
; teachers, and at last in despair of finding them. The circumsftinoe, however, there is now reason to believe, 

, will not'bo altogether overlooked in tho now reform bill whidi is understood to bo preparing. Lord John 
i Russell has explicitly declared his purpose of introifiiciug, in Pobruftry next, a measure for the exteosion

I Feargus .O’Connor. Excdlontly, as well as earnestly, wos it said ^ Mr. Fox Mhulo, in deprecating persistence 

with Mr. Locke King’s bill for a ten-pound county fronchiae, that, if the franchise were to be extmded, one

He began by stating the amount of the expenditure 
incurred by the united ffeingdom cat account of the 
colonies. According to the lut retdm for 1846-7, this 
omonnt was 3,500,0001.: the ciril e^enditure being 
600,Q0iW., feh* military 3,000,0001. This charge had 
rapioly ineroased from 1,600,0^1., in 1832; and the 
sum of 3,000,0001. didnot cover the whole of the militaiy 
expenditure; to this sum, which represented the actual 
disbursements «n the Solonies, must be added those at 
home fui-the nop-cffective services, or a proportion of 
the <i;ead weight, wliich he took at five-elevenths of the 
efiectivc chi^o, hr 1,000,0001.; which made a total of 
4,000,0001. The whole question as to the redaction of 
this expenditure resolved itself into the necessity of 
maintmning 44,000 or 45,000 men in the colonies. He, 
coutenaed that it was onto necessary to ganison eight 
'military stations with 17,fiw men, whlbh would cost 
1450,0001., uot muq^i excoedi&g the charge for the Capo 
of Good Hope alone, with a Kaffir war. The colonies, 
properly so culled, iu North Atherica, the 'West Indies, 
Australasia, and Soutii Africa, took 26,000 men, at the 
cost to this country of 2,600,0001. a year, about 8s. Gd. 
in the pound of our exjiurts to the colSnies, and nearly 
equal to their local revenue. If tliese colonies were 
governed os they ought to lie, he contended that no 
troops would be rcquii-ed there at the expense of the 
imperial treasury, except fur mililary stations and con¬ 
vict settlements. A military force demanded for colonial 
purposes should be paid by tho colony; if for imperial 
objects, by the mother-country. SirWilliam distinguished 
the several objects, and then examined the circumstances 
of each cohmy, and the reductions of imperial expendi¬ 
ture which might be efl'eeted in each. In the North 
American colonies the military expenditure tar imperial 
purposes! he thought, could bo diminished by 400,0001. 
u-ycar. In the West India plantations there might be 
reductions to llic extent of 250,0001. From the Austra¬ 
lian colnqics nearly all tho troops could he withdrawn. 
In approaching the case of the South African colonies, he 
took occasion to view the whole subjcci of the Kniiir 
war, inquiring, first, who was to pay the cost; secondly, 
the causes which bad led to the war; thirdly, what 
steps should he taken to protect the mother-country 
ogniust the expense of future frontier wars? He 
assigned reasons why the whole burden of the present 
confiict in British CaffVaria could not be thrown umn 
the colonists. His inquiry into its causes embraced a 
cumprchcnsirc survey of tlio policy pursued by the 
local government towards the* native tribes, and a 
criticism on the proceedings of Sir II. Bmith, who, with 
Lord Grey, he alleged, was respim^le for this war. 
Among other particulars connected with this subject.

Still less do I consider it 
to be an authority essential to thfc Iree exercise of reli¬ 
gion to prohibit aets in tbernsehes legal, or enjoin nets 
if not illegal, at all events in v iolafinn of the express 
and determined will of the legislature, under those 
awful penalties « bich the Human Catholic Church holds 
over and has po\v< r to exereise over the minds of those 
of its pci'sua&ien. I say, then, that tlie majority upon 
tliat principle was not unimportant. Hut 1 8ay,.furthor, 
that I cousiiler it the duty of Parliament, and I tmst 1

A Pplitwal^Baiii/uet \ii&s given <to Lortl Stanley on 
the 2nd inst. at Merchant Tailors’ Hall. The requisi¬ 
tion to Lord Stanlcpto accept it was signed by about 
100 peers and 200 mzmbcrs of the JImisc of Commons. 
MK..Thotnas Baring, M.P. for Hu.itiiigdon, presided; 
and the company numbered about 'JhO. Lord Stanley, 
on his health being given, entered .at greal leugUi into 
the present state uftpublic affairs. He declared him¬ 
self to have been a Kjm uJUercut of Kir Hobert Peel’s 
liberal policy, and a' supporter of that statesman’s 
judicious Relaxation of our eommereial code up to “ the 
&tal period of 184e and 1846,” when Sir Hoherf, by 
the measures ho then adopted, gave a shock to eonfid'oitv 
in all public men, and shattered the great Coiiservatiie 
par^ which it had been his policy to Imild' iiji. After 
paying a warm tribute to the memory of l-mvl (ieorge 
Hentinch, Lord StSinlcy touched on the eoudiiji‘>n of 
parties in the House of (kimmons. “ There is. no douiit, 
a very considerable majority against us in the existing 
House of ComnKins ; and I confess that, constituted as 
the present House of Commons is, 1 see uo escape from 
the pasitioo in which We are unw placed; for, whoever 
may hold the reins of offici', thero will he a weak 
government, at the mercy of a majority who eanuot 
eombiiic for any asciUl purpose, but wh.o ran always 
combine for the pujnose of destroying any go^-ernmeiit. 
Gentlemen, I know no position more dangerous to the 
public welfare than sucii a position as that wliich T 
have described; when the government of thS day is 
obliged to catch at siipjiort hero and at a stray vote 
there, to concede this point and to ubundon that mea¬ 
sure, and then to promise some distant scheme, and 
hope to stave off the adverse motion of a soi-tlUaul suji- 
porter by vague promises of something to lie done at a 
future time, or aj: the spur of tlic moment, can issue an 
iUefgil commission to inquire into the Dnivcrsitics, fir 
the purpOM of getting rid of an awkward motion wliich 
it dares not support. 'ILis is the situation in whieh a 
weak gOTSF.’isient is plaue* now, and i^ways will he 
placed; and it is the hrtuatioii in wliicli, 1 fear, with 
the present House of Commnns, any government at¬ 
tempting to hold the reins of power must for a ronsider- 
able space of time he pbieml. Gentlemen, it is for the 
oountiy to remedy this great national evil. It is for the 
copatry'not to halt between two ojiinions. It is for 
thy, country to say in whom lheyh.ivc confidence and 
in vthom*they have not.” Lord Stanley thim adverted 
to his own views of sa%rid policy m the present time. 
“ 1 deprecate hasty unW fll-considcrcd and violent 
changes; and in this donrsc of downward progress in 
which we are involved, though true prudence and tAic 



the progress that has already taken place; modify the 
effect of measures, if they have had a greater effect 
than even their proposfiiseontemplated; and prudently, 
diwreedyt but firmly and determinedly, apply on sound

day aboTO mentioned the' committee elosed its pro-1 
ceedinffs by agreeing; in a report to the house, that 
Mr. Beil had been duly elected; that, owing -to thdr 
utter inability to procure the attendance of witnes^, 
they were wnolly unable to in'^tigate the case with 
the doseucss it demanded; ^at the committee had 
reason to believe that a systena of gross bqbery and 
corruption has prevailed at t];ie late and preceding elec¬ 
tions for St. Albaji’s, and tliey therefore recommended 
the issue of a Boyal Commission to inquire ipt) the 
bribery and corruption alleged. On th(^ some evening 
the report was received and eiftered on u» journals of 
the house. • 

A great meeting of the Manchester Fimuciul atid 
Parliamentary Iteform Assoemtiou wv-s held in the 
Pree Trade Ilall on the 16th, when l^r. Milnssr Gibson 
and Mr. Bright, tho two members for Manchester, 
delivered their sentiments on the present ftatc of ^ublie 
affairs, and on the principles wliich govehicd their own 
parliamentary conduct. Their siiecehcs were most cor¬ 
dially received; a resolution of thanks was adopted, for 
the seal, talent, and faithfulness which they had on all 
occasions showsi; and the meeting pledged itself to ns(^ 
oU legal and proper incawires fur their return at the 
next election. 

An address has been issued to the clergy of the pro¬ 
vinces of Canterbury and York, on the subject of Ititual 
OttMrvarwes. It is signed by the Primate, the Arch- 
biil^p of York, Aid twenty-two of the bisliops, the names 
of four of the episcopal body, viz. the Bishops of Kxeter, 
Bath, and Wells, Hereford, and Muiiehester, iiul being 
appended to the document. I'lie address-, which is of u 
persuasive character, ‘rather than one enjoining uho- 
dicneo, places before the clergy tlie following consider- 
utions, in treating of lUtuol Gliseriauces 

“ First, that any change of usages with which tho 
religious feelings of a congregation have become asso¬ 
ciated is in itself so likely to do harm, that it is mil to be 
introduced without the greatest caution; secondly, that 
beyond this, any change which makes it diiUcult iur the 
congregation atlargctojoiiiintheservieeis still njoretuho 
avoided; thirdly, that any change which .sugge;g,s the lear 
ofstill further alteration is most injurious; and, fourthly, 
tliat aecordiug to tlic rule laid down in the lioojc of ( om- 
inon Prayer, where anything is doubted or dwersely taken 
concerning tho ■manlier how to uiideratand, do, and e.\e- 
cuto the tliinpi contained in that ho<M, the parties that 
so doubt or diversely take anything shall alwavs resort 
to the hishop of the diocese, who hy his discretion shall 
take order fur the quieting and appeasing of the same, 
so that the same order be not contrary to anything euii- > 
tuined in that book.” I 

Thu bishups signing the uddreas believe that the fair 
application of those principles would solve most of the 
diniculties which have arisen, and they urge upon their 
rev. brethren the adojitiou ol this rule of eondiiet. But 
tlicy say, beyond lucre atte.nptH to restore an unequal 
strictness of ritual oll^c^Vduee, they have to deal with'a 
.serious evil. ^ 

“ A principle has of late hSen avowed and act' d on, 
which, if admitted, would jn.stify fay gie.iter and more 
uncertam changes It is this—that as the t^hurcb of 
England is the ancient Catholic Church, si^tled in this 
land before the Kefornyation, and was llieii reformed 
only by the casting away of certain strictly deHiied cor¬ 
ruptions; therefore, whatever form or usage existed in 
the church before its reformation may now he freely 
inti^ueud and o^erved, unless there can be alleged 
against it the distinct letter of some formal prohibition.” 

Against this inference the bishops protest, believing 
that at the Ueformation the English Chur.ih not only 
rejected certain corruptions, but also, without in unyi 
degree severing her connexion with tho ancient Outholim 
Church, inteuded to establish one*uniform ritual, ac¬ 
cording to which her public services should he con¬ 
ducted. They, therefore, beseech any who may have 
propused to themselves the restoration of what, undci* 
sanction of this principle^ they deemed a lawful system, 
to consider the dangers which it involves; whilst with 
equal earnestness they beseech others Who, cither by 
intcnticmql, omission, or by neglect and laxity, may have 
disturbed the uniformity and weakened the autliority of 
the pri'scribod rit^, to strengthen the side of order by 


avoiding all unnecessary deviations from tht Church’s 
rule. Such harmony of action, they are pemaded, 
would go fat towards restoring the peace of the Church. 
—^This address, it appears, orimnoted in a letter from 
the Home Secretary to the Anmhisbop of Canterbury, 
transmitting, by the Queen's commands, an address re¬ 
ceived by Her Majesty from 230,000 lay-members of tiie 
Church of Edhland. In this letter, wmob is dated the 
1st of April, Sir 0. Grey says: • 

“ Her Majesty places full confidence in your Grace's 
desire to use such means as are within your power to 
maintain the purity of the doctrines taught by the dergy 
of the Established Church, and to discunrage and pre¬ 
vent innovations in the modes of conducting the services 
of the Church not sanctioned by law or general usage, 
and calculated to creatsdissatisfactibn and alarm among 
, a niunofous body of its members. I am therefore com¬ 
manded to pj^e this address in your Grace's hands, and 

request ^at it may bo communicated to tho Ajeh- 
oishop of York and to the Suffragan Bishops in 
^England and Wales, who, Her Majesty does not doubt, 
will concur with your Grace in the endeavour, 'by a 
judicious exercise lif their authority and infiuence, to up¬ 
hold the purity and simplicity of the faithaind worship 
of <iuT Reformed ChiSrch, and to reconcile difforeuees 
among its nicmliers injurious to its peace and useful¬ 
ness.” 

The Bishop of Exeter haS published a Pastoral 
jA-tter to the clergy of his diocc.se, in which, after malB”' 
taining with his usual vehemence the extreme lligh- 
ebiireh doctrines to which he is known to hold, he 
announces bis intention to hold a,jUiocesan Synod. 
Immediately after tho close of his Witation, the clergy 
.ire to ini-et him •* in u Hioeesan^ynod at the catiiedrsd 
city,” ;iud “ express or refuse their concurrence’’ with 
him in a ” declaration” that they adhere faithfully and 
at every hazard to the article of uic Creed, “I acluiow- 
Icdgc one baptism for the remission of sins,” which was 
virtually denied when the Queen decided as she did in 
the Gorham -case. He wiSlics further to obtain j.hc!r 
counsel *on otber matters afl'ectiug the Chprch and 
the diocc.s(‘. Anticipating legal objections, he has ob- 
laiiied the very highest legal authority.^^that as the 
Synod would not attempt, or indeed wi.sb to make 
eaiion-s, binding even on themsches, there will bo “ no 
doubt ol the entiri- lawfulness of such an assembly : ” 
and this entire legality will not be imperiled by the 
fact that “the Synod will be representatives elrctcrl by 
the clergy of the dVlVerenl deaneries”—for tliat point 
was broiuih^ under the special notieewof his Icg^ ad¬ 
visers. In explaining the nature and functions of this 
Coiivoeation, he say'- “As the Syno4 is in the nature 
of a C<ianr.il of the Bishop, it is plain that no Resolu¬ 
tion can be deemed an .-ict of tho Synod ivbich has not 
his eoneurrenre.” 

The Itev. Mr. Blew, Minister of the Church of St. 
Jolin. iit Gravesend, has been suspended for six months 
by the Bishop of lUichester, for having subscribed an 
address to Dr. Wisoman, got up by certain clergymen 
of the High Chureb party, in which those whose name* 
are attached regret the manner in which he htis been 
received in England ; address him asA' Your Eminence,” 
express respect fov his person and office as a • BRfhop of 
the Church of God; ” and state that tho “ clamour of 
the many ” in his case “ is not to be regarded as the 
wiuecinivocal voice of rcligfon^and of tho Church of 
1 England.”

She remained there until her cash was gone, when she 
wrote to her husband in a pcniieiuial strain ; and be, 
foigetting her pa.st conduct, went^xer to I’aiis, where, 
he found her in a complqfcsstatc of destitution. They* 
returned, and passed, their life in the sumo state of 
unhappiness as before, until about seven months pgo, 
when he was. attack^ with illness. A man named 
Ingram was introductjBpifo the house ior the ;,urpose 
of‘‘nursing ” him, and ho died on the ISOth nit, under 
circumstances that excited eonsideraftle su'.pition.

Mr. Smith, the incivnbent of 
W^ton. In the nuddle of the night the yiv. gentleman, 
alarmed by a noise at his window,* fired a rcAilving 
pistol at random, with the riew of frightening away the 
prsons who, he ajmrehended, were attempting to break 
into bis bouse. In the morning Mr. Armslrong wo^ 
found lying near tho door, shot through the hdhrt. It 
does not apppAar how Mr. Armstrong came to Mr. Smith% 
door: die hM dined at Ham]>ton, it being market-day, 
and, when last seen, wa.s riding lomoward, slightly 
intoxicated. An inquesb on the body has given a verdict 
of “manslaughter" against Mr. Smith, who is said to he 
a state bordering on insanity. 


NARRATIVE OF ACCIDENT AND 
mSASTER. 

A. case of Death from Chloroform has oceurrc'd nt the 
Stepney Union. John Holden, an inmate, was about 
to undergo an operation, and desired the roliof of 
chloroform. Mr. Swain, a surgeon, administered the 
chloroform under the direction of Mr. licynolds, and in 
the presence of two other medical gontleinen connected 
with the ,/istalilishmcnt. Mr. Seain having examined 
the deceased, and finding nothing to prohibit llic use of 
chlorofumi, adramistored half a drachm, wlii^Ti was less 
than the average dose, without producing any of the' 
premonitory symptoms. 11c again adiniuisti'red a 
similar dose, when the patient suddenly.diefi without 
exhibiting any one' of the spnptoips usually found to 
precede the full apd desired effents attendant on the 
administration of chloroform. The countenance was 
su'ldcnly sufl'used, the heart ceased its action, Uie pulse 
was still, and the vital spark was instantly quenched. 
At fhe inquest on his body, the coronci spoke of the 
value of the discovery of chloroform as an alloviant of 
human .suffering in severe surgical operations, and cited 
several opinions of judges to sltow tliat even non-medical 
men operating with gntid intentions were' not liable lo 
tho charge of manslaughlcr when the result proved 
fatal. 1'iie jury^ returned a verdict to the effect that 
the deceased died through the administration el chloto- 
form, though all the requisite precautions had been used. 

An Unfortunate Aceitfent happened in Her flujesty’s 
Theatre, during the performanco qf Masauivllu,'' on 
Saturday evening, tho 12th. A young man, named 
Douwell, was firing off some guns' behind the scenes, 
when one of them rcbc^ndcd and dischargea its contents 
in his left leg, which was dreadfully sluittcred. He was 
conveyed to Charing Cross Hospital, and amputation,, 
was performed. When the acciJcr.t happened, the 
Queen, with several of the royal family, and a crowded 
audience, were witnessing tho performance.

The annual meeting of the Femals Aid .Soetsijf was 
held on the Sth, at HomAer Sqimre' Hooms, Ifoe 
Marquis of Cholmondidy in the chain. Tto soriety 
supports a Home for friendless young womeu t>f good 
character, a Home and Iferatry for female servants, and 
a Home for Penitents. Tlio. repArt stated that a com¬ 
parison of the present capabilities of tho society ia two 
departments of its labour vtith. those which existed in 
the year 1844 showed that great progress had beeamado. 
Tho number of inmates who were received into the 
Friendless Home in 1844 was sixteen, and the present 
asylum was capable of accommodating thirty-five. In 
the same year the Penitents’ Home^ould, with difficulty, 
accomifiodate forty inmates, and the prescift limit was 
extended to sixty. During the past year sixty-six 
females Ima been placed in service from the FEiendluss 
llome, and. there w*o now thirty inmates in'that 
asylum. Since tho commencement of the sodoty, 988 
young persons, friendless and unprotected,, had" been 
trained and placed in service from this branch of the < 
society’s labours The sncces-s which had^attendod the 
.Servants’ Home durifig the year was very encouraging. 
The number of servants admitted as lodgers during the 
year had been 163. Since the eoiflmcncemcnt of tha 
society the number ■js'as 1.520. Thd persons supplied 
with situations during the year numbered 311, and siuc<f' 
tlie commcncAnent of the society ,3204. As regained 
the Penitents’ Home the committee observed, that 107 
had been admitted into that asylum during the year, 
making, with the sixty who werjif previou-sly there, a 
total of 167 who had received (Aie Inmefits of the society. 
Of this number fifty were now resident in the h'hilding, ' 
twenty had been restored to their friends, and nineteen 
had been sent to service. Since the coramehcent of the 
society above 2160 outcast females had been admitted 
into the Home, of whom upward.s of 900 had passed 
through th(h: probation ^tatisfaetority, and had been 
either l*eeonciled to tlicir friends or placed in situations. 
Upon the financial condition of the society the'committee 
reported that at the close of the year 184!) the society 
was in debt to the amount' of 600/., amf this sum had 
now been paid off witliout affecting tho efficiency and 
usefulness of the Homes. Each source of the society’s 
income showed an increase; hut nevertheless a sum of 
about .3000/. would bn rcquiccd previous to April, 1862, 
to maintain the institution in its present state of pros¬ 
perity. Of, this sum about 1400/. musi be derived from 
donations and new subscriptions. The receipts during 
the past year amounted to 3.533/., 7s. 8<i., and the 
expenditure to 3265/. 2s. 7rf. 

The fourth anniversary of the lloxtoti Ragged Schools 
was celebrated on the 16th by a meeting in the school¬ 
room. Mr. S. A. llankey, in the atisencc of Lord 
Ashley, was in the chair. The report of the committee 
gave a very satisfactory account of tlio progress of the 
schools; and also related some intercstjjig particulars 
respecting tlic success which hud attended the boys who 
bad emigrated at the expense of the establishments. 
One boy had written from America to Lord Ashley and 
Lady C. Sturt, stating that vriiilst in EnglSffil he was 
seven times convicted as a thief; but in his present 
position he was respected, and was happier than over he 
was in his life. In England, he was “six weeks in 
prison and one out: ’’ noyr hd bad an abundance of all 
ho wished for, and had beAR^nnblcd to plocc thiity’ 
dellurs out at interest, after spending twenty-five dollars, 
in clothing. Tho report went on to state that daily in¬ 
struction was imparted to 120 infants; whiktTwenty 
hoys and thirty girls Were taught arriting and arithmetio 
four nights in the week; and’allbut 260 received iiutnic- 
tion upon the Sabbath-day. A LtAidon City missionary 
had ’been appointed in connexion .with the schools, 
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Imt- the fornitiErq was much injured by removal. The 
Ubooren looked <m with apathy; some, indeed, stole a 
barrri of beer, nod cut sliees from the homing buUo^.

The xenoTt gaTO arf interesting account of tlie progress 
of the mstitntitiu. ThL' number in attendaaice in the 
school on Sundays, from _6 to 8 o’clock, and who are re¬ 
ceiving religious instruction, is 600. The instruction to 
thete « given by forty voluntary tearbers. A week¬ 
day evening class is held five evenings in the week, and 
is attendrfliy ISO g&ls and 100 Viojs. A workmg class 
for girk, meeting tw'o- nights weekly, is attended by an 
average of fiity scholars, and is saperdnttjided by an 
■ eAcient mistress, under the direction of an adrivc ladies’ 
eommittcc. The inihnt scliool has an average atteml-, 
nitce pf 300. Forty-seven hoys and forty-nine girls 
have received articles of clothing as rewards siuoe last 
annual meeting; twenty girls have been put to serviei, 
and are doing well; and three boys and two girls have 
been assisted to emigrate to Anstrali.i, luid. according to 
accounts, are also„ doing wl>ll. The constitution and 
Dlgcct of the socjyty is stated as being “ to afford in- 
^^truction to the very poorest children, without restrie- 
tioh on account of the religions tenets tlieir parents may 
hold. Tlw bu.sincs8 of the schools is governed b\ a 
president, treasurer, honorary secreta^, and a eoiu- 
mltter of not more than twenty suhscriliers of not less 
than twenty shillmga aijjnuully. AU of them are chosen 
^anaqnual meeting of subscribers, without ri'striction to 
■nypnrticular denomination of ChrisUaus. The tcarhiug 
is based on the authorised version of the Holy Scriptures, 
and no creed or catechism is taught." 

The annual geneial meeting of the siiftporters (if the 
City of London Itagged Sr/\'jol.i was held on the same 
evenivg at the Hall of Comineicc, Samuel (yimiay, Jun., 
Fsq., in the chair.

The Rev. John Branch, in 
moving the adniitiori of the report, observed—That the 
report of the Ragged School Union for the present year 
would be one of tlie most remarkable doeiiments Loudon 
bad ever listened to, a.s eviilencing the vast amount of 
i beneOt these scMols had effected. Hi* eoiitended that 
Rhools of this character would do more than the detec¬ 
tives had done inchreaking up the Frimley gang, for 
they would take away the disposition to sti'ul. 

The ItoyaZ Ayricuitaral Society of DiMiii opened its 
annual exhibition of black cuttle, sheej), swine, &c., on 
the 21st, and presented the largest and liiiesl di.-pluy of 
stock in the several departments rcmcmbeied on any 
siniilBr occasion in Dublin since its foundation. Among 
the sucoessfuFoxhibitors uiv liLs Excellency the Earl of 
Clarendon, Lord Flunkctt, the Earl of Charieinont. 
Lord Tatbot de Muhihidc, Viscount Monck, the Earl of 
Mayo, Itobgrt llolixca, li.q., Colonel Latouclie, Colonel 
Tandaleur, Sir Alan ^'llingham, Viieount Hill, &c. 
In the evening there was a meeting, at which the Lord 
Ueutenant presided, for the distribution of prixes. llis 
Excellency, in acknowledging a vote of thanks, ad¬ 
dressed the meeting injj’ mteivstiug speech, in which 
bo t<»k a cheering view of the progress of Ireliuid.

fTHK most recent news from the Cape ik not of tlio most encouraging kind. MliiJe tho Hottentots appear 
^ to be taking a greater interest in llic slriCo. and joining llic Ciifiirs, the Boers and Burghers arc growing 
more and more mdif&rent to it. and turning (.fi in iijiiilliy Ironi hoili; nor is it \c'’y encouraging to us here 
at home to see the significant statcina'ils t)i>i'. early tlirowu oni, to the (‘Q'l'cl fliat iJie losses of the coloiliTsts 
generally must already boircckoticd by Iminlicds of tlion.-cantls of pounds stciiiiig. It is not that the Caffirs 
are aot beatouMivhciieyer thoy come iiifb dim it collision with tho troo))R ; but that it is next to iiiipossiblo to 
force them into anything like r(;.gular engagements. The ifiar is of tho guerilla sort; and accompanied, 
therefoi'o, as such warfare always is, by the iiio.st frightful aiidiAmvoidablo i-inigos of property'. It is difiicult 
to soe the end of such strife, and certainly tlie proolatnations of Sir Harry Smith himself do not seem to bo 
at nil sanguine of an early termination. It is lauieiitiible' to obserre, turning to the colony of V-m fliemen's 
Land, that tho ditferencoa and quan’ols on the sulijoel of convict and a’lti-coiivict settlements (each faction 
now forming tliemselvcs into rival and contending •‘leagues"’) are inaiiifeRtiy and widely increasing. 


The Overlaiih Mail brings accounts froth Hombaj, to 
tho 17th of March. Major-General Sir TJudley St. 
Loger Hill, K O.'B., commanding the Sirhiod divhioii 
of the Bengal army, died suddenly at-Umballa on tho 
21ft of February. The gallant ofTiuer was walking in 
his garden when he suddenly fell ill, staggered against 
a tree, and, in a very short time, was no more. 

From Peshawar there ore acmmnts of a during outrage 
committed by some marauders of the hills on u Miss 
Curling aiftl Captain Grontham, of II.M. 98th, wlio 
*were out riding a few mile.s from the cantonment. A 
few iffiffians haring emerged from their hiding-jiluce 
and Igi^old of tht yiAing lady’s horse, the captain dis- 
mountea to make them Ictgo, when tftey set on him with 
their swords, and cut him down, and then threw him 
into a ditch for dead, making oil' with the two horses. 
The young lady returned on foot to the cantonments, and 
related what had hapga^id, when a party was scat out 
in •search of the wounded gentleman, whom they 
discovered almost Iii^s.s where he had been thrown. 
He was by last advnH out of danger, bpt one of his 
hands had been ohiigro tu he u^nputaled. 

The fine old Boiffiay «hip the Bnckingliamshire'hos' 
"fallen a victim to^incendiarism in the Hooghlw: shc‘ 
was destroyed h^ fire on the night of the Itrd of sMarch, 
a little below Piamond Harbour. .She was bound for 
London with invalids of her Majesty’s service, and a, 
number of eahin passengers, besides a caigo valued at 
80,0001.—both it and the vessel yfbte fully insured. Two 
invalids, and two of the crew were drowned. She had 
thirM Bombay Lascars as p,vrt of her crew, who are 
beUeted to be.^er destroyers. Bvcrylliing on board 
was Jatally .'dkttoyed, and the passengers left with 
nothing t^llothes on their backs. 


At Nepaul a conspiracy has been discovered for the 
murder of Jung Bahadoor, the prince whose residence in’ 
London excited so much attention last' year. The 
murder was to have been committed on the I7tli of 
l'"’ebruary,'as the minister was^nhis way to tho Durbar. 
The conspirators wore tlio Maliila Saihb, the Maharajah's 
brother, General Budea Nar Sing, Ws brother, General 
iTaio Bahiudoor, the cousin of his inlondod victim, 
together with Khurhecr Khutreo, One of tho chiefs who 
accompanied the rairiisfor to Rurope. 1’ho plot was 
discovered through the treaebnry of^onc of tlie oMi- 
spiratora near miftnight on the Kith, and the plotters, 
finding too much known for concealment, confessed the * 
rest. * _■ 

The West India Mail has brought advices from ihe 
different colonics to fhc end of last month. In Jama^a 
e..ases of cholera were still reported .—A public meeting 
of mcrchanfs and other inhabitants of British Guiana, 
was held at George Town on the 8th of March, for the 
purpose of consiilering the present state of the taxation 
and expenditure of the Colony' j when resolutions were 
paaso^ that a large reduction was urgently required, and 
that the meeting desired to impress upon the Combined 
Court, the necessity of effecting every practicable 
reduction of taxation, by exercising the utmost possible 
retrenchment in the public expenditure.—From the ' 
other colonies there is no uevf s of importance. 

The Cape Toimi journals bring accounts from tiie gnat 
of war to the end of February. On tho 23rd of that 
month, a very impoftfint service wps ucoomplished by 
Colonel Somerset. Fort Armatrong, whidi we had 
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: abandoned eome weeks before, waa then attaeked, and 
after a %bt firost dawn till noon, waa “ carried, sacked, 

' and burnt down.” Ninety dead Ca&es were left on the 
, Held—many more were doubaesa rmoved by Hieir de-, 
featod countrymen; and230 priaon&a were twen. ' Our 
: loss waa twelve killed—only four Europeans, and fifty 
' wounded. Colonel Somerset, in his despatch,, says— 

I “ The brave conduct of burghers & beyond all 
praise. ”~-Sir Harry* Ssdth had received further levies 
' from Cape Town; but still remained at King Wil|jidln’s 
I Town, rato continued friendly, jcecping opeiPthe qpm- 
! munication with East Igtndon on the coast.* From the 
tenor of ^e accounts, it is evident that the Cafire com- 
! bination is extensive and firm, and that Sir H. Smitli 
has a fimnidablo foe to contend hrith. » 

It appears from the Montreal Joumais that, in Lower 
Canada, the annexation feeling has lately’shown Ibmc 
symi^ms of revival in Lower Canada. A public 
meeting has been held in the county of Huntington, at 
which annexation was decidedly maintained by a portion 
. of the speakers, but was opxioscd by the Itumau Cdtholic 
■ clcrpr. • 

The legislature of NewoBrtmswick opened on this 
33th of March. The Qovernor in his^address, referred 
to the dispute which existi'd between his predecessor 
and the Assembly, and announced tiiat ho wa.s prepared 
to introduce a re^onsible government into thn colony 
in a modified form; and also to surrender the disposal 
of her M^esty's crown revenues when the legislature 
shall have agreed to certain conditions required on the 
part of the crown. ^ 

PKO(;HESS OP EMIGUATION ANl> COLON’!,■JATION. 

Tho following facts will show the j)rogrei.s of Lmi- 
ffration from Ireland. Since the cenmiencemout of the 
present season, 2.311 emigrants Imve sailed from Limerick, 
and 1600 ftom Oolway ; both or these iiorts being besuh's 
filled with ships at this moment, preparing to carry oil’ 
living freig'hts to America. It was computed that on a 
single day, in this month, 1100 emigrants sailed from 
Cork. V easels in. tho emigrant trade ^il from that port 
almost every day, and socriU are now filling with pas¬ 
sengers there. From Waterford, the emigrants generally 
proceed to Liverpool, to take shipping ihfl-c tor Ame¬ 
rica; hut a great many emigrant shipB also sail direct 
from that port to the New World. The Mars, from 
Waterford to Liverpool, hud !i00 pusscugers bound for 
America on board, and all the steamers from the same 
port are generally crowded with persons for the same 
destination. From New Koss the emigration is pro¬ 
ceeding at thb same rate. One vessel sailed thence for 
Quebec with 430 passengers, a fortnight ago, and iuiother 
largo ship is preying to follow. From Drogheda it is 
supposed that the number of emigrants this season (and 
we arc yet only incthe beginning of it) has amounted to 
some 5000; and from, every port around the Irish coas^ 
emigration is proceeding in the same proportion. Tlie 
Limerick Chronicle says thatcsewcral of the Irish con¬ 
stabulary arc leaving the force, for the purpose of going 
to America. * » 

' The t'amUy Cohtnzaiion Loan Society, on the 8th, 
had a meeting of tho emigrants who arc aboat to sail in 
the Blundell, the society’s first snip of the season, which 
leaves England darly next month, for the purpose of 
Intr^ucing them to each other, and arranging nil the 
preliminaries for their voyage. It appeared that 230

The Committee for carrying out Jlfr. Stdngy Herbert’s 
! Sc/uime for Promoting*FetnaU Emigraiiontiaro cirou- 
1 latcd a report of the procoedingg In the first year of 
I their labours, to tho ‘list December last. The amount 
>.t subscriptions to tbeiund vSas 22,3601. During the : 
year 409 iciualos were despatched to various colonies; r 
among them wtre 32 dressmakers, 3 governesses, 79 i 
ncedleworkers, 2 schoolmistresses, 109 servants, H shirt- - 
makers, and 1 teacher of languages. It is explained 
that the class of “ servants ” iudude^many poor women 
who when out of service have*attemptpd to obtain a 
living by means of necillcwork. The women wefo sent 
out in ten ships, eight of which were .sent out to the 
Australian Colonics, one to Canada, and one to tho 
Cape. .Since the commencement of this year, thirty 
emigrants havc’lepartod for New Zealand. Tho women 
have been weU received iil the colonies; not one ro- 
mnined ffiihin d fony days after arriving at the Colonial 
Depots. ’J'lie C'unuduemigrents were all engaged before 
fhey arrived at their destination. The committee 
decUii-e, that “ i*' supported by the libeftility of the 
public, they can, with the greatest benefit to the poor 
and siifIVriiig female iiotmlation of London, expend in 
emigration every year, a sum of at least 60001. or 70001.; 
and if their up^rutious were extended so as to embrace 
the femide po]iuI.iti<m of other large uities, they might 
expend dou^e this amount advantugogusly and weU.” 

Of the original subscriptions, two-thirds yet remain 
in blind, which will pay for the umigiig^tion of 800 more ' 
young women. 

The government has decided on making Deptford and 
Plymovlk the E7nigralion Depots. The South-western , 
Railway Company offered to convey emigrants and all 
their luggage from London to Southampton, and place 
the whole on board ship in Southampton Docks, at 6s. 
per head, if government would make Sout)iampton the 
dep6t, and enable the emigrants to avoid the dangeiy 
and delay of that part of the Channel voyage tetween 
the Thames and tho Isle ofA^^igl^. It is calculated 
that the value ofsa dcp6t to a town will average about ' 
200,0001. per annum. The cmi^ation department is 
becoming of great magnitude. The fees of the govern¬ 
ment emigration-agent at Flymouth will, it is expected, 
amount very shortly to 20001. a<year.

•PHE moUth. of May 1S51 will be long momoi-ablo as tlia’t of the opening of tlfo Great Exliibition. The tncre 
-*■ eaciteiuout of the show has even yet not subsided. The time is Guiltless at hand when it will begin 
to puld titc graver lessons wliich.in the presence bf that wealth of naUirul pi-oducls and those tniunjihs of liiiman 
industry, may T)o expected to address themselves to nations as well as uu n. For the firat tinio in the hutory 
of the,earth have its woittcrs and tsjiinkors assembled from its remotest p.irjiB to show what eD*h may give 
and each i-cceive in a generous interchange of thought, invention, ingenuity, andltastc; nor is it possiblo to 
imagine but that the woTld itself must lai’gcly prollt by that fii'st eomiuon assemblago of her children for a 
purpose so noble and peaceful. Hut siiclugreatcr agin ;ies hitherto hu\c boon isoijting inoilcnco. On tlio 
Hurfuco only curiosity and excitement have betn viMblc; luid tliesc so iilsatiablo and eager as to hwvo ■ 
pushed aside every other description of enjoyment, almo.it every otlfcr claim of duty. The theatres have 
been deserted, the shops unfivquentcJ, goi-dens and pirinre galleries unattractive, the railways cheated of their 
summer crowds, and parliameut counted out ci ery other night. Nobody bus had a care or thought but for 
the gay furhitui’c of Austria, or the veiled sculpture of Milan, or Ibc jewels of ILc Que»n of Spain, or the 
mountain of light from Lahore, or the regal treasures of Jiidia, or Vugin's mcdiiovaf court, or tho aarpots 
and laoo of Brussels, or the glass of Bohemia, or the bhaiils and brocades and packsaddles of Tunis, or the 
stuffed animals from Wurtcmboi^, or the scarfs and tobacco-pii'us from llamiiscus, or the ScvrGs.cliina and 
tapestry, or the English poysiry and porcelain, or the little boy who presides over tbe euvclopc-foldcr ol 
Mr. Goliinic. Graver matters arc thorcfoi'c still waiting their turn, ‘rhere will come a time for tlie ploughs 
and scai'iliers, for the mules and powei' looms, for tlic eentrifiigal jjutyps and vertfeal priiiting-pvessos, for the 
hardware and textile f!il>ric.s, as well as for tli^' raw tnateiiul.s of produce, Jhc mineral, vcgetuole, anjl auiiiiiil 
treasures out of which industry and art have hitlicrlo won so niucli, aud arc now couteuijilating the 
aci|ui8itiou of so'much more. Atblli tho earnest dcoirc that these hopes iniiy not be disappointed and that in 
its results this extraoidinary underi .iking may minister as largely to iho enduring triumphs of scicneo and 
the useful arts, _aa it has aliviuly mini.slcrAl to tlie eiiriohity and jilcasure of all elusses of the people, wo may 
leave for tho piosent tho Great Kxlifbition. 


AVith tliat dosiro one subject of ovenuastering importaiiec eannot fail to connect itself, and it happens to, 

I be one of the few which even above tho ilust aud dm from Hyde i’ark iias boon able to make itself visible 
j aud audible in the House of Common.s. Mr. Fox has again attempted. lUid failed, to obtgm the conseut of 
that house to a plan for promoting the education ?lf the poojile by tho establishment offree schools &r 
secular instruction, to bo sujifiortcd by local rates ami managed by committees elected ypocially for that 
purpose by the rate payers. His speech was tomporatc, aud liascJ on princijilos as well ns facta tho most 
irrefragable. Ho repeated and reinforced, tlic truth uoicr to be too oflcu insisted on, that education is 
the only social safeguafd against crime; and he exliibitcd the awful inadequacy of the moans at present 
existing to reudijy that sufcguaivl dfective, or to coiio with the increasing mass of misery and vice 
I winch eludes all re30urce.s of police, as It liafllcs,all ilio efforts of philauthroi>y. He contrasted the 
gains of oducation aud skilled labour in England w'th the degi-adation and loss attendant upon the 
Ignorance in which our uuskRIetl labourers lu-c kept. Ho exhibited the energy .and genius of rlnglishmeiv 
unsurpassed in ,tlie contest of intolloet aud skill, wlicrever the means wore offered; he dwelt uj^n the 
^glories of our uational iustitutiouR, of our literary fame, of our naval and ujilitj|yy m-hievemonts; and 
he pointed out with what just pride wo, miglit eoiitempliito tho raak we took m the great Yiatioual 
I competition of arts and industry which now absorlied the public attention. It was not till tho condition 
of what are called tho lower ordoi'S amongst us ailraetcd iiii|UU‘y Ib.at we were obliged to dcseond from 
oar proud pre-cminonce. Thou it became no longer Llio question whellior or nut we stood first, but 
whether wo stood sixth, tenth, or tw clfth jin tho means and ajuiliauecs of pop^AiHi__^ucation. None of' 
those statoinouts wore denied—to dispute trom was iiiqjossible. But the old arguments of principle ^ero . 
uygod (for in detail all other points of difiercuco might casi ly have been accommodated) to any system of cdii 
ca&on with which religion-was not compulsorily joined. Tiic insincyaity as well as fallacy of this objcctioli lies 
in its imputing to the advocates of secular oducation whaLis called an indifl’cAince to reIi||ion. Nothing con 
be more uncondid or more untrue All of tb«m wo#ld argue, as Mr. Fox did, tlial ifitTiout religion there 
can bo no education denorving of the nomo; wliut tboy add tji this, and would agitato fof, is the conviction,, 
such is the variety and inveteracy of tho several forms of sectarian belief in England, that the efiorts of 
the schoolmaster, in schools maiutoiued by tho public, should bo confined to preparing and cxptmding the 
mind for receiving religious training-from the parents at the domestic hearth, and from tho ministers of 
religion in churoh or oha^cl. Is it oonceivaLlo that what is called secular,Sducation shonlJ have any other 
effect than this 1 AVhat is the education for which alone all the better provided classes lu-e indebted to thair 
several scbools, if it be not strictly secular? How much of the Bible is held inBei«u-able from Homl^ and 
Horace, how much of the Evidences from Thucydides and Livy, in the schools lyhoro all our senatora aro 
Iwdl Admitting the paramount importance of religionB instruction, who possibly doubt, excepting 
those wise senators themselves, but that this importance is culiauced and confirmed by iustroctaou in other 
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deiKii'tments of knowlodge, and n wider excreise of the mental faculties t The caiiacity of most fnlly 
coiiiprehonding and acting on the tiutMh of religionVill Borcly bo always test derived fi'om that kind of 
eduuatiou which gives a practical fowe and direotioa to those truths in relation to’ the duties of society. 
Wo talk, dishonestly apd disingonaouSy, of seoular eduWioa as if it excluded religion, when in fact it is the 
only diseipliue wbiim ri^tly prepares the mind for religions truth; and some such scheme os that proposed 
and summarily rejected by the House of Coniiaons the otheii, night (in principle, that is, for in points of 
management and detail wo should polsihly differ veiy widely Aom Mr. Fox),, would not only furnish that 
noedM training, but would also, in the only possible way, pr^ovide for the efficacy of religious teaching itself by 
giving free scope to the cffiwts of every religious sect. Tho result ^f the arguments now employed (and by none 
with greater zeal thaif the new Solioitor-GetioitJ) is substantially tef dochire i^orance a thing preferable to 
knowledge; -for to sot up a special religious Isisis piiictically consigBs the people to ignlbrance, rather than '^at 
knpwledm should bo diffused on ai\y other system than their own. Ana groat will be tlic rejoicing in the 
holla of ignonmco, so long as the advocates of seetihu- and roljgi<pis instruction are thus kept hopelessly 
apart from mooting on a comi^oii ground, or ci^biniug for a npmmon pbjoct. 

AltogciUicr iiideesl tho p\ib)ic pro.^pect, hr out-look, must be regarded os a peculiarly cheerful 0110 in 
those gloonty iiuartera. For every dru(^ing that cducatioh has lonely had, tliei-n lias booj> a hopeful pat bn 
'the.biKik for ignorance. It is tolerably cle.'lf for instiipco, from reveliitious just mode, tliat tho operaftms of the 
Education Committeo of Privy Council ore not fim frqm being brought to a Btand-still; for it is now oonfessod, 
that even of tho grants last obtained from Parliament, a very, huge proportion remains unappropriated. The 
I dominant Church faction will not have Clmrcb grants ivithout a perfect frwdom from State esuditions, or, in 
other words, without obtaining for the pnrocliiij elcrgj the whole power of pa^jochial education ;^nnd the 
Oovornmoul authorities very -jjVoperlv refuse Slate grants where the laft}' are not ensured a certivin•control 
over the secular managemg’lt of the scliools. Here comes tlie dead lock so pleasant in the quarters wo have 
named; and of which the only thing favotirablo to bo said is. that at least it has tho advantage of doing 
nothing; wherefts to yield tivthe high-flying demands of the eliureh in tho matter, woidd be to do a vast 
aifabimt of irreparable miscliii-f. One more att<>nipt is to lie made in a few days to defeat that piarty in the 
National Society; but it !.•, to he fcarecT. from piist experience, that anytliiug fair to the rest of the community 
in regard to education is not now to ho exjiected from a body so notoriously bound up with the high party 
in the Church. Oxf<a-d still points the example and leads the way; and Oxford decided, about a week ago, 
by a minority in Almvocatit)!) of more than tw(v to one, to petition lier Majesty to revoke the Royid Com- 
missicA mt inquiring into thes studies .and diseijdine of the univeffity ! If her Majesty declines eompliauco 
with this modest petition, then tlio petilioner,s demand to bo beard before herself in council against the 
legality of the commission of the erowii. How nneliaiigeable is Oxford amid the changes of eveiything 
else in the world I This is the sam^ O.vford still which on the day of Lord William KusaoH’s execution 
passed in full convocation,.a decree of adhesion to divine right and passive obedience, and was the first 
t6 take anusrfigainBt tho Sovereign ft vei-j;'lbw dajT* later, when the butteries mid strong bux<»< of her 
colleges were suddenly attacked and invaded. » 

Nor is this tho whole of tin* inspiriting news at wVieh the odSfoeates of ignorance kave reason to be joyful. 
Intelligence«htts come from Home of the final ratification, by the Pope, of all tho canons and decrees or 
tho Synod of Thurles ag.'iinst tlie Queen’s Colleges in Ireland. * TJje collogos are declared dangorons to faith 
and morals, disruption is pronounced between tliein and all tlie Catholic energy wlio have heretofore aupjxn’tod 
thorn, the Catholic deans and iiee-pirosidents are to floe from further intoreonrso with tho heretic, and even 
tho laity are to be called upon, under threat of ccelosiasl ieal penalties, to withdraw their children from 
among the students, and prevent them from availing themselves in future of any kind or class of 
knowledge taugkv in those cstablislinients. This newasamves too late to jioimit us to speculate os to its 
probable consequences. Rut if the Ciitholie- laity arc indeed so far subjected to their priests as to obey a 
dea-ee so intoltf.'ant imd impudent, tho conscqucnecs both social and political o-annot but* bo serious. 
Meanwhile, let this fresh assertion of the silly and nrrog.aut obstinacy of the lioraish Church ho used as a 
comment and ijlustration to the crawling and eontcmptiblo debates which x>rolQug still tho wearisome 
(1 Bcussion of the Ecclesiastical Titles LilL But really of this discuB.siou nothing bettor or worse is to bo 
- id than that it is exactly such ns the measure deserved. One night was occupied witlf a debate whether 
tho bill involved a question of religion or Jiot; .anotlier night was passed in wandering round anew deelai-aloiy 
clause or pncamblc, friunod by way of eonifiromise with tho tory demand fon, Bpmething vigorous in tho way 
6f formal condemnation of tho jiapal rescript; a thh-d has been i>n»sed in attempts to elicit from the 
hnvyens what the law was without tho bill, and wliat it might, would, •could, or sliould bs with it; and a 
fourth Ixjts been devoted to a succession of ameudnients invented by tlic Irish members, each mcauiug just 
tho some as its prcAraor, and none having any other object, real nr xtrctoDdc4, than obstruction and delay. 

Tho house has meimwhilc, however, been moderate in its dullness 011 other subjects. Early in the moutli 
m’mistcis were defeated by a majority of fourteen on the question of limiting the duration of the income-tax 
to one year, with a view to a committee of inqniiy lieforc it shall bo imiiosed for any longer period with its 
• pro^nt inequalities not many days after this defe.it they suffered a similar disaster, though by only 
■ tile small majority of one, on Lord Naas’s motion against the present mode of levying tho excise du^ 
on wl^key. But since tliesc incideets the liouso has been so much on its good behaviour, to say nothing 
of its having become cxtraordinnrily fond' of going to the Exliibition, that jt has run away from every subject 
that tbreateued tofoit sqrious. There Jios been ito house for par]iamoutai<y refonq, a count-out for the 
colonies, inflnite dqublhigs and delays for Borneo andfo'eylo4 and so littlv redish for ProtiBotiQn that all tho 
long-wimted orators of that fiiction have been driven to practise out of doors. Tho mouth .began with 
a monster' demonstration of top-boots at Drury Lane, at which, after everybody hod abused wliat Lord 
, Stanley has avowed to be his policy, the Duke of Riohmoud consistently and mgonuously advised everybody 
to stidt by Iwpl Stanley. Thsii a fresh avowal having meanwhile been 1^ drop by the protectionist 
leader and efffocKte of a low fixed duty in tho House of Ldrds to the efieot that the ^ject of legislation 
shoul^ever wthe Benefit of the consumer (os ’pregnant a free-trade doctrine as wos ever uttered), a noted 
out-ofmoors %itator. Lord Btauhopc, took occasion at Cronworth to denounce the shtUy-slially dealers in 
that ^ort il^agne nonsense which supxiosed that Protection might moan nothing more than a low fixed 
duty whh^^ireuld not misetthe price to the consumer he observe, that such a measure as 
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tliat would bo utterly uaeleas to those wbose interests they were an&ious to promote?” Then, elotie’upon 
^0 heels of liord StauliOpe,'eiinM the polite Mr. ^errand, wtio,Vter indulging the <dkSflMtertstic aspinttiott 


turw required to protect tiijo labottrerB of ijiis country. “ It wus a labour law," and “ the guventmenl was 
bottnd to rc-onaet it,” and tg " pUteo the labourers on the land so as to give them the m'oans of earning tlioir 
daily broad." Ntw had a week passed after Mr. Ferralid, at Aylesbury, had thus exhilfitud social Stmtiments 
worthy of Louis Blanc in Ihe unsocial laiipiagS so peculiarly worthy of himself, when jAr. GK Young, at 
Ipswich, as though in^ired«by the odd ambition of taking the lead even of Mr. Yerrand'a'inscdeiMie ead 
violence, had tltee«sc»ablo l)ad twto to sa'J, that “ having had good opportnuiiics of olwervuiglho piditioalvaceer 
of 4ir it. Vot'l, ho would not allow any inawk ish sensibility, on account of the fact that thtii imm was rei^ottsd 
from lie sphere of existence, 4o dete^him from expressing Lis opinion tlint tliei-e noTor was & man who kltd 
occupiod so important n part in thoponnselg of this cmintiy who bod boon,^hroughou» his wbolc career, so 
insincere and disingenuous; and, so far from thinking it a piAlic calamity that it had pleased Providence to . 
romove him, ho thought that, liavii% inflictol .■fluiost irroparablc injury on his country, which, had he been ' 
spared, he might have carried still further, it tmt a^nieloM vtkjjuvMaion^of PmvUience that-ht /kuL hoen i 
removed." Tho.reporters of this eiTusiou .odd that lojjd cheers broke foi-tli at its closo, with Might marks of 
disapprobation. For the sake of tho social dqcoucics commonly rcspeobal by all parties, it is a pity that tho 
cheering sliq^dd have been so loml and the disiq>prol>atioii so slight: but the incident confiims that ^ 
widening difforouee. and jicompatibility of aim and desires, wbicb wc have been exhibiting in our remarks, 
and wJioh every one now obsorvo!* in looii wlio n* reality are clamouring doss eagerly for PrSteotion than 
they are quarrelling anjpng tlicmsolvos ns to what the word sliould lie hold to i^ply. 

Truth to say, the tiinos arc bectomiag toss and lc.ss iiivourable to tl’O cl.amonr in (jnestion, and the more 
cxporioncod and sagacious men of tho [lawy arc not ! ,ow to perceive it. Take tof examine the last public 
i-eturn showing tho amount of money expended for In-ui.iintenamjo and out-door relief *• in six hurtHred i 
and seven unions and single piirishcs. in England and Wales, during tho half-yeai-s’ ending at Lady Doy, 
i^KH^pod 1851 respectively.” It happens that the portion of the kingdom embraced in this return is 
-jiMiPf&gfieulturfd; and tliat the lignros sliow a positive doorcase of pauponsm, and a consoqueut diminution 
local burdens whioli.accoriliugto Mr. llisnuili, aifcct real property most jicculijirlf and oppressively, to 
the amount of upwanls of seven per cent.

would at once have been condemned as too monstrous to he credible. An overloaded train was started * 
with all utterly powerless and iiicffii'icnt ongino, and with carriages so ciuzy that tlio weight of the 
paascngeiw acted as breaks on the wheels. A second and a thiol tr.iin wore dispatched iitkiV the first, with 
no regard to tho necessary intervals between them. No hack lights wero affixed to the trains; the policemen 
commonly Stationed at the entrance oftlie stoop and daugoi-ous tunnel wliieh they were tc^pass through, hod 
been withdrawn; the guard of the secoml tram, wliicli had suddenly Jammed against the fn-st, never thought of 
backing for any signal^ tho third, whioh-hc knew (o bo coming on ; ami on came the third train accordingly, 
to scatter dismay and death. Nor had the horror at tins uitastroplio subsided, when, by mismau^oment 
exactly similar ill respect of irregularity in tlic despatch of trains, the Midland Railway became the scone 
of a tragedy hardly loss terrible. Such oeeuri'oneas rcmlor it clear that, without anything like a vexatious 
intorfcreiico with the gcooral^power and regulation of railway compauios, tho Icgislatiu-o anight advan¬ 
tageously assume some sutTi control ns would at least compel settled intervals between tho dispatchlif 
tiHuus, luid a •bettor system of Mgnal lights botweeii fust and slow trains. No fair objection could bo 
mado to such an act of logislatlou, which would bo simply an application to juiiiway com|Kvni.os of the 
precautionary moasiiros adoptpd in other q^uartors whore the public satT'ty has seemed to require thorn. 


NAERATIVE OF PARLIAMENT AND

Ik the Housb of Loans, on Monday, May 5, Lord 
SraKtEX prcBonted a petition from n number of 
shipowners ahd others, connected witli the mcrchaiit 
service, praying for the repeal of, or extensiv-o alter¬ 
ations in, the 'Mercantile Mwnnm Act, and sSggcstt® 
the appointment of a select committee on the subject.— 
Earl aaAKVXtXK said, he liad no objection to a select 
committoo, but the' govornmeat h||d no intention qf 
making any important alterations on the bill of last 
year. * 

On Friday, May 9, Lord Lyttkltok, presented peti¬ 
tions BtBttod by many thousand inhahitonts of Van 
Diemen^ Land, prayum for the oeaMug of transporta¬ 
tion to that colony. Re contended that we are not 
justified ih using owf imperial power ^;amet colonies 


which cannot resist tne pressuso wo bring to lioar against 
them, in forcing ujion then^:-! ^yer standard uf-umrMity 
than that by which we regulate our own siifflety at 
home.-—The Archbishop of Dudlik gave testimony,

On Mahday, May [Oth, the Marquis of Lakskowne 
moved the second reading of the income Tax Bili* He 
support^ the measure, wough it belongs to a system 
of tua^n to w'hich he is, on general la'jpciple, no 
friend, in order that our great oimmcrcial and manure 
fhetunng prosperity be continued, by the removal of 
e'ten. more onerous loa'ds of taxation.—Lord Stam.bx 
( reoalled the Wondering phraseology of the bill,—for 
which', he considered, the governmeut subordinates 
were blameatfie, as they should howc examined whether 
the amendment was consistAtt with the context; and 
^en said, that os the peers most reject it altogether, or 
take it altogcthor.,-blund^ing as it is- -ho would not 
arote^against it. However, the gnfernment had to recon¬ 
sider the whole subject in the next year; and he 
believed tliey would find it expedient to remove the 
greater part of the anomaly and injustiuu of this 
obnoxious tax.

On Thursday, May 22nd, the Earl of C aulislu moved 
the second readi^ of the Episcopal nnd^ Capitular 
Estates Bill. The Archbishop of Canterbury con.senled 
to the second rcadi^, hoping that the me.asuri- might 
be amended in c(mimittc<-.—The Bishop of Oxroiu) 
moved as an umendment, that a select committee be 
appointed to inquire into the management of the 
capitnloc and episcopal property, giving due regard to 
the just and reasonable claims of tenanb,.—The Earl of 
Carlisle warmly opposed this step, as virtually a defeat 
i>f a bill whosq pnnciplc seemed to meet gciural oon- 
cmrenco.

He was disposed to 
sui>port the re-imposition of the. tax for a limited time, 
as ho was not prepared to give up a large amount of 
income, without seeing what was to be substituted.— 
The Clianeellor of the ExcunatER contended for the 
necessity of maintaining the tax, which alone {sould enable 
him to repeal the window and other duties proposed to 
be removed. He appealed to the house whether it was 
prepared to reverse jircvious decisions to which it had 
romc upon the .snbject of taxation, or to create a de¬ 
ficiency. lie called upon it to reject'the amendment, 
and announced that he should propose to go into com¬ 
mittee on Friday.—Mr. M'Oreoob, supported the 
second reading of tlic bill,* but considered the present 
schedules iniquitous.—Mr. Disraeli wqp not' prepared 
to vote against the kerond reading, and, thinking that 
Mr. Spooner'ssobjections to the. hill might properly be 
taken in cothmittcc, would Bd'risc him not to ditridc.

Was accordingly put and nugatived.

gratuitous admission to th* Exhibition of all exhibitors, 
withotit limitation, had been alreiftly most matnreh 
considered by the royab commissioiicrs, who had come 
to the unanimous conclusion that it would ^ impossible 
to allow tiie unlimited admission of lt>,000 cxhiliitors at 
all times. Exceptions would be made in peculiar cases, 
and he had reason to know that it was the intention of 
her Majesty,to visit the Exhibition on one of the Saturday 
mornings when the gqpcral public would be admitted.— 
The motion by Mr. Wii.i.i.vMS to eonsuler in Comnuttcc 
hie measure for restraining Sunday Tradiny in London, 
colled forth the same opposition from Mr. Anstey, Mr. 
Bari^ Wall, and Mr. Lennard, which lias been offered 
at different stages; on the ground that the bill is partial 
and tyrannical, as well as of bad general principle. The 
house was cleared for a division, but no division was 
taken ; and the debate was adjourned for a fortnight. 

On Thursday, May 1, the second reading iifithe Oath 
of Abjuration (ievs) JSif/was opposed by }!k.Nr.wi)i;- 
GATR, who moved the second reading that day six' 
months. After a debate whith was destitute pf novelty, 
the second reading was carried by a majosity of 25, the 
numbers being 202 against 177. • 

On Friday, May 2, Mr. Cjjildf.us called the attention 
of the house to the IHocesan Synod annoimtcd by the 
Bishop of Exeter, and asked what goviTumcnt was 
prepared to do in rehation to it.—Lord J. ltrs.s]'.i.i. said 
that he had taken the oiiinion of the law officers of the 
Crown upon the question. It did not appear to the 
government that, though the Bishoxi of Exeter cho.se to 
call his proposed assembly a synod, it bore any real 
resemblance to one, or Come under the terms of the 25th 
Henry Vin. Tl^pt act provided (inter alia) against the 
enactment, by provincial synods, of canons iuteiided^to 
bind the Church. The Bishop of Exeter disclaimed 
any such intention, and thi^ iijoposcd ossemlih' would 
not be unlawful, though he considered it most unfor¬ 
tunate that hi8>lordshm should give it a name that led 
to misaxmeeheuston. He described such a synod as was 
intended as new to the Church, and as a mere device of 
the bishop’s. It was probabib that, under cover of a 
declaration of adherence to the doctrine of baptismal 
reponsration, the bishop designed to impugii the law as 
laid down in tho Qorhom case; but the course be might 
take remains to be seen. Befcrring to langua.ge which 
the bishop hod already used in reference to the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, Lord John Bussell said that the 
mildness of character of the archbishop, and his Christian 
forbearanoo, were well known; and but for that know¬ 
ledge, such language would not have been eAploycA 
But 08 regarded the future, he fdt convinced that, 
without the aid of government or parliament, tho 
Primate of all England would to conduct himself that, 
though he would not stoop to the employment of un¬ 
worthy language, he .would not bo found wonting in tibc 
firm asBcrtiun of the true doctrines of hip Church.—^Thc 
house went into committee on the Primerty-tax Bill. 
After sGvo-al amendments proposed^ by Mr. FVeshflcld, 
nod boCn negatived without a division, Mr. Homb 
moved an amendment for Limiting the duration of 
tw Tax to One Tear, with tho object of ‘ having 


the^ wholly question settled in a select committee. 
TMs amendment was supported by Alderman 
Thompson, Mr. Mowatt, Mr. u.pck, Mr, M'Oregor, 
and wm Karqlis of. Granby.-|Mr. Cpkdsji opposed it, 
remmking njloa' the support which My; Hsune would 
receive from |^c protectionists os anything out evidence 
that the latter wished M render taxation mhre equitable 
as regarded the professional, tl'admg, .'and'.working 
classes, whom Mr. Hume desired relieve.. On the 
contrary', the transparent policy of that party was to 
increase tho burdens upon those classes. Thcra'were 
15,000,000/. of other taxes which ho would remove 
before he abolished this impost, which, however, thSngh 
right in its principle, he desired to revise.—^Mr. SiDWET 
IlBiumiiT opposed th» omcndmeift, contending that it 
would‘be impossible for tlie government to moke anV 
permanent reductions in the coffee and limber duties u 
fliey had Jnly one year’s income-tax before tliom , The ■

Iradget would fall to the ground, and there would be a 
’fresh scramble k>r n surplus, for tho maintenqiicc of 
which tliero could be no security.—Sir Charles Wood 
commented on the inconsistency of Mr. Hume, who * 
desired the tax to b(j i>crmancnt, yet limited it to the 
shortest period; quoted ghe authority of Sir Bobcrt 
I'ocl for tho present fonwof the tax; and backed the 
reiiaon given by Mr. Sidney HerlierJ for opposing the j 
amendment. It was impossible to propose fiscal-^dnc- I 
tions with nqprly 5,000,000/. dependent on an aubual 
vote, especially at a time when no man could say what 
events might happen in Europe within any given 
number of months hence.—Mr. l)isaABi.i supported the 
amendment, mainly because tlic snsscssments proposed 
for tho property tax it was sought to renew werj inequi¬ 
table, and iicemise it was possililc to render them less so, 
lie retorted upon Mr. Cobden with o quotation from j 
one of that gentleman’s speeches, made in lf&5, in which j 
he descrilred.the income tax os a “ fungus upon the 
tree of monoiioly, and only rendered necessary by the 
com Igws.” 'Denying that the proti^tionists hgd miy 
intention of damaging “the commercial policy of the 
nation ” by a side vote, he dechared that their conduct ■ 
that night was dictated by their sense of j;ho private in- 
justiec and the political danger of the tax.—Lord Jifim 
lliissKi.i. severely censured the course Mr. Hume hod 
taken, and dwelt upon the anomalous support he had 
snereeded in obtaining. There could be no doubt as to i 
tho views of the preteetionists, studiously as Mr. Disraeli . 
had sought to conreal those views. Their object was to i 
overthrow sJirert taxation, and to Restore a duty on ' 
corn. His lordship humorously compassionated Mr. 
Disraeli’s difficulties with his indiscreet and eager 
followers, and prophesied that he would one day refuse 
“ to march through Coventry ” with such an insubordi¬ 
nate array. Controverting various ptotection arguments, 
and vindicating his own former conduct in rcfcTCuce to 
the tax in question, he reminded the advocates of a corn 
tax that they must either run the risk of disappointing

He then 
dwelt uxion the impolicy of exposing such an enoimous 
portion of the national rev^ue as was supplig^ by the 
income tax to the chances o'i* an annual vo{&, and 
described such a course as fraught with danger to the 
institutions of the' country. After some obscrvatiims, 
from Mr. Muntz an^ Mr. Boebuck in support of the 
iflnendmcnt, the committee. dpviSed, and Mr. Hume.’a . 
amendment was carried by 244 to,230. The announce¬ 
ment, of this majority of 14 against the government Wm 
received with loud cheers. ^ ‘ 

On Mondt^, May 6, tho house having gone into com¬ 
mittee on the Income-tax Bill, Lord Jolm HpBSBLI, 
stated tho course ti® cabinet meant to take in Te&rence 
to tlfr resolution or the house limiting the grant of the. 
tax to on# year. The house, by a uuyority of ^urtoen, 
had eome to a decision that one year instead of three . 
should be tl^ period for which the x^perty and ihocme 
tax should last. Mr.^ume, who msae toe mofieii to 
that effect, stated,'as his ground for doing so.Giat it Wis. 
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desirable that an inquiry should take jdaco regard 
' /to this tax, With a view of making it more just and 
equal, «nd that he wishe^ such ultcratioite and modifi- 
cations having been In^Kuced, that the ijue should be 
contlqued, and that it should bo inadei'miananent., 
“ I covld not agt«e (said Lord John Itussi^l}, nor do I 
now come to the oonclusion, tHUt it was desirable to 
abridge tlie duratkm of the tax tor this purpose. But 
the house hav|ng ddeided otherwise, it was for us to 
consider witat course we iihuuld take, so as to maintain 
mtblic Credit and the financial, system of the counti?. 
rfotir, althou(^h, in. iny opinion, it is eery inexpedient so 
tor to place sacli a taii in jeopardy as to make it last only 
for a y«a*j yet I canuijt suppose that the majority of tho 
house wMch agreed to that motiihi bad any riei^, any 
intentdon of idqeing in jeopardy the public credit of the 
eountry. Therefore, sir, concluding dial siioli would bo 
tho intention of the house, we ha\e to cemsidef whether 
or no .we can adojit the resolution of the. house, and pro¬ 
ceed with the bill in tta present sbaffe. Now, many 
jgentlcmrnwhuiapriyBto have argued this question witii 
.•no, have said thgl there is a general impression in the 
country that the income tax, which js at ]ireseiii unequal, 
might be made more just untkcqual; and when I liaM- 
ans.wered tliat Mr. Pitt and Sn llobert I’eel, and others 
. who Imre been in o^ce, and hod to ean'y on tho financial 
arraggic-ntents of toe country, hale alivajs como to u 
different conclusion, it has been replied to me, tliat if 
the eongiusions to which those eminent men came should 
be supported by an inquiry, the country would fee] 
satisfied tho result of that inquiry. If, on the other 
I hand, it should be shvwq that the tax by modification 
I could luynade more fair and equal, in that cose such 
alterations might lie adopted, flo that in either way the 
maintouaace.of the tax might be secured. 1 have no 
doubt that those who have expressed this opinion in 
private acted on that view when they gave their supjiort 
I to ^e motion on Friday last, i. Seeing, then, that eoii- 
trary to. our opiniau, the house has come tef that rrxolu- 
tien, wc tbkik it desirable, in the presetit state of uifuirs, 
that there should be inquiry upon this subject. I think, 

' such having been the decision of tho house, that it would 
neither be fair nor wise to attempt to rcfn.«e or evade 
that inquiry; but that there ought to be a fair inquiry, 
and one conducted by the men who in thi.s house are 
generally the leaders ui>on financial subjects, and to 
whom the house is disposed to pay deforenee. 1 should 
therefore say that the government is prepared to agree 
that there shall bd'' a fair and full inquiry* upon the 
sutqcct.’* But iu making this concession. Lord John 
considered that ho aUd his collengues hud these rights— 
namely, that it ought to be made clear to them during 
the pendency of the inquiry to which ho now consented, 
there would be no further alterations of the income tax 
diioinishing tho produce of that tax during the year; 
and that the arrangements proptwed by Sir Cliarles Wood 
ia referoucc to the house-tax in lieu of the window tax, 
aa^ to the reduction of the timlicr and cufi'ec duties, 
would he sanctiottod.—A desultory diccu.ssioti then arose, 
originatinj; in regard to a notice of motion by Colonel 
Sibthorp mis altering tiie^x as aflvctiiigtCTumt-farmcrs, 
but dcTiatiBg into a dAate whether it Kid been under¬ 
stood on the protectionist side that the vote of Friday 
night comprised a reference to a select committee.—Mr. 
Pto&AKLi sui^Bted that .the chairman should report 
pregreM, so that Colone^ib^iorp’s motion might come 
■ ega upon toe bringing up of the rcjiorl.—laird J. RusSEti, 
rafiised his assent to any otocr course than that he had 
bad down, namely, the passiog the bill, imposing toe 
tax, precisely as it stood, tor one yctr, w ith the reference 
to toe eomiiittee propoasdsby Mr. Hume.—In concluf 
skin, toe bill went tiurvugh eommittee. 

Lord John BwasELt stated the intended course of the 
government on the subject of OjJMal Hnlarim.

NARRATIVE OF LAW ANp CRIME. 


person named Jlill, an attendaiit in one of the London 
lunatic asylums, was lately conTicted of causlnn the 
death of a pauper by violent treatment. The conviction* 
had depended on the evidence of a pauper lunatic, 
subject to insane ddlusiom. as to spirits; who affirmed 
even at the trial that Uo spirits were then trying to 
make him think, that flic violence be witnessed had 
happened on anothq, day !ban the correct opg; but 
who in other respects was hiphly intelligent and moral, 
and gave to the judge an excellent explanation of the 
moral obligation of an oath. It had been objected at 
the trial, that a person non compos mentis is never 
admissible as a witness : but Justice Coleridge hod 
admitted the evidence, and rteorved tho point for grave 
argument before tile Exchequer Chamber. Mat court 
now held that Mr. J ustice Coleridge was wht; tho 
rule being, tliat the admissibility of the ffridcncc .rests 
with the judge, and then the etfeet and weight of the *1 
evidence resfe with the jjfry. Tho wisest of men (it was 
obsem’od) Imve been subject to deljisions ; Socxqtes 
bclitwed that a demon haunted him; Martin *LuthCT, 
that he had been in aetual conflict with‘the devil; 
Dr. Johnson, that he had heard his mother call him 
after liur death. It would bo impossibfe to reject testi¬ 
mony solely on the ground that tho witness had delusions 
■unoonnccted with tlic subject-matter of his evidence 
at the trial. Tho conviction was affirmed.

A poor Polith Refugee appeared at tho Marlborough 
Street Police Office on the 30lh, representing his fright¬ 
ful state of destitution and begging relief. He said he bad 
taken refuge in Prance, with a passport vise for Lyons, 
about a fortnight ago. As soon as he reached Lyons he 
was placed in the custqiiy OL^'a gendarme,*!aken to 
Boulogne, and from thence compelled to go to England.- 
The magistrate sent a message on the subject of the 
man’s cose to the Polish Society, and tho sc'crefary, who 
!«iamcdiate]y made ffls appearonoa, said that this was an. 
oxccedingly common case. * Ftr some time past jt had 
beep the open practice of the french authorities^ to 
clear their country of idle, profligate, or orinunal 
foreignera by sending them to England. Ho . believed 
that not fewer than ROO doubtful characters. hJtd-becn. 
within a limited neriod, sent to this country- This 
practice would account for the appearance -of the appli¬ 
cant h»c, who, though witli o passjpoxt to Lyons, wa?

Tliis extraordi¬ 
nary narrative was eorroi)orated in several particulars. 
The defence was an alibi, which broke down. Verdict, 
“ Guilty ; ” sentence, imprisonment for twe.lyp months. 

At to Central Criminal Court, on the loth, F. Judd, 
a youtiiof 18, sva.s indicted for the Wilful iiitriitr of 
Fnther. The prisoner and his father lodge^ together .at 
a house in Garden Street, Westminster, and on the 
mumisg of to 1‘Jth of April thtapersons living in flic 
room underneath, heard the sounds of a scuJlli' and of 
some perstm moaning, and shortly afterwards the prisonar 
carac down stairs and left the house.

He was taken to 
to hospital, where it was found that his skull was 
iVoctured, the bones of his nose broken, and also his 
under jaw., and it woui the opinion of tho surgeon that 
thmeii^uries hMlliecu inflicted tw a i>nker which was 
found in the ifeeeased’s room. The old man liugpred 
for about a fortnight and then died, the death being the 
result of the iujimes ho Jjad, received. The prisoner 
went away for two or three days, and ho then gave 
himself up, and whem he was informed that he was 
charged with cutting and wounding his father, the 
deceosed being at the time alive, he said jjhat bis father 
hod brought it all upon himself; and when he was 
under examination before the magistrate he made a 
statement to the ellect that it was an accidental oeeur- 
renoe. Several witnesses were callod, who gave the 
prisoner to character of a humane, mild, and iuoflensivc 
lad. Ho was found guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced 
to be transported for lUa.

NARRATIVE .OF ACCIDENT AND 
DISASTER. 

A nuEAUFUL RoHit^y Accident took place on to 
Lancashire and Cheshire junction line, on the cvoniiw 
of the 30th. Three very, long and crobded trains loA 
Chester iafthc evening for Manchester, and the locomo¬ 
tive power of the fiitit train being insuiflcicat for tho 
weight behind, it came to a« stand-still in to Irng 
tunnel between Frodsham and Sutton—a tunnel about 
a mile and a half in length. A second train ran intA ’ 
them soon afterwards, hut was fortunately going at so 
slow a pace, that bift a few persons were hurt by the 
Collision.

Local committees, frem which 
wc have uniformly received the most zealous co-opera- 
tiiin, were formed in all parts of tlie united* kingdom, 
in many of your Majesty’s colonies, and in the territories 
of the hon.' East India Company. Tho most onergotio 
support has ajso been reetived from th^gvommenteof 
neurljr all .the yountries in tho wcffltr in •most^of 
wliich commissions have been appointed for the special 
purpose of promoting the objects of an exhibition justly 
characterised in your Majesty’s royal warrant, as an 
E.xhibition of the Works of Industry of all Nations. 
We have also to acknowledge the great readiness with 
which persons of all classes have come forward as 
exhibitors. And here again it iH-comes our duty to 
return our humble thiuiks to your Mgjesty for the most 
gracious manner in which your Majesty has condescended 
to associate yourself with your sublets by yourself con¬ 
tributing some most valuable and interesting articles to i 
the Exhibition. he number of Achihitors whose pro¬ 
ductions it has been found pos.sihle to accommodate is 
about 15,000, of whom nearly one-half are British. Tho 
remainder represent the productions of more than forty 
foiTign countries, comprising almost the whole of tho 
civilised nations of the globe. In arranging Iho space 
to be allotted to each, we have token inlp consideration 
both the nature of its productions and the facilities of 
access to this SSiffltry afforded by its g^graphical 
position. Your Majesty will find the procmotioiis of 
your Majostyis dominions aiftlhged in tho western 
portion of the building, anil those of foreign countries 
in the eastern. The Exhibition is divided into the four 

r ent cla.sRcs of—1. Raw Materials; 2. Machinery; 

Monufacturosj and 4. Sculpture and tho Fine Arts. 

A farther division has been .made according to the , 
geographical position of tBo countries represented; thof e 
which lie within the warmer latitudes being placed near 
the centra of the building, and the colder ephntries at 
,thc extremities. Tteur M.-yesty jmving been graciously 
pleased to grant a site in tkifoyonr royal park for. the 
purposes of tho Exhibition, tho first column of the 
strifcture now honoured by your Majesty's presonee was 
fixed on the 26tii of September last. Witiiin the abort ‘ 
period, therefore, of seven months, owing to the energy 
of the contractors and the active industry of the workmen 
entployed by theiura building has been erected, entirely 
noVel in its constimetion, covering a spaco of more than 
eighteen acres, measuring 1,851 feet in length, and 466 
feet in extreme breadth, capable of containing 40,600 
visitor*, and aflurdhu frontage for the exhibition of 
goo^ to the extents more than tea miles.

ductions of which arctcxbiluted. .The nam^ of these 
jurors, ctnnprising as they do many or Eurox'ean celebrity, 
afford the best guarantee of the impartiality with 
whieh thq rewards will be assigned. It affoiuls much 
gratiiiCbtion that, notwithstanding fbc magnitude of tliis 
undertaking, and the gregt distances frdin which many 
of the articles now exhibited have bad to bo eollecteci, 
• Itie day. on which your Majesty has hi-on graciously 
pleased to be p};cscnt at the inauguration of the Exhi¬ 
bition, is the same day that was oiiginnlly named for 
its opening; thus affording a proof of what may, under 
God’s blessing, be accumplishcd^ny goodwill and cordial 
co-operation amongvnationsf aided, by the means that 
modem scionoe has placed at our command.”

Constitution. The followers of M. Thiers, who arc the 
tesUy staunch {Rirtion ufrthe “ Orltsinists,” remain neu¬ 
tral; mtending, it is said, to declare at the latest junr- 
ture in favotw of tho most x>robable wiimsrs. Uu the 
other hand, the Bepublicons uT all shades miitc ngaiust 
the proposed revision. The most remarkable feature of 
Uiose declarations is, that the Legitimists now make, 
under the advice of the veteran Bcrryer, a frank avowal 
of their hope that the nation will use the revision fur 
the direct and immediato restoration of the Legitimate 
Monarchy and tile enthronement of the Count de 
Chambord.

The Count, after , 
making several inefleetuol pttempts to quell tiio revolt, 
abruptly quitted Oporto on the ^th ult., accompanied 
by only one aide-de-camp. Colonel Cardoxo, of the 2nd' 
Infantry, in endeavouring to htiiig his men to obedi- 
eiieo, was shut % the soluicrs. The Duke of Saldonba 
entered Oporto on the 27th, and estabUsbed his head¬ 
quarters there. The whole city turned out to welcome 
him, and his reception was most enthusiastic. On tho 
2!i<.h lie reviewed the troops in garrison. T^e move¬ 
ment in Oxiorto being cwnmiteticnted on the 26th, by ' 
telcgrai>h, to Lisbon, Count dc Thomar’S ministry ‘ 
iiuincdiately tendered its resignation to the Queen, and i 
Ibis being.accepted, yie Count embarkedfor Vigo, from 
whence Tic arrived in Lojplq|i tin the 16th inst, A,t 
the date of the latest accounts from Lisbon, a new ' 
ministry had been formed.

employ or to Aject. Qbntlemen.sthc production of all 
works in art or poetry reiiuires, in their conception or 
execution, not only an exerqjse of the iittclleet, skill, 
and patience, but particularly a concurrent wamitli of 
feeling, and a free flow of imagination. This renders 
thorn most tender plants, which will thrive only in an 
atmosphere calcidated to maintain that warmth, and 
that atmosphere is one of kindness—kindness towards 
the artist personally, as well os towards his production. 
An unkind word of criticism passes like a cold blast 
over their tender shoo^ and shrinks them up, checking 
the flow of the sap which was rising to prodnee, perhap.s, 
multitudes of flowers and fruit.f But still cfiticisnf is 
absolutely necessary to the development of art, and the 
injudicious praise of an inferior work becomes an insult 
to suimrior genius. In this respect our times )|jro 
peculiarly unfavouraUe when compared with those when 
Madonnas were pointcA in theoaolusionof convents; for 
we have now, on the one hand, the eager competition of 
a vast array of artists of every degree of talent and skill, 
■nd, on the other, as judge, a great piiblic, for the 
gre^r part whoQy muduc&d in art; and this led by 
ptofo^mul wtitQn,who often strive to impress the 


artists are educated and. tangtit the mysteries of tfreir 
protession; those who have distinguished themselves, 
and given proof of their talent and power, receive a badge 
of acknowledgment from their professional brethren by - 
being elected associates of the Academy, and are at laat, 
after long toil and cantinued eArtion, received into a 
select aristocracy of'a limited number, ,uid shielded in 
any further struggle by their wcU-cstablishcd reputa¬ 
tion , of \riRicli the letters ‘ B. A.’ attached to tbcir.uamcs 
give a pledge toilUc public. If this body is often assailed

ITTORE than a million and n half of people havo passed thronglftho OmatiExhibition daring ihedast six 
-It-I- weeks, yet it contmucs to bo stoutly affirmed by ifct afow that for tl* last six weeks little or no business 
fans been transacted by the London tradesmen This is a mystery it would bo diffiohlt to solve; for even 
Colonel Sibtblrp and Mr. Groutley Berkeley don’t uffdertake to say that meat and drink are to bo had at the * 
ExUibitopn, or that Mr. G^blett of Baud Street has,any alarming competition to fear from tho proprietor of 
the stiindiaipmals of Wurtcmburg.‘« But if whut th<‘ gallant Colonel and tile member for West .Gloucester¬ 
shire do assert bo and it is really iiossiblo for people to be poured iuto Loudon by tens of thousands 
without spending a smglo shilling when they arrive, tlie prospect for trade just at present is moro discouniging 
than ever. Tlit gross receipts of railway traffic hove increased during tho last Cortuiglft to the extent <» 
some forty thousand pounds, and from this and other signs it seems^mtuiifest that the crowd of the camivdl ' 
is only beginning. * 

Little actual progress bas been mode meanwhile in graver matters, yet what bos boon done in the wist 
mouth is not without’ a certain interest. Tho law reformers begin to show themsolvos in enraost. The 
second Government bill for tho reform of chancery is so clear an improvement on tlse first, that, by the time 
it readies its third stage, it may have ripened iuto something admiiuble. Still retaining both tlio polith;al and 
iudicial functions of the eUaucollor, it yet efibets such a scpaiution of his duties while it guarai^tccs liiu^ 
assistance in them, os will be manifestly for the public advantage. It will enable tho appeal business of his 
court to be carried on withoht rendering absolutely indispensable tjto presence of tho chancellor liimself. 

It will render the suitors of that court, in a considerable degree, iudopendout oS tho political fi.uctaation8 of 
party. Thb drawback, on tho other hand, is tlio invasion of tile prindjilo of what BcutSiom callawngle.-seated 
'ustico, to which there cannot be a doubt tliatigrcat advantages belong in fcspcct of single attention and single 
responsibility. Mudi tluit is at jiresent docjjtful in tbo sebomo, however, will probably right itself before 
measure becomes hiw ; aud meonwliile Mr. Bethel, inS promising that a bill will shortly be introduced for 
reforming the masters' offices, has pointed tho removal of a gi-ievanoo by which public will benefit 
probably more than in auy other direction. In those offices it is that the great obstructions s|ffing up. 
Here it is that proceedings become uncei-tam, ineflbetivo, protractcci, hopeiess. It is hanlly a fortnight since ■ 
n case was reported of a suit whidi had begun thirty-six years ago, and in which a particular motion had 
been mode thirty-four'years ago, which has only come on to be argued within the last twelve days ! Quito 
as a matter of course it seems to liavo been vcocivod. Tlio oounsel representing tho uHiiappy parties to it 
“would bo content to take an order for payment iuto court on or before the lout ieaL" One can hardly 
imagine contentment to go beyond that. Wo Jo not think of n-skiug whether tho seal Sancellatiaii or the 
seal named in Itovelatious wein intended; for who can doubt that in cither case the learned gentleman 
would have boon equally content? Such are the habits tliat Chancery engondcre. It is Uio Sleepy 
Hollow of tho old world in this ninetoeuth century. While everything aixuind is in a constant course of 
progress, dissolfftiou, reconstruction, there to tljis day uino-pins are quietly jilayed “ by odd-lookidg 
personages,” just exactly ns they have been played for several iiuiidred years; aud though human hopes 
and fortunes are tho stako,yiotJiitig can equal the nonclialunee willi wliich the nine-pins are housed down- 
As wo havo said however, even thci’o, amid those thuudor-stornis to*tlic people outside amid which that 
“ melancholy jf&rty of pleasure " ihas so long eontimiod to enjoy its game, some glimmer of sunstinc and , 
hopo begins to make itself perceptible. Tlioi-o has been, during the ]|ist month, a verji romarkahlp meeting 
attended by not a few of tho jnost thouglftful law reformers of tho day, at which the question which involves 
almost every other question of reform in this department, was fairly put and argued. Why should onb 
portion of our law bo tiekotted off and aalled Law, and another be labelled off and called Equity ? Has it any 
logical moaning ? lias it any practical utility ? Would tho ahanrdily bo tolerated in any other field of human 
pursuit—that two courts should be set up, botlr called couits of justice, and ^oth professing to have the 
same Olijcct, yet with.modos of procedure in .all respects contrasted, and with rules of evidence and investi-* 
gation diafiiotrioally opposed ? Can any so-ealleJ reform of the law bo attempted witli any hope of success, 
so long os one of these courts of justice is bound to decide upon certain faejs in favour of a pnrtionlnr ixirty, v 
and the other conrt, sitting next door, and having preoisSly the some facts for judgiqeiiji, it not les.s striugontly 
bound to decide exactly the othet way! * • " , . ■ . 

The Law Amendment Society has at length taken this •matter in hand. ,For some months it has hod 
before it tiio conaderation Of ■the Now York code, in which a fusion of law aud equity has witliin the Igst few 
years beofi acoompUshed; and it now states tho result of the practical working of that measure in a jpe^rt of 
very great ability. According to this report tlie. clnmge lias boon cmiucftly successful. Eleven judges of 
tho superior oofirts of the State of Now York have o.vprosscd themselves strongly in favour of. it. Its ,

the world who know tli^, t'’uth, iuid which makes Imn pay ‘in/, for admis.sion into its precincts, wliQo in 
another fourt, eloso at hand, aud always sitting, ho may si.vtc his own rights os lie imdoi-stands them, call 
his antagonist to disclose the whole merits of tlie disputed trausactioii, luid, fmall 3 ', iwover his own at the 
one-twentteth i>art of the cost’!

That, in plain, foreihlc, luieomiiromising language, is the assertion of a princqilo of tronscendant 
importance to the jmhlie, Jfor do wo aiitkijiate, oi| the iKu-t'if those now entrusted with jiowor, any 
disposition to he slow in giring effeet to it. W’Jion Lord .fohu Ihissol brought iu his lirst Chancery Itcibrm 
■bill ho throw out some remarks that showed his thorough diseeriimout of the iieruicious tallaey.which has-so 
often urged tliat litigation would iucreaso if ju.stico were maile too cliSap. To stqiposo that the cost of 
proceedlugs over reined in the demon of litigation is prepo.stcrous. Tlie lawmaker who- first used tho argu¬ 
ment simply showed that he was thinking of the rich uiau aud forgetting the poor one, as lawiiiakcra all 
through our h'storyjiave unfortunately Iie«n luneb given to do. Give a rich man a spite to inflict, and a 
poor man a wrong to redics.s; ,'ind whore a tlioiisuud pounds would not slay the ardent spirit eager for 
litigation, the poor I'oul in soareh of justieo wmihl hud a thousand poiieo iiiaurmouiitable. 

It is now exactly twelve iiiontlis (in our luirnbor for June, 1850) since wo noticed tho fact of "a curious 
question” having arisen in Dublin from tlio cireum.sUtncc of a vorihct being given in an action on a bill of 
exchange, " of w'hich the effect is to ullirm tlio validity of a bill already declared a forgery by an English 
jury, and which has consigned n money lender to ton yeai-s’ transportation.” At that time the case luui not 
attracted any notice; but very soon attention wnsdr.iwii to'it, iind it hecauie manifest that tho money lender 
^der senteni^ in England must receive a pai-don. Now obsciwe in tliis respect the c^iiig want of a reform 
insjor modes of procedure. Tho jqaii sentenced for a crime which a subsequent jmy dcclai’os him not 
to have.qqpimittcd, remains nevertheless a trausportcil felon for twelve mouths after Jho presumption of his 
innocence has hocu tlujs strongly raised ; and it is not till after the law’s dolaj's Lave been exhausted, aud 
tho perBon*vhose sif^turc was iillcgcd'to have boon forged coufessjs its genumcncss by paying tho amount 
of the bill, that a pardon is issued from the HomoiOfficc. Tho circumstances of this c.tso could hardly have 
..passed with so little remark if the nhuracter of its victim liad been less involved in suspicion. But it is over- 
.looked that the injostico wouhl have fallen not less heavily on a character the most spotluss ; and that vbcpe 
Bwtence has been passed for a crime which absolutely lias not been committed, it is high timo to disponse 
irath the farco of a royal iith-don, .and in its place to .substitute legal and legitimate means of reversing tho 
' nonviction that should never have taken place. The absence <>f a court of appeal in ciirainol cases, which ■ 
oriiniaal lawyers of tho widest oxjicricnco have always most earnestly uigod upon tho legislature, is one of 
the gravest tlefoots stBl waiting rcuiedj-. It is to hoiied tliat Lord Cam],bell’s attention may be drawn,to it 
^-when ins'ad-mirablc billf now passing to its final stage inatho Hwso of Commons,•shall have corroctod,other 
lese grave omissions in the administruiinu of the ociminal law, 

,' iSil if law refoj'mcrs have all tliis work on their hands, and arc settiiig about it more or loss earnestly,. 
Vihat shall we say of the oluumos of reform in llic Chufch, whore fresh disorders ore'daily breaking fortg, 
ami no one seems to dream of any -nossible attempt at a remedy. Intelligent foreignw’S must sniilc to see 
whiH in this respect is jaissing avamd them, if such matters appear to them worthy of oven so mqeh 
, attenHom Tlte Bislibp of Exeter, backed by creeds and councils, cheers on his synod - to flat revolt against , 
,,th& Oluirch as by law and statute establLihod; wliilotbo Archbishop of Canterbury stands by Prince Albert,

But hardly has the vehement denunciation been brought to u close, when the I’cctor of the parish ijser 
in his soot from beneath thoa|)ulpit, arrosts the benediction about to bo pronounced, and tolls the congre-^ 
gation that the matter they have just ncard^s not only questionable in doctrine but posnleions in teudenqy ' 
and untrue in fact, and, looking stoinly up at the euthusiostje preacher, solemnly rebukes Imn for having

That woarisonio affair is at lust ai>proaching to its olo.so, the Irisli brigade who represent the Vatican 
having Aimad Lord Jolin'from dorc|j.t by voting on bis side in tho last division; and tho extromo Homan 
Catholic neWSpapC)(| ar^ now full of eager exultation at the near prospect of having a law to snap their tegers 
.at and violate. How fiir this may bo done safely remains to ho seen, but it appOara tolunibly certain that'tbo 
experiment wiU bo mado.

•l^fc^ent vote in the House of Commons wliidi lio not without slii'ewduess»interi)rets as the opinion of 
tlJiHteglidi constituencies on that papal I'escrqit, and by 111*1011 a sAiall sum for the ropaii'S Majmeoth 
GrilWge CRWtped with but a narrow inajorijty of two, tho 2>ious niau'i-esigiis biuiself with the. air of a 
mai'tyr to the prospoot.of those same coiistitucncit's, one »hiy, coirsummating thefr guilt and wickedness by

As our ro-idors may iierliap.s romciuher, this was exactly what was anticijiatod hi this ' Normtivo ’ when it 
was lir.“t authoritfitivcly amiouiiced that the uses to which Maynooth shouid be tnnicd, wero to bo no other 
tbim the education of a body of men iilcilged in everj' jiossiblo way to obstruct all fiiir or conciliatory 
government in Irolan.l, and to make evoi-y Romish Si-liool and imljiit a vantage ground for defiance and 
msuit to tho Protestant faith and the lOuglisli name.

The olC boiler haTing fully 
(tone iti voric, a new one wa^to hale^en «r^ted, and 
Wllile a anmber of men were m the of lemu'Ang the 
anaonry in which the old boiler woe fixed, without 
mitiag for the steam to blow off, suddenly'the boiler 
Imnt with a terrific oxplosicai, 1w which it was com¬ 
pletely blown out of its bed, and hug^ frogiacnts of it, 
togEther with fibc surrounding stone and brickwork, 
hittlad to a groat height in the air. The boiling water 
and red-hot cinders were scattered around in all direc- 
tSo^, foiling on the persons of several of the men, and 
aeal^g them in the most fearful manner. Hr. BrainI 
himself was tlirown down by the violence of the exploBiijp, 
and his hat knocked ofi" by a portion of the flying debris, 
but fortunately he escaped without serious iiijip 7 . 
Medical assistance having shortly aroived some of the 
poor felldwh^'Mi^lgid gu bods, and*carricd on carts to 
the Bristol Royal Infirmary, but in many instances the 
iiyuries were too desperate to warrant removal of 
the sufferers. 'During the day four men died, and the 
deaths of four otlicrs were afterwards reported. At the 
inquest, it appeared from the evidence that tke accident 
was produced by n want of sufiiciciit water, and from 
there having been if coiisidcrnblo quantity of steam 
evaporated while the engine was standing. The J ury 
returned as their verdict—“ That the deceased parties 
came by their deaths through the esplusiou of u stenm- 
boUer, which explosion was caused by the carelessness 
and inattention of the engineer, John Burcbnll.”— 
Borchall was one of the men u ho had lost their lives. 

A serious Jiatbion Acoident oe,eurred on the evening 
of the I'fith. Mr. and Mrs. Graham ascended from 
Batty’s llippodrome, near Kensington. Ttte balloon 
rose slowly, but bad not ascended alxivc fUty or sixty 
feet when it again sunk, and in doing so* the silkei>, 
envelope came in contact witli a pole lA' fiiig-staff, 
sustainiog a consideruhle rent, hy^vhich tlie gas began 
to escape. The balloon again uscoiiiled, and by a succes¬ 
sion of alternate risings and sinkings at length got clear 
of the inelusare, and floated away in the direction of the 
Ciystal Palace. When over the building the aeronauts 
discharged their ballast, which they had been compelled 
to carry, greatly to their own disadvantage, while moving 
over the heads of the crowd. After clearing the building 
with some difficulty, and damaging a fiag-staff, the 
balloon drifted towa^s the Green park, and skimmed 
the surface of the reservoir, whence it again suddenly 
rose to the altitude of the houses in Piccadilly. A breeze 
at this time carried the balloon towards thu roof of 
C(fi. Kortb’s house in Arlington street, which looks into 
the park. In its passage oy<ft that dwelling the ear 
became fixed ^tween the sloping roof and a stack of 
chimneys rising ftom it? A gusPof wind now gave a 
new impetus to the machine, which dragged heavily, 
and carried away the chimney stack. Its Buoyant force 
seemed to have been exhausted by this efiort, and os tlie 
gas was fast escaping, it offered no resistance to the 
wind sufiicient to permit any further progress before the 
arrival of aid. As all the windows in &e upper story 
of Col. North’s houso were bai-red, no assistance could 
be rendered from the interior; hut the inniutes of the 
house adjoining fiiund a way to the roof, and conveyed 
the voyagers, much injured, by the skylight into a place 
of safety. _ They were immodiatolynttended by a surgeon 
of the neighbourhood. Mr. Qrainuu had a severe sewp 
wound, his chest bone broken, his eoUar bone fractured, 
and several other injuries very serious to a man of sixty- 
six years of age. Mrs. Graliam had a very severe scam 
wound, and ^ a fow' incised wounds on we face. Shel 
has written a letter to shy that the accident was eiiUrcly 
owing to the violence of the wind, and* that no part of 
the Cmjnl Palace was touched by the balloan.

At her ngnals boats came aS both from 
the Sweden and J utland coasts, aiyP all her passengers 
were safely rescued; some portion of the cazgo was also 
saved. 

On the 20th, a Fire broke out in the waiebonses 
belonging to Alderman Humphery, on the Surrey side 
of London Bridge; an immense pile of buildings six 
stories high, and 300 feet in liingtli. ’I'lic fire xvas 
discovered about tbre^in the afternoon, jvheu Alderman 
lluiujihcry was at the House of Commons engaged on a 
coipmitte^s; he hcarc^ the rumbling of engines in tlie 
'street, and cnquiiing the cause, learned that hiS own 
property was on fire. Notwithstanding every exertion, 
the warehouses were almost wholly destroyed; Snd thes 
loss of property is supposed to amount to 1SU,00Q1.; but ' 
happily there has been no loss of lifi% Tho fire is 
ascribed to spoutanpAus combustion. 

Two serious Uailway Arddenis have happened on 
the North Western lina The first was on the evening 
of tlie 20th, ncoi- the Dutton Viaduct, between <3rewe 
and Warrington. From some cause not yet ascertained 
the, engine was drawn off the line, drawing with it tea 
or twelve carriages with such force that their progress 
was stopped by the wheels liecoming imbedded up to tho 
axles, i’rovidcntiiilly the train had pa.sBod a precipitous 
embankment, and no groSi iujuiy was done. — The 
sc-cond occurred on the following day near Wfilverton, 
when the train was going northwards. From some 
unexplained cause tlie luggage on the iftp of one the 
eai'ringes caught fire, and the flames spread witli great 
rapidi^. Iif one of tljc compartments of the next 
earrigge behii)d it were seated Mr. I’axton, Mr. Bam, 
M.l’ , and Mr.toT'ochranc, the superintendenC in the 
building of the Crystal Palace, and Mr. Crampton, the 
engineer of the Sub-mm-ine Telegraph Company from 
Dover to Calais, who were on their waj to sliare in the 
dinnei given to Mr. Fox at Derby. They were suddenly 
startled by hearing shrieks and seeing flakes of fire 
drifted across the windows of their compartment. 
Mr. Crampton opened the door, and leaping from 
carriage to carnage by aid of the fuotliridge, made his 
way past tlgit whitji w as in Hamrs,^id was approuching 
tlie engine, when he was observed by the guard and 
driver, who, a.s soon os possible, stimped the train. In 
Die mean time his coippoiiions hml a narrow escape, 
for the flames found' their svay into tho compoi'tment 
which he had left npeu, and set their clothes ou fire in 
several places. They had the greatest difocnlty in 
extlnguhhing tho sparks and flakes of fire that had 
i found their way in, but beyond some singes and a 
blister or two no personal injury was sufisred. Had it 
not been for Mj. Crompton’s presence of mind, how¬ 
ever, very melancholy consequences might havaresulted. 
As it was all the passengers were greaDy frightened, 
and the lngga;fi' of several was destroyed, * 

Another Uailway Accident of a more melancholy 
kind hajipcned ou the same' day. Several hundreds 
of the scholars, teachers, and friends, connected with 
the Elton Church Sunday School,^ had a trip hy railway 
to Blackpool, and 20U0 o^ the members and jricndir of 
the BuryVoutha’ Temperance Association took a fail)* 
to Fleetwood. In consequence of the demand fhr tickets 
being so great, the railway company conld not provide 
« sufficient supply oT passeilgci caMsages, and a ntunbet 
of catDc waggons, &c., wore’fitted up ivjth seats for the 
occMion. A young man, namccF James EntwisDe, a., 
mechanic, feeling himself crowded, said to his com¬ 
panions that he would get a little fresh air. He apeord- 
^imly mounted upon the carriage until hia head came in 
contact with a briifae, and he was forcibly driven into 
the succeeding earn^c; he never spoke more, and died 
almost immeuatcly. In two hours a coffin was provided, 
and the Imdy was conveyed to Bury the same day: Die 
accident occurred near P^rcSton.

COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


^HE rebellion at tbo Cinjio does not appear to bavo j'ct rocoivod any decisive cbeek, though such succr.sse.s as 
are reported arc invariably on the side of tbJ regular trooiis; but tlu' step taken by the home govomniont 
in sending out a comniwsoii of niijuiiy to the Colony itself, not simply nith refoi’cniy to the present stnfe 
and its eaiises, but to dee^-le bow far such ealaniities luid los.seB may be avoidable in future, is generally 
admitted to be'a sound act of pobey. 'I'lie only other prominent subject in tlie month's news from our 
distant dependoneies is tho remarkable triid, .at Agra, of tlie H indoo agent and eontractor, J otcc I’ersaud; which, 
in its bearing on tlie existing govemmout of India, is wortli study for tbe curious points of rcsomblancc ns 
well as eoutrast which it presents to those famous cases against the government of Warren Hastings, which 
the imperishable eloquence pf Edmund Burke jircserves still in all tbo most vivid colouring of thoir time. 


The latest intelligence from fiiMt and China is of no 
political interest. Tranquillity prevails in every part of ^ 
India. The Govemor-Goucrnl was to be at Simlah by«| 
the 12th of May, and was expected to proceed thence to 
Kunawor, in the Himalayahs, and on the return of cold 
weather to Calcutta. Sir AVilUani Gomm lia.s purcha.sed 
a house at Simlah, where he intends to reside during 
his term of service in India. 

On the western friintier of the I’unjaub tlic robberies 
and murders continue to be eommitteil by the hill tribes. 
The payment of Mack mail, on some jmrts of the im¬ 
mense line open to their depAdations, has only served 
to encoiu-age their system of aggression. A hope hart 
been entertained that decided operations would have 
been determined on by the Governor-General during his 
stay at reshawur; but matters appear to be nearly in 
the same ]>osition as six months ago. 

« Tliore ha.s‘bccn another c.qse of ship Iniming at C.al- 
cutta, a^eiulcd with a dreadful sacrifliie of human life. 
The country ship Kurramany, proceeding down the 
river, bouuil to Matmitius with iipw.qr^ls of 350 Coolie 
cmigihnts on board, was burnt to the water’s edge on 
the night of the (ith of May, when off Kedgeree. The 
captain (Hogg), the chief mate, and the pilot, together 
with about one-half of the crew and a few of the emi¬ 
grants, have alone been saVed. XJpwarils of 300 unfor¬ 
tunate people perished by dsowning and in the flames. 
There wems to Vc no doubt that this was the work of 
incendiuics. 

A great sensation has been prod iced hy the trial, in 
the' criminal court Ut Agrq, of Jotce Persaud, a wealthy 
Hindoo hanker, on the charges of Switidling and l‘pr~ 
iury. Ho had held contraots for supplying the eommis- 
eariats of the Indian armies during the campaigns in 
Cabool and against the Bikhs, and his claims against tlic 
government reached the sum of 670,0001. After thirl 
restoration of peace, he was unabl«to obtain any Bcttlc-(| 
ment of his accounts, and at length, after repeated post-' 
ponements and vexatious delays, ho gave notice of a 
civil action aghinst the government in tlio supreme 
court of Calcutta. This was jnet by q cross action 
against him on the ground that his accounts contained 
firaud^ulont o’vercharges; and^M his agent had sworn to 


the correctness of his impeached accounts, he himself 
w-as indicted for perjury eommitteil through the medium 
of his seiyant. After a trial of tw clve days the utter 
gpoundlo.ss‘n<-.ss of every charge against him was fully 
established, and a verdict of itequittal w'as given, with 
the unanimous coneuri eiice. of public opinion.

The Canadian I'jWianieiif pet ot Toronto on the 20th 
May. The Oovsrnor-generol stated in his speech that 
the revenue from customs and canals is increasing; that 
the alteration of the rost-ofliue. rates lias been followed 
by a great increase in letters; and that the change in 
the Imiierial Navigation-laws has increased tho resort 
of foreign shipping to Canadian ports; hut that tho 
Emigration act provokes complaint, as unfavourablo to 
the import trade of the colony. The arbitrators ap¬ 
pointed to settle the boundary dispute with New 
Brunswick have rejioited, A measure will be intro¬ 
duced for reducing the civil list, and an mcTca.se in I’ur- 
kliameutery representation is recommended; also amend¬ 
ments in the school and municipal laws of IjOwct 
Canada.

S unrrics in North Wales are preparing to emigrate^ 
uring the course of the ensuing summer, to th6,united 
States. The rate of pu'mcnt in the American quarridb 
is nearly three times ^oatcr than the amount which 
cau be realised in thf Welsh workings. Scicfal 


instances have recently occurred where men who left 
their native land deeply invOtred in debt have been 
enabled to remit the amount of their debts in full. 

The amount of emi^tion mom Ireland has not been 
much, if at all, dimmished, although it might be ex^ 
pected that the small farmer# were Xu general waiting 
to rather in tho present harvest and its produce 
with them across the'Atlantic. It is said that the 
thinning of the congregations in the Roman Catholic 
chapels of some districts has become most remarkable; 
and that it is even perceptibld id the FrotAitont churches. 

Mr. Robert Faussett, a magistrate of the county of 
Sligo, was among tlxo emigrants from Sligo to AmeHca 
last week. Persons of a respectable class ore now a^ost 
doily found adopting the same course. 

A consequence of t]xc extent of Irish emigration is 
apparent in the decrease of pauperism.* The diminu- 
tiou in the number of paupers receiving rplief is porcep- 
^blc in almoBt every'union in Ireland, and, in some, 
to a very rcnuu-kdblo extent. In Sligo the decrease 
within the year is nearly to the extent of nne>half, the. 
number in the house on the 17th of Juno this year being v, 
1976, while on the same day last year it was 3322', show 
ing a decrease of 1361. •

Tho president, on the oecasion of the 
inauguration of the railway between Dijon ••uid Tonnerre, 
on the 2nd instant, made the following' remarkable 
speech, which has jirOfluded a great sensation througli- 
mit tlie eonntry Gentlemen—I wish these persons 

who have doubts as to the future could have accitm- 
panied me in ray journey through the populations of 
the Yomie and tho Cote J.’Ory tliey would have been 
aide to have judged for themselves of the true state of 
public opinion. '"They wpuld have auen tliat neither in¬ 
trigues, nor the attacks, nor the passionate discussions 
of parties arc in harmony with the sentiments and with 
thr condition of the couiitr/. France neither desires 
the retum of the ancien rtginie, under whatever form 
i‘. may disguise itself, nor the experiment of sad and im¬ 
practicable Utopian schemes. It is because 1 am the 
most natural enemy of both one and tlie other, that 
Franco lias placed confidonco in me. If this wore not 
the case, how could we explain the ' ffecting sympathy 
of the people towards me, which r< sists the most sub¬ 
versive polemics, emd which acqu’ts me of being tho. 
cause of their suficrings. If m^governmenteliaa ninf 
heen able to realise all the ameliorations which it hud 
in view, wc must attribute the failure to the raamruvres 
of tho factions, who paralyse the good intentions of 
ohscrablics as well as that of governments most devoted, 
to the public welfare. U is because you have thus com-i 
prehended tho state of the question, that 1 have had, in 
patriotic Burgundy, a reoeptinn which is for me an 
approbation and an encouragement. 1 take advantage 
of lilts banquet, as of a tribune, to exhibit, to lay hare 
my h^art before my fellow citusens. A now phasis has 


curamenced in onr political life; from one end of France 
to the other, petitions are being signed for the revision 
of the cuiistAiition. 1 Await with ciAifidenco the manifes¬ 
tations of the countfll and the decisions of the Assem¬ 
bly, which will he inspired only by the sentiment o. 
the public interest. Siilce. I have been in jiowcr I have 
proved how much, in presence of the great interests of 
society, 1 set aside all that had efleeted me personally. 
The most nnjust and the moat violent attacks could not 
.shake my equanimity. Whatever may be the duties 
svliieh the country may impose upon me, it shall find 
me resolved to obey its will; and be assured, gentlemen, 
that France slinH not perish in my hands.”

A violcijt outrCgd has been perpetrated in Florence; 
the aggressors being the Tuscan authorities, supported 
by Austrian bayonets, and the victims certain peaceable 
Itoliaus who assembled in the church of Santa Croce, in 
• Florence, en the 29th of May, for the purpose of hearing 
£ service in honour of their dsecased relatives who fell 
at the Ixittlcs of Curtatouc and^Iontonaro. The church 
was filled with men, women, and children—and the 
solemnity of devotion prevailed, wHen several gendarmes, 
dcCTscd in ]>laiii clothes, apploaehed t he t omb-stone, 
jnse,ribed with the' names of tlje slgjpe^flJSre old men 
and children, aged matrons and young maidens, were 
scattering vvreaths of flowers and shedding tears. With¬ 
out .any jirovocution, these men began 'to strike right 
and left with their sticks this inoffftisive. find sorrowful 
group. The alarm thu.s raised. Austrians and gendai-mes 
appeared with their miuskcts on several points of the 
ehureh, as if by cnch.antment, the former pushing with 
their bajouetsthc peaeeful and unarmed crowd before 
them. A scone of confusion ensued wluch it would be 
impossible to describe. When on the square before the 
ehureh, tlie greater portion of the thousands assembled 
were making the In-st of .(.heir way to their homes, a 
company of eartiinecrs ivr gendarmes received orders to 
tire, vvhieli they immediately did. In this brutal assault 
two of the iieoplc were killed and .seven or eight 
wounded.*

Mr. \V. E. Oladstonc has translated .mil |>uh- 
bfo.Ued the first two volumes of Luigi ( arlo harini’s 
uorkupon the Jloman t^tnte from 181,5 to 18o0. The 
author of this book is an Italian svlio has taken a pro¬ 
minent part for some years in the public, alfairs of his 
country. During the brief and ill-fated Homan t.'oiisti- 
tutiOD, he. was a member of the eliamber of deputies; 
and he served as one of the ministers of 1 ’io Nono d uring 
his lloliuess' “ fine fr^zy ” of short lived liheralisui. 
Ho belongs to what is called the moderate consti- 
tutioual party, hding as strongly opposed to the rf- 

f iublieanism of Maxzini os to the domination of .Austria; 
)Ut his present book derives i1^ great value from its 
deliberate and nnmitigatflU jirotcst .vgaiust tliat old 
papal system which French bayonet; have so recently 
restored, and from its havitig obtained tlie approval and 
imjtrimatur of so able and moderate an English states¬ 
man as Mr. Gladstone. Jk seednd book on the Italian 
struggle is an account of the TMian 1 'olaulerrs and 
Lombard Rifle Brigade, by Emilio Dandolo, a young 
and enthusiastic Italian who served in it, who ibught 
with it through Charles Albert’s mournful but not in¬ 
glorious campaign, and, taking part in the sulisequciit 
siege of Rome, saw his brother and lib dearest friends 
perish by his side. These personal ini idents give great 
interest to the volume, which is otherwise remiirkaMe 
for its uualfectedneBS and candour* The write* i.s no 
politician, and has evidently a very imperfect apprecia¬ 
tion of tho merits of the various sections into which the 
libcrid party is divided.

from Leith to Lajdand, by Mr. Hurton, presenting 
.several animated pictures or .Scandi^ivia of a nunute 
aud novel kind; and bpon ^Society Ju Spain fironi the 
Wotes of an Attache, Mr. Charles Knight’s Mxcursion 
Cnminnion takes the moi'C limited range of adventure 
comprised by the circuit of our F.nglish ndlwavs, but 
admirably supplies that new want which the jileasure 
traims have created. And w4th these little guide-books 
may be mentioned a book upon The Ifyends amd Fly¬ 
fishing of the Erne, by a reverend and most worthy 
follower of Wulton and Cotton in the dexterpus manage¬ 
ment of both pen and rod. 

Even the dc;wirtmcnU of Poetry and Science have not 
lieen without some noticeiAile additions during the pas^ 
month? Mr. B^bage has forcibly reiterated his well- 
known views of the jndustryj science, and (in respect to 
the ill rewards of both) the government of liinglaud, in 
a volume on the Exposition of 18.51. ipoctor Lardner 
Jills published a IJand-hook of Aaitiral 1‘inhsophy and 
Astronomy, to Mr.Wilkinson, the thoughtful biographer 
of Swedenborg, we owe a somowliat renmykablo volume 
on The Unman Body and its connexion with Mans and 
Mr. P’raucis Newman hascollected inloiieumpuct volume 
a series of Lceturesoii Political Economy. Tlie principal

•PHE EccleBiastical Titles Bill is now virtually law. It passed the t^per bouse by, an enormous 
majority on tbo morning when Miss Tidbotswas marriccl. Misfortunes seldom come single to holy or 
unholy men.

It iiassed with amendmeutK making the dcelaratoiy clause, or preamble, not merely coudem- 
natoiy of the jiartieular brief or rescript of last yeiu', but of “all such briefs and rescripts;” applying the 
hundrcd-pouiid-penalty, nut merely to the assuniption of the titles eunferred by such authority’, but to the 
act of obliuning, or inta-oducing into the United Kinp^dom, any future briefs, rcsejiids, bulls, or lettcrs- 
apostolic of a similar tenor; and, finally, vesting the prosecuting jiower not mer^ in the Attorney-General, 
but, with tlio Attorney's eousent and aiqiroval, in iiny pri\atc informer. Such was the charaEteristic 
termination, in the lower house, of an op)iositiou without p.'u'allcl for uiiscmpulons means employed, and 
abortive results obtained. 'J’he bill was then received in tbo upper house with open arms, and ite second 
reading passed by a majority of two hundred and twenty-seven; the Pojio and his advisers having themselves, 
only a few days before, dune their best to swell this majority by promulgating a scheme for the erection of 
a now St."Peter's in the very hoai't of Loudon, and for provid.^g that i^should bo govomed by a congregalaob 
of Italian secular priests resident in Runic ‘tthat the Roman spii-it may' always influence the same." What¬ 
ever else may be thought of the Keclcsiastical Titles Rill, of its ehanees of efficiency or its liability to abuse, 
there cannot be a doubt that it embodies tljc answer of tlie Englisii people to all such impudant attempts to 
establish on Italian Pro)>ngundu among tlicm. It is'their eountor-jirumulgntion of a fresh protest against 
Romo. It is thus they declare, ii^answer to the lords of the Vatican, that they have not lost their love for 
free enquiry, nor their hatred of jiricstly assimqition. It is a message carry iug warning with it (if rightly 
understood) to the dwellers in palaecs*lcss distant than th<‘ Vatican, hut, if all be true that has lately been 
declared, hardly any nearer to the region of the Gospel. 

The past month will be memorable in the records of the English Church, even less for the enactment of 
B measure protecting her ag-aiust foreign bishojis, tlian for the jiroofs brought to light of the necessity that 
exists for ad cnactmeut protecting her against her own. Moi'C scimdalous even than tlw debates of which 
the members for Rome were the liei-ues, bave been tho.so in which a m.ajority M the prelates of the English 
Established Church have been ojicnly accused of lla''raut dishonesty, of direct breach of faith, of having fidsiiicd 
returns in which the/ had a jicrsonal interest, of havuig violated their own voluntary promises in respect of 
the disposition wf property over which they lyid control, and of having retained for their own uses 
enormous sums of money which belonged to other peojile. If anything could have throivn into greater 
prominence these revclations^of episcopal excess, it would have been the startling statement* of spiritui)! 
destitution which was tHh occasion that drew them foi-th. . 

The qucstioa*aroBe u^on a mo^uu for Church Extension by means of more equitable division dt Cliureh 
revenues, in justification of which it had been shown that out of^a population of Clearly four, millions, 
distributed over a hundred and thirty {larishes in Engliuid and Woles, only church-accommodation could bo 
found for little more than half that uuuilier, by the wealthiest and most richly-cndowcd establishment in the 
world. This led to a consideration of tbc results of that arrangement between the bishops and the 
ecclesiastical commission, entered into fifteen ycai-s ago, by which thoso right reverend men were to bo 
allowed fixed incomes ranging from between four and five to no less than fifteen tjiousand a-yeor, butVrith the 
permission of still keeping the management of the jiroperty in their own hands, subject only to tlie paying' 
over to tbo commissioners whatever surplus might remain after satisiying those fixed and certainly not 
illiberal annual stipends. It might have seemed that such im lurangeme^tt could be in no possible dtoger 
of being violated, seeing who were the parties to it. ]^t tbc reverse turns out to ,be thaTfnct, to a very sad 
and surprising extent. The empty titles whisli Cardiol Wiseman and his brother bishops htfvc been taking 
without any legal rigltt to them, are nothing to the solid tliousonds which Bishops Blomfield, Maltby, 
Sumner,'Monk, and their brethren, have been keeping with as little equitable claim to them. The last seven 
years' incomes of even the six minor secs show an excess of twenty-eight thousand pounds more than ought in 
consoienco and honour to have been retained; and as forAltc owners of the larger sees, one's breath is &irly taken 
away by the amount of’delinquency imputed to then* For that same peftod of seven years the Bishop^ of 
Worcester appears to have poekete^*on his own showing, a surplus sum of eleven thousand pounds. Dunng 
the fourteen years of the existence of the commission which fixed the stipeuds.of the sees of lamdon and 
Winchester at ten and seven thousand a-yenr, the present ownei^ of thqpe secs appear to bave retained 
(taking even the very doubtful' authority of their own disputed returns) a gross excess above the annual 
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, incotiic. ileclarod to be sufficiont for tbeiv HucoesHors, 6f nejirly scvoutj-eight thousand pounds in tho ono <^C, 
and nearly fifty-four tliousond in tho other. But even tltoo flato-ant instauecs ai-e nothing to that of the 
Bishop of Durham. For {loctor Maltby received his see subject to the new arrangement Doctors Blotnfield 
andSumnor might plead a teelmicol right ogmnst a moral obligation; buttSe pi)bseut Bishop of Durham, 
pi-eseutod after the date of the ecclu.suistieal oomtuission, occupied tho positiqu which their successors will 
Occupy, and was absolutmj' not entitled to more than eight thousand a-yerj'. Yet this fortunate prelate, 
after payit% hack to tho cominilsion something more than eleven thousand a/ear hy way of reduction of his 
income to the equi^hlo point, is shown to have I'ctaiucd, in 1847, twentjjMix thousand ixiuuds; in 1848, 
twenty-three thousand pounds: in 1849, nine tliousand; and 1850, twenty-seven thousand. Thkingthc 
returns least ophu to qiidhthm, it would seem that during the 4'WO wptenuiat pcifuds that have elapsed since 
tho cslahlishmont of the commission, Doctor Midtoy has received and retained eighty thousand pounds 
storlipg over and above ilic hundred .'uid twelve thousand poimds wljich it was intended by parlinmcnl tliat 
he should receive and retain. •> 

Nor is it simply tlif r.ipaeity which hiui thus clutched at and seized finUthcso enormous amounts of whsit, 
if tlioy believe jtho gospel they liro ap’iointed to preach, they must hold to he the luot of all evU, that is to 
bo laid to the charge ot tlicsc lioly and right rcvfrciid men. »Tt is in proof that this very bishop of Durham 
assured tim oohunissioners, fourtupn years ai|o. tJiat tlicrc was not the 'least prospect of the revenues of tho 
see clearing twenty two thouvand a-Joar iu future ; whiir»'ni>on,this assurance being believed,and Iho.hishop’s 
moving.picture of his pi-obahlo iiupoveiishment h.aving had its,due cll’ect, tiie eommissionors were imitieed 
a^o lower, hy the amount of a thousand a year, tlie anm£il deduction to bo paid from that seo to the fuud; 
and tho pimdent bishop quietly profited, theneclorward, to the amount of between fifteen and sixteen 
thousand ayellr in jiljuic of his stqmlateil eight thousandl Fiuther, it is matter o^vory strong suspicion 
(for everything in'i-elfition to tlie see of Bondou Is a mystery, and Syfluey Smith mipjaae^OB have been 
nearest the truth when ho avprrcd that the real amount of its revenues was only' known to the man 
who iwiGived thcra) that tf.io returns iniule to i>arlianicnl hj' Bishop I’lcmiheld are deplorably inexact, 
and that tlie income-tax commissionei's have gnivo leason to comiilain of iiiadeijmite suius'set down iu 
their books as vepresentuig the bishop’s itieomin's, I.-, i* uneharitahle to assume that this eliaige ««[iy 
be true, when, on 1 loetor IJlorniield's own shownig, it is manifest that for years lie has been ii‘t:xiiiiug 
.annually more thau double the sum wliieh ho declared foum-en years ago was amply sufficient for a 
bishop of Bondon to eiijoy4 or, in other word.s, to borrow Sir llcujaiuiii Hall's figures, lias been jiocketiiig 
fiv6 tim*H more' than tlie salary of the prime minisicr, and a lumdred and fifty-one times more than 
tho ineoino of the most mduslrious, most meritorious, ami mo.st zealous elerf^'inan in the parish where 
ho mainly rosiilos ! But if wo may coneedo that doubt still rests on such a, ease as his,—iu ethers, where 
tho letters of the bisliops thcuiselves ,ai-e ei idi'iiee against Iheni, siieh a plea Ban not a pretence to rest 
upon. What are avc to say»of tin' biiilioii of tJloucestor, while i-eiiewnig a lease to his own beiiofit for 
three lives which hy every moral eonyilcralioi* of propriety or deconey ouglit to liave passed into tlie 
hands of* tlie eommissioii for tlie uses of tlie (lliureli, and wliilp consciou.s at tlie .same time of retaiuuig 
the Bum of uoiirly a thousand pounds in excess of his slipiilalud iueonic ami exclusive of tlie maiKii’ so leased 
—what aixi wc tp aay of his pleading witli tlie eoTuioi,ssloucrs against an asscs-sniciit of seven liuiidved a-yeai', 
ill terras tliat might only bo justifiable if actual destitiitiiai were iiiqKind'iig ovi-r him * What ai’o u o to say of the 
bishop of WoiTostcr, wliile I’on.seious of the rcteiilinn of nearly eleven tliousimd jiouuds in excess of the 
seven years' income v.liieli Hie act of piuOiaincnt meant lilm to receive, nienioiiulising llio comuiissioa to tho 
cflcct that he appreliemlcd a defalcation of incoine that would •'uttelly pieient hiiii fulfilling, as he would 
wish to do, those otliecs of eliarity anil liosjubalitj- that tieiong to Ids position in tlie elmnh claiming tiial 
a lower deduction tlwii their ashessiiient t4iouhl be maile, or that notlnng hut “judgment and a writ of 
a.xecution ” should ixuu]>cl himtosuhinittoit: threatening to hiing down ujsm tliem even his brotliei' J’epys 
'the chancellor; aiii at last, wlien driven to deajicsalion hy tlio ajijairenl firmness of his Imrd-hoarted 
rrcditoi'S, exhibiting what lie et^ls the “lunsBliip and nijustiee" of eom))elling liiiu to do right, hy c.xaiuplc 
of tho instances in wliich other right roierend lirotliren had liecn allowed to do wrong !! “It appears,” he 
says, " hy the vetuniR presented to tlie Jlouse of Commons last session tliat tho avAage I'occipits of tlie

On iujy authority hut that of Dr. Pepys him-self, such an appcaBwould he too monstrous to he credible. 
Yet such is the spirit Hisplayod generally, xvith differonees only in degree, by alraost'all the occupiuits of 
the Episcopal bench in England at this ttrae. And be it ixunomhorcd tlnit tlicse men are not grasping fertile 
sake of tho Church, but diiwtly against tho interests of tlie Church. Tlie tliousands and tons of thousands 
. which they thus greedily scA to retain, are so many iniits, lens, and hundi’cds deducted fixim tho hard-working 
, olorgy. Every shilling tliey \iavc kept iu excess of Hioir legitimate iiicoines ought to have gone in relief of 
that spiritual dribtitution in their respective dioccBos as to which they are always jaously declaiming. The 
highewt ministers of a gospel whic^ tells thcni to live os those whose treasures are in heaven, halged is 
palaces, set on higlwts oxamplc.s of Cliristian faith, Sivi modesty, and charity,—tlicse ore the men with 
whom, in exact propo;'tiofi*to tho meomos gi'asped forViemseli'cs iu exces* of tho incomes recommended 
as enough for their sueccssoni, the solemn responsibility rests nf tlic souls that areiyearly perishing for 
•want of religions aid. Do wo I’esort to language too high-flown in conti-usling the actual conduct of these 
I right reverend persons with tlieir abstract claims 1 Why, in tho recent debate on Lord Eodesdale's silly 
motion for the revival of convocation, the bishop of London in express tomis asserted tlie claims of the 
order to which he belongs to bo, in*this ixialin, the dopos'tary of tho faith once delivered to the Saints; while 
his brother of Oxford put forth the more lofty pretension, on the part of hinisetf and the other occupants 
of the episcopal bench, of representing nothing less than the apostolic synod wbieh was divinely assembled 
and mhuculouBly endowed in Jeiysalem at tho feast of Pentecost. 

In no 9^irii of irreToroxioo xz>a>j it be remwked upou this^ timt nothing shot^ of really nuraculoiuB ondovr- 
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mcnts will probably soon be found absolutely needM, to saTe Dr. Wilberforco and bis brethren from a stringent 
measure of Church Reform, or any ministry whicD declines to grant it from prompt destruction. People aisi 
already beginning to make str^gu comparisons, and to discover that it is really no yart of the necessity of .an 
episcopacy that its memb^ should make the accmuulation of enormous sums of money the whole end and 
aim of their esdstoneo. in some statistical returns upon the subject which have be»n opportunely published, 
they perceive that the late priul^e of the Cliurch of Fmncc, who ]>oi-islied on the barricades of Paris in the vain 
attempt to arrest the horrors civil war, was content with a stipend of f&teen hundred pounds a year, 
enjoyed in a single palace, 'MioseWpenses were defnyed from that sum; and they nieditite on tbo fact that 
tho late primate of the Cliju’ch of Knglamk who. on the very day when l^s brother I^riniato no perished, w!bi 
quietly travelling to Canterbury with a wol)-.ltockcil hamper of ehompagno to give a public breakfiwt on 
occa.HioB of opening a collegiatu institution there, enjoyed an income of more Uiaii fiftei'n thousand a year, 
possessed two palaces, tiud during his incumbctiey ha<l spent on the repairs of those paliu'os no less a sum 
tlian sixty thousand pounds.* Tlioy arc struck by the nuuouncemeiit, that the whole annniil expense of ttio 
Episcopacy in France is little more*tl!an fofty-two thousivnd pounds a year, while that *if the Episcopacy in 
Kiiglaud is something more tliau tw'o huinirial tlioiisuml. And with thes^f muioria items, they cou]jle the , 
retleotion, not less curious or im]uvssive, tlulfc a iio]mlation of thii'ty-five million souls, of which only one 
million aro dissenters, can be s]iiiitually “overlooked at a eliaJ^e of iioarfy a himdi'ed and sixty thfnisanil 
;; roar less than is required for the sjiiritiial oveiiooliug of a popnlatinn of tiftecn million souls, of which 
at least oue-third are Jissoutei's deLiining tbo Sivoiir,altogether ef being se overhioked. Ik 

ill short it is quite certain tliat eievy \oar will now ihakc more imminent tbo necessity fora well-devised ' 
plan of rc-ii.rr.angcmetit and n-distribution in regasd to ecclesiastical reveinio.s. For years, thc«ncoessity has 
been felt; but, unfortunately, the yieaiis adnpted have mily subjected tlicbisliojis to an increase of tho very 
temptation frii'n'f wliiebtlioy most roqiiireil to be saved. Tho men are not neaiiy so much to blame as a 
Biistcm whieb tends to tiiiu even the most modest and Inmoiimble men into piu'tisaus interested in^ main¬ 
taining it. 'I'lje bishops niiii-t not again be penuittod to rein.idel luid rcfor/li thefiiseU-cs. Of tbeir apptu’ent 
ineapaeity to take just vieiis of tliesi' niiittei-s, <' 01 amid the iiniiiful excitement eaiisod among the best 
and warmo-st fiionil.s of the t.'lmivli by the reeeiit diselositres, the liait act for which they may bo doomed 
responsible in the now closing .sewiion is a I'etnai'kalde jwool. Notliiiig has so directly induced the monstrous 
pccuiiiiu'y abuses so diuiiagi’ig to the liisliops as the iinseltlod state of the law regaining ccciosiastical leases and 
linos in reunwal. In «neh fines alone, dining the last smen years, there appears to Imx’e lioea soinelhing like 
an amount of six hundred and fitly thousand jjounds received, in every one of which iastiUicos, it isneodless 
to remark, tho Church lost ill propoi I ion as tlie hishoji gained. Jhil the House of Lords, acting 011 the 
advice of its right reverend heiieh. has just lefiisoj to entertain a most modeinte proposal of (‘oinpromiso 
offeivdby Lord Carlisle, of w’hieh the elleet would h.ave, been to cure at least sonic of flic crying detects of subor- 
diiuiting tbo ccclesiasUeal miere.ils so wholly and I'xolu.suely to the i-piseopal. *And this tiiey profess toliayc 
done in the interest 'if the Clmn h, just a--, not iiiaiiy d.ays before, they l.W voted in horror against the admission 
of a ,Tevv into the IIouso of Coennon,. h st it t-honl'l seem to proelaim their indiil'ereiiee to the purity of the 
foitli of which they claim to he the depositaries .and leprescntativcs. N(!v'orthelo.s» tho elattur which they 
may expoi't to he raised aliout their ears bMore many' sessioiw are over, on this and otlii'r coJtet't® questions, 
is but faintly foresliiulovved bv the iioim- vfhieli Mr. .\1dcrinan Siilonion.s has been making ever siuco thoir 
v'oto of disqualification agiiiiid. tl.«- l.iwliil "elected'' of fJrceiivvieh. 

IiiioMr.iSiilonioris' resolute .iiormiigfcof tho Ibmseef ('onimens. and all the various spccclicswliiclihav'e been, 
and may. yet be, made thereupon, into the worthy Aldorniaii's gaJliuil aipirations after the fame of Fym 
.and Tlatnpden, not to speak of Ins prudent .leeoiupanyiiig hopes Unit the English people will hold him banii- 
less in regard to any penalties or fines his patriotic rie-hness niay*liavo incurred ; it is ifot lU'eiissary that wo 
■should enter. It doe.s not sooni probahle Lliat the result of his agitation on tho mere question of tbo efficacy 
of certain words in the oath, as eoiirieeted with the statute for the relief of tender conseTonces, will advance 
the question miieh beyoml vvliiuv*. it was left by the dehati's in Itarou Itothscliild s case ; but if the eonstitu- 
encies themselves ui^' resolve to lube up the question in earnest, and return some half dozen .lews when they 
liave the opportunily, it is not doubted, even by the Lord,s tUunselvcs, that further contest with the will 
of the people in^tlii’ matter would be quite idle iukI unavailing. , 

Tho great subjoct of Law llelunu may be well siuil to have taken a step in advance, during a monlU 
which lias se-cn tbo t^eeuVi Attorney thiucral ri.se in bi.s place to proi'ose the sceond reading of a bill 
embodying so great a principle of iniprovcil jurispiaulcnce as that of"admitting, in our superior esurta, the 
evidence of paraes to sjiits. I'liis was the change for vvhicli ISeiitbam pleaded, all his life, so caniostl,y and 
vainly. It deserves to hi- uoleil, also, that the principle of a yet gft'ater reform, on*which soma remarks 
were mode incur last publication, not oiflv came under incidental discussion on that provision of tho bill 
which authorises tho Ootmnon Law floiirts to compel the ins]ioeliou of documents in all cases where a 
■Court of Equity would gniiit a discovery, but elicited as well from the Attomoy and Solicitor General as 
from distinguished lawyers of leas liberal political opinions, a hearty ajiprnval of the dlapso on the dislinitt p-ouud 
of its being tho first step towards a fusion of law and equity. Sir AlexiuulcrCoeldbnni expressly hailed it in his, _ 
able speech ns tho commeuecmeiit of a new eia in our system of judicial proceeding, and did not hesitate to 
declare his hope that “we were now gelling in tho fine edge of the wqdge, and that it must end in that 
fusion of law and equity, short of which he was eonvjneed l.)iat tho pulilic would uotjje satisfied.” This 
is language which marks out tho speaker for a groat liliai'e iu the great work which wtill aw.-iits tho labourers 
in this field of reform. Uno avuUo mow. tir/fe?.* alfm\ “ I Lord Brougham hadtetid, not many days 

■earlier, after describing the incalculable blessings of such ebiuigc as would make one nnifonn system of our , 
English law,—‘‘I hope that those who are younger than I am, may live, without living hmg. to enjoy the 
happiness of seeing this gigantic improvement in our jurisprudence comjiletely and officiontly consummated. 
And if this should bofo (and seeing tho signs around us, who would con^cimi tfio hope as oversaagume or 
premature 1)—^in no smal) degree will it have been due to the exertions of Heniy Brougham., Never will 
that name be ^sociated from this great cause. Never will his countrymen in distant times forget, when 
tho memory of less grateful passages in his career shall have passed awa^ that to tho promotion of law 
i*eform,-aiid the extension of popular education. Lord Brougham devoted tao best years of his Bfe, his most 
practical and powerful talents, bis most consistent and unwearied energies. 
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It may be expected tbi^ we should advert in conclusion, as to a subject not disconnected from these, 
to the results arrived at by that Parliamentary Commift^ on News|>apor Stamps for whoso existence 
wo ore ourselves in some (higree responsible. Ihit &ore are reasons which limit our remarks for the pretent to a 
• mere statement of the suMtance of their condusiona Our readers ore aware that a question involving 
the existence of tho Banfeludd Narrative as an unstamped journal has beetrlatdy very learnedly argxmd 
before the Court of Exchequer; but they may not have obsetVod an idlmation since thrown out by 
Ur. Baron Parke to the effect that tho opinion of the court is divided itf'tho case, and that judgment 
cannot therefore he given till after tho long vocation. In other words tho Ithv imposing ataxonnewiq>n|)er8, 
or rather the law wMch diould define the conditions that constitute a newspaper, is so complicated and 
contradictory as to he', fftr the present, insoluble aud inoKplicablc to tho 'learned and accomplished 
lawyers who ait in the Exchequer. In such circumstances, not withovt some show of reason, the 
Farliameutoiy Committee come forward to recommend a thorough solution by the simplo process of 
abolishing the stamp altogether. This recommendation they accompany by others, which would substitute 
a postage for nowspapei-s and all other printed matter, not excecding*a^)euny for a weight equal to that of 
the largest newspaper existing; &ud which would, at the same time concede to the original publisher of intel¬ 
ligence, a certain short iit^ilogc of copyright. The latter suggestion is manifestly a most just and reasonable 
one, yet it would probably bo tho-most difQAult to carw into effect. Tno whole question is now ripe, how¬ 
ever, for tho full and fiiir consideration which it is to lie hoped will be given to it in the next session of 
parliament. It is one that requires, and will repay, very patient and deliberate houdliug. 


NAERAT^VE OP PARLIAMENT AND 
POLITICS! 

In the IfoFsn of Loans on Thursday, June 26th, the 
Lord (^iiaNCELLOu, moved the lejiond reading of the 
Charitable Trusts Bill, and explained the details of 
the measure, which, he said would he attended with 
greatbenefitto the public. Lord Brougham, Lord Stoifiey, 
and the Earl of Chichester expressed their satisfaction 
with the measure, and tlic bill was read a second time. 

On Friday, June 27, Lord*’ Bhouoham intimated to 
the Earl«i)f Ellenborough that there would he no objec¬ 
tion to the production of the papers connected with the 
Case of Jotee Persaud, and requested the postpone¬ 
ment of the discussion until they were laid on the 
table. Lord Ellcnborough assepted. ' 
pn Monday, June 30th, the Marquis,of JjO.vpoN- | 
DniiuY, pursuant to notice, pat a qu^tion to her 
Majesty’s government, asking whether tlicy had re¬ 
ceived any communication from our ambassador at 
Cqnstantinuplc r.'sp^ting negotiations that were now 
going on for the Liberation of Ahd-eUKader, and his 
transmission to Turkey; and whether the government 
would use their good offices in conjunction with Turkey, 
to alleviate the imprisonment of that illustrious warrior ? 
—The Marquis of Lansdowne said that the govern- 
meut had no official information on the subjept, nor had 
they any claim to interfere in tlic question, tliough, of 
■ course, they, in common with tlicir lordships, would 
rejoice to hear that* the French government Wnd it 
consistent with their duty either to release that eminent 
warrior, or to mitigate the evils of his detention. 

On Thursday, J uly 3, Lord Buuvoh am asked whether 
it was intended to introduce any bill similar to that 
brought forward by Lord Cottenham last year for the 
purpose of Aholishtng certain legal Offtees, and amongst 
tiftim tlmt of Chief Registrar in the Court of Bankruptcy. 
The bill hpd been stigmatised in the Uoiisc of (foinmons 
as a job, and rijeetcd; but he could only say he wished 
there were more such*'Job8.—The Lord *JiiANCF,T.LaH 
said that the facts stated by Lord Brougham were correct. 
There could be no doinlt that great inconvenience had 
been caused by the rejection of Lord Cottenbum’s bill, 
to remedy which it would jic necessary to bring in a 
, fresh bill.*- The noble lord then proceeded to give a 
sketch of the duties of his setreiarics, and of the time 
and trouble he hi 1 bestowed on the office he now filled. 
Much remained to be done in the wry of law reform, 
but it was only thqgi! who were ignorant of the evils, 
caused by altorations mad^^by rash hands who under¬ 
rated what had* been’already effected. It was most 
nujust to attack him for not desiring reform, for he had 
■ been a reamer before reform was in fashion, and he 
would njot,cease to be one now.—Lord Buovoham, in a 
speech o^'some length, warmly repudiated the imputa¬ 
tion of rashness cost upon him by thb Lord Chancellor, 
who prof^M that that he htid not used the words i 
“rash hj^l^ with reference to his noble friend. 
After sonlQK^^er e^lanations the matter dmpp^. 

On FrichiK/iMy4,Lord BEAUilokT moved the second 
rsading of PwrcAose pf Lands Eaciittofton (Ireland) 


Bill, the object of which, he said, was to empower 
trustees in Ireland who were gi'antiug money on estates 
to purchase those Pstates wheiq brqpgkl Dito the En¬ 
cumbered Estates Court. — The Lora CuANCELLon 
opposed the motion on the ground, mainly, that on the 
one hand the bill would relieve trustees from breaches 
of trust, and on the other enable them to extend them. 
After a brief debate tbe bill was rejected, tliree peers 
voting for the second reading, while}iixteen voted adversely. 

On Monday, July 7, the Kcelhsiastical 'Titles As- 
sumption Bill was read a first time, and tlio second read¬ 
ing was appointed for Monday the 21st. 

On Tuesday, July 8, the Bxpenses of Prosecutions 
Bill was read a third time and passed; but from tbe 
prevalence of private conversation in the house tho fact 
was not noticed, till Lord Campueli, stopped a discus¬ 
sion on the bill, which was still procoedit^ after it had 
passed. This gave rise to an amusing scene, the effect 
uf which fras heightened by the Lord Ciiancei.t.uii 
addressing the house from the woolsack, when he was 
called on bj^Lord Bkui'cuau to come into tlio house 
Before he addressed it.—^Thc Lord Chanof.i.i.oii con¬ 
firmed the fact of th^ bill having passed, and exhorted 
their lordships to be more attentive. 

The Lodging’ilouses Bill was read a second time, on 
the motion of' tho Earl of Shaftesbuhv, who, in a 
speech of great length, detailed to the house the 
wretched condition of the dwellings of the poor, and 
explained tho object of tile bill, which was to improve 
nut only the physical but the mural and rcifoious con- 
dition of the labouring classes.—The biU received 
unanimous support and apjiniliation from the Marquis 
of Kormonby, Lord Kinuaird, *'and tho Earl of 
Harrowby, who suggested tliiit whemrrer a bill came 
before them for the widening of streets and the im- 
pruvemeut of neighbourhoods, care should always he 
taken to insert a clause prbviding for the accommodation 
of the displaced population in the mani^^r contemplated 
by this bill; a suggeiluuii to wliich, os well os to the 
general approbation expressed of the bill, the Marquis 
of Lansdowii^ cordially assented. 

Oil Thursday, July 10, Lord BhuvGHAM announced 
his intention not to jirocced any further during the 
present session with his two bills fur the extension of 
the jurisdiction of Cminty Courts. 

On Friday, July 11, Lord Baovoham presented a 
petition from Mr. Paxton for the Preservation of the 
Crystal Palace os a winter garden, and supports its 
prayer, to which Lord Campbell objected. — Earl 
(tUANViLi.F. stated that the Commissioners felt them- 
sciVes prct'luded from entertaining the question. 

Lord Rebekdale presented some petitions praying 
for a restoration of the Convocation of the Church, and 
spoke at some length in support of tiie measure. Tl^o 
Archbishop of Canteuhcby thought the revival of 
ti o convocation calculated to increase ratlier than heal 
the divisions in the church.— The Archbhdiop of 
Buolin gave his opinion in fitvoor of convocation; the 
Bisho]) of London clumed for the church the right to 
meet in convocation; and tho Bishop of Oxford held 
that Gonvocatiou was leas dangerous uun the existing 
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fivstem.—After some obserrationi from the Maiohii 
o'f Lansdowne againiit the revival of convocation, 
certain paper! moved for bv Lord Xtedesdale were 
ordered. ' 

On Monday, July 14, Lord^iMPBBlL presented a 
petition from inhabitants of kniKhtebrid^e, praying; 
for the Hemoval o/’ l/te Crystat Palace, and spoke in 
support of the petition. • 

The Bisht^ of Oxpobd moved that copies of the cor- 
respondoaco toachiag the Matwf E^tatej which 

had passed between the Copyhold Commissioners and 
tho Bcclesiastical Commission,eihould be laid on the 
table, and entered into an elaborate defence of the . 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bfistol, whose motives, he 
contended, hod been grievously misftiifrcBCntid. 

The Marquis of LaMSDOWKli havinfc moved the first 
rca^ng of the Cmtrl of Chancery and JndiciaU Com- 
miUee Bill, Lord Bbovouam apologised to the house 
fur addressing the house on this stage of tlic bill, bi4 
the state of his health was such that if he did not spunk 
now he should uot have nn opportunity of doing so 
again this session, lie approved the present measure 
as a step, though not a stride, in the right directisn; 
bat if any ope snpposcff that any sj^ruetural alteration 
of the Court oi 'Chancery would satisfr the wants of tho 
public, be was a dreamer, and would some day awake 
to a sud reality, lie desired no rash ehunges, but the 
house might rest assured that if cificient measures .-tf 
Chancery reform were not speedily introduced, the in¬ 
evitable result would b(' that the good would be swept 
away with the bad,,and the jurisprudcnrc and judi- 
eatimc of tho country would be reduced to a state whieb 
would supply a wholesome warning to* those who, from 
a fear of granting moderate and safe reform, exposed 
their lordships to the dangers of a violent revolution.— 
The bill was then read a first time. 

On Tuesday, July 15, the.Earl ofllEitHY moved that 
+ne papers laid before Parliament respec ting tho Con¬ 
stitution of the Cape Colony be referred io a soleel 
committee. He wns actuated (he said) by no liostility 
to the Government, but solely by a desire to*suutbe the 
disafl'ection which existed at the Cape, and restore 
harmony to the colony. That colony, which came into 
OUT possession by conquest, was at first lulled by the* 
Governor alolie, tlicii by the Governor assisted by an 
“Executive Council,’’ which body iift yrjv nrds became a 
“ Legislative Council,’’ into wliieli wns inlused the first 
germ of popular institutions. In the year 1S42, when 
he was Colonial Secretary, a petition was presented to 
him, praying the mother country to confer representa¬ 
tive institutions on the rolony, to which requiist he had 
declined to accede, not because he undervalucil the 
benefit of colonial reprcsentiitive institations in gencriil, 
but beeansc be thought the form of tho.se institulinns 
suggested by the petitioners undesirable, and also be¬ 
cause he foresaf* many obstacles to their suLCossful in¬ 
troduction. Lord Derby then i<roceeded to give a 
sketch of the expectations whiph had been raised in the 
minds of tho colonists Sy the promise of representative 
institutions hclA out to them hy^ the present Govem- 
incnt; showing how thfisc expectations had been disap¬ 
pointed by the constitution sent out from,this country, 
and how the minority of the inhabitants at tlie Cape 
were now engaged in an angry war with the Colonial 
■Seorctary. Eor his own port., since so large a measure 
of the representative system had been solemnly pro¬ 
mised, he was of opinion that the engagement entered 
into with the colony should he rigidly adhered to, and 
he hoped that the labours of the select committee for 
which he was now about to move, and to which, ho 
trusted, the house would consent, would, by its rcconu 
mendations, afford the colony an opportunity oi showiw 
that it was really ripe for free Institutions, and at the 
same time bring about a solution of the difficulties now 
unfortunately existing lietween the mother country 
and its colony.—Earl Gbey spoke at great length in 
ojqiosition to the motion. He asserted tiiat Lord DerW 
had given no reasons Tor it, and proceeded, after soi^> 
elricturcB upon Lord Derby’s despatches in 1842, 
to defend his own. He rc-etated tho recent history oi' 
the eplony, and the acts of Governors Pottinger and 
Smith, and said that the mofnent the latter had in- 
ibnned tho colony that he had reported in favour of 


representative constitutions, the question was practieally 
decided; and the only diffleolv was, how to aecord 
those institutions with safetw This was a grave ques¬ 
tion,_ and feeling that with the existing pressure of 
public business it would bo impossible to get the 
Cabinet to consider it with the necessary core, he had 
thought it best to refersco the Privy Council; Imt there 
was no idea of avoiding responsibility. Me proceeded 
to say that he was mo.st anxious tq ^tablish a oonstitu- 
tion at the Cape, and when .the war .should be over 
(which it was vxpeitted would soon bo the case), he 
thought there would be little difficulty in the way of 
that object. He then went into the anti-convict case 
question, and dwelt upon the inhumanity of tho colo¬ 
nists in refusing food to her Majesty’s troops and to tiie 
wretched and suffcrilig. He concluded a very long 
speedh by describing this molinn os an implied censure 
on government, and |)y demanding its rejection. After 
'some oliservalionsafrom Lord Lyiidhurst, the’ Lord 
Chancellor, the Duke of Argyll, Lord "W’harncliffc, and | 
the Duke of Newcastle, Lord Derby’s motion was negowa 
tfvod by 74 to 68. . ' I 

On Thursday, the 17th, the Lord d^UAKrELT.ou 
moved the sceond foading of tho Oath of Afyuration 
(Jews) Bill. After a debate, in which the old argu¬ 
ments for and against^hc measure were repeated, the 
princip.-il speakers inoTs fawuur being Lord Wudohouse, 
the Arelihisho]! of Dublin, the Earl of Carlisle, and the 
Ristmp (if Norwich; and against it, Earl Nelson, the 
Earf of SliafItesbuTS', the Earl of Winchilsea, Lonl 
•Abingcr, and fhe Earl of Galloway,—the motion for 
the si'cund reading svas ncgptived by 144 to 108. 

On Priday, the 18th, on tho motion of the Marquis 
of Lambdowni!, tile llouse-Tar Hill was, afffir some 
debate, read the second time. In the coussc of the 
sitting, a eonsidcrablo number of petitions were pre¬ 
sented from difl’ercnt parts of the country Affainsl the 
liemoKnl of die Ciystal Palace at tho close of tlie 
Exhibition. . 

On Monday' the 21st, the second reading of the 
lii-clrsiaJtical Titles Assumption Hilt was moved by tho 
Marquis of Lankpowmk, who rccajiitulated the circum¬ 
stances which led to its introdnrtionf and stated its 
objects.—Tho Earl of Aiikbiikkn opposed it on the 
ground that it was an interference with religious free¬ 
dom.

Tho Vioresan Synod convened by the Bishop of 
Exeter haiafinished its sittings The Doan and some of 
the Ciliaptcr declined to attend, hut of the thirty-two 
rural deanvies only two rcfuseil to send delegates, 
J’hero were ;pre8ent seventeen dignitaries, canons and 
prebendaries, seven ofiicials, twenty-nine gut of thirty- 
two rural deans, and*'fifty-eight rciiresentativcs of the 
rural dcuneriesev.^tal, one hundred and eleven diocesan 
ecclesiastics. The proceedings began on the 25th of June, 
in the chapter-house. A'lter special prayers, the bishop 
delivered his address; an historical vindication of dio¬ 
cesan synods, the legitimate means of restoring and 
vindicating the rights of the inferior clergy. ‘After the 
address, were read those declarations of faith with 
regard to baptism, &c., the making of which was tho 
ostensible reason put forward aftix' the Gorham deci¬ 
sion for assembling the synod. Tho declarations had 
heeil touched and retouched in details more thop once, 
and suggestions were made in tlie synod for further 
amendments. A declaration that the appointment of a 
see of Plymouth by the Pope "IS, *slj}8iuatical and void 


usniqnng tnc primacy oi i:,ngiana —was unanimously 
adopted. On the 26th, the declBration on baptism, as 
finally arranged, was “ un'&nimously adopted.”

NARRATIVE OF LAW AND CRIME. 

A BAuiNO nwglary has been committed in Cheshire. 
A gang of five men, wearing black musks, and armed 
with pistols, aroused the family of Mr. Uiiie, at Hockley, 
during the night, and demanded all their vnluables, 
threatening to break in if their demands were not com¬ 
plied with; some the ruftians did force a back-door, 
but were stopped by an inner-door. Mr. Hino and his 
son, who are (jliakers, consulted ; and, to escape a Vorsc 
fate, capitulated, giving a' gold watch and chain and 
some money to the robbers^ vvho then decamped, de¬ 
claring that thoJuvBy had got off a great deal too well.

A Serious Affray took *]pace between the men of the 
91st Ecgiment and the police at J.ivcrpool, on the night 
of the 30th ult, which filled the town with great alarm.

instant. Groom seems to have lain in wait for Hai^th, 
remaining in a clay-pit till he came by in his donkey- 
cart ; it is supposed that he liad enticed HaydSn Into 
the pit on some pretence, and Bicn shot him deo^ witii 
a pistol loaded with ball. The donkey was* found " 
wtiqdcriiig about with the cart; search was made, and > 
the Corpse of the foreman found i^ the pit lying in 
a pool o^bluod. Ilaydgu hod been to obtain money to 
pay tho workmen-'*'15f.^*\hat money and his watch had' 
been taken. As Groom was seen in tlie pit by a gentfc- 
snan a short time before the murder, suspicion instantly 
fell on him. Ho was quickly arrested at his homo, and 
the plundered mo^ey and watch were fonnd upon him. 

A pistol recently discliarged was discovered in Uic house. 
'J'hc murdered man was in his thirty-second year, and 
has left a wife and cjiild; the assassin is forty-nine, and. 
married. • * *■ . 

A riot, in which A Man was Killed, took place in 
Sliye Lane, dm iiig the night of Saturday, tlie 5th inatgnt. 
The Irish, who live in Fliimtrec Court, quarrelled and 
fought; and tho row became so gi-eat, that a large body 
of i>olicc were marched sto the spot. The Irish were , ‘ 
greatly exasperated at this, and resisted tho pqlice. The 
latter used their staves; and during the md4e, Jolm 
Hogan was killed by blows of a poliocman’^ staff on his 
head. At the inquest, witnesses declared that the 
deceased wait not offending when Gie constable beat 
hin^; and he died yerf shortly alter. The jury found 
it impossible* to fi.x upon the constable why had been 
the assailant. They rotnrncd a verdict tantamount to 
“ Manslaughter against 'll policeman unknown.” The 
jury then handed the following mcrntprial to the coroner, 
with a request that it might he forwarded to the proper 
authorities:—“ And this jury are of opinion, that the 
m ighhourhooil in which tho deceased died is in a most 
disgraceful state. In the house in which tho deceased 
lies, the drainage, or some other cause, made effiuvia so 
great, that the jury were compelled to leave the place 
as quickly as possible; and shnuld an epidemic again 
visit the City, from the dreadful state of Uiesc courto 
they think they would he a nursery for postilence ana 
disease. They also simgest the propriety of an additional 
light ill these courts, more especially at the Holbom 
end.” 

A case of TtevoUiny Cruelty has come to light at 
Salfe'd. The police heard that Esther SwinnertoOra 
girl of seventeen, was badly treated by 1^ step-mother. 
The ofiiecrs went to the house, and founlTner in a dsnip 
cellar, in a idiocking condition. She was tgjm* to the 
workhouse, and died a few days after. At the inquest- 
the sur^mkof the workhue^ stated thatjthe deceased 
w'as a gi^ipie from rurvatjf^ of the spine; she was in on 
advanced stage of consumption, hut death had been 
hastened by diarrlia-a and inflammation, the result of 
neglect, want of uourishmon't, and confnement in a 
damp cellar. Several wiftiesses described the treatment 
of the girl by her father and step-mother. The man M ' 
a collier, and the woman kept a smaU-ware shop; tUrf* 
husband, though ho did not sufficiently “protect _his 
daughter, does not appear to ha^ ill-treated her him¬ 
self; in fact, his wife was “juaste^” ho once talked of 
destroying himself, from domestic uAliappiness. 'With 
rtgard to the step-mother, the disclosures showed most 
atrocious conduct towards the “ cripple." The ooronar 
pointed out, that if the stepmother wilfully accelerated 
the girl’s death, she was guilty of murder: Twelve oat 
of the thirteen djarymen found a verdict of "Wilfal 
murder against Elizabeth Swinnerton.”

ehureUes more fully iii Hurope, and with that viStfSlVo 
iinderlook n journey to Rome with hi.s wife. The' result 
was that he, too, was received into the Romafti Catholic 
Clmrili. 'rhe converts soon afterwards re,tntncd to the 
United States, and settled in the state of Lousinna, 
where, in 1810, they formed the design nf living ajmrt, 
with a view to Mr. Connelly’s obtaining ortlofs in the 
(’liurch of Romer After another Journey to Rome, 
underlakrti hy tlie husband alone, and another return 
to Louisiana, in 1811! they both proceeded to fulfil these 
intentions, end again icached 'lluropc in the month of 
J>eccmhcr otthat year.

In 'Prance the ttevisinn of the Constitution continues 
the paremourfi, subject of inten-st. Tin- Report of the 
Committee on that question was read to the Asssmlily 
on the 8th, by its autlior, M do Toeipiciille; a long 
and masterly document, whicb, after examining the 
existing defects of the coustitution, concluded by reeom- 
mondisg its “ revision iu totality.’ At the same lime, 
the sub^committec appoiiilod to authenticate the ]ieti 
tions on lUc_ subject, made their report, from svhicli it 
appeared tliat the petitions presented up to the 1st of 
July had been signeil by perssiis, thus classi. 

tied; for the revision, f41,01*1: for the revisic^ and 
prolongation of rowers, 370,511 ; for ti e prolongation 
of powers, 12,103. , 

The debate in the asscmoly began on the Idlli, and 
closed on the 1.9th. The sjicakers were tlie b-ading 
members of all the larious jiarties; Jlupin, I'alloux, 
Cavaignac, Berrycr, Victor Hugo, IJaroclic, Dufaiirc, 
and Odilon Barrot; and the most extreme opinions wen- 
ad vanced, from legitimate monarchy to red repub¬ 
licanism. The result of the dis isiou was, that out of 721 
members, 440 voted for revision, a-id 278 agaiiist it. 
This majority, being ehort of the requisite tlirce-fonrths 
of the whole votes,’ the motion for the revision of the, 
constitution was losi. 

This division, adverse to tlio views of the govern¬ 
ment, was followed on the 2l''-.t by another, directly 
hostile to ministers. M. dc Meluii pn-scnli-d a report 
on the petitions for revision, coinjilaining that uuilue 
offlcial influence hud been used iii getting them up; 
and a jm m of censure was immediately moved, anil 
chrriodTyafiS to 320. On this the ministers resigned, 
Imt^Ml’resident refused to accept their resignations.

The only point of polfticid’ interest is the progrcW«^>| the 
scheme for annexing^thn non-German' proviuct; of 
Austria to the Gcnniinie Feih-ration. Liigland ‘trad

' the muttpr directly, and resolved nnaiiimoiisly on tlie 
17th, that no foreign intcrfereiiee sliguhl be allowed iu 
apurelg Ocrmanjiucstion. ^ 

An imperial orcTnanec^ujpon the press has been pub¬ 
lished ia Vienila. By the first section, power of sus¬ 
pension is given to the Stadtholder to suspend, foi* two 
s months, any pcriodic.al publication which, after two 
warnings, shall “ take a hostile dircetion to the tlirone, 
the vuSg and integrity of the empire, religion, morality, 
or the maintenance of the public pe®ce.’' “ Suspension 
for a longer period, or total pruliihition, can only be 
decraidby the council of mipistors.” But with respect 
to mWgn works “ of all fcirds,^ they can be “ pro- 
hibinE^' the whole extent or the empire by the 
* minis^Njl^ 'thc Home Department.” 


The mail whieli left T.inhnn on the 19tri instant brings 
now.s of military disturbances at various points. Jt is 
said that conlidcnee in the stability of the government 
IS at an cud. The Miguelites had assembled as n party 
in what may bo called a public 'meeting, to deliberate 
upon tbe course they sboukl pursue in the coming 
elections. —- - - ■ 

The latest aeeounts from Zta/i/ state that thn I’opc is 
iu retirement at tlastel Gandolfo, guarded by French 
dragoon-!. Ferdinand of Naples has visited his Holiness 
.at the (’ustlo, and General (femoan was also in attend- 
.anee. H was supposed lli.at French nft'airs, and the 
probabilities of democratic rcpnblic.an siiceoS in the 
coming revision troubles, were the themes of discussion. 

A letter from Naples of the 3rd inst. mentions that 
forty-six persons have now been arrested on account of 
tbe part tliey took in the alfair of the 15th of May, 
IStS. Among these persons are Archdeacon t'agnoz/i, 
aged niiiel.v-sevcn; *tne cx-Ministcr Pietro Leopardi, 
who was a! I'oirm on that day ; Vicen.xo Tavax/i, .aged 
eighty-six; and Oiusep yi S ohdati, aged eighty-three. 

The accounts from .A’eie York are to the IB inst. The 
political intelligence is unimportant. Considerable 
interest hiid been excited in New York by a requisition 
from Sir 11. Bulwer, the British minister to the United 
government,' for the extradition of a deserter, named 
■Welsh, fiom the British army in N'lW Brunswick. The 
aeensed was charged with stealing sundry uiaiis and 
equqiments, in order to make his Wence iudictahlo 
under the conditions of the treaty.

The Canary Islands arc undergoing a dreadful visi- 
(ulion of the cholera. JI made its appearance in Grand 
(’tinary at the end of May, and rapidly gained ground 
through the early part of June; the deaths on the 10th, 
11th, and l'2th, reaching to upwards of 100 daily. On the 
8th the principal iiihahitants began to escape; on the 
'9th the panic was general; and by the 10th the British 
1 ice-Consul estimatci that there were not more than 4000 
left out of a population of 16,000. The dead lay about , 
unliuricd. The living who Wl any strength left were 
hunted by the soldiers to help in burying the dead. 
This continued until the lOtn, when tlic severity of 
the disease abated; it became gradually less up to the 
£3rd and 24tli, nt which point the accounts cease. It 
Is estimated that about 1000 died out of the 4000 who 
remained in thq town. The cholera is supposed to 
have originated in some bedding landed finm a idiip 
which arrived from Havaniuih. The people were

I'he present tohime comprises sofnething 
more than tw^o eentunes, Irom the o]iening of the 
1 thirteenlli to the middle of the fil'ti'eii'h, heginlling w itli 
I the conquest by the Crusaders, and ending with that hy 
i the Turks, tracing the decline down Jhroiigh the empire 
■ of Trohizoud, and working out with great care the much 
disputed question of raees. Mr. Fiiilat adeaides .agiimst 
the claim of the; modem Grei< to rank as of pure 
Hellenic blood. An English trouslalion of the first 
volume of Tiamartinc’s Ilaturi/ of tho Iti-sf oral ion ond 
Monarchy in Franco has appeared simultaneously ■with 
the original. It carries the suhjoet down to the abdica¬ 
tion at Fontainebleau, and closes with an cl.ahorate 
disquisition on the manners and character of 'Na])oleon. 
The former it ranks )(lgher, the latter perhaps lower, 
tlian any previons^liistoiian. The hook will eliietiy 
excite attention, indeed, by ^he severity of moral 
analysis, wliich it .applies to the deeds and aims of the 
gi'cat soldier and emperor.

'It is a series of tJie 
battles of which, m the author’s judgment, any other 
result than that which attovded tliein whuld have 
altered tlie whole course’of subsequent liistory, plainly 
and forcibly descrilied, and with such explanalions and 
dates interjiosod as may serve to bring within one eonnented 
view tile suecessiou and iutcr-depeiidenec of events 
between Marathon and Waterloo. Tlie onlyoUier book 
of history which remains to lie mentioned, '/'Ae English 
in America, by the author of ,Sd»i Slich, belongs rather 
to the opposite extreme of outrageous fiction. The 
author’s prejudices are too violent avowed to permit 
him to do any kind of justice to one of the noblest inci¬ 
dents in modem history—the settlement and colonisa- 
ti™ of America by the pilgrim father^ of England, 
Books of a more miscellaneous kind have been nume¬ 
rous, but not very important. Hr. Latham has pub- 
listied a small volume am tlie Ethnology of British 
Colonies ami Dependencies, and Mr. Prinsep has given 
us a still smaller book on the social and political condi¬ 
tion of T^et, Tctrlary, and Mongolia, and on the 
character*of the Bood'h religion*as existing there, in 
_ which he pointa out many striking resemblances to the | 


(’lirivtiim system. To the iijgrnions author of Utm to 
iiiiile lloine X'lihentl/ii/, vn' owe a not less clever ami 
iristrnetivc Defence of Ignorance; and a heneMcnt 
lady lias collected in a volume all the accessible evi¬ 
dence on Jlefonitalorg Schools for l/io Children of the 
I'eiishing and Diingirous Clitases and for Jiirenilc 
Offenders, of wlliili the plijeel is to demonstrate the 
iueftica,»v^ of the existing institutions, and to rueuiumcnd 
the cit.'ihlislimoiH of a nutioual system of special re- 
liirmatory .schools. Dr Jlu^liiiaii has undertaken to 
rebuke sfone Tecciit religious heresies, in a small book 
entitled Miss Martmean and her Master; Mr. Scully, 
a distinguished Irish liiwver and landowner, has contri¬ 
buted sonic new and viduahlc lights to the illustration 
of the niiich vexed Irish Emid Question ; Mr. Drum¬ 
mond WolH'has inode an agreeable volume out of a few 
lightly-written lint well-ohscrved sketches of Spanish 
hie in Madrid and its'suburbs, to^which he gives the 
title of AJadri/enia ; and Archbishop Whntcly has ro- 
editod the valuable little Selection of English Sunonyms, 
winch was published some yetirs agoilith his authority. 
To this list may he added, a new volume of .Votes and 
Queries, and*the first completed volume of Mr. 
Majliew’s Eirndun Enhonr and the London Poor, 
wliirh is dedicated to Mr. Jerrold.

The object of these letters is to describe 
(ho horrih*.siB(l disgusting administration of the pro 
sent goyj^ment of Naples. Mr. Gladstone relates 
what » s'w;^and the narration would hardly be 
credit from a*person of les#tflMtngnishrd character 
imd known veracity. The IJing of Naples has more 
thaiiftliirtr thousand of the people confined in* loath¬ 
some’ prisons on poUl-icnl Sliarges, and, among them, 
subjected to cruelty and ignominy from which the 
imaginatiou recoils,«an absolute i^jority of ^e Depu- 
< ts who swore to the Constitution same time 

with himself, and whose only eitme is tl}p having kept 
that riatli which he has since so dhliboriitely violated. 
All law is suspended, witli all personal liberty; and 
the most revolting doctrines are taught hy the public 
authorities, under direct sanction of the state, releasing 
all the moral sanctions, justifying perjury, and calling in 
the aid of religion far disseminatiun of doctrines the 
most wicked and abominable. I’hcso letters cannot 
Jail to prgflhce a deep imprrasion, and they may pos¬ 
sibly contribute to rct|ilts ■which the writer has not 
uhosen to contemplate.

• ofhonpur, lie was popular with liis soldiers, and hkd 
not the murderer been instantly arrcst(‘d, serious conse¬ 
quences might have ensued. Aif attempt has been 
made by the Bengal niilitory authorities to put a stop 
to the e.xtravagance of our officers. Uetunis of expenses 

' hare been dcmaiidsd, with q vicz^tu <lra«'ing up a code 
of iness-regu^tious for the Bengal army. The state 
allowance to the temple of Juggernaut has been sus¬ 
pended'. An anti-missionary niovemeiit has heghn in 
Calcutta; and a great meeting of orthodox Hindoos hjpi 
been held for the purpose pf lessening the severity of 
the mnianee (wandering forty-eight ye.-irs as au aseetie) 
whicH' loss of c.aste entails by way of expiation. This 
has been done in favour of converts to Christiaintv wlio 
desire to return to the faith of their fatliers. 'I’ne de¬ 
rangement in the affairs of the Ni/am has eotne to a 
crisis. It is stated that orders/rom the Court of Direc¬ 
tors to Uic Governor-General have been reeeived*liy the 
Bcsidentnit Hyderaba*! in the Deeeuii, th fake and keep 
possession of certain parts ofp.he JS'izatn’s dohiinions un¬ 
less he repuysat once the monies due to the Government 
of India, amouiiHug to upwai ds of eighty hies of rupees, 
with interest at six per cent. The districts of country 
about to be absorbed are, it is said, nil those oil eho 
otliiir side of tlie ICishna river, Bachore, and Neildroog, 
besides Bernr. The first will be under the superin¬ 
tendence of Captain Bnllockii and the last under Mr.

A terrible accident occurred at Guoindpuorc, on the

According to the aeeouuts from IJong Kom/, the reh}>l- 
lion in the southern proviiiees of China lias assumed a 
m|l|mhude aad complexion vei y alarming to the govern- 
ingjtt. It appears that 5000 picked vidqraus have been 
hastily despatched from Canton towards the scat of 
revolt; that new commanders of the greatfst eiuiuciicc 
have been-jent against the rebels; and that the Emperor 
is pouring into tlic i^te treasury immense contriliutluus 
froin his private wealth ||0 hasten forward the great 
military measures noV ia (^eciitiou for the suppression 
of the rel^uls. The lloiig l^'ong papers describe the loss 
,, ,of Her Majesty’s screw-steamer Reynard, Captain 
. CracroR. The iloynard left>'Aoug-kong for England on 
the 28th of May, with orders to go in the first iiista?>"c 
to the Prato Shoals, about ii hundrcU and sixty milA 
from Rhng Kong, and assist her Majesty’s brig Pilot iw 
roMuing a part vf the erffw of the wrecked merchant- 
brig Veloejfkide. The Prato Shoals have been survived, 

, but no .Utmurate knowledge has been olitained of the 
streng^' and irregularity of the eurrents prevailing 
there.'' During the night of tlie liOth of Slay, while the 
gre^st vigilance was exercised, and when, according to 
all #eir different means of rcckonii^, it was supposed 
tl^ they were at least thirty miles from the point of 
dinger, the Reynard struck pn th&shoals. ’i'ho sea was 
sn’ooth, the water deep, and nothmg gave the slightest 
indication of the proxunltr of dangef.

perfect wreck. CatAam, (Officers, and crew, saVed 
tiothingj,'They passed one night on a raft, and the 
following day reached thh ishind; and, with the cvew of 
the Veloeipcde, 'alPgot safely on board the Pilot, which 
vessel also barely escaped being carried on to the shoals. 
The Hong Kong papers also contain the story of three 
sailoffi, Bcirics, .Blakcj and Hill, who hod just arrived 
pt Shanghai, from the island of Pormosa. The American 
apium-eii|ipcr Antelope, on her passage to Shanghai,' 
was on' the Ist of May lying nearly becalmed oft the 
south point of Formosa, when a boat was observed 
nwing towards her from the shore with three men in its 
Thu captain, knowing the cAft and ferocity of the 
natives, fired a caanon-ball over their heads: hut they 
still came on; and when they%ad approached within 
Iiuil, they were heard to speak in the English language. 
They were quickly got ou board, and found to be 
the survivors of the Larpeut of Liverpool, which had 
left her port fur iShanghai on the 18th of Miiy, ISoO, 
with a crew of thirty-one men,^ commanded by Mr. 
Gil.son. Mr. Bland, a pasNenger, liud acted as third 
mate. Tlie rescued Englishmen gave a striking narra¬ 
tive of their shipwreck and siihseiiueut adventures. 
I'lie Larpeut, they stated, sailed from Liverpool for 
iSliangliiii on the 18lh of May, IS-W, with thirty-one 
souls on hoard. On the,night of September 12, she 
stride on a rock ; and at two on the following morning 
iHjjjCs necessary to abandon her. Captain Gijson, his 
iiiutr, and six men, got into the starboard quarter boat; 
while, tlfr rest of the crew — twenty-three in all, 
including the narrators—took to the launch. They 
found thcfiiselves at daybreak close to shore, near a 
■place railed* Mat-fuer, in the island of Formosa. Hero 
they landed, in order to obtain water and caulk the 
launch ; hut the natives, coming down in great numbers, 
plundered them iff every, movable, .so that they were 
rompollrd again to mtt te sea. 'rhe two boats then 
separated.! Captain Gilson’s party gave out that they 
should attempt to Tciieh Hong Kong (a distance of more 
than foifr hniidrcd miles), and they were soon lost sight 
of by the heavier-laden launch, which was once more 
lorced, owing to its ronstoiit leakage, to be hauled 
ashore. 7'lie crew, of course, took care to land this 
time at another point; but no soonsr were they out of 
the heat than they found thcmselTe£te the midst of a 
murderous fire of mate'ilocks. 'nie butchery was 
frightful. Mr. Bland, a passenger, was the first to fall; 
and eighteen others shuM his fate. Ilill and Blake 
saved themselves by swimming under shelter of a coral 
rock; Berries, and a*man nank-d Harrison found cover 
under another; and from meso hiding places the 
wretched men saw their comrades massacred and 
mangled one after another, all (their heads being sub¬ 
sequently hacked off and piled together on the beach. 
’J'he natives at lust disappeared. Poor Harrison then 
swam for a junk which wa-s seen nearing the spot where 
they were concealed; but ho had scarcely reached it 
before he was shot anif beheaded. Blolte and Hill 
escaped by night to the mcKintains, fearful of showing 
^themselves: but after five days spent in the agonies of 
'hunger, Blake—wh«, as be subsequently declared, 
oegan be conscious of the insane yearnings of 
cannibalism towa^s his companion—resolved on dis¬ 
covering liimself to some villagers who were working 
in a field. Fortunately, the lives of himself and 1^ 
comrade were spared; out they were token into servi¬ 
tude. Berries subsequently joined them. They were 
sold, at the end of five monus, to a new master, and 
they finally made their escape to the Antelope, after a 
captivity of seven, months and sixteen days. 'What 
ffiecamo of Captain Gilsau and his party is unknown ; 
hut Blake and Hill heard, while in Formosa, that two 
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white daveB b^ideB thenuelvet werp in the island; and 
this, coupled with the report that the missing poKy 
landed near South Cape ft>r ws,i»r, has led to the con¬ 
jecture that tvo at least of their number may yet 
Burvire. 

The West India mail has brought accounts from 
Jamaica to the 29th ult. Thp House of Assembly had 
been further prorogfued. _Th'e cholera was sjiil making 
most destructive ravages in* tSe interior parishes of the 
island, and in many or those disjtrjcts where all t/accs of 
it were supposed to have dimppeared, it hod again made 
its appearance, spreading tei^or imd dismaY in all 
directions. Throughout the island tl)e wcauier was 
dry, and rain was experienced but seldom. Thc^nfluenzn 
and colds which had been so prevalent in Kingston and 
its environs had almost altogether disappeared, nijd on 
the whole the island was healthy, cxci'pting those dis¬ 
tricts in which cholera prevails. •

Imagine these Vords addrcseed to thj; top-boots luid leather smalls of the Koyal Bucks Agricultural Assoda- 
tioi^ Why, what shduldfti bigottod old squire do, in the olianu-tcr of a man undcrstainb'ng the spirit of the age, 
butfortlrwith go drown himself, beeves, buckskins and all, if unprejKU'ed to cut the q^mnectiunswith Mr. Disraeli 
and the Il,B.A.A. 1 What possible comfort can he derive from being told that ho Inul better go for d 
re-adjustment of taxation generally, rather than for a new ^ oii corn, bociuiso there is a mighty. ditSsgjiQnco 
botwoon upholding a system that exists and bringing back a system wldch has been al>rogated ? 
only room for one idun. in his head, and why should Mr. Disraeli overwhelm him with two. 'The old squire, 
accordingly, in the shape (for the nonce) of a Mr. I’aul Foskett, “ punches" tho*hoad of Mr. jpisrayli as the 
l>ost answer ho can jfiako to his proposal. Wo want no more ))arliamcritary hide and seek, T^ul bawkaont. 
No more time-sqrving ambiguity for us, no more parliamcnhuy chicanery, no more political cowonlice • 
Wo go for the rom thing and no mistake. “ AVc .arc dcteiinined to regain for every British interest full and 
offcotual protection frem foreign competition.” And so bcgiimuth Diat ]>i'vseculion of Benjamin by Paul, 
for tlic end of which sensibfo men will wait quictly,^nd with nnriimed toinpei- and patience. They hSvo 
only to (omomber, with I’aul, that “ u suffering and" oiiprosscd* people have in the eleventh hour learnt a 
lesson by which they ciui profit,”—and tf> console themselves, with ileiijarnin, that “ the system generally 
known by the name of the protective system aaii never be brought hack unless it 'hi the interest of all classes, 
and imlesa the nation speaks out upon the nucHtion in :ui unmistakable manner.” , 

Much more exciting than any such pjotcctioiiist pasaago of arms, though it may yet bo open to doubt 
whether it is.likely lobe as prolitablo to us all, hift bj^ the auuoiuiccd descent of the god of wealth 
proprillporsond, at Batliurst in Australia, some hundred and lil'tv miles from Sydney, attended by a rush as 
eager to offer him homage, from all jjarts^f the colony, as greeted his firat a)>pe!U'anco in California now some 
three years liack. Lot us hofie. that the cxiierieiKC of these three years, on pofiulatious not our own, may 
help us to moke a somewhat more protital)l\usc of what has hero befallen us.

Mr. Qludstone lias reason to con^itulato himself upon the effect of his gallant and bravo vindication of 
humanity against Uio atrocities of lOng Bomba and tho government of Naples. TJio arrow which ho shot 
stands rankling in tho hearif of tho foul creature aimed at, and from side (ii side its yells of pain are audible. 

In the midst of a terrible earthquake, which has spread desolation throughout the Neapolitan kingdom, as 
though nature herself took part against such widkednoss and were pre^iesyisg doom against tho laud 
pollute^ by it, tho respoctablo literoi^ spokesmen of King Ferdiuuiwl’s jirisons and scaftblds have had tiino 
to prepiu*e an official answer "to tho letters of the English statesman. Tlio^utiful “private*' defence nut , 
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forth bj their ;i)olico agent iu England having provoked but a ahout of loathing ogoinat its hapless author, a 
pubUf: manifesto becidne necessary; and here it is, hj^ootitioal, crawling, cowardly, and false, as behts the 
source from wludi it edines. It affects to treat Mr. Gladstone with rcsq[>oct, tnd to lament that he should 
•have thken for truth the mere invention of republican conspirators. It denies the correctness of the 
alleged number of untried political prisoners now wasting out their lives in imwholeaoine dungeons, but 
does not daro to deny the dsiontion of u certain number of such prisouom without cuam^otioa or oharge, 
and in defiance of every provision of the ciisciug laws. It sssei’ts that tlio jhdggs who try these prisoners, 
when any trial ii voncjisafed them, aronot servilely dependent upoQ^tho pleasure ofthe king, and that if they do 
• not condemn U>ey do not therefore lose their li vclihood ; but it^has not the effroivtety to assert that such men 
have nol lost weir Hvelihoo<l when they consented to acquittals, though it afFc^toto account for such removals 
as tho result of “ neglect of duty.” It|(loeH not at^ompt to deny that l*resideiit*Novarro, on attempt on 
whose Ufo formed part of one of tho criminal charge#, sat os judge to try that vary charge; iisilontly admits 
that tbe.samc Novap’o compelled a particular judge to dccla^ for jl wmviction under direct thi’cats of 
intimidation and ivmoval; and the same pos|t which brings tho pamphlet to England, brings iJso intelligence 
that tho sou o'f this Novari'o has just ubtaiuq'l one of tlic most valuable appointments in the gift of the 
orown^as its‘tftitimony of api'p/’ejation forihis fiithcr'ji seivitcs. It deiiies tlfo filth of tho dmigoons, on the 
faith of the wrotchew sot ov^r thorn; and it declares llio untruth of Mr. Gladstone’s assertion, about the 
jinysiciauB finding tho lower regions of these dungeons too foul and loathsome for it to be expected that 
profrasioncl men should consent to own liroiwl by entering them, on no better authority than that it would 
' “ insult the distinguished oharaotor of the physicians of Najdes ” to believe Mr. Gladstone! The double 
.'rone it does not deny; the chainin^cducated men one to another in horrible cells, and kpeping them so chained, 
not only sleeping and waking, but in all tho necessities to which bodily jifc is exposed ; it leavdsshamelessly 
witliout contradiction. But it argues that mou cast for death, whose lives have been sjiirocf by the clemency of 
a king< cannot complain of ipiy amontit of “ tlic sovoro rigour of the law” short of formal execution; and, for, . 
stipjiortof tins flunky •I'easonmg by a pai-allol case wliicli eveiy Englishman may be able to estimate at it#*'' 
wort^jt hostile incredible folly to assert that no more additional punishment was iullirted on these con\-iot8 
thaffme British government itself thought proptV to diivct against Mr. Smith O'Bricu and his eompanions ! 
Finally,it is not denied tliat thovo exists, ami has lieen eireulatod thronglioiit the govermnent establishments 
and places of education, .t catechism teaching falsoliood upon pystem, and giving the simct.ion of inornl laws 
to d^iborato po'rjui’y; it is not douiod that tliis catccliisin was written by the person placed at the head of 
Public instruction iu the kiugdoio ; but it is asserted that for its recent revival and, circulation the 
govemmenji, oamiot ho licld responsible, that being wholly a “private speculation ! ” Sueli is the charactor of 
this official defence of tho felon goverumort of ICurojic. It does not touch, in any one paasugo, tliu real question 
putiii issue by Mi'. Glailstmie es toaiiopfh subversion of law in tbo political trials o'f Najdes, and an outrageous 
1 violation of doconcy and hunuunty in the pufiislnneuft mirightoously awarded. Tlic one case which was 
takcu by tbo English statesimiii as but the tyi'c of comities-, others, is left jireeisoly ■where it was placed by 
Mr. Glailstone. Eveu the j.mrnal which fitts been most dispoiscd to regard Poerlo's ease uufavonrably, Inw 
at once admitted that the charges against the Neapolitan govorppient, iu eouuoetioii with that fitatesmon, 
remain untoiiolicd by tho jircsont pampblot—Ihoso charges buiiig lliat this high niinded gentleman, who 
hivd not Ipug before served the crown iu one of tlmmo.^^ important olficosof state, was ari-ested.aud confined 
in filthy iirisons for seven or eight months witHout information of the ‘charge against him or of those 
who made it; that he was .first indie.ted on evidoneo so olciirly fo^oil that tho perjuror sbiod convicted 
even in the eyes of tho G’mrt; that he was then accused on teatimony*"BO full of manifest con¬ 
tradictious ami aliaurdities ns absolutely, to niiu the ease fori the pros^utiim in aiy impartial minds; 
that he was not allowed the most .slinplu mc.aus of usUblishiiiapjlie false swearing of the w'Ltiiesses against 
» him ; that tho divoctor ofthupnlioo liimselfhad boon seen in the p.'isonsolieitiiigtl>o testimony of tho prisoners, 
and, as wc liavc just remarked, that the Pi esident of the Court was onr; of the very person.* against whom the 
accU8C(k^vas said to have consj^irod Sudi is the defoiico <if King lioinha, now put forth by Imnsolf. It is, 
perhaps, a waste of time to have noticed it even thus; but should aiiyre.adcr fall into the traji of thinking 
that any more detailed attention .sliould lie paid torts afteeted partieiilanty of statement in legordto sundry 
minor incidents conneetod with the jinncipal and damning Miai'ges, let him rerail and ci>D<Sf\r the romark- 
aUewgid proguiuil words eiuplojod by Mr. Uladstniie in his first p:iiu]ihlct. “ I will not discuss the Okwecti’ess 
of^y statements witli those who aioiic! arc likely to impugn them, becaasr IcmiriHt doit on,ei/tialterm>. First, 
inasmuch as in Naples serri ni in the almnnl 'Hhdvemd rule of Ihcproceediuyn of ejovernment, and the perfect ternitude

represent most nearly the wishes and o]iinion8 of Borne, it is manifest that tliesc colleges are mcceedin^. At 
Belfast there aro ntsirly two hundred maineulatcd students, at Cork move than a hundred and fifty, and, 
making allowance for lo6al cireumstauees, even^ the College at GaK’ay shows a o ear and decided' progress, 
I In the case of tho latter institntiim wo should add that the Itomau Catholic dean of I’esidcmce, who had 
P; testified during liis first year’s cxnericnec of the college fo its happy effects on the faith and morals of the 
■ students, Was witlidrawu by the usffiqied authority of his bisliop (tixorted to prostrato tho lawfhl authority of the 
legislature dnd tho crown) before he ciJfild bear witness to similar results m,the second year; an^yet the 
, Homan Catholic students did i ot withdraw ivith him. They remained, and compensated liy their exoellont 
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condttot for hia compalled absence. Nar in the other colleges, vfhere rdkious diffifflilties were (^ little 
wuitiug to obsiaruot st^pcess, jiro the rejwrts of moral and S|>intual progress less sanafootory, 
the h^esbyterion, the Proteltftnt, or the Kumon Qttholic. Itwas oouacipiQtttly felt tuftoon os they appeared, that

Its object is to arrest the tide of oinigralion, which throatoiis nmiicekcd to ilcsolato the land, by creating a 
peasant proprietary; and this is piiiposcd to bo accomplished by ajpjilying the principle aud uiacliiuoi'y of 
the English hVoehold l^aiid fiociclic.s, tirigiriateil by Mr. Tayipr of llirmiugham, to the fiuiiUtios of 
pwrcliUBiiig Imid created uudur tlie Kiiciniibei'*!il hlsjates Ac|j. All' tlio details .l]i|)car to have bi'oii tlioroughly 
oonsidcind, as well with vofevcnco to tho suiriuioncy of fanns of Iho size jiroposcd. and llio existence of 
suiHciciit capital among the classes apphalyd to, as to the cliauup.s of ii'gulari^ in llio ]>aying up of iustal- 
meuts. As to tlie hrst jioiiit, wo must ncvcrllielcss cmifoss we see greater difli<-nlties than seem to bo 
altogether admitted by tlio antliors of till scliomo. Tlic si)cieUc.s ns worked in Kiiglaml have hitherto proved 
available, wc- believe, ehietly as biiildinjj soeietios. To place a man in possession of n f.U'iu wilbout ample 
means of applying it to oifce^iial a,gi icnltnr.il pin'jios,'-sis to siioil a good labourer for the jiurpose of 
making a bad farmer. A bit of laud wboUy arable may be very well tilled witli the spaije, but for other 
land other and moi’c exjjgiisive agencies arc required, and will hardly bo yci easy of attainmont as the 
scheme takes for gnantod lu^tber words it may bi- fouinl neoi'ssaiy at tiitit to begin on a larger scale in 
reference to tho size of tlic farm.

Bho service was principally 
pondueted liy three priests, in vestments of cloth of gold, 
who appe^^ to act as the chaiiloins to the bishop. The 
greatest fcvotion was paid to the “ sacred person ” of 
the bishop, whose hands were repeatedly kissed during 
the eeicniony by the officiating priests. On leaving the 
chapel many ,of the congregation, principally those of 
the poorer class, kneeled down and eagerly caught the 
garment of the “ prelate,” which they applied to their 
lijis.

NARRATIVE OF ACCIDENT AND 
DISASTER. 

Many Pailieay Acciticnts> have occurred during the 
month. The most disastrous occurred on the evening of 
Saturday tlie 6tii, at the. Bicester station of the Bucking¬ 
hamshire ^lailway. An excursion train left the Eustou 
station for Oxford. It consisted of fourteen carriages, 
and there iperc about two hundred passengers on tlieir 
way to Oxford. The train left London about five o’clock, 
and approached tlie Bicester station at a rapid rate_ at 
half-past seven. On ‘pa^shig the “ i>oints'’ the engine - 
became disconnected from the tender, went oft' the line 
from the righl^ kniKked down the farther gate-post by 
the side of the turnpikw-rond for Aylesbury, which cros.sos 
the line oi^he level, and approached close to the porch 
of the stKion-mostev's house, which in all probability 
would hfve been forced down but for one of the rails 
becoming twisted round tlic wheel of the engine, and 
the ponderous machine becoming embedded in the sand. 
The three carriages next to the engine went off the 
line to the left, knocked down the opposite gate-post to 
that rai'cd by the engine, and wont oaer mth a dreadful 
crash. One of the carriagSs went over oh its side into 
the turnpike road, anothof _ also went completely over, 
and the iron-work crushed it in, and from the third the 
bottom was torn oft’. ^Endcavgurs were forthwith used 
to assist the suffurers. Some had thrown themselves out 
of the carriages, others were unable to do so, and some - 
vrere dead. The work of extrication lasted till morning. 
Besides many who were seriously^jured, the following 
persons were killed :—Corporal Noon, of the 7th com¬ 
pany of the Royal Sappers and Miners. He is the son 
of a builder at Oxford, and had leave of absence from 
Kensington Barracks. M^. Sheldon and infant child, 
of Ashley place, Oxford. Elisabeth Easley, a young 
woman of about 18, from Ixmdou.—Carrier, a hd of 
Viout 14, son of the driver of the engine; and James 
Lqekett, u young man* who was on his way to Oxford. 
An inquest on the bodies of the dead commenced on the 
6th, at Bicester. BJic following ectracts from the evi¬ 
dence of passengers, will give an idea of the terrible 
nature of the accident. Mr William Bolton heard a 
cracking and crushing, andL“ rested himself to bear 
wW qiight come”—“ The whole bore down as with a 
clap of thunder.

Davis said, the Irish chsldreu were incited to annoy ihe 
teachers and children of the Jtagged Sehool ; and 
Manning had .ilmsed the srhoolmistress, and thrust tun 
dogs into the room.

The Orammar School at Tamtfitrlh svasifounded in 
1820 by the fatlier of the late Sir Kolicrt and 101) 
boys were educated in it entirely at his cost, each hoy 
receiving a suit of clotlies annually, and a shiding loaf 
of bread. At his death a sum of riOOOf. was hequeatlied 
to his son for the same purpose. Tlie osiginal school 
building ladug considered inadequate, the late Kir 
Kohert built a new one in 1887, and made some altera¬ 
tions in the c^ahligiuneiil. Jllc never rca.sed tw take n 
deep interest in this school, but his attention was 
specially devoted to it on •his reti rement from the 
government of the country. In 1800 ho resolved on re¬ 
building the school upui^ an improved plan, and on a 
more capacious site. The remodelling of this institutii'U 
formed one of the latest suffiects of liis solititude, and lie 
was in frequent corr««>oniience with his architect (Mr. 
Sydney Smirke) rcsplbting the detailed urriiiigemcnt.s 
of the interior at the period of his lamented death. 
The new building has been completed by the present 
baronet, and is now occupied. 

The Act to Amend the Church BuikUnq Arts has 
received the Koyal asaciii. It was passed to amend 
eighteen chureh-huilding acts, from Uie reign of George] 
111. to the inrescnt time. Among other things it is de»’ 
ciared, that where a permanent ittovision, 8ntjjfactory4o 
the Church-building Commissioners, is secured ui lieu 
of pew-rents, the oammissioners, vWth the consent, of 
tlio bishop, may direct the pew-rents to cease.

-*■ What romninB ftir allusioiw hci’n ban a jinrc uiiuiitigaled character of evil, witli not an element in it of 
conhtcrvailing goocL A large batch of dispatcliesfi-oui Sir Hm-ry Sniitli relates a series ofsucisisscsof the British 
army, ngaSSst . the Kaftr wivagcs of a kind so peculiar tiiat anotlicr micli batch would be tantamount 
to a total defeat. ,Slr Harry carries triumphantly every inamcuvre he prujects, .md then finds himself 
simply in the position of liaviiig a great many more nJaneeuvres to execute, cacli aa in^cnioud. os succose- 
full, and 118 profitless sis its imedeocssor.

The Kaffirs have (ieaiiy tho bust of it, and tlie prosjicet of any tcpminatiou to the struggle H 
more distant than ever. In India tlie affnfr of the Nizam of Hyderaiiad hius passed off very quietly, as we 
ventured to predict.

« and Bucli good security liai lioon giv»n,for )iartial liquidation of tlio rest, tliiit the actuid coufiscatmn of 
tho tnnitory is snspendod ; but what has tajicii jiliice in so niaii,v,otfior similar casus cannot, of course, bo 
avoided in this, and tlic Ih-itiAii guvciumeut lias oiiiv’ to u.iil its time. 


‘ The latest arrival from India brings news from Cal¬ 
cutta to the Tth Ilf August. An nrrungrmcut has liccfi 
made with the Nizam, according to which lie i.s to pay 
to the government 40 lacs of ruyees, the remainder in 
one year, and give security for tlie regular pjiymcnt of 
his rontingent. None »,f his provinces have been 
^upied. It would seem that there is still a chance of 
■ prcBorving the integrity- of his territories, and satisfying 
for a time, at least, the claims of the British govern¬ 
ment. Afnong other means to lyhicli the Nizam has 
been obliged to resort, is that of pledging the Ilydcrabad 
jewels, for which it is said negotiations arc still peiiiliiig^ 
. The private soldier of her Majesty’s 10th regiment who 
was tried by cgurt-martiul fur the murder of a ,Sikli 
colimcl, has been eondcmiied to death, hut recommended 
• to the mcrey of tlic eommaiider-in-chief, who, lioxvover, 
was deaf to the appeal, and Itusiiov has Iieeu left for 
execution. The ex-Uewan Moolruj left CulcAtta nt the 
end of last month fur ^luhubad, under a strong guard, 
commanded by a Huropeau officer; ho W'as very unwell, 
and in a state of extremb debjiity. * 

The accounts from Hoiif/kong speak of still nearer 
impending danger to die reigifiiig dynasty at i’ckin. It 
was reported that the iiisiirgeats had captured and 
s'aekod Kwei-lin,the. capital of Kwang-sci, and that they 
hod shown themselves iu the Tooiig-korn dishict, mid¬ 
way hct»-een Hongknug and Canton. A letter has been 
adarcssod liy the Superintemlent of Trade at Hongkong 
to the chairman of the Canton British Clmmber of Com- 


mcree, acquainting him, for die information of the mcl- 
contilu community, that the Chinese Imperial Com¬ 
missioner had refused the demand on die part of her 
Majesty's plenipotentiary there to abolish tho duties, 
chargeL and restoictions oif tea, but that he had con¬ 
sented to transmit her Majesty's plenipotentiary’s note 
on tho subject to the Imperial Cabinetot Pekin. A letter 
has also been received from her Meje,st 3 r» consul at Canton 
to the ChincM Superintendent of Customs, informing 
him that in all interfereneq; on the pact of the

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rdh.s\i1ate in the colleetym of duties will cease, and tiiat 
British merchants will therefore he allowed, like other 
foreigners, to aiyange their bu^iiu’ss xvith his lixcellcncy's 
officers through a liii.Qjuist. A similar notification will, 
no douiit, hc*made hjThe consuls at Shanghai and the 
other jiortsf 

The TV'est liiilia Mail brings dates to the cud of lost, 
and the hcgiiuiiug of this montli. On the 17th of 
August, a drfudtul hurricauu was felt in the West 
indies, from St. 'i'liomas along the xvhule line of islands 
to the nortliward of St. Lucia. The hurricane was felt 
severely lit St. K ids. All th^ small eflSt w^re destroyed. 
At Antigua several mills were upset, and others injured, 
but no lives were lost, and the shipping almost escaped. 
At Montserrat, Duininicu, and Martinique, several 
ves^els were wrecked, «v run nskore. 

’The crops in most of the Wiiriword Islands may be 
said to he liuikhcd, .and in gll havy been better than 
tliose of last year. The weather qp the whole has been 
i'uvoin able, for the hurricane has not done much damage 
to the crojis. Bttrbadoc.s and ’rrinidod escaped it 
altogether. 

In Trinidad the weather had been rainy, so much so 
ns to hnve retarded vegetation in oertaiu localities, but 
generally the young canes we» promising. The greater 
kart of the Trinidad coolies were in the city of Port of 
Bpiiin, claiming either ^cir passage back to the East 
Tnditrs, or q further bounty of 50 doUars, on condition 
of fulfilling five years of additional agricultural servi¬ 
tude in the colony. •The crop xvas dvor throughout the 
island, and the iimoimt of produce shipped to date was 
—sugar, 27,13'J hh’ds., ticreos, 7,638 banels, and 
.10,34‘2 puneheoiis; Acoa, 4,^12,392 Ihs.; coffee, 61,861 
lbs. lihe market was well supplied with all sorts of 
American provisions.

In Jamaioa, tlie|eholent wa* duappeaTing. In Sa- 
vannab-lo-Mar, wli«M there had been nearlv 400 deathe 
from cholera, therAwege stUl* a few isolated cases. 
Several oases of cliolVa had Drohon oat at Newcastle 
among the troops. I^ether any of them had proved 
fatal was not known. 

In BriHth Guiana, the Court of Policy ^d held 
several sittings, and the gd'ifernmcnt plan relative to the 
constitution had been brought forward. Slveral bills 
of much importance to the colony had bcon nasseri. The 
plan for a change of institutions ill the colony, os brought 
forward in the Court of Policy, was generally read with 
satisfaction. The French stcilhier of war, Le -Tartare, 
hod arrived in the Demoraru river, bfinging^a part of 
the crew of the shipwrecked bark Choice, 130 days from 
Seiingapatam, hound to Dcmerara, which vessel hod 
been abandoned by the crew in t|vo boats, one of which 
was picked up by the French steamer, having parted, 
company with the other one during the flight. It is 
supposed that the longboat, containing the eapthin and 
others of the crew, must have perished, as the bpat saved 
had been at sea 12 days.—^The wcatiicr in Demerora had 
boon showery, and mcainfluenza was very prevalent; 
the business of many estates being thrown back in cen- 
sequcnce, labourers mid«cmployers boiiig alike affected. 
Business had been very dull. ' 

A Frightful liruptum of the long dormant volcano of 
the Pcl^ mountaiu, in Martinique, took place during 
the night of August 6tli. Like tlio great and memorable 
eruption of the St. \ ineent Soufnere in 1812, the phe 
noinenon at Martinique is described ns having been 
accompanied with “a noise similar to the apprnarJi of 
thunder, still nearer and nearer, with a vibration that 
affected the feelings and hearing.” It appears, however, 
that, beyond a layer of grey sllnd, gritty particles of 
calcined earth, and favillu, Tound in the morning upon 
the streets, houses, and shipjung, as having been thrown' 
forth by the volcano in the night, the people of St. 
Piorre were, up to the date of the accounts, uhinfurmed 
of the effects of the phenomenon. ^ 

The accounts from British America state that ibq 
general election in the province of Nova Scotia for mora- 
Dcrs of parliament has resulted in a majority for the 


existing government. Th% Provincial Si'cretary, the 
Attomoy-Qeneral, and Financial^Bccretaty, leading 
members of the cabinet, have been re-elected. The first 
gentleman was returned for Cumberland county without 
opposition. Several counties have partially og totally 
changed sides in polities since the la.st election. The 
construction of the railway from Halifax to Portland, 
and through New Brunswick to Quebcc,*may be con¬ 
sidered as seeded. That question has been one of the 
prominent points in the election—the liberals b^ing in 
favour of, an(k the'*bonscrv«tives op]>oscd to it. The 
removal of the paraphernalia of tlic Canadian govern¬ 
ment from Toronto to Quebcc*IiaB been commenced. 

The intelligence from the Cape of Good Hope come 
down to the 1st of August. It nahlinuos to be very 
unsatisfactoij. For the fast six mouths Sir Hurry Smith 
has been waiting for ycinfoncements suflicfbnt to enable 
him to execute a g^t concerted movement on the 
mountain fastnesses of the Kafirs in the Amatola moun¬ 
tains, and tlius it was assumed to put a brilliant and 
victorious end to the war. Between the 2()th and 30th 
of June Sir Hnny Smith and General Somerset carried 
out this operation hy cdncertdd movements with great 
success, so far as the immAliate result was concerned. 
The execution of the mana.'uvrc was as follows: On 
the 24th of June, tho three greafedi visions of the arn^ 
converged towards the southern side of the Kafir ikst- 
nosses. In order to intercept any rqtreat of the enemy 
in a northern directlbn. Captain T^den’s detachment 
was brought down from WTiittlesea,. where they hud 
been omploved in protecting the .nortliem frontier 
against the Xamhookits. By the SOth, the three divi¬ 
sions succeeded in clambering through the Amatolhs, at 
the expense of six killed and fifteen wounded; b^t, when 
they had got to the plain, they found* the coast clear— 
the enea^ was flown. It turned out that, the moment 
Captain Tylden had descended from WhiUloseg on the 


Amatolas, the Tamhookies d^c^ded from l^ttlesea; 
whereupon Captain Tylden retreated, and so di^ the 
Kafirs. Even the anticipated boeitj was not fiir&oom- 
ing. Only 2,200 head of cattll and 60 horses were found 
by our troops in tho whole mountsali district; for the 
enemy had sent off the reiaaindcr of their herds some ' 
time proviously to a ^ce of acourity. On the other 
hand, tho Kafirs and tneir Hottentot alliea, dislodged 
from the Amatolas, spread themfolves to bands of 
marauders over the colony, and did an .amount of mis¬ 
chief, compared with which all that Had previously 
been suffered is trivial. A large tract of country in the 
interior of the colony has been devastated, tho bouses 
'burnt, agd the inlianitants expelled or slain; and, to 
revenge for the 2,200 head of cattle captured by Sir 
Harry Spilth to the Amatolas, no less than 20,0004 
Merino sheep, 3,000 ]^d of cattle, and jOO horses huTO 
jbecn swept away by uie barbarian iiivadef. In another 
>part of our Cape possessions, thCaOrango Uiver Sove-

a defeat in an attempt at armed mediation between the 
diEcr^ees of two. native ctiicfs. M^or Warden os- 
pousea the cause of Maroko, chief of the Barolongs, 
against Moltizani, chief of the Lighoya Basutos; and 
being joined by a Griqua force under Adam Kok, 
marched at the head of 200 European troops and levies, 
and 800 Barolongs,and /Iriquus, against MoHiaini. 
The latter is supposed to have l»ceu ,,supportod" By 
Moshesh, tho paramount chief of the BasqtoCj^.aiid the' 
eonsdliuence was, that Major Warden was totally otcr- 
whclmcd liy thousands, and fought his way hack to the *

His Europeans alone saved him. lie ivos assembl ing a 
fresh force to renew his operations; and n war iilPTO!”v 
interior with Moshesh and tho whole of hisigfcat tribe 
was likely to be added to our present war with tho 
Goika Katirs'on the coast.

IntclSgcncc fripn Aurklaml in Nem Zealand has 
been received to the 20lh of April. A disturbance, 
which at ifrst appeared atlorming, hod tukcu place 
among tho Maoris, in consoqueiiec of one of tho Maori 
police having strurk one of tho Ngflipoa tribe, in an 
attempt to rescue a prisoner of that tribe from custody, 
a ^rge body of the natives come in their canoes to 
demand vengeance. They were completely armed, and 
well-furnished with ammunition. They danced their 
war-dnnee on the bcacA. The governor, Sir George I 
Grey, had aeturned a few days before from the southern 
settlements. Orders were issuca to the troops, and to 
Captain Oliver, of her Miyesty’Sj ship Fly, to hold • 
tiicmselves in readiness for immediate action. Sir 
George Grey, attended by the principal military and 
civil officers n the govenment, proceeded to Mechanics’ 
Bay, where his Excellency, summoning the tribes, 
demanded of them the reason of their unlawful as¬ 
sembling under arms. They replied their quarrel was 
not with tho Europeans, but that a native policeman 
had grossly insulted a native chief, and that tilo 
offender must be delivered to his particular tribe, to bo 
dealt with i^^-cording to tho laws of his nation. To this 
demand, of course, only one reply could be made. Tho 
governor peremptorily commanded them to launch their 
canoes, and Ipavc the bay withii| two boum; at tho 
expiration of which time, iffony remained, the artillery 
and guns of the Fly should open fire upon them with¬ 
out further delay. The Mauris knew the futility of 
resistance, and obeyed the order without farther dis- • 
turbance. 

Advices have been received from Sidney to the 2nd of 
>.Tunc. The almost exclusive topic is the Disco^iry of 
Gold in the Batliurst district.'* It was found, it is said, 
that the country, from tlic Mountain llange to an tode- 
finite extent in the interior, is one immenso gold-field., 
The Sydney papers contain many letters on the subject. 

An extensive landowner to tho Bathurst district writes: 

—“ We arc all to the greatest excitement here, some 
from joy, some jrom despair, anticipating famine, 
disease, and death. I am glad to hoar the military are ■ 
coming up; we shat sadly wont them. Went to the 
diggin|^8, and in three hours got ono ounce of gold in 
one bnght lump. Carriage is so high I am afraid we

Even from the aouthem 
states of the American Union, though disgraced by domestic slaver*, tlie iiifarnons slav^ traffic is bomshed;

■ &c.,” it is ordered, “ That eVery foreigner arriving 
within'‘the‘ department of the Seine for the. purpose 
of residing there, or exercising any profession ^ir call¬ 
ing, shall bo bound to present himself, within tl|rcc 
days after his arrival, at ^hc Prefecture of police, to 
obtain •permission to remainand that “foreigners 
aUK present residing in Paris shall appear” within a 
delaybfi a week at the Prefecture of the imlice, there 
to regulnri-se their position ; but foreigners “ travelling 
for their pleasure or business without any intention 
to reside.” shall not he subject to these regulations, “ if 
provided with a passport from their govcnirilcnt, regu¬ 
larly vi»£.” in consequence of this edict, a great 
number of foreigners, whq bud re.sided In Paris for the 
last two or three years, have left precipitately. The 
government has transmitted very precise orders to the 
diflereut authorities in the departments for those fugi¬ 
tives to be placed under a special surveillance, it is 
stated that the older of tho Prefeet of police will He ex¬ 
tended in its ut>cration throughout all tlie departments 
of France * 

The Couiicils-Oencral have now all declared them¬ 
selves on the questfim of Uevision. Forty-eight have 
simply expressed a wish that the Constitution be re¬ 
vised, conformablj^ to Article 111 —which requires the 
impojsihility of a majority of four-fifths of the Assembly 
in favour ;of tho revision. ^Seventeen swished for the 
pure and simple revision. Six have demanded the 're¬ 
vision as promptly as jiossihlc. Three have refusefi to 
express any opimon. Six demanded tlip abolition of 
Article d.^T-moking the existing President ineligible. 
«Ono demanded that the Constitution he revised so os to 
strengthen republican institutions; and one demanded 
the same thing, that France might rcturq to traditional 
and heredita^ monarchy. In a numherj of instances 
the decision was.-^iat of a bare majority over a large 
minority; and in*many instances the mass of the council 
“ abstiuned from Ike question,” as biyond the legal 
competency of their body; but several of those which 
at first abstained from cxfiressing an opinion, have since 
passed resolutions in favour W revision. 

The •ceremony of Laying Ihr Foundation Slone of the 
oentral market-places of Paris took place on the 15th. 
An«onormous crowd thronged all the streets in ttc 
neighbourhood of St. Unstachc; and all windows, bnl*' 
conies, and roofs looking on tlic site of the prqjectcd* 
buildings swarmed with spectators. The instant the 
helmets of the escort of corahincers were descried a 
murmur arose, which soon swelled into cries of various 

? olitic8l import, some giving uproarious vivats for tho 
kesidont, wid others equally vigwous shouts in favour 
of the republic. On the whole, hnvrevcr, Louis Napoleon 
had reason to be satisfled with his reception.

As^he passed Wore 
the ga^ of the Carruussd be was assailed with stimning 
cries of “Vivo la Ildpubliqac!** froin a lai^ crowtf, 
who had assembled there apparently for that purpose. 
Two of these rcpuj^licons wore arrested on the spot, 
and conducted to the prefecture of police. A body of 
tho “Dantes dc la Halle,” or market-women, attended 
to pibscnt bouquets to the President, and begged to 
be pci;initted to pay their respects to him-at the Elys5c. 
The request was ^nted, and next morning was .fixed 
Vor the interview, which toolvplacc accordingly, and the 
scene was highly characteristic., A deputation of not 
lc.ss than 300—me flower dL' the female merchants in 
fruit and vegetables of the faubourgs—dressed in their 
utmost finery, claimed the performance of the promise. 
They were received by tho orderly officers in attendance, 
and conducted through the saloons of the polaeo, and 
into the gardens, where they pnjoyed themselves for 
some time. Ilefreshments were then laid out in tiie 
dining-room, and they were invited to partake of the 
President’s hospitality. The champagne was passing 
round pretty freely when the President entered. They 
received him with acclamations of “ Vive Napoliian! ” 
The President, aftef the usual salutations, took a glass 
of wine and proposed fh*e toast, “ A jp santd de dames 
dc la Halle dc 1‘uris!’’ which was responded to in a 
becoming manner ; and La sante Napoleon! ” was in 
turn pA'iposed by an elderly matron, and loudly cheered. 
The ladies were particularly pleased at finding the 
bouquets'presented yestiTdiiy arranged in the dining¬ 
room. Lhuis N apnleon chatted fur some time with his 
visitors, and expre-ssed in warm terms, -the pleasure he 
felt at seeing tliem under his roof. The ladies requested 
that one of thefr companions—the most distinguished 
for pcrsiyial attrSf^ions, as for youth—should be allowed 
to embrace him in the name of the others. Such a 
request no man could hesitate to grant, and the fair one 
who vas deputed to bestow the general salute advanced, 
blushing and trembling, to perform the duty. Louis 
Wpoleon went tlirough the pleasing ceremony with 
much credit to himself, and apparently to the neat satis- 
faclioii of those present. In a short time the visitors 
asked permission to retire, after again thanking the 
President for the honounibc ffid tfiPm. iloforc separating 
they united in one last and loud acclamation of “ Vive 
Napoldon ! ” Among Ate bouquets was one of remark¬ 
able beauty of arrangement. It was of violets, and had 
over the top the IctSers “L.«N.” formed of white fiowers. 
The entire fiower-market had been searched for violets, 
and the sMection of that fiowgr was not without its 
meaning; the violet, as is knovm, having been the rally¬ 
ing sign of the partisans of the Emperor Napoleon 
previous and subsequent to his escape from Elba. 

The freedom of tho press continues to he repressed by 
severe measures. M. Francois Victor Hugo, a younger 
son of M. Victor H<^o,knd M. Paul Mourice, have been 
convicted, by a Paris jury^ of publishing an article cal¬ 
culated to moke the Government odious. Paris juries, 
unlike those of the rural departments, are virtually 
selected by tho Qovemment officials. M. Hjigo has 
been sentenced to nine months imprisonment and a fine 
of 2200 francs; Meurice to'imprisonment for nine 
months and a fine of .3000 francs. Tho Paris journal, 
the Aviinement du Feuple of the 20th inst. was seized At 
the post-office md at the offiae of that journal, and a 
prAsecution is commenced against the responsible edito, 
inr publishing a letter from l^.

above alluded to, and w lidding an artido signed E. de 
Girardin. ■ The latter paper is prosecuted under the

■ law, and an apology for acts designated crimes or mis- 
1 demeanours by the* penal coda-. 

In the provinces the governinent appears to^tertain 
the utmost jealousy and •raspicion of republican 
opinions. Spies and inforqidts or^in constai^ onl^loy* 
mont; and chaises of conspiracy are built upon the 
slightest gronnds. Of this som% amusing instants arc 
mentioned. Some coal merchants weie jptely dnnking 
together in a wine shop, and over their wine they sang 
a well-known song, the burden of which is, “ Aux 
armes! Courons aux frontieres.” The parish priest 
passing by, thought he heard the swords ‘ “ Aux armft<! 
Courons aux fonctionnaires," and denounced them as 
conspirators against functionaries. They wefc actually 
tried upon the common accusation of “ exciting fiatred 
in citisens towards each other;” but a convicrion, it 
would seem, is not so cosily obtained in the country a^ 
in Paris, and they were acquitted. 

Absolutism bius been re^ored in The Austrutii Donii- 
nioHS. The “ Vienna Gazette ” of the 2Gth August 
contained a series of decrees by the Emperor, abolishing 
the national or Parliamentary responsibility of his 
cabinet, declaring their responsibility to be solely per¬ 
sonal towards himself; sand thus sweeping away the last 
fragment of the Constitution, and establishing absolute 
rule all over the Austrian territories. 

The Prussian Governmetti continues its measures to 
extinguish the indoiieudenee of the press. The “ Cologne 
Gazette,” a paper of great ability, a supporter of consti¬ 
tutional order, has, in eonscqupncFof the threats of the 
government, determined, for the present, to abstain 
mtogethci' from political writing. 

The Emperor of Austria and the King of Prussia met 
at Salzburg, on the 30th of August, and proc&ded to 
Ischl to hold political conferenne. The mcfting be¬ 
tween the King of Prussia and his nephew, the young 
Emperor, was cordial, and without ccrcmou^. Twice 
they conferred fetc-ii-tfte. Prince Schwarzenberg and 
M. Von Manteuifel had repented interviews; occasion¬ 
ally inviting M. Von Meywdorf ni^ Gsneral Von 
llochow to their council. The EmpeSfor invitod several 
Prussian ofheers and other dLstinguished individuals to 
Verona to witness the grand reviews.

The prinoipal intelligence from Italy relates to a 
dreadful Earthquake, which has dealt dcstryetion over 

1 the peninsula from Point Campanclla below the Eay of 

1 Naples, along the whole range of the Apennines, through 
i the upper portion of tJjj; Basilieata and the whole length 
of tlic Terra di Bari on the .^riatic roast. The date 
of this visitation was 14th Aimust. At Sorrento, on 
the western extremity of the Unc of disaster, several 
houses were thrown down, at the eastern extremity, 
the town of Bari was almo,^f destroy td. All the houses 
wore either reduced to mins or swsulowed ua; with the 
loss of hundreds of lives. iCn the upper Basilicata, 
which is in the centre wf the perturbed district, the 
catastrophe has been immense and terrible. A letter 
fitom Naples, dated the 24th August, says.—“I have 
received several details' relative to the dreadful disaster 
wWeh occurred on the 14th ijist. in the province of 
B^icata, in tlm kingdomwond about one hundred 
miles from the capital. A list of more than fifty villages 
is given in which greater or less damage was done; in 
more than one place the principal bvildings having been, 
destroyed, and in all several lives having been lost amid.st 
the ruins of fallen houses. The grca&t sufferer, how¬ 
ever, was the town of Melfi, a place containing 10,000 
in^bitants: tiiree-quarters of the city arc in a mass of 
ruins; the Archbishop’s palace, the ctUegc, the muni¬ 
cipality, the barracks, ftnd tkq police-station, having 
been au levelled to the CTOuha. The known defths 
amount already to 700, besides 200 wound&d, among^hoih 
the prlB()i|^^ families count victims. T have not time 
this more^g to give all the minute details, but it is 
, sufilcieat; 'to say that a rich and populous ^stritt has 

been completely destroyed, and the loss of 4ifo to ton 
hauneuse. It does not mpear thabthe ground opened, 
but au the injury was done by^e houses failing teem 
the_ repeated shocks of the earthquake fho rapidity of 
which was such that the persons hi* the houses and 
passingJn the streets had not l9mo to eseSpo. The King 
on receiving this dreadfoknew^ immediate ordered a 
sum of 4000 ducats to be sent from his private purse; 
to which the Queen added 2000, in adiliubn to the sum 
of $000 ducats contributed by thc’Trcosury.., Temporary 
huspitaK have been erected, and detachments of sappers 
and minors have been sent to the difforent places to 
assist in clearing away the ruins and disinterring “fhe 
uiifortunatl victims. Private suhscriprioiis have ticen 
opened in the towns near to the *01000 where the 
catastrophe* has ocourred; and, no doubt, the aetive 
charity s>f tlic city of Ikfplcs will not he dsfleient.” A 
iqpdical oiHeer, despatched by the Neapolitan gov,pm- 
naent to the scene of the carthquako^ives the following 
account:—“The village offBavilo has actually disap-* 
Iieaimd. I found all about tlUs district large fissures, 
partly fijjed up with henscs. A man who esroped told me 
it appeared to him tliat for a minute he was being tossed 
about in the air; the curtli appeared, aqjt were, endowed 
with a breuthiug power, and then came a different move¬ 
ment—a shaking to and fro. Hero some military had 
arrived to excavate. aThem! was a Strong stench 
decomposing bodies. 'This place was really deserted by 
the inlj^ahitants, at least I saw very few. Ho# shall I 
give you an idea of what was once the town of Melff? > 
Tlu! cathedral is down, as arc the college; the churches, 
the niilitury dcp6t„ and 1G1> houses—93 are iu a falling 
state, ttiid 181) pronounced as dangerous. ‘The fnilitary 
have arrived, and are working away. Our ntedipal star" 
is by no means strong enough. More than a thousand 
bodies have alrqpdy been dug up; 1 need not odd,sail dead. 
'The wounded are over GOO^and present every variety of 
flcsh-wuujids and fracture. Sixty-five buys of the 
college of Melfi are supposed to have perished. The 
calamity took place when most of tho populatihn were 
slecjung, as i8*thc ru.stum iit Italy, ailer dinner." At 
the police-office in Naples, on tho 27th August, they 
replied to inquiries—“ Up to this duy*the returns of 
dead bodies dug out of the ruins from all towns and 
villages is 857; but the excavations have only com¬ 
menced. 

The 'Madrid journals Contain on account of the 
christening ol^thc infant child of t\)o Duke and Duchess 
do Moutpensicr in the palact' at Seville. The ceremony 
took )>lucu with great pump, and the C|rdinal Archbishop 
of Seville officiated The Duke d'Aumole was god¬ 
father, and not fewer than twenty-six names weresgiven 
to the ]>rinccig—amongsJ them were those of Marie 
Anglic. The Duke dc Montpensier, os delegate of the 
queen, subsequently invested the royal child with the 
ribbon of the order of Maria Louisa. 

The government of Louis Napoleon ImS urged on 
Queen Isabella the expediency of restoring Narvaez to * 
the head of the Sjianish cabinet. Clirisuna, however, 
resists this change. 

'The American mail has brought accounts from New 
'Vork to the lOtJi inst.. There wostj^telligencc at New 
York from California renclling to August 1. Tho 
accounts from tho sontheng mines are satisfactory, ^ 
cspeeially in regard to tlm quartz veins. The burnt 
district in San Erancisco has ag.-iin been covered with 
houses, duriug the ^our weeks that have elapso'd since 
the fire. Few traces of the confiagration remain in the 
Jihvcr part of tho city, and the light wooden buildings 
,thnt arc destroyed are being replaced foy substantial 
crcctioiiB of brick. 

In Oregon, several skirmishes havo taken plara , 
between the United States’ troops and the Indians, in 
which the latter were defeated with considcralilo loss. 

It was supposed that the Indh-uss were not inclined to 
further hostilities ag present, and the American' camp 
was accordingly broken up. 

A terrible storm ha# visited the southern part of the 
United States, particularly along the Gulf of Florence, 
and haa been very disaajjous to the cotton, sugar, and 
tobacco crops. The cutton crop in Alabama had suffered

The American prpors contain a report of an intcrviw.v 
* of the United l^atos Coi^mssioncrs witii tlte efuefs of 
tire Sioux Indians, the object of which was to conclude 
a treaty for the purchase of their lands. Xltg. Indians 
•troggled hani to obtain the payment of an outstanding 
balaneo of StU,(|yp dols. before the ratification of the 
treaty; but ovontuaMy they were contented with lui 
engagement on the part of the United Stites Commis- 
sioneri, that th# matter sliguld Ve inmicdiulely attended 
' to. The treaty provides that—“ Tliere be perpetual 
b'dtween these Indians and the I'nited States; 
mat they eede all their lands, but have a ruservaHiou for 
a home; that-the United States pay them the sum of 
1,410,000 dols.; that theschiofs receive ^ 20,000 dols.

He then took his seat—the machine 
was adjusted; at tifc first twist of the screw his head 
droppeh forward—and he -was dead. Thus ended the 
career of Geueral Liopez, so loqjg the dread and terror 
of the Cuban authorities. In no instance (the prisoners 
say) have tho Crooles of the iaUad, manifested tiie least 
disposition to joki them.

those tribes. To a ftircign* source are we likewise in¬ 
debted for almost the dUy other book of importance in 
tilemonth’slistof publications. Migiict'ssecond volume 
of the Life of Mary Queen of "Scots has appeared, con¬ 
firming ml that was said ofthe merits of his first \nlume. 
The book is a clear and singularly impartial narrative, 
written in all'faireess to both queens, and with us little 
abatement of Elisabeth’s weakness oud severity os of 
Mary’s guilt and temptations. The value of the sccondi 
volume consists mainly in the light thrown from fureigie 
archives on the conspiracies against Elizabetn set on 
foot by Mary’s Roman Catholic frireids. Of English 
' hooks the most interesting has been a collection of the 
poetical remains of T/tomas Zoroill Bettdoes, a man who 
had as much Of the t^e poetical faculty in him as any 
writer of tiiia generation, thdugh a strange impatjpnce 
and waywardness of spiiit, oombined^ w'lth some lUs- 
adyaittagoous incidents of fortube, intercepted tile fruit 
it shiHUn harre borne.

IT Is tlia remark of quaint old Fuller that thw world alTordeth no acoidcutvi, liut>tn the name 
1 aenso wheiuin wo call it a now mooli, wliiuli is the old one in iJhotlior shape, and no other than what laid 
beuu fonnorly. Yet wo must admit that, jp tho now oifcumKtanoe,s with which old aotioSs return to us thun 
“furbished over,” it is often extetuoly difficult to recognise the pasl. Tho circnilstince makes the essential 
difference. • 

Hungary has enjoyed a free mouaruhicid constitution fo#’a longer period than* any country in Kui'ope, 
with the .solo,excej)tion,of Kngland; and has enjdyod it for a longer niiintorrujitod period than England 
herself. During ehjlit centurios these have been hut two breaks in her luio of kings, jolm Huniados, a 
man of humhk* origin, wSs her Guboruator. or Uovoniing Ih-esidoiit, in tlie middle of the fifteenth century, 
and under that title rallied her entire jxipnlation to arms. In the middle«of tbe uiucteofltli eeutiir^ ^lo 


defeat; while the peirtir of tiie Sultiin to wliioh tlie one Aieriliced Ins life, is that to which the otlier owes 
his freedom. Circniiistances have altered all. Vonr centuries ago, iinsi fought tor religion vd*ore jbhoy arc 
now figlitmg for eivil fri'edom. T’iie .Sultan of Ih.al day is what the Czar is toslay. Four centuries Iwsa 
effectually clipped tho claws of the Turk, uud have lifted the once wretched vassal of tho hoivlcK qf I’artnry 
into tlio bugbear ami scourge of Europe. , 

“ It has been our fate,” exclSiinod M. Kossuth, in tliat ronmrka'blo speech ^ittWiuehestor which could 
nowhere have boon so appropriately spoken as in the mt>.st aucio,w,t capital of the constitutional monai'ohy of 
Englnndt “ to struggle for tho^ lilierties of fCurope, ns oneo wc litid strolled for her Christianity." This is 
tmo ; and M. Kossutli's cx)iositiijn of tho fruCi i.-. one that the slate.‘jjiieu of this country should look into 
attcntivel.v, witli whatever feeling they may choiisc to reg.ird the llnngiirian herif himself. Not more cor¬ 
rectly could it he stiid of the first th.ui of tlA last “ dovornor” of llungary, tliat tho struggle wliieh ho led 
was not one of faction against faction, of democracy against lu-islocincy, or of poverty against wealth. As in 
the fifteenth century the whole nation rose as one mail awiinst tho irnipliou of the followers of Mahomet, 
they rose with not loss unauimity in tlie nineteenth agninst tlie inroad of as great a harbarisin. Thoy went 
into the field to defend their constitution against revolutionary do,spotism, fo defend thoir iudepeiidcncu, 
against foreign invasion. ITio uow'/-enfriin»hised peasantiy were not less ardSnt in tho cause than those, 
who had been fiir centurios in cvelusivc pos.sossioii of tho full vig^its of citizenship. Of those privileged 
classes, to thoir eternal honour bo it spoken, it had been tho aim for sovcnil years beforo Kossuth beseamo 
their loiwler to extend tho full benefits of the ebusLitutioii to tho unjirivileged. To wondw that this should 
have been deferred so late, and tliat a nation wbicli possessed the germs of civil freedom beforo even England 
sliould in their full growth so tar have* been outstripped by Kiiglisimieii, ^ not simply to foigetf those 
constant wars with tho Turks of which Hungary bore tho liruut and Europe reaped tho advautago, hut 
also to forget that on tho head of the King of Hungiwy, wlio was also Emperor of Austria, to use the 
striking languajjB of Jt. Kosswtli at Winchester,*” two crowns hail been laid wliicli never could agree, which 
never oould be united, the onj a constitutional, the otiicr an absolute crown.” 

The aggression of the Turk repelled, the infiuctice of tbe Austrian Itad to bo rosistod; and ill such* 
circuinstaiioes it was no trifling achiuvemeut .for Hungaiy merely to maintain uuimpiurod the vitality of 
its system of aelf-govenpfiont. Still, wliilo not only chartered liberties but tho very habits and traditions 
of aclf-goVomment bocaino madually lost to every other contiuentid people, tbe Hungarians maintained 
these, habits and preScripti^ rights tlireugh good and evil times; and .still, in spite of^overy disadvantage, 
reforms were not lost^ight of. Lot any one. forgetting even tlio’narao of Koccuth w that such a man 
hns existed, examine the history of tho Austi-ian Empire for the last half century, and lie will, find it 
marked by a series of .efforts, on tlie port of tho privileged elnsscs in llungary to^aise up tlio unprivileged 
to their own level, and on the part of tlio cabinet at Viomia to suik down *bvpry class to tho level of 
tho unprivileged, ^eing thiff, if ho be a true eonservativo, to which side should his instincts ledd him 1 
Should tliey be with a people defending its ancestral rights, or with a camarilla bdit on overthrowing 
them 1 This is tho point of view which modem sti)j;6smen have overlooked. Th^ have confoimdod tho 
Hungarian movement with oth<# resistances to olti authority. They have not boon able V recognise a 
people fighting for tho inviolability of ancient liberties, and to support the sanetity of a royal word. Or 
they must also have ssou, in tbe suc^as of snob a straggle, the only sure and safe guarantee for a continued 
maintenance of order and security in the east of Europe. 

For what now is Austria 1 Strabo as tho remark may sound, her loss in ktu events has boon tho 
greatest. Her real policy should hivo boon, in the presence of modern changes, to cherish.the’ancient 
constitution whibh existed in Hungaiy, to liavea imparted to her hereditary previnces new institutions 
adapted to the ago, and to have raltied roiu]|^ ho* the heterogeneous p^ples composing her empire by. 
tbe watchwords of self-government,* civilisation, and free-trade. Sho would thus again have incurred 
that noble* debt which mria Thecfsa So eagerly ooufossed when she deelar%d that she owed her crown 
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to Hungaiy. And could such huTO been tlie condition of the gcrvioo,. those aolomk words which •were 
lately usud-Tit 'Vl'uic.heBter need *not have expressed .aay ageny seif-reproach, ammy foeliug but of 
f-lorious pride. '• The Agitation was'great hi Vienno," said M. Kossuth, as ip other countiy in 

JiuTOpe,_ save this England only, which, having onoo established its peaco by ronlution, can eiyoy ita 
public liberties without any desire for another. On the Cemtinent ail was inovemoot, and the goweriuiient 
of Austria hesitated toe give us our rights. 1 wont up to the Imperial Palace and told tliom, be just 
to my fotborlond andd wil(> give yon peace and tranquillity in Vienna. They promised me to be just, 
and in twouty-four -hours I gave them peace and tranquillity iu Vienna; q^d heforo* the Eternal' Qod 
who will _ma‘fce ‘re^onsible to Him my soul, before History Ihe indepoud^t judge of men and evonte, 
I have a right to say that tho House of Haissburgh tlien owed its existence to me." 'Evmi so; and for 
this tenure of existonoo, sanctioned by glorious watchword/and guaranteeing ifie progress of civilisation, it 
must be admitted that tho Hapsburghs made a sony exchange when they betook themselves to Russian 
des^jotism, rest,rictiun, and barlMirisin. AVno distaxt day vrill be made mors plain than at present all they 
have'gain^ by it and Europe lost. „ • • 

Russian sway fe doubtless poweiful for^ovil, but it is voiy powerless for good. It may brush, but cannot 
reproduce. ,lt is ropresontcd^iiy cities btmitj not by cities rebuilt ^^^>y ancient pi-oprietors ruined, not by 
new^ones ohriched ; by old chrui.’jcls of twulc blockcjd up; not by now rosonrees opened. Peace eaunot per- 
manontly bo maini^aincd by such a power, unless it<be such jieaco as the Koioou historian ascribed to soh- 
“tudes. The intcrfci'cuce of Russia decided the charartor oj‘ the stmggle liotween Austrio and Hungary;, 
and the statesmen of the civiiiscd portions oi Europe may yet have to render account for having silently 
sanctioned the lliu;rant pretence that Kussia’s^iiiotive in so s&criBidng her armies and her treasures was the 
disinterested wish to strengthen Austria and maintain the balance of power in Europe. With the first 
Russian bayonet that crossed the frontier the moiul autl material inllnenoe of Austria wSs broken; and 
whether this was the interest of Fiuncc, of Eugl.and, of civilisation, will h.w to Ae determined hereafter. 
Austria's natnrel and just position in Eurojie is tliat of a hiUTior against the advance of Russia towards the 
' sdutli, and for this eveiy' wise sSatesman would have supixu-ted her to tho last; but if she nolonger fulfils this 
OPudition, her continuance is no longer called for. L'liaiiicd to Rus.sia by the indissoluble and unooasiug 
/Necessity of support against ber own Hiibjects.'hw empire becomes but an advanced outpost of alisulutisni 
against the progress ami tho. liberties of the west. Cr.u uuy one doubt tliat she occupies ot this moment precisely 
that position, who survojs the stalsi of things througliout O'emiany? 'Plio functions of the house of 
Ugpsburgh a.s.a dynasty, as IL Kossuth -aid at Whictiestcr, are gone; and the present object of the eloquent 
Tlurigva’iau seems to be to .show the English itcoplc and their .statesmen by what substitute they may oven 
yot bo rtplaccd. tlould Hungary but liavc been brought victoriously through her struggle, tlie various races 
now disunited by Austria might have l»*eu atti-acled and eoiasolidatod arourd her by ber liberal institutious. 
United to us by moral and political as w ell iimtei’ia.l ties, slie might then have taken that place iu the east 
of £urox>c which wo occupy in the west, as'tlio rejivosoutative of national constitutional liberty; and as in 
former times she was tlic ailvanccJ guard and barrier ag.aiuHt Tu.key, the strength and extent of her nori.l 
eastern boundary might atuiii have maiic her, in the iuteresu of Austria as of every ch'ilised land, the natural 
and tenable position against Jius.si.'i. , 

There is no cunmiiiuism, no socialism, no red re)iubli(;anism in all this; and most luhnirahly have tin- 
speeches of M. Kossuth, since he lurived in Englatn’, benii frmued to dispel such nightman fancies li-oiii 
future association with the Hungarian cause. /' It was to iiicrea.se the liberties and tho security of tin- 
crown that we in Hungary endeavoured to widen and enlarge the basts on which our constitution was 
founded, so as to include Hie w'hole fiopulation, and tliereby give tliiK;i on interest in maintaining social 
order.” That word has gone fo.-tli and will have its etfeef. iu England. It is novel- loo late to sympathise 
■with a heroic iieoplte crushed by brute force liecauso they -w^ould not forego thoir birthright or grovel before 
I lUi usurper. It iij immaterial now what M. Kossuth inay'lia»>e done or said at any former time. It matter* 
not with whom ho may have IVatei-nised, or to what hasty eonnsels he may at times have been iii- 
eluied to yield. All such iicisonalities have been thrown aside in his ruiblo idciitificxition with the cause he 
has so ably reiiresented at Wiiiehester imd Soutliamiitoii. Hiat cause .survives mid exists tor the future. 
inde|ioudcnt even of him. “ It is not the living under a govoinniont called a republic that will secure 
the Uborties of a people. Human hcai-ts mid liuiiiiiu mind., may require difffrout i^-ulat^qn and training 
according tp circumstanei s. So also in nations a diffet-eiicc of position, of jxilicy, of wants, of prii cijiles, of 
•action, may require difibi-cut forms of govci-iiinciit: aud that govci-umeiit canilot be bad which secures to the 
people liliorty of o])inlon. social onlcr, luid the impartial prot<>etion of lu-operty aud person of every class and 
every memlior of society. England wants no chaugc, Isjcause she is govacnetl byta constitutional mouarcliy 
undi^r which all classes enjoy the full honehts of liberty and frccijom. The people®of England are therefore 
maatere of thciivtwn fate, dofendurs of their institutions, obedient to tlio laws, and vigilant iu their behaviour; 
and the country hi/' bee^uue. as it must ever ccmtiuue uiuh>r such institutions, great, glorious, and free.” 

Tho people of England are not likely to sliow thniusulvcs inseusiblc to such language as this. They will 

P be apt to infer that the. country which sent forth such a speaker must in many partieulais (rf its people 
and its polity be sti'iking)y...akiu to their own; and all enquiries they make will confirm Hint iinprossion. 
Lot usndd that the Hungarian leader would do well to avail himself of his f,resenoc amongst us, to apply 
his own observaiinu of the working of our English institutious to the correction of any expess in the theories 
of ft-iends who surround him. The first subject hc> selected for praise, when ho BtoiJjiod on the shore at 
SoaH^pton;>was tlioSmpurtaucc of local admiiiistf^tion, and the voluci of municipid institutions. With 
prpip& allowances lot that be tuirly admitted; but should ont of his most eager wolcomers wid partizans 
, tnte tlio opportiuiity of attempting to show him, as ho has already nu-lertaken to p^ve to ourselves, that 
jil« as Hungary is now sinking under the illegal suppression of her local and provincial courts of justice, 
England at this moment is loss essentially free titan she was a hrmdred years ago liocause a curb hw been 
Thi^ upon her mayors add aldermen, ujHm county coui-ts, upon the xiowerA of justices .in petty sesaons, and up®i 
tipng ^ overseers, settlements, audVorkhouscs, M. Kossuth will do well to tum'inorewilous away. It is.only 
b™ stages of society thet extensive local admuiistration can bo salutary or desirablo. Cmlisatjon hwi 

* *“ bring centralisation with it; not to destroy,' but to regulate, tho usosof local muniia^itie.<!. 
lndUiBmds£io(X)'°® hidividual mi local activity with central system and .ooyrei^ioiidence of parts, remnun

NARRATIVE OF POLITICS. 

Tub Agricultural l^cetings held during thi-v month 
have been chidfly remarkablB for Dejei-itmis from the 
Cause of 1‘roteetion .—At thi^moeting of tlie'Watlhig- 
ton Agricultural Society, Mr. Henley and Alt. Vernon 
Harcourt, two of the members of Oxfordsbirc—at the 
meeting of the Royal dSost Bfrfe Association, Mr. 
Palmer, one of tho membrrs for the counlj — and at the 
North Staffordshire 'meetihg, Mr. Adderloy and Mr. 
Smith Child, the raimbers for that division of the 
county—concuTTod in saying that, looking to the state 
of the country and of public opinion, a return to pro¬ 
tective duties is out of me question. At the meeting of 
the South Buckinghamshire Agricultural Association, on 
the Tthinst, Mr. Disraeli^t great length repealed the 
counsels which he had previously given at Aylesbury to 
the farmers of the noruiern division of the county. At' 
the yearly meeting of the 'Worefistorshire Amicultuivil 
Society,. Sir John Pakington expressed an o^ion that 
the question of protection or no protection, re-enactment 
iff a cpm-law or extension of the present sysl^m, camint 
be settled hy merely one general election.

Bolton took tho bottle into bis hand, said ho believed 
it was. a Mtter,” and returned it to Bennotn Bolton 
must Ji,ave tasted the liquid from the glass or tnc bottled 
A superior officer tore the paper from the bottle, and 
then a label ^as visible—“Fleming’s tincture of aco¬ 
nite : poison.^’ Mr. Bolton said,, he did not believe 
that he had? swallawed any of the poison, g»id*it docs 
not a'ppear to have ipken any effect on him while at th^ 
. ^.ce; Mr. Bennett went to a chemist’s and got some 
Uc^cine, but had a burning sensation in his throat all 
' the evening. During evening Mr. Bolton was dbn- 
veyed to a surgeon's by two 'persons; ho was mffch ex¬ 
hausted, hut perfectly'sensible, lie said lie believed 
that he had swallo'wed a teospnonful of tlio tincture— 
enough to kill five persons. The surgeon saw tliut the 
case .'was hopelecs, but ggyc what modiciu^ might 
afford relief; tho unfortunate offfbrr soon expired. At 
tbg inquest,' Mr, Brain, the chief in the deceased’s 
slepartmentj stated that Mr. Bolton and Mr. Bbnnott 
had not been long employed in thaf department, aqil 
were not well acquainted wlltli the various compounds; 
tho unfortanate accident arose from tho outer covering 
not haying keen removed. Tho jury gavi- a verdict that 
tho death ,was accidental; but suggested to tho Com- 
missioners of Inland Itevcnuc^ “ that when dny article 
of a poisonous character is imj^.irted, the permit should 
bear the word ‘poison,’ us well as the natorc of the 
article itself.” 

The aocounts from tho Ionian Ishinds mention a 
SfiQe7cintf Acciiiotit which ha(. occurred •it %inte. A house 
having caught fire, tho Miijor of the 'list llcgimeut 
turned out witk a party of soldiers to assist, when an 
explosion of two barrels of gunpowder kept in the pre¬ 
mises took place, by which cloven men were killed on 
the spot, and many more, among them the Major ifim- 
self, and no loss than loO of the inhabitants, wero 
grievously wounded. ' 

Another dreadful foof-ntf Accident has* occurred by 
the breaking of a rojf!, svhereby three lives have biion 
• sacrificed. It happened on the 1st inst., at Welton old 
coal-pit, near Midsummer Norton, Somerset. The men 
were I^ing let down into the pit by hooks attached to 
the rope, and when they hod rigiched to within l.oO feet 
of the bottom, the rope parted, and they were dashed to 
pieces. One of the sufferers has left a^wjdow and u child. 

A Whirliciiid passed tlirough part of the city uf 
Limerick on the afternoon of kSuiidav, the 6th inst. The 
course it followed was narrow in width„hut its violence 
was extraordinary. ’I'rees wero torn up, whirled through 
the air, and denusiU d at sonic distanceplanks and 
timber whistled through the air; shop-fronts and 
windoprs of houses ■^jarc blown in, the fragments of the 
windows being lost a'rom thi!^ minuteness. Several 
persons were hurt. Somd wwe cut by* fragments of 
glass ; and Lord George Quin, while sitting in his hotel, 
' was wounded in the uiigh Vy a slate which was dashed 
. through the window. 'Two iftcn were lifted tliirty feet 
\into the'air; and one of them, Thomas Ryan, was 
dashed against a wall with such forecHhat he received a 
concussion of tho brain, his arm was fractured, anih 


'artfliupposed to have been blown into the water. A man 
Antes that ho was carried by the wind .across the river 
JF'a point whore it is a quarter of a mile brood, and 
jj R positcd on the other side unhurt . ^L argc planlu were 
nuwn to a distance of half a mile, wiiea the whirlwind 
Itouck the water, it is said to havc'taised it fifty yard.s.

Thomas Gowland, a gtusrd on the York and North 
Midland Rail'sray, was Killed on the 3rd inst, near the 
Burton Salman Station, war the guard of a coke 
train whroh was on, its way from York, when it was 
ovortaken*by a short goods train from Milford Junctiod. 
The dsi^er and guard of thfc flatter train were aware, of 
its proxfnuty to the *coke ^tfain, and both trains were 
nearly at a standstill, when tho goods train went slowly 
up to the other, wjth the intention of assisting to give it 
a start from the station. Tho coke trafp being, however, 
the mere hca vUy laden of the two, and all the Imffers 
being closed engine uf tho goods train ran into 

thwlost carria^ufth&coke train, and caused it to bounce 
up, forcing it into tim guard’s van. Gowland fell out of 
the van with his face downwards across the rails. He 
was cofiveyed to the station, and madical assistance was- 
procured, out he died about two hours irilter the accident,, 
cue of his arms and his body having been dreadfiilly 
crushed. The jury rcturnedi a vordict^f “ accidentu 
death,” but blanked the driver of the engine of the second 
train for not sounding his wltistle on approaching the 
coke train. 

A fine boy, son of Mr. Benedict, the eminent com¬ 
poser, was lulled on the -tth inst. on board a steam-boat 
on the llhuiic. Passing under a bridge, the crew 
neglected to loivcr the chimney, 'prhich stri^k the arch, 
and fell among a uuinlicr of tho passengers, striking thc- 
unforlunate hoy. He was landed at Avignon, but died 
the same evening. 

At Kiveten Park station, near Sheffield, on the 8th 
inst., a boy ulxint fourteen years of age lust his life in a 
yrit/hljtil Maimer, l^e avbs playing with two other boys 
on the' line, where there ib a curve. A great Northern 
train, travelling at great velocity, was passing ajong the 
eui-i'c, and got within about a huudrM and fifty yards 
lieforcdlfc hoy was aware of it. In a moment he became 
quite paralysed, and fixing a fascinated stare upon tho 
horrifying' engine, there he stood till he was caught 
up and' almost dashed to pieces against a heavy gute- 
’post. r 

On the 8th inst. a man named Buffen was cleaning the 
second-floor, window of a Piouse in Torrington square, 
when the icon rail'iii front of the window gave way, and 
he fell backward on to the balcony railings of the first- 
floor, breaking them to atoms. From these he fell on to 
the rot'ing in front of the house, which, breaking short 
off, threw him u ith great force on his head in tho gutter, 
lit died shortly afterwards.

Tim (jiiecn left her Highland rusidunco of^ Balmoral 
on the 7th* and nrriv^cd at Windsor Castle on the 11th. 
During lier Majesty’s progress homewards, she visited 
•laverjiiiol and Manehestcr, in pursuance of her inten¬ 
tion, announced a considerable time before; and mag- 
nifieent preparations accordingly were made for her 
reception. • 

In lier Majesty's journey between Balmoral and * 
Rdinhurirji, two railway casualties took place. Near 
Forfar tlie axle of one of the carriages look fire from I 
friction, and.sflme delay was incuri'cd in tukiug off the ' 
curringc. At Broomltouse, alSout thirteen miles from 
Kdinburglf, a slight dKpldkion was hearth and the car¬ 
riages became enveloped in steam; the engine gra¬ 
dually lost power, and ifkmc to a dead stanA It aha 
found that one of tht? feeding-pipes leading from the 
tender to the boiler of tho engine hod burst. A trjSn 
from Olasgow* was nearly due, danger-signals wore 
despatched down the line, and every prccaiRioii was 
t'lken to prevent any aeciilent. The Queen, on being 
q;adc aware of the cause of the delay, evinced her 
usual scIf-possoBsion and considerate composure; assur¬ 
ing the’directors of the railway who were to the trSiii 
witli their engineer, that she hud the fullest confidence 
in their judgment and ^crctioii. A fresh engine 
ivas attached to the cartTsges just .as the Glasgow 
train came slomy up, and stopped at a safe distMce 
in Uie rear. Tim delay, caused by. the accident was 
upwards of aa hour. The Queen arrived safely at Bdto- 
burgh about eight c^lock to the evening, and drove to 
Holyiood, amid ^e aeclamatioiu of aa immense coi. 
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coane of people. Kext morning her Majegty continued 
her journey, iiud arrirod in ihc uftcRioun atCrozteth 
Hall, tli% cent of the Earl of Sefton, wHere the royal 
party pauo'd*th« night. Jhuraday, the Btb, wai fixed 
fur th% royal pru^cas, through LiTorpooL At the 
Quoen’a ipeeiol deairc, the cortege went frotn Croxtetb 
HaQ tp Liverpool by the ^iCutc through the beautiful 
domain of JCnowaley. The BarFand Countess of Derby, 
with their young ^tnity, were in attendance on the 
Qneen in an .open phfictqn, and the tenantry groui)ed 
themselves attivarious points on the five-miles drive 
through the park. The boundary of the borough of 
Liverpool on the West Derby road, was reached by the 
Queen’s carriages shortly after ton o’clock; 'aud the 
Mayor'of .Liverpool was presented to her Majesty by 
Earl Grey. As the arain had already commenced liea- 
!• vily, the Queen could do no more than hoev to the 
thousands of.tipectators who tlit-ro first greeted her. 
The general plan of the route was, that thc^roccssiout 
PIfised from the eastern npproauli of the town to the 
south, and, describing a curve which embraced the 
prineipol southern streets, it ciinic to tho Docks in front 
of the Goreu Piaxsa, alioub level on the western sjdc of 
the town, with tlic point at which entrance had lieen 
made on tho east sido. Then an excursion by water 
was made on the river, as fur along the two coasts as 
sufflcigiitiy displayed alt the wonders of the docks and 
shipping. Then the return jsmrnciy was made tlirough 
the more cpnVal and northern streets, with a special 
halt lOr luncheon at the ’I'own-liall, and minor ,stop- 
phgos at other principal Imildings. All the streets on 
the route had been fenced witli timliei; barricades, sf>

He immediately appeared at the bfdcony, and, uncover¬ 
ing his l^eiid, expressed his joy and grptitude in a few 
sentences of pure.ai^ energetic English. Madame * 
KiJSsStli mho came forward and ackhowleged the 
“welcome given her by waving h^ handkerchief! The - 
ehildren were next called for; the eldest boy was held 
up by his fatlior, amid th( cheers of the multitude. In 
the afternoon, the ebrporation and other persang 
assciflblcd in the ’fawn Hall, when the address of the 
corporation was jiresenled. The principal topic of his 
answer, (eloquently delivered in Eiiglish) Was an eulogy 
of the British government, institutions, and people. 
“1 hojie,” he said,/* thqjt England* will ever temtht 
great, glorious, .indnrce. I regiurd history, and I*s4e 
lliu English race .almost the one single rdbc rthat i(>froe 
in bJtli hemispheres of the world; and when I look'fur 
the key of tliat freedom. I readily confess fhift it is to b) 
be found in the mnnicipak institutions, which have not 
been nbsorlted by the propensity to eentralisgtion, aiid 
which have been conserved tinder differant ^irras of i 
government—here Mun^chical, in Amcrica^lepubliean. 
For, gentlemen, it is nej the institutions, but. the spirit 
of the people emliodiel in these institutions, which 
nmkes two ofl'shoots of that miglity race groat, 
glorious, uml free. It is, therefore, with the highest 
grutilieutiou thflt I receive litis address at yeur hands, ' 
Ylr. Mayor,* and from this corporation. As to my 
huinbli: self, conscious of no merit, and never aspiring 
to any ri'putation but that of a pkiin honest ihnn, 
i'uitliful to the duties of ntruo friend of freedom and of , 
a Piitriot, I could not forbear feeling perplexed to sec 
myself tlie oltjeet of such undeserved honour, were it 
not that I am uxtnre your generous manifestation is in¬ 
tended a.s,aii open eoUntenmiee to tlie principles of 
freedom, of justice, and of popular rights, wluch my ' 
nation so valiantly .struggled wor, and which you so 
hap])ily enjoy. It is a glorious position which the, 
English rare hold* in the world—almost the only free 
nation, douiitless tile only one whose freedom l^s to fear 
neitlier the khangc of |ime nor the ombition of matt, 
provided it keep to its institutions—provided the public 
^lirit of tlie people continue to safeguard it by adapting 
those institutions to the exigencies of the Kmeg, and by 
amanly resolution never to foil in raeotini^hoso exigrn- 
eies.” Ho wimt on to say that the free people of England 
cannot be indifferent to the freedom of the rest of ' 
Europe. «’Tlie people of England is conscious of its 
glorious jKisition, and it knows that, will it conserve 
that position, it must not grant to Austrian despots to 
dispose of t^p whole qS^uropof but that it roust throw 
its owu weight into tl» biRance of the fate of Europe, 
or England xvill be no European power uiore.. It is 
this kiiuwleilge which is tlfc source of hope and consola* 
tion to my oppressed flatiun, as well as to her fellow 
nations in the world, because the principles of your 
freedom, grcatndss, and happiness, ore bound up in this;

Town. On uieir march the Kaffirs arc said to have 
atiackod them again; very heavy firing was hoard by 
persons at J-'ort I’cddic, in the direction in which tec 
troops had gone, hut the result w-as not known. On tho 
2nd the Kullira attacked some waggons on their way tp 
Graham’s Tod'ii from below Southwell, and succeeded 
in carrying off five spans of oxen, worth 30(W. The 
affair was r'fported to Major-General Somerset, when 
jmrsuit was immediately made, and eighteen of tho 
oxen recovered. From Ayudocbi intelligence has been 
received thattmost of t’» Thmhookic servants, who hod 
hitherto remained faithful, have joined the enemy, and 
have assisted in driving off <heir master’s cattle, horses,* 
and sheep.

A 8crious«dispntc ha‘J arisen between ^er Pasha oj 
Pyypt and tho Ottoman Porte. The Pasha having 
cuntructei^wilh Jlr. Stephenson for the formation of a 
railway between Alexandria and Cairo, the Sultan has 
declared thq contract null and void, os having been 
entered into without tho*authority of the Porte, and 
has intimated to the Pasha, that, in demanding the 
autliorisatiun to construct this rnilwaJ, the Pasha must 
prove that the annual revenues of Egypt show a suffi- 
cigut surplus to meet the necessary expenses for tho 
construction of the said railway; that new taxes will 
not be levied for tliat purpose; that tho present taxes 
will not bo increased; that the inhabitants will not bo 
compelled to labour gratuitoujly; and, lastly, that no 
recourse shall be bad to a loan, or to any foreign 
companies.

On Uio 30th of Scptcmiier 
an alleged fugitiye slave, named Harrison, was arrested 
and brought into Buffalo, under a strong guqrd andi 
hutidcuffed to two constables, so ns to make a rescue 
more difficult, 'fhe eobuted popuAtion were much 
ext^ited, and followed the officers with their victim' in 
great crowds from the boat to the goal. After> biriaf 
hearing thq commis,sioneT decided that he was,d fugi¬ 
tive slave, and that he would make out an order for his 
return, after which he was ironed and takOa to 'goal. 
The .court-house yvas criiwded with eitia^; who made 


a show of resistanee, but, after some slight'skirmishing 
within and without the court-room, Harrison was ssfoly 
lodged in goal. The negro is' a mtilatto, and about

A J^itive slave was arrested at Syra<tt»e on Wfedacs- 
( 107 , October 1, and broii|^t'before the CeWnUnioner 
for examination. Thf^owt of the differant churches 
commenced toUii^, and, Ibmdbdls were diatrilmted call¬ 
ing on iiho citiaeiu to ooigjrcgato and see a negro kid- 
na^r. The Qomtohni&nsr’n oiEoe was soon crowded, 
and a rescue was suncesifiiUy carried, out. The negro 
was at once put o& Ms way to Canada, and the agent of 
^0 claimanl^jsiresteQ tA attempting to kiduap a citiren 
of the count^. The slave waa afterwards re-eapturcd, 
and two military companies called out to guard lum. 
Several white men were arrested for assisting^thc negro 
in hit attempted flight. It being the county fur d^, a 
largo'cuncourse of^ieople surrounded the police-omoe, 
where the negro and the white men were undergoing 
au'examiaatkm. About dusk crowd began tg throw 
stones into file window of the poli<si*-office psott^ freely 
which caused the adjournment of the court till eight 
%’eloek the following morning. For a while after the 
adjonijament, the crowd setnfod to disperse! buU at 
abetot hidf-past eight o'clock they begun to break in the 
windows and doors, and 'thus made an eutraneV* into 
the building, and,carried olf the negro. All sorts of 
weapons were usell in the affray. Pi-tolg were fired 
from both sides, and several persons srere badly hurt 
ftom'clubs wd stones." • , 

Accounts,^m Mexico state that the revolutjon in 
^ufogress thCTe has hitherto proved successful. It com¬ 
menced’at Caraaigo, whore the patriots attacked the 
Mexicans. The patriots emne off victorious, liuving 
taken the tovsn bv storm, with a loss on the side of tlie 
Mexicans of 60. The gOTCrnment troops were intrenched 
in a church, witli artillery, ’.the revolutioiiists are com¬ 
manded by Carabiyal, who hoi also with Iv'm two com¬ 
panies of To-vans. At the nist accounts they were 
marching on Matamoras and Keynosa. (ieimral Avalos^ 
who is at Matamoras, has only 300 ^on))s. He had 
made a requisition on the city for 2000* but the city re¬ 
fused to raise a single main The plan bf the revolu¬ 
tionists was a pronmteiatnento, whicli was widely circu¬ 
lated.

Two terrible Executiom by^Lytirh Law have taken 
place in California, the one ut'San FraiieisiV), tlie other 
at Sacramento. The victims in the first place were two 
men, named AVIiltakdl' and Mackenzie, described as 
f atrocious crimraals.^ They had been rescued from the 
hands of the “ Vigilance Committee ” by tbc regular 
authoT^es, and had been lodged in prison. Hut tbe 
gaol was stormed by the multitude, and*Lbc criiiiinals 
wore takcD out and again brought before the Commit¬ 
tee, who ordered them for instant execution. iVe 
abridge the description of tiie scene, given by a Siui 
Francisco paper. From every ward in Hie city, and 
foom tbc most remote suburban parts wWbin the sound 
of the Vigilance bell, peojilo came flocking, breathless 
and excited, to the scone of execution. The streets pre¬ 
sented a scene of fiirimpi, mad disorder. Living masses 
surged .down tlie byways, through the thoroughfares, 
ana over the .planked A>ad.s^umkl the tramp ana roar ef 
the multitude sounded like \,ae beating of the waves 
upon shore. F,very niomeijt the crowd" grew more in- 
*tonie, and the pnlse of the excited populace boat higher. 
Montgome^ .Street poured its tide of human masses into 
California Street, and California emptied its living con- 
teuta, 'like a mighty river, upon the spot where the pri- 
sonen^had been ti^en by their captors, ilere are the' 
Vigilance Comniittco Chaiftbera—two large frame houses, 
ranged side by side, of two-stony loustruction, their 
“gable ends ” fronting Battery Street, in tliq block be¬ 
tween CMifoniia.and Fine Streets. The lower floors of 
these huilditigs are ncoupied as stores; the upper apart¬ 
ments arc the VigiUnoe chambers, and have each heavy 
doifole doors, opening upon Battery l^.re«t. above yi-hioh 
PTqjeot timbers and ijwle^a, such aa are used in store- 
lofts forlhc purpose of hoisting goons ftom the ground.

In the eouthem 
chamber a rope had been “reeved” through.the .block 
atiliched to the beam above the left door, and eevwal 
members, gppoariug at toe fall, lowered toe rope to 
their^iwnradcs below, and swung them up from the 
ground, thus giving them access to the committee. 
Twclvd minutes had elapsed since toe alarm was sounded 
on tlic fire-bell, when the doo{ of the noi^henr chamber 
opened, a few memliere appeared without their coats, 
and addressed rf few words fo toe heaving, surging 
masses below. The din of human voices Uiat arose 
completely drowned the speakers' words. It was under¬ 
stood that the capture of the prisoners was announced. 
Cries of “ Hang them up!” “ Now and here!” ensued, 
and the tumult and noise each moment grew; greater. A 
member of the committee waved Bis hand, significant of 
a.ssent to the proposition, and in a momentary lull we 
could catch the remark, hurriedly and energetically 
made, “We have them—never fear—it is all right!” 
and a thundering shout of wild congratulation announced 
th.at the people below were as fully bent upon witnessing 
justice done as theil*'representatives in the chambers 
above. A few of toe committee toon dashed out toe 
glass above the door of tl)c southern chamber, dud one 
of their qumlier mounted into the opening, holding one 
end of a rope. Dexterously oliugiug to too clapboards 
on tire ouWide, he managed to pass tite rope torougb 
the block, t^id returned with tho two ends to the flour. 
•Ruth doors of the ^mmitteo-rooms were then dosed, 
the fatal ropes insi^. Ten thousand faces were up¬ 
turned, and every eye was fixed upon tho doors of toe 
committee .ghamhers.

The first murmur had scarcely arisen, 
however, when toe doors of both chambers were simul¬ 
taneously jerked open, presenting to view each .of toe 
prisoners, half surrounded at each door by membcra.of 
the committee. A terrific shout rent too air. Tho 
multiti^e tossed to and frq—abow all, ajpid all, calmly 
hot steimly stood the band of toe Brotocra of Vigilance, 
and in their bauds the fainting, drooping, gasping eri- 
minals, their arms pinioned and their met secured. The 
rope was about their necks, their coats haring been re¬ 
moved, and they stoo& aghast^wd trembling in the brief 
second of lifetime allowed toem to coufrant toe stormy 
sea of human beings spread far out below toem.

T he promoters of tho mooting whioli was hold i- uiic mouths ago to, pi-o4cst nguinsi! Loyd CadpbeJl’s 
construction of the English copyright law in favour of tlie tbmgu author, bavn issued a statvmpnt iujvhich 
they seem to abandon that more limited view of the i|Ut>stiou. and profess tlioir desire to unite all whom 
the subject in any ■way interests in an endeavour “to {leeuro an equitable adjustment of the geneial law*of 
coi>yright, but especially to promote iiitemutioiial copyright." Jii- such vieys and exei^ious all who are 
engaged in litoruture ought heai’tily to eoi>[>orate. There ciui be, no question that unmitigated evil has 
arisen from the oonflietiug state of the eopyriglit law, almost ever sinoi' the acts were passed; md tli^thardly • 
a violation of propriety or pnqiorty has been committed, witbout some kmiljtif sanction li'oia sne or other 
of the legal tribunals. At first the disngreement was between l.aw and Eiiuit}-, but more recently all the 
common law courts themselvoishave fallen to loggerheads; and in i-cgard to our English law of copy at 
lea-st, there scorns to be Inu-dly n hope of any satisfactory sottlen-!.stit of tlio jioints in dispute without a special 
act of the legislature. Bid tho society jniist be careful not to n-sk uhtlic samo time for any elaqses having « 
solely in view a compulsory action on otlmi’j'ouiitrics. Intcruntlonid copyright is not to be obtained by 
such luean.s, Fiaf jmlilia. That i.s all we have any right to claim. We may not force others to bo just 
by being ourselves unjust. * • 


The most interesting book of the mouth is Mr. 
Carlyle’s lA/e of John. Sterlinijr, and other works of 
X>rctciislbn have come to dispel the UulluclSi of the non- 
pulilishing season. The professor of the classics in 
King's Collcgej Mr. Browne, has commenced a History 
of (^nasital Literature ; tho first ])art of au al'iiKrans- 
lation of the entire Comedy of Dante in tho ternary 
rhymes of the original (not well adapted, we must 
remark, to the genius of our Englislf tongue) has 
appeared; Mr. George Long and Mr. Macleaue have 
ventured on a new edition of tho original Greek and 
Latin authors, undri?the title of liMtotheeaJtClaseirn, 
of which Cicero’s orations form the firs^iart; Mr. 
Francis has issued two porfiy volumes of a History of 
the KnylUftltailway ; tho Exhibition Contractors have 
sent forth thoir lUtUtratfd Catalfiyuv in three glittering 
octavos; and in tho sabie number of volumes, though 
of more sober appearance and hue, a Senlch divine has 
published an E^s'^ion of the Gospel aeeurdiny to 
Saint Luke which recalls the laborious and elaborate 
theology of tlie days of Solemn Taiaguc and Covenant. 

Beside these graver publications there has been a 
great gathering of voyages and travels. The Rev. 
Henry Chcever, au Ameri&an, gives us Life in the 
Sandwich Islands : a couAtryman of his, Mr. Herman 
Melville, relates more of the ocean experiences of hln 
Typees and Omoos in a modey bonk csdiod The Wha^; 
another-coUntryman, tho Rev. Mr. Cottan,*telIs us all 
the incidents of a cruise with an A"ierican frigate to 
California, in a dirt^ little volume, entitled Deck and 
1‘orl; and Mr. Pridham excites hisreadors h/announeing 
Kossuth and the Magyar Land ^ tho title of a hook 
which contains not tory nyach of cither. We have*ulso 
had a Kdturoliet's, Sigoitrfi in famaieg, ftom th#pen of 
Mr .’Philip Qosso; a description of fifetniis, ^ tho Un¬ 
happy Valley, by Libut. Burton of the BomCay army ■■ 
eopie vci*y clever and valuahlp Recollections if Manilla 
and the Dhiiippines, by Mr. M'JIicking, »^practical 


! jiSerehant; and a view of Spain as it is, by Mr. Hoskins, 
not an unpractised traveller. 

To these we have Ho add some bonks of general 
interest. ' A Sheffield gentleman, Mr. Holland, has 
published Memorials ofChantTcy the Sculptor, of which 
some future biographer will be able to make good use^ 
Mr. Grant has nrilten the Life hf Sir John JJeplmm, 
one of the Scutch soldiers of i>ustavus Adol^us; Mr. 
Thompson dias opene^ up tho old question™of reason 
and instinct in a curious volume on the Passions of 
tAsiimnls, the illustrated Christmas books have paid 
us tlieir first visit iu an elaborately illuminated volume 
by Mr. Humphries, called the Sentiments anil Similes 
of Shakspettjre ; Mr. Chonevix Trench has published 
five very thoughtful and suggestive lectures on the 
Study of ^'uriis ; and Dr. Latham and Professor Craik , 
have brought out respectively two hooks with somc- 
tliiiig of a similar aim, the one a Handbook <f the 
English Language fJfP'iJic Wee of Students of the 
Universities and li^he^Classes of Schools, and the 
other (Juflines of the History of the English Language 
for the Use of the Junior^ tilasscs in Colleges and t/lc 
Higher Classes in ScHbols ; both volumes well deserv¬ 
ing of attention. _ . 

Finally, therS has been no lack of novels—prominent ■ 
among which may be mentioned Mrs. Trollopfe’s Mrs. 
Matlheios, or Family M^teries ; sa tale called the 
Ldvinystones; a story with the name of Lady Aoice; 
an autobiography of Florence SackviUe, or Sift.J^- 
pendance, by Mra. Burbury; and a single vMume from 
the author of Roekiiigliam on the fate oTt CecU the 
Pervert. ,

Pyrticipptipg somewhat in this view of the groat Hung.rrian’s versatility, lint objecting lo him on l^or 
grounds, the more important class of his ojipoiugjts now coino within view. Tliey admit tlic cstraortUnary 
efeverness, the wonderful tact lie has displayed; but they ijuestioii altogothorhis moral pretensions ; accuse him 
of reckless designs of jiersoiial ambitiu\i; denounce his jilans as of ihc deepest die of rod'i'cvolution; and, in 
regard toHunj^uy, express tlfoir belief that it wiis his violent innovations which rondoi-iid liur old constitution 
no'longor poysitde; and that, but for his iiivetoratc assaults on tho iiilogrity of the monarchy, tlie country never 
would liiive pndorgone the misarics of foreign intervention.

Marriages, Dirths, and Deaths, comprises the births*^ 
and deaths registered during the quarter ending Sep¬ 
tember 30th, 1861, and the marriages in tlio quarter 
ended June 80th, 1861. , * 

The marriages still exceed tlic_ average, but arc dess 
numerous tnm the fharriages in the correspoeding 
quarter of last yehr. ^he births continue to increase 
rapidly, and the mortality is below the average. The 
.returns therclbre present a favourable view of the st ite 
of the country. ^ 

38,498 Marriages were registered. in the* quarter 
ending June .30th. This is less by 520 than the number 
registered in the Spring quarter of 1850, but more by 
3777 than the number in the spring quarter of 1818. 
The marri^es only amounted to 30,048 in the spring 
quarter of 1842; they rose to 34,268 in the spring 
quarter of 1844; to 37,111 in the spring quarter of 
1846; declined to 35,197 in 1847; and rose again to 
39,018 in the spring quaver oM8.50. livery marriage

It will heroafler be asked with some interest, what kind of i-ecoption wfts giiPen by public opinion in 
England to the act by which, early on tlio uioruing of the 2iid of December 1851, the ele^d^Ih^dent of* 
the French Republic violated his oath of allegiance to the state, dissolved by force the National .Alhsombly, 
drove through the streets at the point of the bayonet botwociwtwo and three hundred rejiresentatives, 
deprived of their liberty tho five gi’eatost generals of France, conveyed in felon-vans to common prisons tho 
most illustrious of living Erunchinen, suppressed half yie newspajHirs throughout the country, gagged those * 
which jvere not suppressed, aiunonaded for five successive chvys tfib most respectable quarters of the city of, 
Paris, slaughtered nearly tlft-ee thousand citizens niiistly of tho better class, assumed such rif^t over the 
class suppo.scd to be duugcruus os to truiispart tlicm by thousiuids to tho swiftnps and sands of Africa, let 
loose an infuriated soldiery throughout tho vaisiups dopartments, exacted instant subn^sioii from every 
public agent under peril of tlie loss of,hbi personal freedom as well as of his official appointment, enlisted , 
ns suddenly the entire cunfcdeijicy of the Jesuits diy hoisting a,Hag of duty to the C'hurcli over these 
acts of perjury and treason, and, finally, by means ‘at oA election proxiosed to a {leoplo forced (imder 
jiresKure of half a millictfi of bayonets) to the necessity of accepting o^j rejecting one name out of a 
X>opulation of thirty-five millions, oVitaiiied himself to be ax'puuiytod Dictator for ten years, with a ministry ' 
irresponsible except to himself, with a Council of State and Senate nominated at,his mere pleasure, and 
with a legislative body devoid of all power excciiWo invest tho will of tlie executive with what may pass 
for the fonns of law. Such is tho Stato-blo\? on wliich publi« opinion has just bee* invited cverywherl 
hut in the country sti-nck and still reeling under it. With no intention to tako [lart in that opiniou while 
wo simiily i-ccord what has called for •its expression, it is yet i impossible to deseribo such & act in 
anything like plain language, without aiipearing to give utteniuoe at thfc same time to the strongest 
judgment qgaiust it. ■ 

It has uevestheless^lici^d much api>rovtil of a certiAii kind in England. The morning paper possessing 
the most intimate uonfidenc^ of the then chief of tlie Foreign OQicc, at once pronounced in its favoui'; 
has smcc very zealously depicted its author as the selected instrument of Providence to bring about , 
the salvation of France. The evening jiajiur supposed to have lawdly loss interest in the same 
quarter, treated it as a ij^re act«of sell'defence against the National Assembly; and has continued to regwd 
it as “a knock down blow’.delivered with such sudden clevernuH.<f and quiokijess in the course of a “fkir 
stand-up fight" as to 'demand rather praise than reprobation. Another evening paper professing opinions 
yet more liberal than tts Wliig competitor, has had oven ^ess scruple in fraijily csx>ouslng M. Bonaparte as 
the redeemer of his country. A thh-d evening paper, though holding him at^mi’s length as too mii(;li 
disposed to the JeiiuitB, has been greatly inure*willmg to eulogise than to censure him. Another uioruing 
jiaper equally indisposod to .any one favoured bjr tho Pope, has adoptjjJ a similar tone. A third morning 
pai>er much in vogue witlt thirsty politicious, has declarod for him#yet more strongly and witB fewnr 
misgivings. Nor has a weekly jmper which lays sxKicqd clwm to authoritative intercourse with the qqidnuuM 
of Downing Street, been behind «ny of these in fiml^g explanations and excuses fer the ov«rthrow of fVench 
liberty'; wlule another weekly journalist in official an* “eciqiioinical’’ i-elatioiis with the government has invited 
symjia&y and adny^ation to it a8,a “suadon, bloodless, and lienefioent” revolution, executed with gkijl, 
promptitude, and vigour; and, as a uiattgr of course, the rank and file of weekly .papers hahituolly 
favoui'dble to military rule oil the Centinent, have found it a proper subject of cougratulatiom Of the 
Roman Catholic urgays ^nSrally, now that the Pufic has spoken, it is needless fl) speak; but it may_ be 
said of that particular newspeper which its suppq^ed must coirectly to Represent ultramontane Catholidsm 
in Ireland and England, that it did not hesitate, ovgn before llis holiness Ko Nonq hod puhtioly approved and 
blesseif M. Bonaparte's enterprise, to proclaim its heortysympathy witii it, and to dJclore -^at in &e judgment of 
no good Catholic hail the President o£ the Fronoh Republic committed ai^ perjury in overthrowing what 
he had sworn to upliold, provided only be had fpken his oath originally "vsith a safe coi^enc^ 

From this brief summary it becomes obviqus that qo cgrrect historian of public opinion in Imgland .wl)l 
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hereafter bo Able to confirm what would seem, for a day or tho after the first shock of the cmiji (T 
have been the prevalent iinpresBion fimongst us, namely, that with but one .exception the English press lind 
prououimed a^nst ite huthor. But on* the other hand it may be said, that,twhilo the sonjewlial motley 
variety of liis Rapiiorters, ^d the very differing motives and reasons alleged for their support, iiro in tliom- 
seJvos a cunfeasion fliat bu act must ho held, even by his advocates, either to soar abovo morality or sink 
below Ills’ public* oppouei^ in tbo Kngliih press have had no snob discrcpimoies hr .iliffercnces to 
reconcile in the pfirt they hwe taken agahist him. And tliough in number less than their opponents 
(excluding tlie cquotry ^oumiiJ[B, which would greatly turn the scale in that roopect),' they so infinitely 
transcend thoiajJa idip^itguee, and. in the thousands am tens of tiSDusands of readers thoy^ represent, as to 
leave no dmibt whatover of the vast weight and overwholming preponderance of‘healthy Eugli.sli opinion 
which hasthr^gh them definitively declared itself against the oveifiSirow of liberty in Fnance. At the same 
time the^opinion thus expressed has been eiuNifiilly restricted to a moral jndgnienf on the acts and motives 
which stainpod the character of the usurpation, and beydnd this it has iy mfrespect pas.sod. There ha^'^beeu 
no clamour for in'terfarenoe witli Ifi'cnch aftiiu's; no quixotic prop^isal to move lance in-rcst against those I'ver- 


wnter/>tjiroiigh all the vicissitudes of'politieifi paHy, tcT'tiiaintain inviolate contain fixed pi'inciplas by which 
aluu 9 any form of society*can be honestly governed, it*yct do<w nut,fall within his sphere to urge any hostile 
demonstration against a people who may, nppoai; content to placfc itself under a dictatorship based upon their 
outrage and overthrow. Npr#ivould it be easy to say, in l.mgnagc tliat might not seom excessive, how nobly 
f his Hue has been taken by the most powerful of ^Inglisl^ journals, ttospecting, for .SnJiat it may be worth, 
nny government apparently acknowledgi'd for the time by several millions of the IJ’‘oneh ii^tinu: no mere 
desirous to take arms against illcf.;;al violence in Frmeo, than against Isgaliseil ojiprcssicii in (.Germany or 
Russia :,u(dioMjug^thcwtrtot necessity of a mniiitenancc of jioaco, upon the eonditiouf^f existing treaties and 
a emuprete forbearance frotfi ctoryjiostilo act :its writers have yot felt tliat they owed it to truth, to freedom, 
and to history, Jo denmnKtrate to the u'l'rld, that in tlioso late events ever}' pledge of political duty hai been 
broken; that their moving force has been an iinwftrlliy pcivioniti awbiticn, Biqiportcd by foul and unRcvujmlons 
instruments; ami,that on such a basis it is impossible to conceive the establishment of u permanent or 
•< honourable power, siiieiait repudiate.s by its very origm cverylhing on which stability ^ciiRuds. And this 
they luivo ^•nforcod and reiterated in a series of articles, unbroken since VV'odncsd.ty the lird of December, 
'unsurpnsjed Jor eloquence and kiiowleilgo by anv isdiiie.il writing in the language, and not unlikely to be 
remembered >n England with some pride Jong aftei the fiuud and violence so gallantly denounced shall 
have been cxiiinted by the restoration of constitntional liliorty to a people who have made mightier saerificcs 
« for it than any other nation on the earth. « 

Meanwhile the oilering-up of so illnstrh'us a victinTas Lord PiilTner.slouio tlicso altered fortnuos of Fiance, 
rtlny show wjiat wary walking the now .slate of the continent w litn'ly to craia frnm stalosuien of evoiy 
country. Opinion has of cq^n-se been busy on this rcrtiark.ilde iueideiit; but the facts arc as yot trsi 
imperfectly known to give importanoe to any judgiuent jwa^d iipqy tliein. All that seems to rest on any 
good authority ii^the fact that, the late Foreigii iiecrcfltry h.nl liiistily couimitti-d luniself to so he.trty 
•an ufiproval of M. Bonapnrte's coup d'etaf, as to iiivoly; a. separAtion from colleagues who coiilrl not so 
readily lie lu-ought to reganl with cipial fwoiir ai^ at^. originntiug in troaeher^' so revolting, and accompanied 
by such violence and cruelty. Incredible as it seems, tliat tlie most iiivoterutc opnoneut of tbo continental 
despots shauld have fallen in tHi' act of rejoicing over a new accns,*ioTi to tbe family, the fact apjie.vrs to be 
admitted, (t is supposed that tbc vctei an statesman mistook tbe probable bearing of the neiv government 
of Fiwnco, and too cagO.'ly thought it possible to br.-a^ tlie in-ide of Llio old despots b\* inviting a good 
Widci’Stauding with a new anil lbniijdablc,,coiiii>('Utoi'. Tk-atbis as it may, it is at Je.ast eortain that Lord 
Ihilmerston bu/S fallen by liis own act. and not liy any eraven or uuvvortliy offering to those hatred,s and • 
intriguesivith which the agciita iind cnve^.v of tlm de.'pot.e <-ourl.s have so notoriously luid unrelentingly 
pursued him. , * 

Few homo subjects of politics have riiaiiitiuncd a rc.i'on.ildo interest in Ihe midst of tho.-M- fomgu 
excitements. But ojiiniou contiimos to ded.irc iti(jll'on the tjui-lion of piirlipmeirtai’y rc^nif, and has 
been discussing with its usual freedom certain resojulions which bad united several higb coa.senting parties 
at orconfereiicc in Manchfester, and of irbieli tin .sub.d.-uicc would iqi^iear to be, that the fortlicnming Reform 
.iBillwill be decidedly unsatisfacrorv if it docs not eomiuiso triennial jiarliamcnts, a rato-]iiiV’ing sulfrag'e, a 
re-distribution of the electoral distriois, v«tc by ballot, and no ju-ojicrty ipia^fication for members. Agiunst 
the entire of tluMc dcAauds it i», argued,.that biieh a ,-'chwnc doe.-, not at this inoniMt appear to be culled 
for. It is thought that at the#, oiiclusioii of a luiriod in which 2 'arh'iimeut,s liave*^ hever averaged beyond a 
four years’duration, wlieii representatives* h.avu given to their coiistituent.s increascdiraeility of intercourse 
and controul, and dui-iiig whielF tho only remarkable breaches of election-ongagomonts have been in favour 
of*popular measures, no vefy striking case would apjiear fo have been made ont for a return to triennial 
parliaments. Again, while it istwhnitod that the smalJncss and corruiition of certain constituencies demands 
prompt and decisive remody, and tbafi a fiTOichise aheady much too narrow liAij been further compressed 
, by needless techuinal conditions, it i,s felt that tbe instant sulistitnlii «i of the parish rate-book for tlie electoral 
register would* be somcwlij,t too near an iiiiproaeh to uhreersal .suft‘ra,ge. Rotter, say this clilss of i*easonor8, 
keep your stand iijpon tbo ancient vMiyK,tliioi venture mil,* ‘‘loser aiipeal to that universality of the peojdc, of 
which the state of our neighbour-mclrojiolis would Ilarelly .soein tfl justify u trial. Remember that it is easier 
to do than to undo in Cftislitutional cluuigest, and coniine your jire^onj'cxertion to siiffii new wonts as tlie 
change of the last twenty years may hiue ei'cated, to such iiewrinterestiS as it may have developed, and to 
such palpable sliortcomingi nt tho Reform Act, or surviving abuses of tlm old ipstotiii, os. with reference to 
those wants and interests, it way Imve iilainly brought to light., On ihe other ban8, the reasoiiers are 
abundant who treat such argumonti^fc a mere evasion, who Aeolaro that the dangers of continued agitation 
will only bo iueurrod and prolonged by n compromise, who* call Jor an e^tlension of franchise without regard 
^^feprovisiona of the last Refopn Act, who see a self-a'^justing register of voters in the rate-book, as 
by the Lancashire men, wMch would satisfy a greater i^umber of 2 >Hytio 8 now bent ujidu reform 
thnWHy btl|^r modi- that could *be hit uiion, o^d who we*not* less resqlved to stand out for such an 
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abolition of HiuaU oonstitnennibs, protection to the voter in the exercise df bis riglit, and more frequent 
resort to general elutions, as irill suffice to make the proposed ^mec^uro in all respects-a i>eal, and not 
a moi-e lumiinal, rec'^aitioi! \>f those vast 'populationB of manuf&ture and comumroe wbicb-ntaybe said 
to liave sprung into life even ainco the date of the last Sefonn BilL * ^ ,

The secniftl annual, gci^er^ meeting of t^o 'Satvmal 
Vreelmld Land Society Was heM on the 2fitb xdt., at the 
London Tavern, Sir J. WalmfUey, M.P., president of 
the^HMiation, in the chair. •Tbcvannuul ropcHrt was 
a satiffliictory character. Of 23(),o00iS? stated to have 
been received during the past year W freehold land 
societies, ftiis society received 9G,13^., and* out flf 
15,000 new members, this society obt$ned 4231, and 
out of 25,000 new shares, 0831 ayere issued by it. *Th(» 
nett balance up to the end of last year wijti 3077^. 13*8* 
out of which a dividend of 5/. 8e. 4f?. per conl.otvould be 
placed to the credit of such momlicrs as bad not 
received their shares, aud the balance would Ife carried 
to the reseiwe fundf'“ The rejwrt wa.4 unaniniouMly 
adopted. TVlr.aC.'obden,^!! supporting it, obviated si-me 
of the objections tif these societies, aiici pointed out .some 
advantages jiossessed By this souiety in iiartiruiar. 
“ There were persons (lie said) who were prevent d 
from, joining sonic of these societies because, tlu'y said, 
it would take them a long time hcfori' they could get 
their lots. Xow, in this respect the rules of tliis society 
dillered from, aurl were better than others, and it was 
on this aceomit that we made greater progress, hir. 
Taylor hiQasulf admitted with great candour that our 
rules were better than his in Uirmiiigham. Our plan is 
to go into tho jnarket and buy an estate, aud then to sell 
it half to ready-money customers, and the other half to ■ 
subscribing raerabens, who ^allutTur it. Now, in oilier 
societies they have no roady-mcmey customers, and they 
supply'the members in rotatkm with iiUolpiciits. Now, 
when the society numbcr.s -lOO or 500 this may do very 
well, but when it inerunses to 1400 or 1500 ni"mbers, 
men say, if J join you 1 ^lust wait many jAirs lidfow I 
can get from the bottom to the toji. Llunscqucntly 
people ceased-to join these sucietigs, liecuuse they woutd 
have to wait seven or eight years liefure they could get 
their allotments. But the- plan we adopt enables us to 
buy a larger estate than the other could, and tb.: sub¬ 
scriber gets for his 307. a piece of land at the wholesale 
price sooner th.ait he would in other societies. Tkat,is 
the iwhole secret of the advantage of this socii-iy. It 
enables a man to get a piece of ground lur 237., 207., 
aye, and even 19/., whicli had been found when tlie 
revising barrister comes round to be vvurtfi -10,v. a-yeor, 
which IS a large intrre.st for his money.” 

A grea^. Itijorm Voiifcrtnce was lield at Hlaneliestor 
on the 3rd iibt., to ehnsid^r what iuur.se ought to be 
taken hy the friend.s of I’arljament.iry reform in coiise- 
queuce of the intimation made by Lord d^hUii ilussell, 
that it was the iiituntion of the govenunciil to bring 
forward a measuro of parlh'^eu^ry reform in the next 
sessiou of I’arliameut. *rhe number preaont was about 
200 , among whom were deUegatoa from different jiarts 
of the country, and a number of the leading Itcfomiers, 
Mr. Cobden, Mr. Bright, Sir J. W^aliiuilcy, Mr. Milner 
Gibson, &e. Mr. G. Wilson, chaiiunan of tho Titrlia- 
mentary lleform Association, took tlic chair.* 'I’he 
following reso^tiims, drawn nj) for the purpose of 
bodying tile views of the„ conference, were brought 
forward hy Mr. Bright:— ^ 

t. That this ninfcrciire lias niatnrdy couHidered tlie ei.-lHti*ig 
state of the rejn'csontittiini of the liiiitod Kingdom, and tlus 
(leliherated upon tlie cbaiiges wliich ore rcqnired to satisfy tlie.

rate, with stioh limitation ns to neriod of roSldcncc ns shall bo 
necessary to afford, a gimrautoc tHat Uio pccapatlidi is ddo.

A long discusaion toelc place, anti some diflcreiices of 
opinion were expressed on the various points involved 
in these resolutions.—Mr. G. Thompson declared him¬ 
self tippiised to the resolution having referonce to the 
elee.toral franchise, and said he was certain that through¬ 
out the country nothing would give satiafoctioii but a j 
very large^pxtension of the suffrage. He ui^ed that 
Mr. Iluiiie’s motion iq parliament wus mure precise 
than tlut <)f Mr. Bright, and included every man of 
full age rated for the poor; and he moved an eunendment 
whieii incHidcil iu tlie jilace of the wonls proimsed by 
lift. Bright, wWi refet^nce to the elective qualifications, 
tlie following words: “ Tie occupation of a tenement, 
or a portion of ii fenement. for which a daim shall have 
liecu yuado to-voc rated for tlie relief of the poor.” 
Kventually Mr.-' 'Thompson’s amendment wi« fejeefed, 
having been supported hy only seven ar eig^t vote*; 
and tJic'originul resolutions were carried unonimpudy. 

H was then resolved: ” 'I'liat a deputation be aiipohsted 
to wait on Lord John Russell for tli e purpose of pressjog 
■upon hirfi the importance of granting a lium and com¬ 
prehensive measure of reform.”—A large and crowded 
meeting was assembled in the evening at the Free Trade 
Hall. They were addressed by Mr. Cobdon, Mr. Bright, • 
and Mr. Gihsoni and the resolutions adopted at tho 
morning conference wenj.proposed and ontnusimrtically 
adopted.—Lord John Russell declined to receive 
deputation, on the gtound that it was inexpedient to le-, 
coivc local depntati'jns on matteryinvolviw the general . 
ii^rests of jhe country. Anothtt meetipig was conse-

^uently held on'the 23rd, at whihh the following reodu- 
bon, moved by Mr. Bright, was adt^ted 
Tlut tWmeatinir regnits*extremely Uiat IjorS John Rnssell 
lias declined to'receive the ^nutation appointed at the late 
oonferened, and caniiut Hut regara the reason assigned aa evasive 
and nnsatiafactnry. Tlyst on a question of an improved repre¬ 
sentation, the opiiilonu of a deputa1|m appointed at a eonfccenco 
reprcMutlng to a.large extent the f^tngs of tbo papulation of 
the most poyiilotu eoiuillua tn the Cnlted Kingdom, cannot be 
without Iniiueneajind'havo a strodtl claim on the respectihl 
consideration of fCe blovemmrnt; and this meeting exprusses 
Its apprehension that the course taken by the Minister is not 
calculated to inhrease the ounfldence of the Kerormers of the 
United Kingdom in his intention to bring forward a substantial 
measure cf Fariiamentarr reform. 

The iSh. Alhan't Ifrihery Commission re-assembled 
on the l^inst., punuance of their adjournment for 
^the pun^ oPterntinating the enguijy.—The Hon. F. 
.Cravep,mnd Mr. Q. "W, Bepton, the sitting mgmhfti for 
the bordhgh, were examigod. Mr. Craven stated that he. 
was'd candidate for the borough in 1847, and spent only 
between 6002. and 10002.but the smallness of the sum 
wu easily accounted for—^hp rfmamed at the bottom Sf 
fthe poll. It was suggested that he should buy ab^ut 
one hundred votes, but be would not consent. He had 
a shrewd suspicion that there was bribery going on— 
on his own, as well as db the other side; but he nod no 
pertonal cogniimucd of the facb Mr. lloptnn said tliat 
he had rcpreseiucd the borough sinCe 1841. His election 
in 1841*0081 bofwcen !i0002/ and 40002. ’ He only Igncnr 
thef fact lately, through incidentally examining an old 
bonking book; for the matter was arraimed without hip 
' knowledge by mcmliers his family. Mr. Itumbadl, a 
former mayor of-tlic town, requested to bo allowed to 
' put in a written communication stating facts respecting 
the hiding away of witnesses from paj^liamcntary 
inquiry laatsussion. The letter referred to the detention 
,, of Atluns, Lyncs, Haywood, and Brandon, by Edwards; 

and Mr. BumboU particularly demnndedthat a certificate 
^of indemnity sbbuld be withheld from Mr. Edwards. 
Mr. Greshain, one of the solicitor witnesses, also begged 
to show cause why Mr. Edwatds should fiavc no certi¬ 
ficate. As Mr, Greshain stepped out of the witiiess-Unx, 
the mob in court /ecred at him, and Edward.s joined in 
the laughter. Mr. Gresham observed to Edwards, 
“ Hero 18 your rough committee at work W’ Ediyan^,., 
enraged at this taunt, jumped up, seised his hursc-whip, 
and,noldipgitthreateningfy overfhe solicitor, exclaimed,^ 
“ How dare you say that, sir ?'* Mr. Gresham, with 
great coolness, addresse^ the commissioners, and said, 

• “ 1 beg you to take notice that I am assaulted.” Per- 
wiving ms error, MreEdwards dropped the whip, Mr. 
Gresham took it up, held it up to the commissioners, 
and saidOgain, “ This is what he was going to assault 
mo with.” Mr. Edwards then dragged tne whip from 
Mr. Gresham, and shouted, ” How dare you speak as 
you did ?” Commissioner Forsyth, at this jimcturq, 
luterposod, with an ” Order, order! ” and a horsc- 
' whipping in open court was prevented.—J.n the mean- 
f time Mr. Fit^erald, the secretary of tho commission, 

, bad been busy in a room adjacent, granting certificates 
to the witnesses wl^h had been reported worthy of 
them by the comimssiouers. Some of thd townsmen, 
finding themselves rejected, hurried into the chief court, 
and pleaded earnestly for the refused docifment. Tho 
first who appeared was a poor old man, apparently a 
labourer: he had strenuuuiiy denied on a former day 
Edwards’s allegation against b\m—that he took 61. for 
his vot^. “The vote,” he said, “was n&;er mentioned!” 
and he therefore refused to admit that he had considered 
the brilu as^a bribe. He was now asked, did he 
confess &t he ha£ regarded the money as for his vote ?

NARRATIVE OF LAW AND CRIME. 

Thk Cpurt of Exctie<iuer, on the Ist inst., gave judg¬ 
ment in the case of the Qtteen v. Messrs, Oradbury and 
Jivans, the printers of this publication, “ The House¬ 
hold Narrative of Current F.vents.” It will he re¬ 
membered that proceedings were taken in the above 
court, at the instance of the Crown, with the view of 
umking “The Household Narrative” liable for tho 
newspaper stamp-duty, under the Act 6 & 7 Will. I'V., 
c. 70. The questioiL depended on tlie interpretation 
given to the schedule at the end of that act. The 
schtnlulo gave definitions of the publications .in the
